Sm:  The  financial  condition  of  the  cODQtry  has  improved  during  the 
iwt  year.  The  average  rate  of  gold  for  the  year  1869,  as  stown  by 
*«ekly  BaieSf  was  32.9  per  oentam  preminm,  and  for  the  first  eleven 
iDoiiths  of  the  year  1870, 15.2  per  centam  preniiam,  indicating  an  im- 
piDvement  in  the  value  of  the  paper  cnrrencj  of  about  17  per  centam. 

From  the  Ist  day  of  Jnly,  1869,  to  the  30th  of  June,  1870,  incla- 
tire,  the  public  debt,  as  Bhown  by  the  warrant  account,  was  reduced  in 
tbe  Run  of  $101,601,916  88.    From  the  1st  day  of  December,  1S69, 

■  w  the  30th  day  of  Movember,  1870,  inclasive,  the  reduction  was

In  estimating  the  expenditures  for  the  next  fiscal  year,  I  have  included 
the  sum  of  $24,500,000,  projierly  chargeable  to  the  cnrrent  revenue  as 
an  appropriation  under  the  acts  of  February  25, 1862,  and  July  14, 1870, 
relating  to  the  sinking  fnnd.  Although  the  langutige  employed  in 
those  acts  is  not  the  langnage  commonly  used  in  appropriation  bills,  it 
still  has  the  force  and  eflect  of  a  permanent  appropriation.  I  therefore 
so  treat  it.  r.,:,-,-...i.ATOOQIC 
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There  will  bo  required  also  tlie  sam  of  $4,866,933,  being  the  amount 
angveriDg  to  the  iotereat  on  the  capital  of  the  siDkiog  fund  as  repre- 
wnted  npon  the  books  of  the  Department,  This  sum  I  baveiucluded  in 
Ihe  estimate  of  expenditures  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1872.

AoGortling  to  this  estimate  there  mil  be  a  snrplits  applicable  to  the 
payment  of  the  principal  of  the  public  debt,  in  addition  to  the  payments 
node  OD  tbat  account  through  the  sinking  fund,  of  $10,778,630  39. 

An  analysis  of  the  expenditures  develops  facts  tending  to  sustain  the 
vptnion  that  the  balance  will  be  considenibly  larger  than  appears  from 
te  foregoing  estimates. 

Ito  sum  of  $22,338,278  37  is  the  estimate  for  pnblic  works.  The 
tppropriatioas  for  these  objects  for  the  present  year  are  less  than 
112,000,000,  and  it !»  reasonable  to  presume  that  the  appropriations  for 
ibe  next  year  will  not  much  exceed  that  amount. 

It  is  believed,  also,  that  the  estimates  made  by  the  several  Depart- 
■wata,  f[>r  the  different  branches  of  the  public  service,  are  for  the  maxi- 
■ui  amoants  which  will  be  required  under  any  circamstimces.    If 
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SQch  is  the  case,  there  will  remain  on  the  30tli  of  Jnae,  1873,  anex- 
pended  balances  to  be  covered  into  the  treasury. 

It  iQHT,  therefore,  be  reasonably  anticipated  that  the  total  redaction 
of  the  public  debt  daring  the  next  fiscal  year,  including  paymeDts  on 
account  of  the  Binkiug  f\ind,  vill  be  aboat  fifty  millions  of  dollars. 

It  is  a  noticeable  fact  that  the  estimated  expenditures  for  the  next 
fiscal  year,  including  payments  on  account  of  the  sinking  fand,  aud  for 
the  interest  on  the  public  debt,  are  so  nearly.eqaal  to  the  receipts  as  to 
justify  and  demand  the  greatest  caution  in  dealing  with  the  revenues 
and  business  of  the  country.  It  is  apparent  that  a  disaster,  or  even  a 
serious  check  to  business,  wonid  reduce  the  revenues  below  our  neces- 
sary expenditures. 

It  is  apparent,  also,  tiiat  the  prosperous  condition  of  the  country  is 
largely  due  to  the  revenue  Byst«m  inaugurated  daring  the  war,  by  which 
manufactures  and  the  mechauic  arts  have  been  extended  and  established. 
Ibis  policy  cannot  now  be  rashly  abandoned,  or  saddenly  and  t^lcally 
changed,  without  great  injury  to  business  and  labor,  and  serious  conse- 
quent losses  of  revenne. 

The  war  in  Europe  has  rendered  it  impracticable  to  refund  the 
national  debt,  as  authorized  by  the  act  approved  July  14,  1870.  A 
portion  of  the  paper  baa  been  manufactured,  and  the  preparation  of  the 
plates  has  been  so  far  advanced  that  whenever  a  favorable  opiKtrtuuity 
arises  the  loan  may  be  offered  aud  the  bonds  delivered  without  delay. 

Inasmuch  as  the  war  in  Europe,  and  the  consequent  demand  for 
money,  made  it  doubtful  whether  the  four  and  the  four  and  a  half 
per  cent,  bonds  will  be  taken,  it  seems  to  me  wise  to  antborize  the 
issue  of  three  hundred  millions  additional  of  bonds  bearing  interest  at 
the  rate  of  five  per  cent.  The  interest  can  be  paid  quarterly  without 
inconvenience,  and  I  therefore  respectfhlly  recommend  that  the  loan  act 
be  BO  modified  that  the  payment  of  interest  may  be  made  quarterly  in- 
stead of  semi-annually.  Should  these  recommendations  be  approved  by 
Congress,  it  is  of  great  importauce  that  an  act  authorizing  the  changes 
be  passed  without  delay. 

Since  the  1st  of  July  the  currency  balance  in  the  treasury  has  been 
nnusaally,  and,  for  immediate  purposes,  unnecessarily  large. 

The  act  of  July  12, 1S70,  aathorizing  an  increase  of  national  bank- 
notes, imposed  upon  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  the  duty  of  providing 
for  the  redemption  of  equal  amounts  of  three  per  cent,  certificates. 
The  certain  though  prospective  decrease  in  the  revenues,  both  of  coin 
and  cnrrency,  made  it  my  duty  to  reserve  a  sum  sufficient  to  enable  the 
Department  to  comply  with  the  law  without  resorting  to  extraordiuary 
means.  Happily,  the  financial  condition  of  the  country  has  not  been 
nnfavorably  affected  by  the  accumulations  in  the  treasury. 

During  the  year  ending  September  30, 1870,  the  national  banks  paid 
in  interest  the  sum  of  $6,486,172  G6.  It  is  estimated  that  of  this  sum 
two  millions  were  paid  to  private  parties.    1  cannot  doubt  that  the  prac- 
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tiM  ot  pCiying  interest,  ezoept  opwi  balances  due  from  one  bank  to 
■Qotber,  is  a  means  by  wliich  large  amonQts  of  c^iCaJ  are  diverted  teom 
tkfl  ertrame  portums  of  the  ooontry  to  the  commercial  and  financial  cen- 
ters, to  the  injury  of  business  ^nerally.  The  proviiuie  of  a  bank  is  to 
leitd  noaey,  mhI  its  proper  dut^-  ig,  by  loans  and  disconnts,  to  fEtcilitate 
tad  develop  bosinaBS  in  the  noighborhood  of  its  location.  As  a  matter 
rfCMt,  noder  the  pxeaeot  system,  banks  are  agencies  by  which  capital 
is  gatliered  in  and  sent  away  to  distant  cities,  there  to  be  loaned  on  call 
and  used  for  speculatiye  purposes. 

Gomiriaints  are  made  &om  all  parts  of  the  country  that  the  bills  of 
the  Bation^  banks  are  worn  and  detaced  to  such  an  extent  as  to  be  no 
loDger  fit  for  circulation.  As  many  new  banka  are  soon  to  be  organized 
■Oder  the  law  of  the  last  session  of  Congress,  I  respectfully  recommend 
that  au  i^ipropiiation  be  made  and  authority  given  for  the  iesue  of  new 
UUs,  apoo  Huch  paper  and  in  snch  form  as  may  be  designated  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury. 

The  Comptroller  of  the  Currency,  in  his  report  for  1869,  recommended 
the  eetablisbment  of  an  agency  in  the  city  of  New  York,  under  the  con- 
trol of  the  national  banks,  for  the  redemption  of  their  issues.  The  anb- 
ttaoce  of  this  recommendation  sewns  to  me  not  only  proper  but  neces- 
■uy.     Tbe  expense  should  be  borne  by  the  banks. 

CoDfried  with  these  recommendations,  I  take  this  occasion  to  say  that 
the  banking  system  of  the  country  appears  to  be  well  managed,  and  to 
aaswer  reasonably  the  pnrposes  for  which  it  was  established.  It  is  no 
doabt  tme  that  treasury  notes  representing  aa  equal  amount  of  the 
pablie  debt  without  interest  are  the  most  economical  oirculatiou  for 
tba  Oovemmenb  But  it  should  be  considered  that  the  banking  iustitu- 
tioos  of  the  country  are  agencies  by  which  business  is  established  and 
igstcred.  Upon  the  whole,  the  system  of  banking  should  be  extended 
only  for  the  porpose  of  meeting  the  demacds  of  business;  bnt  when  the 
tenuKids  are  urgent  the  concession  should  be  made,  upon  the  ground 
Aafc  the  proaperity  of  business  is  more  important  than  the  mere  saving 
sf  iatareat  arising  ftom  the  dronlation  of  treasury  notes. 

Exolnding  te-deposits,  the  amount  <^  gold  and  silver  deposited  at 
ihm  Mint  and  its  several  branches,  during  the. last  fiscal  year,  was 
•aMoa,788  10;  the  ooinage  for  the  year  was  C^4,636,011;  and  the 
valne  of  gold  and  silver  bars  stamped  was  118,748,852  91. 

I  nspectfolly  ask  the  attention  of  Congress  to  the  bill  prepared  in 
this  Ztepartment  and  submitted  at  the  last  session,  and  to  the  accom- 
panying report,  relative  to  the  mints  and  the  coinage  system  of  the 
agnntry.  The  bill  was  prepared  with  care,  and  it  has  since  been  snb- 
■itted  to  the  criticism  of  a  large  number  of  practical  and  scientific 
■en,  whose  views  have  been  published  by  authority  of  Congress. 

I>iuiDg  the  year  the  several  branch  mints  and  assay  offices  have 
bam  visited  and  examined  by  Mr.  Knox  and  Dr.  Lindermanu.  ,The 
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assay  office  at  Boise  City,  Idaho,  is  nearly  completed,  and  it  wiU  reqaira 
a  small  appropiiatioa  for  tbe  commencemeDt  of  business. 

FroTisioa  should  be  made  foe  tbe  redemption  of  the  bronze  and  other 
tokens  issued  by  tbe  Oovernment. 

The  report  of  the  Commissioner  of  Mining  Statistics  for  the  year 
1869  has  been  printed  since  the  close  of  the  session  in  July  last,  aod 
that  for  tbe  year  1S70  will  be  made  during  tbe  wintw.  Tbe  continnanoft 
of  tbe  work  appears  to  be  a  matter  of  national  importance. 

Tbe  proportion  of  American  vessels  engaged  in  foreign  trade  has  not 
increased  relatively  during  the  year,  although  there  has  been  an  actual 
increase  in  the  entries  of  American  vessels  at  the  ports  of  the  United 
States,  amoonting,  in  the  aggregate,  to  about  130,000  tons.  The  total 
tonnage  engaged  in  the  foreigu  trade  entered  at  all  of  the  ports  of  the 
United  States  has  increased  from  6,683,000  tons  in  1869,  to  5,957,000 
tons  in  1870,  but  tbe  proportion  of  American  tonnage  remains  as  in  186d 
at  36  i>er  cent. 

Without  undertaking  to  specify  the  means  by  which  it  is  to  be  accom- 
plished, I  cannot  overstate  the  importance  of  each  legislation  as  will 
SMui«  tbe  revival  of  American  commerce. 

The  report  of  the  Light-House  Board  sets  forth  in  detail  the  difficul- 
ties which  have  arisen  in  that  branch  of  the  public  service  from  the 
operation  of  tbe  fifth  section  of  the  act  of  July  12,  1870,  making 
appropriations  for  tbe  legislative  and  executive  expenses  of  the  Gov* 
emment  for  tbe  year  ending  June  30, 1871.  The  legislation  asked  for 
by  tbe  board  seems  to  me  to  be  necessary. 

Tbe  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Coast  Survey  gives  a  brief 
but  satis&otory  statement  of  tbe  progress  made  during  the  last  snrvey- 
ing  year. 

Ou  the  l8t  day  of  October  last,  regnlations  were  issued  concerning 
tbfi'  transportation  of  merchandise  from  the  ports  of  importati<m  to 
certain  other  [>orts  in  the  United  States,  without  appraisement  or  bqui- 
dation  of  duties  at  tbe  port  of  arrival,  agreeably  to  the  provisions  of 
an  act  entitled  "  An  act  to  reduce  internal  taxes,  and  for  othw  pur- 
poses," approved  July  14,  1870.  A  copy  of  the  regulations  will  be 
transmitted  to  Congress.  In  the  nature  of  tbe  case,  tbe  regnlations 
are  stringent;  but  when  the  railway  companies  shall  have  given  the  bonds 
required,  and  the  importing  merchants  of  the  interior  cities  shall  have 
made  arrangements  for  the  importation  of  goods  upon  the  basis  of  the 
act,  I  am  satisfied  that  no  serious  difficulties  will  arise,  either  to  the 
railways,  the  merchants,  or  tbe  Government.  Without  doubt,  the  act 
increases  the  opportunity  for  the  introdnction  of  foreign  goods  into  tbe 
coontry  in  violation  of  the  revenue  laws ;  but  the  examination  which  I 
have  given  t»  the  subject,  in  the  preparation  of  the  reguiatioas,  lead* 
roe  to  tbink  that  tbe  business  can  be  safely  conducted. 

Tlie  appropriation  for  the  expenses  of  oolleoting  tbe  oastoms  revenne, 
under  the  act  approvt'd  May  3, 1866,  is  at;the  rate  of  44,200,000  annnallr. 
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ii  addition  to  sack  Bams  a»  may  be  received  fh>m  fines,  penalties,  and 
kdeitarea,  and  from  storage,  cartage,  drayage,  and  labor.  Experience 
hatdiowD  (bat  this  amonut  is  ioBaffieient,  and  a  deficiency  appropriation 
nil  be  needed  at  each  session  of  Congress  until  the  )>ermauent  appro- 
piiadoa  is  increased.  I  have  institnted  a  careful  superrision  in  the 
Treasary  Department  over  this  branch  of  expenditures,  and  agents  are 
<mployed  in  investigatiDg  the  expenses  of  the  custom-houses  of  the 
conntty,  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  whether  the  modes  of  business 
an  be  siiDplifled  and  made  more  economical,  and  also  whether  a  rednc- 
lion  of  the  number  of  employ^  or  of  salaries  is  practicable.  By  this 
■cans  some  saving  will  be  effected,  bat  it  will  even  then  be  impossible 
to  reduce  the  expenses  within  tlie  appropriation.  From  1358  to  1866 
Uw  permuieat  appropriation  was  at  the  rate  of  $3,600,000  x>er  annum, 
n  addition  to  the  receipts  before  enumerated  as  applicable  to  this  branch 
of  the  service.  From  1856  to  1S60,  inclusive,  the  total  receipts  from 
cnsUima  were  about  $272,000,000,  and  the  expenses  of  colleotioo  were 
(15,879,000,  or  at  the  rate  of  more  than  five  and  ooe  half  per  cent, 
tbe  receipta  for  the  year  ending  June  30, 1870,  were  $194,538,374  44, 
and  the  expenses  $5,912,113  63,  or  ^ot  exceeding  three  and  one  half  per 
'cent  Prom  1858  to  1860  the  revenue  collected  did  not  exceed  an 
enrage  of  $50,000,000  a  year;  and  the  temptation  to  smuggliug  and 
fnod  was  much  less  ander  a  low  system  of  duties  than  it  is  at  the 
present  time.  At  the  principal  importing  cities  of  the  country  it  ia 
ucesaary  to  employ  a  large  force  for  the  protection  of  the  wharves  and 
vater  lines  within  or  near  to  such  cities.  It  is  also  necessary  to  guard 
sgainst  smoggling,  by  the  presence  often  of  several  officers  upon  and 
wmad  the  steamers  and  other  vessels  importing  large  quantities  of 
goods,  while  engaged  in  discharging  their  cargoes.  It  is  also  apparent 
Hut  the  extensive  line  of  coast  on  the  AtJaotic  and  Pacific  Oceans,  and 
tie  Gulf  of  Mexico,  everj'where  famishing  opportunities  for  the  intro- 
dnctioD  of  goods  in  violation  of  the  revenue  laws,  requires  the  presence 
ofahu^  uamber  of  skillful  and  trustworthy  persons.  The  acquisition 
4f  Alaska,  the  establishment  of  interior  ports  of  entry,  the  accomnKtda- 
tiaa  of  bosiness  by  railways  and  steamers  on  the  northern  frontier,  add 
aumally  to  tlie  expenses  of  collecting  and  guarding  the  revenue.  I 
tberafore  retpectfally  recommend  the  increase  of  the  permanent  appro- 
laiation  for  collecting  the  revenue  from  customs  to  the  sum  of  $2,600,000 
breach  half-year  from  and  after  the  30th  day  of  June,  1870. 

At  aevMid  of  the  important  iiorts  there  are  two  appraisers,  whose 
pavers  are  eqnaL  I  recommend  such  an  alteration  of  the  law  as  will 
provide  for  one  principal  appraiser  at  each  port,  who  shall  be  retiponsible 
(at  tb«  business  of  the  office. 

Hie  Treasury  Department  has  the  care  of  one  hundred  and  ten  public 
bsildiDgs  that  are  cfonpleted,  and  of  seventeen  more  that  are  in  the  course 
•f  erecUon,  aU  of  which  bad  cost,  on  the  30th  of  June  Ihst,  $36,900,998  99, 
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The  i^lpropriatioo  &»'  tbe  iiqntr  and  jKCMrTatioa  of  these  boOdings 
for  tbe  eoirmt  year  is  #UM,00tt.  a  sob  naaife^lT  iiiade«iiiate,  tmn^ 
lem  than  Mie-third  of  ooe  per  rtot.  Unless  hr^n-  annnal  appro- 
pnaiioa*  are  made,  tbe  baildings  will  rapidly  detmorate  in  value,  aad 
finally  will  need  mneh  lai^r  repairs,  or  tbe  ervctioa  of  nrw  ooea  in  tfaeir 
stead. 

Witb  tbe  iocreaae  o(  popnlation  in  tbe  eoontry,  approtRiatioQS  mast 
be  ammally  made  (or  tbe  nectioD  of  poet  offieve,  rastom-boaaes,  and 
iMber  public  bnikiinga.  Tbe  prewvt  node  of  inao*BratiDg  tbe:)e  works 
seems  to  me  nnwiae.  Appnqiriations  are  often  made  witboot  suffi- 
cient information  upon  tbe  snbjeet  It  is  tme  tbat,  wben  a  proposi- 
tioD  is  introdoced  into  Congress  for  tbe  eiectton  of  a  poblie  boitd- 
iog,  tbe  snbject  is  releiTEd  to  tbe  Treasury  Department,  and  by  the 
Secretary  to  tbe  Suporising  Architect  of  tbe  Trcasar? ;  bat  it  is  also 
trae  tbat  tbe  Saperviaing  Architect  bas  only  gnmal  infbrmatioD  apoQ 
Uie  subject,  fwd  in  answer  to  a  sadden  call,  and  witboot  time  for 
tbe  preparation  of  plans  and  estimates,  be  cannot  give  a  safe  opinion 
as  to  tbe  necessity  or  tbe  cost  of  the  w<»'b.  I  reepectfiilty  recommend 
that  beveafler,  wben  apfriications  are  made  for  the  constmctioD  of  pnbl '. 
buildings,  tbe  first  step  on  the  port  of  Congress  be  to  instmct  th,. 
Treasory  O^nrtment  to  make  careful  inqnii;  as  to  tbe  neoesHty 
of  tbe  work,  and  also  to  prepare  estimates  to  be  laid  before  Congress. 
This  being  done,  and  the  work  antborised,  it  would  seem  to  be  wise  to 
make  a  single  appropriation,  sofficieDt  to  meet  tbe  entire  eoet,  and  then 
bold  the  Department  and  tiie  Buperriaing  Architect  responsible  for  tbe 
speedy  completion  of  the  bnilding,  snbstantially  npoo  plans  duly  author- 
ized and  within  the  estimates.  I  am  satisfied  tbat  mncfa  waste  of  public 
money  ooctm,  and  much  complaint  on  tbe  part  of  citizens  arises,  wben 
small  appropriatitms  are  made  from  year  to  year.  Tbe  inevitable  coDse- 
queooe  of  tbe  policy  is  tbat  tbe  public  works  are  injared  in  tbe  process 
of  coostnictioQ  and  tbe  expenses  are  liurgely  increased. 

The  Supervising  Architect  of  tbe  Treasury  states  in  his  report  tbat 
Hm  espenditore  authorized  by  law  for  the  ctmstmction  of  the  post  office 
in  tbe  city  of  Sew  York  will  be  inadequate,  unless  the  character  of 
tbe  work  is  changed  from  tbe  original  design.  It  seems  to  be  due  to  the 
dty  of  New  York,  fi>r  general  and  apparent  reasons,  and  in  considera- 
tion  of  the  fiict  that  a  most  eligible  site  has  been  seonred,  by  the 
cooperation  and  in  some  degree  at  the  expense  o{  the  city,  that  the 
boildlng  sbonld  not  only  be  a  fireproof  straotore,  but  also  of  such 
design  and  workmanship  as  to  rank  lunong  the  best  public  buildings  of 
the  country. 

At  the  present  time  there  are  twenty-four  steamers  and  ten  sailing 
vessels  attached  to  the  revenue  marine  service,  tbe  number  having  been 
reduced  daring  the  year  by  tbe  sale  of  two  vesselB  of  tbe  latter  class. 
At  the  third  session  of  tbe  fortieth  Oongreas  an  ai^roiHiation  of 
t300,000  was  made  for  tbe^construction  of  four  steam  revenae-cntters. 
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After  iH<oi>o8aU  had  been  issned  and  iHds  received,  wbieh  vere  ifjeeted 
uder  the  impreBsion  on  my  p^t  that  the  pot>lie  interesta  did  not 
require  Toasala  of  as  large  size  afi  those  for  which  proposals  had  been 
i88ae<l,  I  appointed  a  commission,  by  letter  dated  December  16, 186d, 
eoBsisting  of  Captdiu  O.  T.  Patterson,  of  the  Coast  Survey,  Captain 
DoQglass  Ottinger  and  Captain  J.  H.  Merryman,  of  the  Revenae  Marine, 
ud  instrocted  them  to  consider  and  report  upon  the  character  of  the 
remels  best  adapted  to  the  service.  Fioal  action  in  reference  to  the 
oooatractiou  of  the  vessels  anthorizcd  was  delayed  for  the  report  of 
tbe  oommission.  That  report  was  made  ou  the  1st  day  of  May,  1870. 
(Ikecntive  Docament  TSo.  93,  Senate,  second  session  of  the  present 
C^ffigress.)  Upon  the  completion  of  the  work  <tf  the  commisaioD,  pro- 
posals were  again  issued  for  the  construotion  of  the  four  vessels  author- 
iied  by  law.  Satisl'aotory  bids  were  received,  and  on  the  22d  of  Jnly 
ud  the  22d  of  Aagust  last  contracts  were.  made.  The  constrootion 
given  by  tbe  Comptroller  to  t)te  fifth  section  of  "The  act  making 
ipprofuiations  for  the  legislative,  executive,  and  Judicial  expenditures 
of'  the  Ooveninteot  for  the  year  ending  tbe  3Uth  of  June,  1S71," 
todered  tbe  appropriation  unavailable,  and  it  therefore  became  n^ces- 
^ary  to  notify  tbe  ptuties  to  the  contracts  that  they  mnst  be  con- 
nda«d  as  null  and  void.  One  of  the  parties  has  asked  to  have  his  con- 
toet  formally  annulled,  which  has  been  done. 

I  reeommeDd  a  renewal  of  tbe  appropriation  of  $300,000  for  the  con- 
dnction  of  steam  revenniHintters,  without  limitation  as  to  the  number 
«r  specification  as  to  tbe  siie  of  the  vessels  to  be  built. 

lie  repeat  of  the  commission  shows  tiiat  thirte^i  of  tbe  vessels 
■MHT  in  ose  are  either  old  or  not  adapted  to  the  service.  The  (pinion 
adertained  by  me  that  the  vessels,  in  nse  wera  larger  than  tbe  natnre 
«f  tbe  service  required,  is  confirmed  by  the  report  of  the  commission. 
ney  recommend  that  the  number  be  jeduced  to  thirty-two,  and  the  aggre- 
gate tonnage  reduced  from  9,308  tons  to  7,175  tons.  They  also  state 
that  it  will  be  practicable,  upon  the  proposed  basis,  to  reduce  the  total 
somber  of  officers,  lutots,  petty  oWoers,  and  men,  from  1,266,  the  num- 
bs them  in  serviM,  to  1,<^1;  and  the  actual  expense  of  maintaining 
the  vatem,  not  including  approitriations  for  the  construction  of  new 
MMselSi,  from  $1,446,490,  to  $94;j,639,  making  a  saving  of  more  than 
kslf  a  million  of  dtdhirs  a  year.  The  report  of  the  c<Hnmisaion  is  the 
result  of  a  careful  and  oomprehensive  examination  of  the  subject  by 
oampetent  nen,  and,  while  it  is  the  present  purpose  of  the  Department 
to  act  upon  it,  I  am  of  opinion  that  it  should  receive  legislative  sanction. 

On  the  9th  of  July,  1869,  1  convened  a  board  of  examiners,  who 
cere  charged,  among  other  things,  with  the  examination  of  the  offlcera  of 
the  Bevenoe  Marine.  The  board  is  composed  of  Captains  Faunce  and 
abeer,  of  the  Beveune  Marine,  and  Captain  Patterson,  of  the  Coast 
Snnrey.  Tbe  examinatiou  has  not  yet  been  completed,  as  only  a  small 
r  <tf  officers  could  be  detailed  for  examination  at  the  same  time. 
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One  hundred  and  ten  lieutenant  have  been  examined.  Ten  first 
lientenaute,  nine  second  lientenanta,  and  six  tbtrd  Itentenants  were 
reported  for  removal,  and  have  been  removed.  The  vacancies  thus 
created  in  tbe  first  and  second  grades  were  filled  by  promotions,  and 
the  vacancies  in  the  lowest  grade  will  be  filled  by  qualified  persons 
selected  at  large.  The  examination  of  the  remaining  officers  will  be 
continued. 

The  condition  of  the  marine  hospitals  has  been  improved  during  the 
past  year.  This  rosult  is  largely  due  to  Dr.  J.  9.  Billings,  of  the  Sur- 
geon General's  Office,  who  has  visited  nearly  all  of  them,  and  through 
whoae  advice  many  important  changes  have  been  made. 

Ko  appointment  has  yet  been  made  of  a  eaperintendent  under  the 
act  of  the  last  session.  The  authority  therein  granted  to  appoint  a 
superintendent  is  desirable,  although  the  salary  does  not  appear  to  be 
sufficient.  I  however  recommend  such  an  alteration  of  the  law  as  will 
permit  tbe  President  to  detail  a  surgeon  of  the  Army  or  Navy  to  per- 
form the  duty  of  superintendent,  without  any  addition  to  his  pay  other 
than  his  necessary  traveling  expenses.  With  such  authority,  the  De- 
partment conid  have  the  benefit  of  the  services  of  Dr.  Billings,  or  some 
other  competent  snrgeou,  with  less  expense  than  would  be  involved  in  a 
regular  appointment,  even  with  the  present  salary. 

Five  of  the  principal  ports  of  the  country.  New  York,  New  Orieans^ 
San  Francisco,  Baltimore,  and  Philadelphia,  are  without  hospital  accom- 
modations, and  provision  is  made  for  the  patients  by  contract  with  hos- 
pitals or  private  parties.  The  War  Department  is  in  possession  of  a 
very  desirable  hospital  at  New  Orleans,  known  as  the  Sedgn'ick  Hospital, 
and  I  earnestly  recommend  the  passage  of  an  act  by  which  the  building 
may  be  transferred  to  the  Treasury  Department  for  a  marine  hospital, 
and  an  appropriation  made  for  tbe  purehase  of  the  land  on  which  it 
stands.  At  the  last  session  the  attention  of  Congress  was  called  to  tbe 
subject  of  transterring  David's  Island,  at  New  York,  from  the  War  De- 
partment to  the  Treasury  Department,  for  the  establishment  of  a  marine 
hospital.    This  recommendation  is  now  respectfnlly  renewed. 

In  compliance  with  the  act  of  July  1, 1870,  in  reference  to  the  seal 
fisheri^  proposals  were  issued  and  bids  received  for  the  exclusive  right 
to  tbe  fisheries  for  the  term  of  twenty  years.  The  phraseology  employed 
in  the  act  warranted  the  interpretation  that  the  contract  should  be 
awarded  to  the  Alaska  Corameroial  Company  if  their  proposition  was  as 
favorable  to  the  Government  as  that  of  any  other  party,  and  upon  that 
basis  the  contract  was  awarded  to  that  company.  A  copy  of  the  con- 
tract and  of  the  papers  connected  therewith  will  bo  transmitted  to 
Congress. 

About  eighty -six  thousand  seal-skins  have  arrived  at  San  Francisco, 
as  the  product  of  the  year  1809,  on  which  the  owners  have  paid  one  dol- 
lar each,  as  required  by  the  sixth  section  of  said  act. 

£  consider  it  my  duty  to  call  the  attention   of   Congress  to   the 
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bideqaacj  smA  inequality  of  tbe  salaries  of  the  officers  in  the  Treasuiy 
Department,  as  fixed  by  law.  The  offices  recently  established  are 
supported  by  proper  salaries;  bat  the  salaries  attached  to  many  of  those 
created  at  the  organization  of  the  Govorument  are  insufficient.  As  a 
temporary  meaua  of  alleviatiug  the  admitted  evil,  Congress  has,  from 
time  to  time^  and  for  many  years,  annually  made  appropriations,  to 
be  JoeH  at  the  discretion  of  the  Secretary,  for  additions  to  salaries  of 
(Aoers  in  tho  Department  In  the  natnre  of  the  case,  this  is  a  dis- 
igreeable  dnCy  for  the  Secretary  to  perform,  is  nsually  unsatisfactory  to 
1^  parties  interested,  and  the  resnlt  has  not  the  sanction  and  snppcnt 
incident  to  a  system  of  specific  salaries  established  by  law.  At  the 
preseiit  time  the  snm  of  $21,300  is  distributed  by  the  Secretary  io  his 
discretion.  After  a  careful  examination  of  the  subject,  I  find  that  ua 
additional  appropriation,  not  exceeding  416,000  a  year,  will  be  sufficient 
to  provide  adequate  salaries  for  the  officers  of  the  Treasury  Depart- 
meDt 

Hie  act  of  1833  in  regard  to  the  examination  ofxle^ks  has  been 
observed  by  this  Department,  and  with  beneficial  results.  It  is  worthy 
of  consideration,  however,  whether  it  would  not  be  wise  to  provide  by 
law  for  an  examining  board,  the  majority  of  whose  members  should  not 
be  officers  of  the  Department  to  which  the  clerk  is  to  be  assigned,  in  case 
of  appointment  and  approval.  This  system  should  also  be  extended  to 
the  principal  cnstom-bouses  and  revenue  offices  of  the  country.  By  such 
an  arrangement,  adequate  security  would  be  taken  for  the  character  and 
qoatifications  of  clerks,  as  far  as  they  can  be  ascertaiued  or  tested 
Ki^KHit  actnal  service  in  the  discbarge  of  official  duty.  It  is  well  under- 
stood, however,  that  no  examination  can  furnish  security  that  the  per- 
son examined  will  prove  satisfactory  upon  trial,  and  there  should  always 
be  a  speedy  and  easy  method  of  removing  such  persons  from  office.  I  do 
not,  therefore,  accept  the  idea  that  the  tenure  of  office  for  the  clerks  and 
employ^  in  this  Department  should  be  changed.  Indeed,  I  t>elieve  that 
the  present  tenure  of  office  furnishes  the  best  security  which  the  people 
of  the  country  can  have  that  the  bnsiness  of  the  Government  will 
be  efficiently  and  properly  i)erformed.  The  work  of  the  Treasury  Depart- 
mentdoes  not  differ  essentially  from  the  business  done  in  bankiug  houses 
and  merchant's  counting  rooms;  and  there  is  no  reason  why  the  tenure 
(^office  should  be  permanent  in  one  case  that  does  not  apply  with  equal 
force  in  the  others.  It  does  happen  practiciiUy  that  there  are  in  the 
1>eas(^' Department,  and  in  every  bureau  and  office  of  it,  men  who  have 
beoi  coouected  with  the  service  for  several  years,  and  who  possess  all 
ibe  knowledge  derived  from  experience  and  tradition  that  is  essential  to 
tlK  performaace  of  their  duties. 

fixcloding  the  employes  of  the  Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Printing, 
ad  the  messengers  and  laborers,  there  were  2,143  officers  and  clerks 
cogoected  with  the  Treasury  Department  at  Wnshiugton  on  the  let  day 
of  fiovember,  1870 ;  and  of  these,  1,489  were  in  office  on  the  4th  day  of 
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March,  ISfffl,  lAaTing  651  as  the  total  number  of  appoJatmenta  made 
since  tiiat  time. 

PrevioOB  to  the  war  the  btutinem  of  the  Department  was  so  sbiall  that 
on  the  l«t  of  March,  1891,  obl;  433  persons  were  employed,  and  of 
tiKM  flfty-WTen  fOe  now  in  the  Mrvfce.  One  has  been  in  ofBoe  ov^r 
fifty  years,  two  others  over  forty  years,  one  over  tliitty-flve  year*,  seven 
over  thirty  years,  one  over  twenty-flve  years,  ten  iver  twenty  years, 
fhnrteen  orer  fifteen  years,  and  twelve  over  ten  yews. 

These  statements  show  that  the  changes  f  n  the  Department  are  not  so 
BOiBQftns  ae  to  deprive  the  service  of  the  knowledge  derived  from 
esperieDce.  On  the  other  hand,  the  Introdnction  of  new  men  secnres 
additional  energy  and  eEBcieocy.  Two  errors  prevail  in  the  commanity 
in  connectiOD  with  the  subject.  One  ia  that  nnder  a  republican  gov- 
ernment every  man  has  a  right  to  an  office.  This  is  in  no  sense  true. 
The  only  right  is  that  of  the  people  to  elect  and  to  have  appointed  to 
office  persons  best  qualified  to  perform  the  worlt.  The  other  error  is 
that  offices  in  the  Treaaary  Department  are  prizes  which  the  young  men 
of  the  country  may  wisely  seek.  Speaking  generally,  it  is  a  misfortune 
to  a  young  man,  who  posseBses  even  ordinary  capacity  for  business  or 
labor,  to  remain  permanently  in  the  public  offices  of  this  city.  It  is, 
however,  tme  that  many  of  the  moat  ralnable  clerks  in  the  Treasury  are 
yonng  men  who  are  pursuing  professional  studies,  or  who,  having  com- 
pleted the  course,  remain  from  one  to  four  years  in  the  Department  with 
the  purpose,  by  industry  and  economy,  of  securing  a  small  amount  of 
money  with  which  to  commence  active  life  elsewhere.  A  system  of  life 
tenure  would  exclude  all  these  men  from  the  service,  unless  they  choose 
to  accept  it  as  a  iwrmanent  pursuit,  which  in  the  main  would  be  an 
injury  to  them  and  to  the  country. 

I  am  also  fully  convinced  that  any  more  permanent  tenure  of  office 
would  materially  impair  the  efficiency  of  the  revenue  system.  There 
are  many  thousand  men  employed  in  the  customs  and  internal  revenue 
service,  and,  however  careful  the  preliminary  examination  might  be,  the 
evils  which  now  impair  its  efficiency  would  undoubtedly  exist.  No  sys- 
tem of  examination  conid  exdnde  all  those  who  are  dishonest,  or  who, 
under  the  pressure  of  nece.ssity  or  the  offer  of  sudden  wealth,  might 
yield  to  temptation.  It  often  happens,  and  it  would  happen  under 
any  system,  that  men  are  found  who  are  houest.,  temxierate,  and  ap- 
parently capable,  and  yet  lack  the  energy  or  the  courage  essential  to 
the  enforcement  of  the  revenue  laws — a  doty  which  often  requires 
sagacity  and  a  kind  of  iutelligence  loo  subtle  for  discovery  through  for- 
mal questioua.  Men  who  are  thus  unqualified  should  be  removed  from 
office,  and  this  without  an  investigation,  which,  indeed,  might  famish 
nothing  tangible  in  justification  of  the  act  So,  too,  in  cnatom-honaes  or 
collection  districts,  a  branch  of  the  service  will  fail  to  meet  just  expec- 
tations, although  no  dishonesty  may  be  traceable  to  any  person  con- 
nected with  the  office.    In  such  cases  the  interests  of  the  Government 
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denaiid  a  chaoge,  and  a  change  most  be  made  Tithoat  a  hearing  of  tbe 
parties  concersed. 

I  msf  be  warrtmted  in  gating  in  tbiscoaneotioB  that  tbe  evil  of  offlee- 
Ksking,  altbough  great,  is  probably  exaggerated  in  tbe  public  mind.  It 
ia  tne  that  thare  are  more  ajpplications  fw  Rq)p(»ntment  to  office  in  the 
DefortmeBt  than  can  be  met,  bat  the  aomber  of  applicants  who  are 
TeQ  qnalifled,  and  vho  conld  pan  any  pnqwr  exandnatiov,  is  not  nmally 
Terr  large.  Outside  of  the  Department,  and  in  the  several  States  and 
ditbicts  of  the  conntry,  the  nomber  of  applicants  for  local  offloes  does 
HA  often  exceed  three  (a  four  to  each  office,  and  occasionally  there  are 
tot  more  than  two  who  are  really  so  presented  as  to  be  coneidered  in 
oDOQAction  vitb.  the  appointment. 

h)  justifle&tion  of  the  present  tenure,  and  as  a  proper  reooguitvKi  of 
tbe  services  of  the  ofBcerg  and  clerks  employed  in  this  Department,  I 
aqmss  the  opiaion  that  the  bosiness,  npoa  the  whole,  is  not  only  done 
ii  a  satisfactory  manner,  bat  that  it  vill  compare  in  aceuracy  and  effi- 
ciency with  the  bnn«^  of  the  country  generally,  which  is  carried  on 
^  oHporatioDS  or  individuals. 

Id  my  annual  report  of  December  last,  I  advised  the  continuance  of 
ihe  ezlsttDg  system  of  taxation  as  an  essential  condition  to  tbe  success 
of  the  proposed  loan.  The  circumstance  that  wta  was  declared  between 
Fraiif»  and  Prussia  simultaueonsly  with  the  passage  of  the  loan  bill  put 
it  oat  of  tbe  power  of  tbe  Department  to  make  the  negotiation  as  had 
been  expected.  The  large  revenues,  however,  of  the  Government  con- 
Uiming  without  material  abatement  until  tbe  present  time,  improved 
ibe  credit  of  the  country,  enabled  the  Treasury  Department,  by  weekly 
porchases,  to  reduce  the  amount  of  surplus  bonds  offered  for  sale,  aud 
'mlnbated  to  depreciate  the  market  value  of  gold. 

1  also  expressed  tbe  opinion  that  tbe  settled  policy  of  tbe  country 
ilxKild  contemplate  a  revenue  sufScient  to  meet  the  ordinary  expenses 
"( the  Government,  pay  the  interest  on  tbe  public  debt,  and  &om 
iveofy-five  to  fifty  millioDS  of  dollars  of  tbe  principal  annuaUy.  The 
ifilDction  of  the  public  debt  since  tbe  30tb  day  of  June  last  has  been  so 
?cat  as  to  render  it  certain  that  tbe  total  reduction  for  the  present  Sscal 
y«n  will  exceed  sixty  milliona  of  dollars.  Tbe  natural  increase  of  the 
baaaeas  of  the  country  duriug  the  next  eighteen  months  is  likely  to  be 
'sdi  as  to  show  a  surplus  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1S72,  of 
'boat  forty  millions  of  dollars. 

Tikb  principal  of  the  public  debt  on  tbe  last  day  of  November,  1870, 
ut  deducting  moneys  od  band,  was  $2,418,673,011  43.  Of  this  amount 
1395,269^7  OS  was  represented  by  United  Stat«sjiotes  and  fractional 
nmnry,  not  bearing  interest  The  bauks  of  the  conntry,  acting  within 
tbe  anthority  of  existing  laws,  will  reqnire  about  1393,000,000  of  bonds 
UbQ  placed  on  deposit  as  security  for  their  circulation.  Should  tbe 
piMl  system  of  furnishing  a  paper  circnlation  for  the  country,  partly 
9  Ike  Tieasory  and  partly  by  tbe  national  banks,  be  continued,  or  the 
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entire  circnlatioa  be  furtiialied  by  tbe  Treasury,  or  by  the  banks,  the 
credit  of  the  United  States  will  be  the  security  for  the  redemption  of  the 
notes.  From  this  view  of  the  policy  of  the  country  it  follows  that  about 
$800,000,000  of  tbe  public  debt  will  remain  unpaid,  existing  either  in  tbe 
form  of  treasury  notes  in  circulation  without  interest,  or  in  bonds  owned 
by  the  banks  and  held  as  security  for  tbe  redemption  of  their  notes, 
and  that  only  about  $1,600,000,000  of  the  principal  of  the  debt  is  subject 
to  payment. 

Tbe  financial  prospect,  although  highly  favorable,  is  not  such  as  to 
WMTSDt  important  changes  in  the  revenue  system  at  the  present  session 
of  Congress;  but  should  the  result  during  the  coming  year  meet  my 
expectations,  it  will  be  possible  at  the  December  session  p{  the  forty- 
second  Congress  to  make  a  very  material  reduction  in  tne  revenues 
without  impairing  the  ability  of  the  Qovemment  to  make  satisfactory 
payments  of  tbe  pnbltc  debt  Tbe  reduction  already  ma<1e  has  been 
advantageous  to  tbe  conntry  not  only  in  the  particulars  indicated,  hut  in 
other  respects  hardly  less  important.  There  is  much  evidence  tending  to 
show  that  no  other  event  since  the  conclusion  of  the  war  has  contributed 
so  mncb  to  the  diffusion  of  republican  opinions  in  Europe.  The  spread 
of  these  opinions  stimulates  emigration  irom  Europe,  and  at  tbe  same 
time  prepares  tbe  way  for  the  establishment  of  free  institutions  on  that 
continent.  Korean  there  be  any  doubt  that  a  xK)liey  accepting  thedebt 
as  permanent  would  retard  emigration  from  Europe,  especially  of  the 
reading  and  reflecting  classes. 

Whatever  arguments  may  be  adduced,  or  whatever  theories  advanced) 
the  fact  must  ever  remain  that  a  public  debt  is  a  public  evil.  It  is 
especially  bm^ensoroe  to  tbe  laboring  classes,  and  it  is,  therefore,  in  their 
interest  to  provide  for  tbe  constant  reduction  of  the  existing  national 
debt  This  policy  will  not  prevent  such  changes  in  tbe  revenue  system 
Itom  time  to  time  as  will  equalize  tbe  inevitable  burdens  of  our  present 
condition;  and  within  a  comparatively  short  period  tbe  taxes  maybe 
removed  from  many  articles  of  prime  necessity.  It  is  the  occasion  of 
satisfaction  that  no  other  nation  ever  passed  through  a  great  war  with 
80  slight  a  shock  to  industry  and  business.  Specific  information,  and 
general  intelligence  from  various  parts  of  the  United  States,  show  that 
all  classes,  and  especially  the  laboring  classes,  are  in  tbe  enjoyment  of 
more  than  average  prosperity,  whether  tested  by  the  experience  of  this 
country,  or  by  the  present  condition  of  other  nations. 

No  reason  can  be  found,  however,  in  tbe  favorable  condition  of  public 
and  private  affairs,  for  neglecting  any  prosier  means  for  equalizing  and 
dimiiiisbing  the  burden  of  taxation ;  but  it  ddes  justify  tbe  statement  that 
tbe  nation  can  make  provision  for  tbe  public  debt,  in  the  manner  recom- 
mended, without  embarrassing  its  industry  or  retarding  its  progress.

CUSTOMS.

Ihe  estimate  submitted  in  my  annual  reporc  for  1869,  of  the  probable 

I  weipte  from  internal  revenue  sources,  exclusive  of  the  direct  tax  upon 

liods  and  the  duty  upon  the  circulation  and  deposits  of  national  banks, 

bf  the  fiscal  year  1870,  has  been  more  than  realized.    That  estimate  was 

(175,000,000,  and  the  aggregate  receipts,  nnder  the  then  existing  laws, 

I  ve  shown  to  be  $185,235,867  97,  an  excess  of  (10,235,867  97  beyond 

I  the  estimate.    This  aggregate  inelddes  the  sums  refunded  for  taxes 

\  illfgaliy  assessed  and  collected,  amounting  to  $196,809  81,  as  well  as 

I   the  amount  of  commissions  of  collectors.

A  general  increase  of  the  revenue  at  the  rate  of  15-^ij  per  cent,  on  tbe 
receipts  of  last  year  from  all  articles  and  sources. 
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The  steady  and  regular  increase  of  the  revenue  for  1870  is  more  fully 
shown  by  the  follow  iog  statement  of  yearly  receipts  from  the  same 
sources,  for  the  year  ending  with  each  month  from  Jane  30, 1869,  to  Jnue 
30, 1870,  inclusive : 
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From  tbe  foregoing  table  it  appears  that  there  has  been  aeontintioas 
increase  iu  tbe  receipts  from  the  excise  tax  from  June  30, 1869,  to  Jane 
30, 1870,  aggregating  the  sum  of  $25,196,523  68,  and  averaging  for  eaeh 
month  $2,099,710  30,  The  term  ''sources  not  elsewhere  euumerated " 
embraces,  among  other  things,  the  residuum  of  taxes  uncollected  under 
previous  laws  which  had  been  repealed.  For  thelastyear  this  class  has 
been  greatly  reduced  by  tbe  more  thorough  action  of  collectors, 

The  exhibitions  of  tlie  foregoing  table,  and  the  dedactions  therefrom, 
with  the  general  knowledge  which  experience  in  administering  the 
internal  revenue  laws  has  furnished,  satisfy  me  that  there  is  no  insur- 
mountable difficulty  in  enforcing  our  exc'se  laws;  and  that  a  proper 
regard  to  the  qualifications  of  revenue  officers  for  ability  and  integrity  is 
what  is  most  essential  to  secure  the  prompt  and  certain  collection  of 
internal  taxes.  The  employment  of  spies  and  informers,  and  the  polioy 
of  paying  moieties,  if  they  were  ever  usetiil,  are,  in  my  opinion,  no  longer 
necessary.  I  think  the  revenue  service  would  be  improved  by  discon- 
tinuing such  aids.  The  officers  now  termed  "detectives'*  should  be 
continued  in  tbe  8e^^'iee  under  the  designation  of  assistant  snpervisors.

It  will  be  seen  that  if  the  distilleries,  other  than  frnit,  were  operated 
to  the  full  extent  of  their  capacity  for  a  jieriod  of  ten  months,  through- 
out the  distilling  season  in  each  year,  they  are  capable  of  producing 
203,912,800  gallons.  This  quantity,  however,  is  largely  in  escesa  of 
our  consuniption,  which  is  estimated  at  from  seventy -five  to  eighty  mil- 
lions of  gallons. 

The  best  information  which  this  office  has  been  able  to  procure  od 
this  subject  induces  the  belief  that  tbe  whole  number  of  distilleries 
(other  than  fruit)  is  operated  for  about  the  period  of  six  months  only, 
and  for  that  perio<l  they  are  not  run  to  the  full  extent  of  their  pro- 
ducing capacity. 

The  returns  to  this  office  for  the  last  fiscal  year  show  a 
total  production  in  taxable  gallons,  from  material  other 

than  fruit,  of 71, 337, 099

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This  may  not  prove  to  be  absolately  correct,  but  it  is  believed  to 
apHoximate  the  qaaatity  actually  prodaced. 

Ibe  prodactioa  of  spirits  front  fruit  ia  likely  to  be  largely  increased 
tor  the  carreut  year,  owing  to  tlie  extensive  crop  of  frnit  grown  in 
atny  puts  of  the  United  States,  and  owing  to  the  further  reason  that 
tbe  revised  regulations,  issued  from  this  office  in  July  last,  under  sec- 
tioa  two  of  the  act  of  July  20,  1868,  governing  fruit  distillation,  have 
relieYed  the  mannfaoturers  from  many  of  the  requirements  applicable 
to  grain  distillation,  and  which,  when  applied  to  fruit,  were  found  so 
banlensome  as  almost  to  prohibit  its  distillation. 

I  consider  that  much  credit  ia  due  to  the  IoceU  revenne  officers  of  tbe 
frnit  distilling  districts  for  the  energy  and  judgment  they  have  exercised 
iD  c&iiyiug  oat  tbeae  regulations.

Jadgiug  firom  the  information  inpossession  of  this  office,  there  is  no 
nason  for  believing  tfaat  there  will  be  any  material  foiling  off  in  the 
pnduetion  of  spirits  during  tbe  current  fiscal  year. 

Hie  plan  of  surveying  distilleries  on  the  basis  of  a  forty-eight  hour 
fennenting  period,  for  sweet  mash,  to  which  attention  was  called  in  my 
last  annual  report,  has  been  fully  carried  out,  and  its  results  are  highly 
atisfactory  and  advantageous  to  the  Glovernment.  It  has  largely  tn- 
cmsed  the  per  diem  and  capacity  taxes,  and  has  contributed  to  produce, 
HDoog  this  class  of  distilleries,  an  equal  and  unitbrm  basis  of  taxa- 
tkn,  as  well  as  security  against  illicit  distillation.  It  was  at  first 
stnonously  opposed  by  the  distillers  in  some  parts  of  the  ooantry,  and 
oeeanoued  considerable  litigation  in  the  courts,  in  all  of  which  the 
Government  has  been  sustained  where  decisions  have  been  rend««d ; 
and  the  distillers  themselves  seem  to  have  generally  come  to  the  con- 
dosian  that  the  policy  of  the  Government  was  just,  and  tbat  the  action 
of  tbe  Department  was  beneficial,  not  only  in  enhancing  and  collectiDg 
Ueievenue,  but  in  promoting  the  entire  distilling  interest  of  the  country. 
I  desire  to  say,  also,  that  as  a  general  rule  those  now  engaged  in  the 
Ixuiness  of  distilling  seem  to  be  disposed  to  obey  the  law  and  comply 
vith  the  orders  and  regulations  of  this  Bureau.  There  are  exceptions 
to  this  general  remark,  and  iu  some  localities  a  spirit  of  insnbordina- 
lioa  and  defiance  is  still  manifest,  bat  I  do  not  think  there  is  anything 
like  a  systematic  or  organized  opposition  to  the  enforcement  of  the  laws 
Uiing  spirits  to  be  found  among  this  class  of  manufacturers. 

SPIBir  MEIEBS. 

Hie  "  new  rnles  and  regulations"  for  tbe  procui'ement  and  nse  of  spirit 
■eters,  which  1  had  tbe  honor  to  transmit  to  Congress  at  its  last  session, 
bve  been  continued  in  force,  but  the  time  for  procuring  and  attaching  tbe 
uutniments  has  been  extended  in  order  to  make  perfect  tests  of  the  meter 
it  the  few  instances  where  it  had  been  attached  under  such  regulations. 

I  have  been  desirons,  by  these  tests,  to  ascertain,  with  certainty, 
whether  tbe  sample  meter,  whidi  was  all  that  was  preserved  by  the  old 
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syBtem,  is  of  snfficieDt  utility  to  jnstify  this  office  in  reqniriDg  its  pro- 
curemeQt  and  use  by  distillers ;  and  I  bave  felt  anwilliag  to  eoforce  it 
until  I  waa  fully  satisfied,  by  experiment^  use,  of  the  propriety  and 
justice  of  doing  so.  The  few  instruments  now  attached  are  undergoing 
the  strictest  surveillance,  but  have  not  been  fully  reported  upon  by  the 
ofBcers  in  charge.  Aa  soon  as  such  reports  are  received  and  considered, 
Congress  will  be  informed,  through  you,  of  the  results,  and  of  the  opiuion 
of  this  office  as  to  the  propriety  of  continuing  the  use  of  the  Tice  spirit 
meter. 

SI.CGHARO1IIBTEBS. 

Becognizlng  the  necessity  of  adopting  and  prescribing  for  use  a 
standard  saccharometer  in  pursuance  of  section  two  of  the  act  of  July 
20, 1868,  I  invited  manufacturers  of  the  several  varieties  to  present 
samples  for  examination  and  test.  Several  instruments  were  received 
and  referred  for  experiment  to  the  American  UdIoq  Academy  of  Litera- 
ture, Bcience,  and  Art  of  this  city.  The  result  was  announced  in  the 
report  of  the  Academy,  and  printed  by  direction  of  Congress  in  Bx. 
Doc.  No.  272,  2d  seas.  41at  Cougress.  In  order  to  reach  the  most  satia- 
&ctory.  results,  I  invited  and  received  other  samples,  which,  together 
with  those  previously  considered,  and  the  evidence  relating  thereto, 
were  referred  for  fnrther  examination  to  a  committee  of  officers  con- 
nected with  this  Bureau. 

The  results  of  the  investigations  made  are  fitvorable  to  the  seleotioa 
of  a  standard  saccharometer,  and  its  use  by  internal  revenue  officers 
having  direct  supervision  of  distilleries  and  the  business  of  distillation. 
The  approximation  with  which  the  saccharine  and  alcoholic  values  of 
washes,  worts,  or  beer  may  be  determined  by  its  proper  use,  its  im- 
portance to  the  revenue  interests  of  the  Cktvemment,  and  the  success- 
ful  operations  of  the  distiller,  bave  been  fully  demonstrated. 

There  is,  however,  no  authority  of  law  for  procuring  this  instrameDt 
for  the  use  of  revenue  officers  at  the  expense  of  the  Government;  and 
as  such  use  will  be  mainly  for  tbe  benetit  of  the  Government,  I  have 
not  felt  warranted  in  imposing  that  expense  upon  distillers  under 
the  authority  given  me  to  adopt  and  prescribe  for  use  such  instruments. 

I  would,  therefore,  recommend  that  additional  autJiority  by  law,  be 
given  to  the  Commissioner  of  Internal  Bevenue,  to  procure  at  the  ex- 
pense of  the  Government  such  saccharometers  and  gauging  instruments 
as  the  good  of  the  public  service  shall  require,  and  that  he  prescribe 
rules  and  regulations  concerning  their  distribution,  use,  and  the  man- 
ner in  which  officers  in  charge  of  the  same  shall  account  therefor. 

THE  PBBSEKT  LAW  AS  TO  SPIRITS. 

The  experience  of  the  past  year  has  served  to  strengtiien  my  previous 
opinions  as  to  the  impolicy  of  changing  tbe  law  taxing  spirits,  and  in- 
duces me  to  repeat  the  reconuneudation  in  my  last  annual  report  that 
the  rate  of  tax  and  the  manner  of  its  collection  be  left  as  they  are  now 
provided  for. 

Tbe  receipts  &x>m  this  source  for  1870  are  (65,581,599 18,  already 
within  four  and  a  half  millions  of  my  estimate,  "  after  the  present  law 
shall  have  been  brought  into  complete  execution  with  such  amendments 
as  time  and  experience  may  demonstrate  to  be  necessary  to  i)erfect  the 
system."  Anticipation  is  almost  realized  without  time ;  and  experience 
seems  to  declare  it  to  be  unwise  and  inexpedient  to  change  th«  law  in 
any  essential  feature.  '  Aii-n  ^^^k 
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TOBAOCO. 

The  receipts  from  tobacco  contiaue  to  be  highly  satisfactory.  By  re- 
[rnuce  to  the  second  table,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  receipts  for  the  latit 

iscal  year,  from  this  source,  ^re t31,350,707  88 

For  the  preceding  year  they  were 23, 430, 707  57 

ShowiDg  an  increase  of 7, 920, 000  31 

Thig  increase  of  nearly  (8,000,000  has  not  been  spasmodic,  but  is  a 
Rfolar  monthly  increase  averaging  over  9600,000  per  month.  It  is  to 
bt  obsened,  also,  that  the  late  crop  of  tobacco  was  an  inferior  one, 
oiring  to  a  general  droaght  in  many  of  the  tobacco-growing  districts. 

^'otwithstanding  this  favorable  exhibit,  I  desire  to  direct  attention 
(HiiicQlarly  to  some  defects  in  the  provisions  and  operations  of  the  lav 
UIJDg  tol»cco. 

The  present  law  imposes  two  rates  of  tax  on  all  manufactured  tobaeco, 
me  of  16  cents  and  the  other  of  32  cents  per  pound.  It  seems  to  have 
been  the  intention  to  apply  the  former  rat©  only  in  exceptional  cases, 
while  the  general  rate  was  to  be  doable  the  amount.  But  in  practice  it 
U  fonnd  that  what  was  to  have  been  but  occasional  and  only  exceptional 
bw  eome  to  be  too  nearly  the  general  and  prevailing  rate  on  all  tobacco 
luna&ctuTed  and  sold  as  smoking  tobacco,  while  much  that  is  intended 
ud  used  for  chewing  is  sold  also  ander  the  lesser  rat«. 

The  law  now  provides  that  "on  all  smoking  tobacco,  exclusively  of 
stems,  or  of  leaf  with  all  the  stems  in,  and  so  sold,  the  leaf  not  having 
been  previously  stripped,  batted,  or  rolled,  and  from  which  no  part  of 
ibe  stems  have  been  separated,  by  sifting,  stripping,  dressing,  or  in  any 
other  manner,  either  before,  daring,  or  after  the  process  of  manufoctur- 
Jng,  a  tax  of  sixteen  cents  per  pound  shall  be  paid." 

Under  this  provision  manufacturers  claim  that  they  have  a  right  to 
■uuofactnre  cut  or  granulated  tobacco,  the  raw  or  leaf  tobacco  even 
loving  been  previously  submitted  to  a  process  of  sweetening,  and  if 
tbf  final  product  contains  all  or  more  than  all  the  stems  natural  to  the 
W,  that  they  are  entitled  to  sell  it  under  the  16-cent  tax.  They  allege 
4m  they  do  not  know,  and  are  not  bound  to  know  for  what  purpose 
tl)eir  goods  are  bought  and  used.  That  the  same  article  may  be  ased, 
uid&«qnently  is  used,  by  the  same  persons  for  both  smoking  and  chew- 
ing. Long-cut  smoking,  esitecially  if  sweetened,  may  be  used  instead 
of  flae^cnt  for  chewing.  The  cheapest  grades  of  plug  tobacco,  althongh 
tuedat  32  cents  per  pound,  are  quite  as  generally  used  by  the  poorer 
dauee  of  consumers  for  smoking  as  the  cut  or  granulated  smoking, 
•hieh  is  taxed  but  16  cents  a  pound,  though  a  very  ranch  higher  pric^ 
utide  as  sold  in  the  markets.  To  make  the  rate  of  tax  depend  on  the 
prwess  of  manufacture  unquestionably  opens  a  wide  door  for  fraud. 
So  one  can  determine  by  inspection  of  the  product  whether  a  given 
■Hiple  of  cut  or  granulated  smoking  tobacco  contains  all,  or  more,  or 
'(M  than  the  natural  quantity  of  stents.  It  is  believed  to  be  impossible 
'Tiny  single  machine  hitherto  in  use  by  mannfactnrers,  by  a  single 
pmcesB,  to  reduce  ordinary  leaf  tobacco  entirely  to  even,  homogeneous, 
»d  similar  particles.  This  can  be  accomplished  only  by  two  or  more 
diSnent  machines,  or  by  a  succession  of  operations  through  the  same 
■Khine,  And  these  processes  enable  the  manufacturer,  from  the  same 
MteriftI,  and  at  the  same  time,  to  make  different  grades  of  smoking  to- 
^Keo,  containing  more  or  less  stems,  at  pleasure. 

Ctuler  the  present  law  great  inequalities  exist,  and  necessarily  so,  for 
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nearly  all  smoking  tobacco,  however  fine  the  grade,  or  high-priced  the 
article,  escapes  with  only  the  payment  of  the  16-cent  tax,  as  being  made 
of  leaf  with  all  the  stems  in.  The  poorest  quality  of  stem  smokiag  or 
leaf,  cut  with  all  the  stems  in,  pays  the  same  tux  as  the  highest  priced 
smoking  tobacco,  proviited  the  latter  is  claimed  to  have  been  cnt,  in  the 
TTorda  of  the  law,  "with  all  the  stems  in,"  and  at  the  same  time  the 
lowest  and  poorest  grades  of  plug  and  twist  tobacco  pay  double  the  rate 
of  tax  of  smoking  tobacco  which  sells  in  the  markets  of  the  country  at 
double  the  price  of  the  ping  and  twist. 

I  am  satisfied  that  there  is  but  one  remedy  for  the  fraads  perpetrated 
nnder  this  heatl,  and  that  is  to  make  the  tax  on  all  descriptions  of  to- 
bacco uniform.  Lesa  of  inequality  would  then  exist  under  a  tax  of  32 
cents  per  pound  than  under  the  present  rates. 

There  seems  to  be  no  good  reason  why  there  should  be  two  different 
rates  of  taxation  on  articles  of  equal  price  and  value,  simply  because 
one  is  usetl  for  smoking  and  the  other  for  chewing.  Why  not  reverse 
the  rule  and  place  the  larger  tax  upon  smoking  tobacco  and  the  lesser 
uponchewiugl 

With  a  uniform  tax  of  32  cents  per  pound  on  all  mannfactared  tobac- 
co, the  revenue  can  be  collected  with  much  greater  facility  than  at  pres- 
ent. Manufacturers  would  be  at  liberty  to  adopt  any  modes  of  manipu- 
lating the  raw  material,  or  any  process  of  manufacturing  it  they  deemed 
fit,  without  being  questioned  by  the  Government.  There  wonld  be  less 
inequality  in  the  practical  operations  of  the  tux  on  ail  classes  of  con- 
sumers, while  the  receipts  of  the  Treasury  would  be  increased,  taking 
the  last  fiscal  year  as  the  Uasis,  by  at  least  $4,500,000, 

I  am  satisfied  that  the  honest  and  larger  portion  of  the  tobacco  trade 
are  generally  in  favor  of  a  uniform  rate  of  tax  on  all  descriptions  and 
grades  of  manufactured  tobacco,  and  while  a  portion  of  the  trade  favor 
a  tax  of  16  cents,  a  large  majority  are  indifferent  as  to  the  rate,  whether 
Ifl  or  32  cents  per  pound,  provided  the  tax  is  uniform,  is  thoroughly  col- 
lected, and  the  manufacturer  left  free  to  manipulate  his  product  as  be 
pleases. 

THE  BALE  OP  LEAF  TOBACCO  TO  CONSUMBBS. 

The  law  now  imposes  a  tax  of  33  cents  per  pound  "on  all  tobacco 
twisted  by  hand  or  reduced  irom  leaf  into  a  condition  to  be  oousunied 
or  otherwise  prepared  without  the  use  of  any  machine  or  instrument, 
and  without  being  pressed  or  sweetened."  It  is  not  thought  to  have 
been  the  intention  of  Congress  to  impose  a  tas  upon  raw  or  leaf  to- 
bacco sold  in  the  condition  in  which  it  is  ordinarily  cured  and  packed  by 
the  farmer  or  planter  for  sale,  or  upon  tobacco  stemmed  and  prized  for 
manufacture  or  exportation.  But  without  believing  it  to  have  been 
the  intention  to  tax  the  raw  or  leaf  tobacco  sold  directly  to  consumers 
for  chewing  or  smoking,  it  is  very  difficult  to  determine  what  descrip- 
tion or  class  of  tobacco  was  intended  to  be  reaebed  by  a  process  of  pre- 
paration involving  neither  the  use  of  any  machine-  or  instrument,  nor 
any  process  of  pressing  or  sweetening.  If  it  was  the  intention  to  tax 
all  tobacco,  even  the  raw  leaf,  if  sold  for  immediate  consumption,  I 
would  recommend  that  the  law  be  made  so  explicit  as  to  remove  all 
doubts  on  the  subject.  But,  if  under  no  circumstances  a  tax  is  to  be 
assessed  upon  raw  or  leaf  tobacco,  even  when  sold  directly  to  consumers, 
then  I  would  recommend  that  an  equivalent  for  the  specific  tax  on 
the  product  be  imposed  upon  the  dealer,  as  a  special  tax,  whenever  he 
sells  directly  to  consumers.    There  is  reason  to  believe  that  a  large  ma- 
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jority  of  all  the  leaf  dealers  in  the  country  are  retailing  leaf  tobacco  for 
conramption  in  quantities  to  snit  purchasers,  sales  being  made  of  one 
pound  or  less.  The  aggregate  amount  of  such  sales  may  not  be  shown, 
bat  they  will  reach  many  millions  of  pounds  sold  and  consumed  aunn- 
ally,  without  producing  any  revenue  to  the  Government. 

XaDufacturers  who  are  required  to  pay  not  only  a  special  tax  for  car- 
nring  on  their  business,  but  a  specific  tax  also  on  idl  their  products, 
lare  reason  to  complain  of  this  traffic  so  damaging  to  their  interests  as 
veil  as  to  the  Government  revenue. 

EXPORT  BONDED  WAEEH0U8ES. 

Tlie  law  authorizes  the  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue  to  designate 
uj<l  establish,  at  any  port  of  entry  in  the  United  States,  bonded  ware- 
imses,  for  the  storage  of  manufactured  tobawo  and  snuff  in  bond, 
iol^iiiled  for  exiwrtation,  while  at  the  same  time  it  authorizes  the  col- 
leetor  in  charge  of  exports  at  such  ports  to  issue  a  permit  for  the 
■ithilrawal  of  such  tobacco  and  suuS/or  couaumptwii,  after  the  tax  has 
been  paid  thereon. 

rpon  taking  charge  of  this  office,  I  found  that  there  had  been  estab- 
lighed  by  my  predecessor,  under  the  act  of  July  20,  1868,  fifteen  export 
bonded  warehouses  for  the  stoiage  of  tobacco  and  snuff  intended  for 
export,  to  wit :  One  at  Boston,  five  at  New  York,  four  at  Philadelphia, 
two  at  Baltimore,  one  at  Kichmond,  one  at  New  Orleans,  and  one  at 
Sao  Francisco. 

Bepeated  applications  have  been  made  for  additional  warehouses 
withiD  the  last  year  and  a  balf^  but  believing  that  it  was  the  design  of 
Congress  not  only  to  abolish  the  old  system  of  Class  B  warehouses  for 
lobacco  and  snuff,  but  to  limit  the  facilities  for  bonding  to  such  goods 
IS  itere  iu  fact  intended  for  exportation,  and  also  believing  that  the 
^Dgnishing  feature  of  the  present  law,  and  that  which  made  it  radi- 
ally different  from  previous  laws  on  the  subject  of  maunfactared  tobacco, 
•as  the  prepayment  of  the  tas  by  means  of  stamps  before  the  removal 
of  tile  goods  from  the  place  of  manufacture,  1  have  denied  these  appli- 
ations,  for  the  reason  that  the  number  of  bonded  warehouses  already 
published  greatly  exceeds  that  actually  required  to  accommodate  the 
«iport  trade. 

Tbeqoantity  of  tobacco  stored  iu  the  several  export  bonded 
varehouses  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  ISTO, 

was,  (pounds) 19, 612, 529 

The  quantity  withdrawn  for  exportation  was,  (pounds) ...  8, 208, 097 
IVqnantity  withdrawn  upon  payment  of  tax  was,  (pounds)    12, 006, 377 

This  shows  that  only  about  two-fifths  of  the  goods  bonded  arc  actually 
nported,  and  nearly  all  of  these  are  exported  from  New  York  and 
Boston. 

It  is  a  fact  that  a  large  proportion  of  the  goods  stored  in  export 
Wded  warehouses  was  never  intended  for  exportation,  the  goods 
ikraselves  being  nnsuited  for  foreign  markets.  They  are  shipped  by 
the  mannf^turer  in  bond,  and  being  stored,  are  consigned  to  wholesale 
dialers  and  jobbers,  thus  securing  to  the  latter  the  advantage  of  placing 
lJ»e  goods  upon  the  market  without  the  prepayment  of  the  tax,  as  the 
la*  requires  in  all  other  cases,  before  the  removal  of  goods  from  the 
UDQ&ctory.  By  shipping  these  goods  in  bond  the  dealers  and  Jobbers 
■ccttve,  on  an  average,  f^m  foor  to  five  months' credit,  and  as  this 
pivilege  can  only  be  enjoyed  by  dealers  and  jobbers  in  the  seaport 
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towns,  where  by  law  tbese  warehouses  are  authorized  to  be  establiahed, 
it  creates  au  inecguality  in  the  trade,  preferring  oue  ciaas  of  dealers  over 
others,  and  is  the  source  of  much  complaint.    To  remedy  tbis  iuequahty       \ 
and  correct  tbe  evils  of  tbis  system,  I  would  tevomuiend  that  the  law 
be  80  amended  as  to  allow  no  goods  entered  for  export  iu  bonded  ware- 
houses to  be  withdrawn  therefrom  for  consumption,  upon  payment  of      ^ 
tax,  until  twelve  months  from  Uie  time  they  were  so  bonded.     By 
limiting  the  time  for  withdrawal,  no  goods  will  be  entered  except  such 
as  are  actualty  intended  for  export,  and  the  privilege  of  withdrawing  for 
consumption,  after  twelve  mouths,  will  relieve  any  parties  who,  having       ^ 
entered  goods  for  export',  fail  afterwards  to  esport  the  same.    Should  it 
be  deemed  inexpedient  to  limit  tbe  time  before  which  permits  for  tbe 
withdrawal  of  goods  on  tbe  payment  of  tax  are  not  to  be  issued  by  the 
collector,  then  I  woidd  suggest  that  further  authority  be  given  to  the 
Commissioner  of  Intenial  Revenue  to  establish  bonded  warehouses  at 
other  phtces  than  ports  of  entry,  giving  like  facilities  for  bonding,  and 
equal  time  before  payment  of  taxes,  to  wholesale  dealers  and  jobbers  in 
manufactured  tobacco  in  other  large  cities,  as  are  now  eujoyed  by  those 
doing  business  in  the  cities  uientioned,  where  export  bonded  warehouses     '^ 
are  located. 

ACT  OP  jnLY  14,  1870.  ''■ 

I  deem  it  my  duty  to  call  the  attention  of  Congress,  through  you,  to 
certain  defects,  ambiguities,  and  contradictions,  which,  in  the  hurry  of  leg-  < 
islation  incident  to  the  closing  labors  of  a  session,  appear  hi  the  act  of 
July  14, 1870.  In  some  instances,  also,  where  the  language  is  clear,  the 
legal  eftect  is  held  to  be  entirely  different  from  what  is  understood  to 
have  been  designed  by  Congress. 

It  is  believed  to  have  been  tbe  intention  to  retain  all  the  taxes 
imposed  upon  fsales  of  distilled  spirits,  wines,  and  malt  liquors,  by  the     '; 
act  of  July  yo,  1868,  and  acts  amendatory  thereof.    Section  2  of  tbe  act  of    v, 
July  14, 1870,  nevertheless  repeals  the  tax  upon  sales  of  malt  liquora. 

It  was  evidently  the  purpose  of  section  5  to  empower  collectors  to     ,' 
remit,  at  any  time  prior  to  August  1,  1872,  all  penattins  for  issuing  in- 
struments unstamped,  unless  the  omission  of  stamps  was  with  fraudulent 
intent;  but  owing  to  a  change  made  in  the  bill  as  reported  by  the 
Senat«  Finance  Committee,  tbe  letter  of  tbe  law  is  such  as  to  postpone    ■, 
nntil  August  1871,  the  relief  which  was  designed  to  be  immediate.  ' 

Section  17  provides  that  sections  120, 121,  and  122  of  the  act  of  June  j 
30, 1864,  as  amended,  shall  be  construed  to  impose  the  taxes  therein  , 
mentioned  to  August  1,  1370,  and  no  longer. 

Section  16  provides  "that  there  shall  be  levied  and  collected  for  and  ,' ' 
during  the  year  1871,  a  tax  of  two  and  a  half  i)er  centum  on  the  amount  "' 
of  all  interest  or  coupons  paid,  or  bonds  or  other  evidences  of  debt  issued  ^V 
and  payable  in  one  or  more  years  after  date  by  any  of  the  corporations  -  ' 
in  tbis  section  hereinafter  mentioned,  and  the  amount  of  all  dividends  ,. 
of  earnings,  income  J  or  gains  hereinafter  declared,  by  any  bank,  trust  -/- 
company,  savings  institution,  insurance  company,  railroad  company,  '^ 
canal  company,  turnpike  company,  canal  navigation  company,  and  slack-  " 
water  company,  whenever  and  wherever  the  same  shall  be  payable,  and  , 
to  whatsoever  person  the  same  may  be  due,  including  non-residents,  "" 
whether  citizens  or  aliens."  - 

It  is  believed  to  have  bteen  the  intention  to  continue  the  five  per  cent.  .^ 
tax  until  August  1, 1870,  and  to  substitnte  a  tax  of  two  and  a  half  per  ^^ 
cent,  therefor  on  and  after  that  A»t^  Bnt,  owing  to  tbe  pecniiar  --^ 
language  of  the  statute,  no  tax  can  be  withheld  fh)m  coupons  Mling  due  ^- 
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daring  the  last  five  calendar  montha  of  1870.  According  to  a  recent 
deciston  of  the  circait  conrt  in  tlie  State  of  Pennsylvania,  in  the  case 
rf  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railroad  CoropAn y  vs.  Barnes,  collector, 
no  tax  can  be  withheld  tttivo  dividends,  coupons,  or  interest,  payable 
daring  the  first  seven  months  of  1S70;  and  it  isfurther  maintained  that 
eorporatione  cannot  be  required  to  pay  any  taxes  npon  the  dividends 
payable  daring  the  remaining  five  months.  The  right  to  withhold  a 
tu  from  the  salaried  of  persons  in  the  civil,  military,  or  naval  service  of 
die  United  States  during  the  first  seven  months  of  1870,  tarna  also  upon 
the  points  involve^l  in  the  case  above  named. 

The  amount  of  tax  indirectly  involved  in  this  question  is  very  little 
less  than  six  millions  of  dollars.  It  is  of  aiich  importanoe  that  I  have 
not  felt  at  liberty  to  acquiesce  in  the  decision  of  the  circuit  conrt  nntil 
it  shall  have  been  affirmed  by  the  court  of  last  resort.  Steps  have  been 
Isken,  therefore,  to  have  the  opinion  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United 
States  pronounced  upon  the  questions  in  issue.  Herein  I  deem  it 
proper  to  state  that  as  early  as  January  4,  1870, 1  called  the  attentiou 
of  Congress,  throngh  Its  appropriate  committee,  to  the  ambiguities  of 
tbe  law  then  in  force,  and  the  difficulties  likely  to  arise  in  the  collection 
of  these  taxes,  and  asked  for  legislation  upon  the  subject. 

This  request,  as  appears  from  the  records  of  this  office,  was  repeated 
Pebmary  8,  April  7  and  25,  and  May  26,  following,  and  was  repeated 
onUy  and  in  person  at  several  other  times.  'JTie  legislation  was  finally 
enacted  Jnlj  14,  but  has  bee:)  declared  by  the  circuit  court  of  Penn- 
sylvania to  have  been  too  late  to  serve  the  purpose  desired. 

It  is  provided  in  section  15,  that "  when  any  dividend  is  made  or 
interest  is  paid,  which  includes  any  part  of  the  surplus  or  contingent 
fimd  of  any  corporation  which  has  been  assessed  and  the  tax  paid 
thereon,  or  which  includes  any  part  of  the  dividends,  interest,  or  cou- 
pons received  from  other  corporations  whose  officers  are  authorized  by 
law  to  withhold  a  per  centam  on  the  same,  the  amount  of  tax  so 
pud  on  that  portion  of  tbe  surplus  or  contingent  fund,  and  the  amount 
*f  Ulx  which  has  been  withheld  and  paid  on  dividends,  interest,  or  cou- 
pons so  received,  may  be  deducted  from  the  tax  on  such  dividend  or 
iBtereet." 

Owing  to  a  change  In  the  rate  of  taxation  from  five  per  cent,  to  two 
ud  oDe-balf  per  cent.,  taxes  properly  paid  upon  surplus  prior  to  August 
1  may  now  be  again  appropriated  to  the  payment  of  taxes  upon 
omiugs  aiuce  that  date.  For  example:  A  dividend  of  $2o,641()3is 
declared  on  or  after  August  1, 1870.  Included  in  this  dividend,  how- 
ever, and  constituting  a  part  of  it,  are  $15,641  03,  taken  from  a  fund 
from  which  prior  to  August  1  there  was  paid,  as  then  required  by 
law,  a  tax  of  five  per  cent.  A  tax  of  two  and  one^half  per  cent,  upon 
tie  entire  dividend  is  $641  03:  the  tax  of  five  i>er  cent,  paid  upon  the 
niplas  is  $782  05.  The  law  allows  the  tax  paid  upon  the  surplus  to  be 
deducted  from  the  tax  assessed  upon  the  dividend.  In  the  example,  the 
flmner  exceeds  tbe  latter,  and  consequently  earnings  since  August  1, 
to  the  amount  of  $10,000  escape  taxation  entirely.  It  would  have 
resnited  differently  if  the  law  had  provided  for  a  deduction  of  taxed 
nrptuM  from  di\idends  instead  of  a  deduction  of  tax  from  tax. 

Public  resolution  No.  75,  approved  July  13, 1870,  relieved  insurance 
tympanies  from  certain  taxes,  but  an  act  passed  the  next  day  restored 
Acxn  In  language  so  plain  as,  in  my  judgment,  to  operate  as  a  repeal  of 
tfce  resolntion. 

The  repeal  of  the  tax  upon  receipts  for  money  includes,  practically,  a 
rq>eal  of  the  tax  upon  demand  and  sight  drafts,  bank  checks,  &c.    A 
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person  who  bas  money  ou  deposit,  instead  of  drawing  by  cbeck  receires 
the  money  and  gives  bis  receipt,  wbich  is  retained  by  tbe  bank  as  a 
Toacber.  Tliis  practice  is  increasing,  and  acems  likely  to  become 
general.  While  it  is  an  evasion  of  taxes  it  is  one  for  which  the  present 
law  provides  no  remedy. 

Tbe  repeal  of  the  special  tax  upon  apothecaries  takes  effect  May  1, 
1871.  After  that  time  tbey  must  either  abandon  the  dispensing  and 
sale  of  wines  and  spirits  ofHcinal  upon  physicians'  prescriptions  or  other- 
wise, or  pay  special  taxes  as  liquor  dealers,  unless  there  shall  be  addi- 
tional legislation  on  the  subject.  So  far  as  they  are  concerned  tbe  act 
of  July  14, 1870,  increases  the  taxes. 

Tbe  defects  mentioned  are  but  a  part  of  those  already  discovered,  and 
are  probably  bnt  a  small  part  of  those  which  will  eventually  be  found 
to  exist.  Some  of  them  this  office  has  attempted  to  reconcile  and  avoid 
by  construction.  How  far  this  construction  will  be  sanctioned  by  tbe 
conrt«  remains  to  be  seen. 

EZEUPTION  PROU  STAMP  TAXES  UNDBB  8CHED1ILB  C. 

The  act  of  July  14, 1870,  exempted  from  taxation  nader  Schedule  C 
canned  and  preserved  fish,  leaving  prepared  mustard,  sauces,  sirups, 
jama  and  jellies  still  liable  to  tbe  stamp  tax.  Tliese  articles  being  either 
condiments  or  conserves,  and  generally  of  home  or  culinary  production, 
never  having  been  a  fruitful  source  of  revenue,  and  the  collection  of  the 
tax  thereon  always  attended  with  no  inconsiderable  amount  of  trouble 
and  vexation,  I  would  recommend  that  they  hereafter  be  relieved  from 
the  stiUQp  tax  now  imposed  upon  them  under  tbe  clause  in  Schedule  C, 
relating  to  "canned  meats,"  && 

EBUISSIOK  OF  TAXES  ASSESSED  OK  BHIP-BUILDEBS. 

By  my  direction  the  collection  of  taxes  on  ship-buUders,  assessed 
nnder  the  4th  section  of  the  act  of  March  31, 1368,  was  ordered  to  be 
suspended. 

I  would  recommend,  through  yon,  that  Congress  provide  by  joiat 
resolution  or  otherwise,  for  the  remission  of  all  such  taxes  assessed  but 
not  collected  on  the  sales  of  ship-builders. 

UNITED  STATES  DIBECT  TAX. 

By  act  of  Congress  approved  August  5, 1S61,  a  direct  tax  of  $20,000,000 
per  annum  was  apportioned  to  all  of  tbe  then  existing  States  and  Ter- 
ritories, and  tbe  District  of  Columbia. 

This  act  provided  that  each  State,  Territory,  and  the  District  of  Co- 
lumbia might  pay  its  own  quota,  if  notice  of  the  iiiteation  thereof  should. 
be  properly  given  on  or  before  tbe  second  Tuesday  of  February  next 
thereafter.  Under  this  provision  of  law  all  the  States,  Territories,  aud. 
the  District  of  Columbia  formally  assumed  the  payment  of  the  tax,  ex- 
cept Delaware,  the  Territory  of  Colorado,  and  the  eleven  insurrection- 
ary States.  Provisions  were  made  for  the  collections  to  be  made  in 
Delaware  and  Colorado  by  internal  reveuue  officers,  and  in  the  eleveu 
insurrectionary  States  by  the  ap|x>intmeut  of  United  States  direct-tax 
commissioners,  under  an  act  of  Congress  approved  June  7,  1862.  Sy 
act  of  Congress  approved  July  1,  1862,  the  o|>erations  of  the  act  of  jVh- 
gust  5, 1861 ,  were  suspended  until  April  1, 1805,  except  so  far  as  related 
to  the  collection  of  the  first  annual  tax  of  $20,000,000,  and  by  act  ol 
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Jane  30, 1864,  it  was  Airther  suspended  until  additional  legislation  by 
CongresH  was  Lad. 

The  following  States  and  Territories  appear  to  have  satisfied  their 
qaotas  iii  full :  Maine,  Xew  Hampshire,  Vermont,  Massachasctts,  Rhode 
Idaod,  Connecticut,  flew  Jersey,  Pennsylvania,  Maryland,  West  Vir- 
ginia, Ohio,  Kentucky,  Indiana,  Illinois,  Missouri,  Michigan,  Iowa,  Min- 
nesota, Nevada,  Sebtaska,  New  Mexico,  Dakota,  and  the  District  of 
Ccdombia. 

Against  New  York,  Wisconsin,  Kansas,  California,  Delaware,  Colo- 
rado, and  Washington  Territories  there  are  balances  unsatisfied  amount- 
hi<  to  about  (1,312,000,  Oregon  and  Utah  have  paid  no  part  of  their 
quotas. 

I  herewith  submit  a  table  showing  the  respecUve  quotas,  and  the  ap- 
^linate  amount  of  taxes  uncollected  in  the  late  insurrectionary  States.

Hnt  except  in  South  Carolina,  and  a  few  tracts  in  Florida.  Steps  are 
^g  taken,  however,  toward  placing  a  record  of  these  lands  in  a  con- 
ton  whereby  the  Government  may  control  and  obtain  more  revenue 
hm  tbem. 

I>nring  the  several  years  in  which  no  control  was  exercised  by  the 
^Bited  States  over  ite  direct-tax  lands,  except  in  South  Carolina,  par- 
iMbx^  |M>88es8ion,  assumed  ownership  and  conveyed  formal  titles  to 
■wy  of  them.  Alleged  innocent  purchasers  are  now  ordered  to  sar- 
"■xfer  poasessiott  of  them  to  ofBcers  designated  to  take  charge  of  and 
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collect  rente  for  the  use  of  them.  la  many  casee  the  alleged  innoceDt 
purchasers  have  made  extensive  improvemente  on  the  lands,  and  made 
them  tbeir  homes. 

The  saJes  of  lands  for  non-payment  of  the  direct  taxes  in  the  said 
eleven  States  were  saspended  by  order  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasnry 
in  May  18f>5.  The  collection  of  the  tas  in  said  States  was  suspended  iu 
Aagust  1866,  and  by  several  acte  of  Congieas  suspended  anti!  January 
1,  1869^  since  which  no  action  has  been  had  by  Congress,  or  by  the 
Executive  authority,  nor  have  the  conditions  been  resumed  in  any  of 
the  said  eleven  States. 

The  several  boards  of  United  States  direct-tax  commissioners  were 
dissolved  on  or  before  the  30tb  of  April,  1867,  except  in  South  Carolina. 
This  board  has  been  continued  in  consequence  of  additional  duties  im- 
posed on  the  commissioners  for  that  State,  in  connection  with  the  dis- 
posal of  the  direct-tax  lands  in  pursuance  of  several  acte  of  Congress, 
and  the  instructions  of  the  President  dated  September  16,  1863.  That 
board  h^  been  discontinued  from  October  31,  1870. 

There  is  now  due  to  the  United  States,  on  account  of  deferred  pay- 
ments in  South  Carolina,  1150,000,  and  the  time  for  its  payment  has 
expired.  The  duties  which  remain  to  be  performed  there  are  managing 
the  direct-tax  lauds,  by  leasing  and  selling  the  same  where  there  is 
antbority  to  sell,  collecting  "  special "  and  "  school-farm  "  rente,  collect- 
ing deferred  payments,  and  applying  the  funds  arising  Irom  the  differ- 
eut  sources  according  to  law. 

It  appears  that  a  considerable  amount  of  money  was  collected  ille- 
gally by  the  direct-tax  commissioners,  but  Congress,  by  an  act  approved 
February  25, 1867,  provided  for  refunding  such  illegal  collections  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury.  A  large  number  of  claims  have  been  pre- 
sented to  this  office  of  this  character. 

It  may  be  deemed  important  that  Congress  should  make  provision  for 
the  final  disposition  of  all  the  lands  which  have  been  acquired  and  are 
now  owned  by  the  United  States,  under  the  direct-tax  laws,  at  an  early 
day.  And  also,  that  in  the  ailjustment  of  the  uncollected  portion  of  the 
direct  tase«  in  the  late  insurrectionary  States,  a  diflferent  system  firom 
that  provided  in  the  act  of  June  7,  1862,  should  be  devised.

On  the  subject  of  the  seizure  and  disposition  of  property  for  the  vio- 
bti<Hi  of  the  revenue  laws,  I  wonid  august  that  section  63  of  the  act  of 
July  13,  1866,  be  bo  amended  as  to  make  its  provisions  applicable  to 
imqterty  forfeited  under  any  of  the  internal  revenue  laws.  The  limit 
m  TOlne  of  the  property  seized  should  be  extended  from  $300  to  $600, 
and  the  expenses  of  seizure  and  custody  should  be  provided  for  as  well 
u  those  of  appraisement  and  sale. 

As  the  law  now  stands  the  section  is  nearly  useless.  It  is  the  com- 
B<Mi  testimony  of  ofBcers  that  the  effect  of  this  summary  disposition  of 
mall  quantities  of  forfeited  property  is  beneficial  in  promotiug  cunipli- 
nee  with  the  law ;  and,  indeed,  that  it  is  the  only  effective  mode  of 
dealing  with  such  sm^l  values  to  sell  in  this  way.  In  the  courts  the 
Tb<^  value  would  be  absorbed  in  costs. 

From  the  ibUowing  statement  it  will  appear  that  for  the  last  four  years 
■eariy  #90,000  worth  of  property  has  been  sold  in  small  lots,  at  an  aver- 
age expense  of  32  per  ceut.  of  the  gross  proceeds. 

Had  this  amonnt  of  property  been  forfeited  in  court,  the  avails  to  the 
Cnited  States  wonld  have  been  much  less,  if  anything.

The  foregoing  table  exhibits  the  amount  vhieh  it  is  estimated  will  be 
Minaall;  r^ilized  from  all  soorees  of  internal  revenue,  except  stamps, 
after  the  law  of  July  11, 1870,  shall  have  gone  into  full  operation.

8lB :  In  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  section  61  of  the  national 
tnrrency  act,  I  have  the  honor  to  present^  ttirough  you,  to  the  Congresa 
of  the  United  States  the  following  report:  ' 

Siace  my  last  annual  report  thirty-seven  national  banks  have  been 
organized,  malting  the  total  nnmber  organized  up  to  date,  seventeen 
hundred  and  thirty-one.     Of  this  number,  Ave  banks,  to  wit: 

The  First  National  Bank  of  Utah,  at  Salt  Lake  City  ; 

The  First  National  Bank  of  I^eon,  Iowa  ;

Tbe  namber  of  these  applications  is  two  hundred  and  fifty,  and  the 
itoanDt  of  capital  required  to  supply  them  alt  would  he  $27,000,000. 
Experience  has  shown,  however,  tlLat  a  large  number  of  applications 
ue  placed  on  file  as  caveats,  to  occupy  the  ground  and  to  deter  other 
parties  from  moving.  Very  many  are  speculative,  and  some,  intended 
to  be  bonajide,  fail,  because,  when  brought  to  the  test,  the  capital  is 
nDting,  Probably,  if  all  these  applications  should  be  granted,  not 
more  than  half  of  them  would  be  carried  through  to  a  complete  organ- 
iation.  The  amouut  of  capital  in  the  Western  and  Southern  States, 
not  permanently  invested  or  actively  employed  in  business  of  various 
^ds,  but  immediately  available  for  the  purpose  of  organizing  national 
binks,  cannot  be  very  large,  and  the  impression  that  many  millions  of 
oiali  capital  were  awaiting  the  opportunity  of  investment  in  national 
tanking  institutions  has  not  been  fiiUy  sustained.  The  provision  made 
by  the  late  act  is  undoubtedly  ample  for  the  supply  of  those  States 
iliicli  have  less  than  their  proportion,  and  would  probably  suffice  to 

f  supply  all  reasonable  demands  even  if  not  restricted  in  its  distribution. 

j  Tbe  propriety  of  providing  for  the  removal  of  such  restrictions  after  the 
opiration  of  one  year  irom  the  date  of  the  passage  of  the  act  is  respect- 
fiillj  snggested. 

I  Under  the  provisions  of  sections  3,  4,  and  5  of  the  act  approved  July 
Ip  l^^O,  antborizing  the  establishment  of  national  banks  for  the  issue  of 

!  arcnlatiug  notes  redeemable  in  specie,  but  one  bank  has  yet  been  estab- 
liihed,  the  Kidder  National  Gold  Bank,  of  Boston,  Massachusetts,  with 
icapital  of  1300,000.  Information  has  been  received  that  several  other 
utitDtions  of  this  character  are  in  process  of  organization,  or  in  con- 
>«>plation,  two  or  three  of  which  are  in  California.  It  was  not  antici- 
pated that  specie-paying  banks  would  be  established  to  any  considera- 
W*  eiteot,  at  present,  in  those  sections  of  the  country  where  a  paper 
wnwicy,  based  upon  the  legal  tender  issues  of  the  (Government,  already 
prevails;  although  it  was,  and  is  still,  supposed  that  one  or  more  gold 
buikB  might  be  estabUshed  and  successfully  conducted  in  each  of  those 
«tie8  on  the  Atlantic  seaboard  where  a  considerable  foreign  trade  is  ear- 
ned on,  and  in  which  a  certain  amouut  of  business  is  necessarily  trans- 
ited apon  a  specie  basis.  If  all  the  business  of  this  kind  that  is  car- 
bed  on  in  the  cities  of  Boston,  Kew  York,  Philadelphia,  and  Baltimore 
^Id  be  concentrated  in  one  or  two  banking  institutions  in  each  of  those 
cities,  ita  extent  would  undoubtedly  warrant  the  employment  of  a  very 
>^>eGtahle  amount  for  ita  exclusive  accommodation. 

Under  the  operation  of  the  act  of  Congress  approved  Jidy  14, 1870, "  to 
itquire  national  banks  going  into  liquidation  to  retire  their  circulating 
Meg,"  twenty  banks,  which  had  been  nominally  in  liquidation  for  various 
pmoda  of  time,  have  deposited  in  the  treasury  of  tbe  United  States 
Ifgal-tender  notes  for  tbe  redemption  of  their  outstanding  circulation, 
ud  taken  op  the  bonds  pledged  as  security  therefor.  The  amouut  of 
■ck  deposits  since  the  date  of  my  last  report  is  $2,401,910,and  the 
JOoont  of  bonds,  at  their  par  value,  thereby  released  is  $2,756,000.  All 
tattka  in  liquidation  except  those  in  process  of  consolidation  with  other 
wiks  have  now  retired  tiieir  circulation.

Since  the  organization  of  this  Bureau  to  the  1st  day  of  October,  ultimo, 
circulating  notes  more  or  leas  worn  and  mutilated  have  been  returned  by 
the  banks,  to  be  destroyed  by  burning,  to  the  amonut  of  $30,697 ,518.  Of 
this  sum,  917,048,119,  or  more  than  one-half  the  total  amount,  were  re- 
turned during  the  last  year.  The  rapidity  with  which  the  national  bank 
notes  are  becoming  unfit  for  circulation,  and  are  being  returned  for  de- 
struction in  order  that  they  may  be  replaced  by  new  notes,  is  constautly 
increasing,  requiring  a  constantly  increasing  force  of  clerks  to  attend 
properly  and  promptly  to  the  assorting,  counting,  registration  and  final 
burning  of  the  notes. 

In  the  effort  to  protect  the  public  from  the  impositions  of  connter- 
fiBiters,  which  is  being  made  by  the  proper  authorities,  it  would  be  well 
to  throw  every  possible  difficulty  in  the  way  of  the  circulation  of  conn- 
terfeit  notes.  For  this  purpose  it  is  recommended  that  every  national 
bank  be  required  through  its  officers  to  stamp  the  word  "counterfeit' 
upon  every  false,  forged,  or  counterfeit  national  bank  note  that  may  be 
recognized  as  such  on  presentation  at  the  conuter  of  the  bank. 

When  the  capital  of  a  bank  becomes  seriously  impaired  by  losses  oi 
otherwise,  it  would  be  desirable  for  the  Comptroller  of  the  Currency  t< 
be  clothed  with  sufficient  power  to  require  the  bank  to  be  woand  up 
or  to  have  its  capital  made  good,  within  a  reasonable  time.  As  tli( 
law  stands,  he  can  only  prohibit  the  bank  from  declaring  any  dividentli 
so  long  as  the  capital  of  the  bank  remains  impaired,  but  the  resource] 
of  a  bank  may  be  crippled  and  its  usefulness  destroyed  beyond  ho{>e  o; 
repair,  and  yet  it  may  continue  to  live  a  sickly  existence  for  years 
In  such  cases,  the  bank  should  be  required  to  make  up  the  losses  by  h,i 
assessment  on  its  stockholders,  or  to  go  into  liquidation  and  be  closed 

The  operations  of  the  national  banks  throughout  the  country  dnrin; 
the  last  year  have  been  characterized  by  prudence  and  exemption  fron 
disaster  to  an  unusual  extent.  The  profits  have  not  been  so  large  as  ii 
former  ^ears,  owing  to  various  causes,  among  which  may  be  notei 
the  decline  in  the  preminm  on  gold,  a  reduction  in  the  amount  of  tran^ 
actions  in  government  bonds  and  consequent  falling  off  in  commissioos 
and  the  fact  that,  owing  to  the  general  shrinkage  in  values  which  ixg^ 
taken  place,  the  banks  generally  have  realized  their  losses,  and  ha.-v 
charged  off  the  bulk  of  their  bad  debts.  The  result,  however,  may  be  ix 
garded  as,  npon  the  whole,  satisfactory.    Very  thorough  and  rigid  in'r^ 
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dgatioa  has  been  made  by  skilled  accoTrntaotB,  commlsBioned  as  exam- 
iners, into  the  mode  of  doing  basiness,  character  of  the  management, 
iDd  the  value  and  condition  of  the  assets  of  the  banks  during  the  year, 
ud  it  has  been  ascertained  that  the  bills  and  notes  discounted  are,  to 
t  remarkable  extent,  based  upon  bojui  fide  transactions,  while  the  accom- 
modation loans  are  uniformly  safe  and  well  secured.  The  reserves  re- 
qniied  by  law  to  be  held,  to  secore  the  payment  of  circulation  and 
deposits,  are,  as  a  rule,  kept  on  hand,  and  the  general  average  of  such 
nservee  is  ordinarily  considerably  above  the  amount  required. 

The  limitation  of  loans  to  one-tenth  of  the  paid  in  capital,  a  most 
Tbolesome  restriction,  is,  in  a  large  majority  of  the  banks,  carefully 
observed,  and  the  lo^is  are  almost  uuiformly  well  distributed.  In  very 
lew  instances  are  the  directors  allowed  to  monopolize  to  any  consider- 
able extent  the  facilities  ofiEJered. 

G<Hnplaiut  is  made  from  time  to  time,  fuid  from  varioos  localities,  that 
bmowers  are  compelled  to  pay  more  than  the  legal  rate  of  interest  for 
noney,  and  doubtless  the  complaint  is  well  founded.  On  this  subject 
there  is  a  practical  suggestion  or  two  that  may  be  profitably  considered. 
If  the  interest  on  the  bonds  deposited  to  secure  circulation,  and  the  use 
of  the  circulation  and  deposits,  at  the  legal  rate  of  interest,  will  not 
eoaMe  banks  to  pay  taxes,  expenses,  and  dividends  equal  to  at  least 
tbe  CDTTeDt  valne  of  money  where  the  bank  is  doing  business,  the  legal 
rMe  will  be  transcended,  or  the  bank  will  wiud  U]).  This  may  safely  be 
taken  for  granted.  An  attempt  to  compel  the  institution  to  keep  within 
the  limitfi,  under  sach  adverse  circumstances,  will  result  in  forcing  it 
into  Ijqnidation.  In  nine  cases  ont  of  ten  where  these  complaints  are 
nade^  the  evil  complained  of  is  caused  by  the  high  rate  of  taxation 
imposed  by  State  authority.  Taxes  enter  into  the  cost  of  production, 
•od  are  paid  by  the  consumer ;  this  is  just  as  true  of  mouey  as  of  any 
other  commodity.  Formerly,  when  the  bank  circulation  was  issued  and 
the  bosineas  of  the  country  was  transacted  by  institutions  incorporated 
by  State  legislatures,  valuable  immunities  in  the  way  of  exemption  from 
taxation  were  granted,  in  order  that  the  banks  might  be  able  to  furnish 
■uHiey  to  borrowers  at  reasonable  rates,  and  in  most  of  the  States  the 
l^al  rate  of  interest  was  fixed  with  direct  reference  to  the  privileges 
granted.  Capital  invested  in  banks  was  practically  exempted  fiiom 
taxation,  in  return  for  which  immunity  the  banks  were  expected  and 
reqnired  to  lend  money  at  certain  specified  rates  of  interest,  while  very 
frequently  individaals  were  allowed  by  law  to  lend  money  by  special 
contract,  at  much  higher  rates.  The  rates  established  for  banks,  under 
the  conditions  referred  to,  still  continue,  and  are  sought  to  be  enforced, 
but  the  immunities  which  enabled  them  to  observe  these  rates  have  been 
taken  away.  The  privilege  of  issuing  circulating  notes  is  no  more  valu- 
aMe  as  a  franchise,  under  federal  authority,  than  it  always  has  been 
md^  State  anthority.  The  profits  derived  Irom  it  are  commonly  over- 
estiiDated.  A  fair  estimate  of  the  average  percentage  of  profit  on  circn- 
btion  will  not  much  exceed  five  per  cent.,  and  this  is  just  about  the 
average  rate  of  taxation  paid  by  national  banks ;  so  that  the  profits 
derived  &om  the  business  of  banking  depend  mainly  npon  the  amount 
vt  d^MHiits,  which  after  all  constitute  the  true  basis  of  banking.  Circu- 
lation— ^tbat  is,  mouey  or  its  representative,  is  the  creature  of  the  Qovem- 
mait,  and  is  to  be  relied  on  as  a  source  of  profit  only  in  the  radimentary 
Mages  of  banking.  The  history  of  banking  in  the  older  and  wealthier 
eoootries  of  the  world  furnishes  abundant  evidence  as  to  the  truth  of 
ifeia  atatemeat.  r:...  iA->00Qlc 
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The  reports  of  SI  joint  stock  banks  of  Great  Britaiu*  of  tiieir  opera- 
tions daring  apart  of  the  year  1869,  il1iiBtrat«  the  fact  stated.  Leaving 
oat  the  Bank  of  Enghind,  which  furnishes  the  great  balk  of  the  circu- 
lation used  in  the  United  Kingdom,  the  banks  reported  employ  an 
^gregate  capital  exceeding  £42,000,000,  and  their  net  profits  for  six 
months  of  the  year  1869  were  somewhat  in  excess  of  £3,700,000,  or  at 
the  rate  of  ahoat  nine  per  cent,  per  annom.  Beports  of  62  banks  for 
the  six  months  succeeding  the  period  embraced  in  the  foregoing  state- 
m  nt,t  show  a  capital  of  over  £30,000,000,  with  dividends  averaging 
five  and  three-quarters  per  cent.,  and  net  profits  not  divided  eqatu  to 
one  per  cent. ;  together,  making  the  net  profits  of  the  62  banks,  whose 
r^Ktrts  ate  pablished,  at  the  rate  of  thirteen  and  a  half  per  cent,  per 
annum. 

In  the  United  states  the  accumulation  of  cash  capital  is  comparative- 
ly small.  As  in  all  new  countries,  netu-ly  the  entire  capital  is  required 
for  the  transaction  of  active  business  and  for  the  development  of  tbe 
resoorces  of  the  country.  The  amount  of  deposits,  therefore,  or  money 
at  rest,  is  small  in  comparison  with  the  actual  material  wealth  of  the 
country;  but  it  is  continually  on  the  Increase,  and  by  its  aid  tiie 
national  banks  are  enabled  to  bring  their  earnings  up  to  an  average 
that  has  hitherto  proved  satisfactory  to  their  stockholders.  In  view  of 
all  the  facts,  however,  it  seems  desirable  that  the  old  relation  between 
the  rate  of  interest  and  the  rat«  of  taxation,  established  and  observed 
by  nearly  all  the  States  in  which  banks  of  issue  were  authorized, 
should  not  be  entirely  ignored  with  regard  to  national  banks,  and  inas- 
much as  the  power  of  the  States  over  the  national  banks,  in  these  two 
important  particulars,  is  exercised  ogly  with  the  consent  of  the  Gen- 
eral Government,  it  would  be  a  wise  precaution  for  Oongress  to  fix  snob 
limitations  as  would  prevent  unwise,  un&iendly,  or  otherwise  damaging 
legislation. 

Allusion  has  been  made  in  former  reports  to  the  cttstom  of  itayin^ 
interest  on  deposits  by  national  banks.  The  practice  existed  long; 
before  any  national  banks  had  an  existence,  and  they  only  oontiuae 
to  do  what  their  predecessors  did  before  them,  and  what  bankers  eveiy* 
where  consider  themselves  compelled  to  do. 

The  use  of  other  people's  money  in  the  shape  of  deposits,  without 
interest,  or  at  a  low  rate  of  interest^as  come  to  be  considered  a  cardi> 
nal  necessity  of  modem  banking.  There  will  always  be  those  ready  to 
accept  it«  custody,  assume  all  the  risks,  and  pay  interest  for  its  use,  for 
a  margin  of  profit  ranging  &om  one  to  three  per  cent.  It  is  not  always 
the  strongest  or  wealthiest  bank  or  banker  who  is  willing  to  pay  t^e 
highest  rate  for  this  use  of  other  people's  money.  Ordinmly,  judging 
of  banks  as  of  individuals,  the  one  most  in  need  of  money  offers  tbe 
greatest  inducements  to  depositors.  In  theory  the  custom  is  dang^r- 
oos;  in  practice  it  is  not  always  safe,  but,  nevertheless,  it  is  so 
thoroughly  entrenched  in  its  position  by  long  observance,  that  any 
sweeping  enactment  proiiibitlng  the  payment  of  interest  on  deposits  by 
national  banks  would  be  evaded  in  some  way,  or  the  banks  would  lose 
tiieir  deposits.  There  are  scores  of  banks  and  bankers,  not  subject  'to 
the  conti'ol  of  Oongress,  who  would  rejoice  over  such  a  prohibition  as  over 
tbe  discomfltore  of  an  enemy;  yet  there  is  one  point  that  should  be 
yarded.  The  reserves  of  the  whole  country  are  held  to  a  large  exteni; 
in  Boston,  New  York,  Philadelphia,  and  other  large  cities.    These

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reserves  should  be  protected.  The?  Bhonld  be  placed  under  such 
refltrictioiis  as  voold  obviate  all  necessity  for  their  use  by  the  deposi- 
tmy  bank.  If  the  inBtitntioQs  owning  these  reserves  cannot  afford  to 
iHow  them  to  remain  unemployed,  so  that  they  may  be  in  reality  what 
they  are  in  name,  relief  should  be  afforded  in  some  other  way.  It  is ' 
of  vital  importance  to  the  country  that  no  portion  of  the  per<!entage, 
Thich  the  law  requires  banks  to  hold  as  a  reserve  on  circulation  and 
d^Mwits,  should  be  loaned  out,  subject  to  the  vicissitudes  and  fluctuations 
at  men  and  property.  There  may  be  prosperous  and  easy  times  for 
years  J  bat  there  may  come  a  day  when  upon  the  ability  of  a  single 
Dwak  in  New  York  City  to  pay  the  deposits  of  its  countrj-  bank  corre- 
noodents — their  reserves — will  depend  the  safety  of  the  whole  country. 
B»e  banks  of  New  York  City  have  paid  as  interest  on  deposits,  during 
the  year  ending  with  the  30th  of  September,  the  sum  of  »2,546,639  10 ; 
ttie  Boston  banks,  (588,272  58 :  the  Philadelphia  banks,  $119,001  17 ; 
vhjle  the  aggregate  sum  paid  by  all  the  banks  that  aUow  interest  on 
dq^oaits  is  $6,486,172  66.»  These  large  sums  indicate  the  wide  preva- 
lence of  the  practice  under  consideration,  and  the  difficulty  that  would 
he  experienced  in  any  attempt  to  effect  ite  entire  abrogatioa.  If  by 
•ny  means,  however,  the  moneys  held  in  the  large  cities,  coostitnting 
file  reserves  of  the  country  banks,  can  be  exempt  trom  the  operation 
of  this  cnstom,  the  main  point,  and  the  one  in  which,  above  all  others, 
the  entire  public  is  interested,  will  be  gained. 

The  Airther  consideration  of  this  subject  is  submitted  to  the  wisdom 
of  Congress. 

Hie  necessity  for  some  arrangement  by  which  the  notes  of  national 
banks  may  be  assorted  and  returned  to  the  several  banks  of  issue  for 
redemption  is  becoming  more  and  more  apparent,  as  the  difficulty  of 
dealing  with  the  worn  and  mntUated  notes  now  in  circnlatioo  is 
e^ierienced.  The  argnmente  contained  in  former  reports,  in  favor  of  a 
general  redeeming  agency  in  the  city  of  New  York,  will  not  be  repeated 
or  extended  on  the  present  occasion.  The  conviction  is  expressed, 
horever,  that  if  the  banks  were  authorized  to  establish  an  institution 
of  their  own  for  that  purpose,  owned,  controlled,  and  managed  in  their 
interest,  they  would  find  it  greatly  to  their  profit  to  do  bo. 

Soch  aa  institation  would  also  serve  as  the  custodian  of  the  reserves 
ke|>t  in  New  York,  thereby  exempting  them  &om  the  risks  incident  to 
fimds  deposited  in  the  ordinary  way  and  drawing  interest,  and  would 
periiapa  obviate  the  necessity  of  specific  legislation  upon  the  subject 
of  tlie  payment  of  interest  on  deposits;  while  the  benefit  to  the  whole 
eonntry,  arising  fh)m  a  fiscal  agency  so  truly  national  in  its  character, 
T^fnlating  the  currency,  the  exchanges,  and  the  banking  interests  of  the 
eoontry,  beyond  the  control  of  any  ring  or  clique — because  managed  by 
aU  for  the  beueflt  of  ^1 — ^wonld  be  of  the  most  substantial  and  enduring

Letters  were  addressed  to  the  treasurers  of  the  resi>ective  companies 
requesting  an  early  payment  of  this  interest,  but  no  one  of  the  compa- 
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nies  lias  complied  with  tlie  request,  aB<l  only  two  have  answerei^  the 
letters  addressed  to  them.  They  both  assume  and  argue  that  no  ititer- 
«st  is  payable  by  the  companies  nntil  the  matarity  of  the  bonds,  thirty 
years  after  the  date  of  issue,  at  which  time,  unless  payment  shall  be 
made  more  rapidly  than  heretofore,  the  interest  will  be  double  the  prin- 
cipal, and  both  together  will  probably  greatly  exceed  the  value  of  the 
roads.

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proper  adjustment.  During  the  jear  there  were  aizty-seven  coin  and 
tweuty  currency  accounts  of  this  class  exaniinetl,  adjusted  and  stated, 
involving  in  the  aggregate  the  sum  of  847,791,-'>03  OC,  to  which  may  be 
included,  as  part  of  the  clortciil  labors  of  the  office  for  the  same  period, 
but  which  does  not  enter  into  the  statistics  of  this  report,  accounts  ex- 
amined but  uot  stated,  amounting  to  $10,965,723.  The  number  of  geu- 
eral  and  permanent  powers  of  attorney  au(l  testamcntsiry  evidence  of 
the  administration  of  estates  connected  with  the  settlement  of  registered 
interest  accounts  which  have  been  received,  examined,  and  approved, 
registered  and  filed,  and  listed  for  the  use  of  fiscal  agents,  amounts  to 

7,6yo. 

Coupon  bonds. — The  amount  outstanding  of  this  class  of  bonds  on  the 
30th  of  June,  the  interest  of.  which  is  payable  semi  annually  in  coin, 
amounts  to  $1,267,972,750.  The  change  recently  made  in  the  reuditioo 
of  these  accounts,  requiring  the  principal  depositaries  to  make  iceekly  * 
and  others  monthly  remittances,  involves  a^lditional  labor  upon  the  of- 
fice in  separating  the  various  issues,  and  preparing  for  entry  on  the 
Register's  books  a  detailed  statement  of  the  amounts  of  interest  paid 
and  to  be  charged  to  each  loan,  with  the  number  and  amount  of  cou- 
pons redeemed.  The  number  of  accounts  stated  of  this  class  duriug 
the  year  was  281,  embracing  4,273,174  vouchers,  and  amounting  to 
$65,672,026  20. 

EedempHon  of  United  States  stocks. — The  amount  of  stock  of  the  loans 
of  1847  and  1348,  and  Texan  indemnity  bonds,  redeemed  during  the  year, 
principal  and  interest,  was  (SI, 700.    Eight  accounts. 

N^aval  pension  fund. — The  amount  of  this  fund,  uiwn  which  the  an- 
nual interest  of  3  per  cent,  is  piiid  in  July  and  January,  amounts  iu  prlo- 
cipal  to  $14,000,000,  and  interest  to  $400,000.    Two  accounts  stated. 

The  floating  debt  oiwiurrency  obligations,  consisting  of  treasury  notes 
of  various  issues,  certificates  of  indebtedness,  and  certificates  of  deposit 
for  temporary  loan,  the  number  of  accounts  examined  and  stated  of  this 
class  during  the  year  was  235,  amounting  to  $9,203,250  principal,  and 
$2,461,676  12  interest. 

Treasury  obligations  destroyed, — The  number  of  accounts  stated,  and  of 
which  certificates  were  isfiiied  in  favor  of  the  Treasurer,  was  259,  amount- 
ing in  the  aggregate  to  $272,749,078  65. 

MINT  ACCOUI^T  AND  (ITUBES.

Condensed  statement. — Bullion  accounts  of  the  mint  of  the  United 
States  and  branches  and  assay  office,  New  York ;  accounts  of  ordinary 
expenses  of  tlie  same;  accounts  of  the  secretaries  of  the  Territories; 
accounts  of  the  governors  of  the  Territories;  accounts  of  supervising 
awl  other  agents  of  the  Treasury  Department,  and  of  officers  of  the 
j^rmy  for  captured  and  abandoned  property;  quarterly  salary  certifi- 
cates ;  accounts  for  defense  of  suits  in  the  Court  of  Claims. 

The  bullion  accounts  of  the  Mint,  Philadelphia,  branch  mint,  San 
Francisco,  and  assay  office,  New  York,  are  voluminous,  and  the  exami- 
nation of  the  various  accounts  te^lious.  The  abstract  of  deposits,  in  oon- 
nection  with  the  warrants  of  the  Director  or  supCTiutendent  for  payment, 
are  first  examined  and  checked,  then  the  various  accounts  of  the  treaa- 
urer,  melter  and  refiner,  and  coiner,  under  the  following  heads:  ''De- 
posit account,"  "  gold  bullion,"  "silver  bullion,"  "cent  bullion,"  "cent 
deposit  account,"  "gold  coinage,"  "silver  coinage,"  ''cent  coinage," 
"  melter  and  refiner's  gold,"  "  melter  and  refiner's  silver,"  "  melter  and  re- 
finer's cent  bullion,"  "  coinei-'s  gold,"  "  coiner's  silver,"  "  coiner'a  five-cent 
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acooant,''  *'  coiuer's  three-cent  account,"  "  coiner's  bronze  or  one  and  two 
oent  account,"  "  unpaid  depositor's,''  "  gold  coins  for  assay,"  "  silver 
coins  for  assay,"  "  silver  profit  and  loss,"  "  cent  profit  and  loss."  "  bnllioQ 
deposit  profit  and  losa,"  "  profit  and  loss,"  "  bolliou  fond,"  "balances," 
and,  finally,  all  tbe  above  are  blended  io  the  "  summary  statement." 

The  ordinary  ezpease  accounts  are  for  the  incidental  expenses,  wages 
of  workmen,  and  salaries  of  officers  and  clerks  of  the  Mint  and  branches ; 
aocoiuits  of  the  secretaries  of  the  Territories  for  compensation  and  mile- 
age of  members,  and  incidental  expenses  of  the  legislative  assemblies  of 
the  Territories ;  accounts  of  the  governors  of  the  Territories  for  contin- 
gent expenses  of  executive  officers ;  quarterly  salary  certificates  for  the 
salaries  of  judges  of  the  Supreme  Court,  United  States  district  judges, 
United  States  attorneys  and  marshals,  governors  and  secretaries  of  the 
Territories,  supervUiug  and  local  inspectors  of  steamboats  and  vessels ; 
accounts  of  supervising  and  assistant  special  agents  of  the  Treasury  De> 
partmeut  for  tbe  collection  of  captured  and  abandoned  property,  and 
officers  of  the  Army  who  have  received  and  disposed  of  property  of  this 
class.     These  accounts  consist  of  three  classes: 

First.  Money  tuKounta,  showing  the  receipts  from  and  disbursements  fof 
atid  on  account  of  captured  and  abandoned  property. — In  the  adjustment 
of  this  account  careful  esamiuations  of  all  returns  of  sales,  and  abstracts 
of  rents  received,  are  made,  the  abstracts  of  disbursements  are  exam- 
ined to  see  that  no  payments  are  made  to  agency  aids,  local  or  assistant 
special  agents,  without  the  approval  of  the  appointment  and  rate  of 
compensation  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  and  that  the  proceeds  of 
no  property  are  released  except  on  proper  authority,  and  that  bonds  of 
indemnity  ore  filed. 

Second.  The  cotton  account. — lu  this  account  tbe  agente  are  charged 
and  credited  with  all  the  cotton  received  by  them.  The  date  of  the  re- 
ceipt of  each  lot,  from  whom  received  or  taken,  tbe  marks  and  number 
of  bales  are  given,  date  of  disposal,  how  disposed  of;  if  sold,  proceeds 
stated ;  if  transferred  to  another  agent,  that  agent  is  charged  with  it ; 
or  if  released,  the  agent  must  file  his  authority  for  the  release ;  all  the 
vouchers  required  in  the  adjustment  of  a  money  accouut  are  required  in 
this.  The  number  of  bales  of  cotton  embraced  in  accounts  of  this  class 
adjusted  in  this  office  for  the  last  fiscal  year  was  10,915. 

Third.  Miscellaneous  propert;/ accounts. — Tbe  agents  are  charged  with 
all  property  of  a  miscellaneous  character  received  by  them,  and  the  dis- 
position accounted  for  the  same  as  the  cotton  accounts:  accounts  for 
expenses  incurred  in  the  defense  of  snits  in  the  Conrt  of  Claims  in  rela- 
tion to  captured  and  abandoned  property. 

WAEEHOUSE  AND  BOND  ACCOUNT. 

The  regulations  of  1857,  section  5G4,  required  that  officers  of  the  cus- 
toms should  account  for  the  duties  entered  at  their  resi>ective  districts, 
for  warehonsing  or  re-warehousing,  with  the  same  particularity  of  detail 
as  they  were  previously  required  to  account  for  the  duties  on  goods  en- 
tered for  consumption;  and  they  were  also  required  to  keep  and  render 
their  warehouse  accounts  monthly  to  tbe  First  Auditor  of  the  Treasury. 
Tbe  latter  regulation,  however,  was,  or  became,  a  dead  letter;  and  col- 
lectors only  accounted  for  tluties  on  merchandise  warehoused  as  they 
were  collected.  This  old  regulation  was  revived  by  circular  No.  27,  is- 
ened  under  date  of  October  1,  1867.  Under  this  circular  the  attention 
of  oQlcers  of  the  customs  was  directed  to  the  above  regulation,  and  they 
were  notifietl  to  render  full  and  accurate  warehouse  and  bond  accounts 
from  July  1,  18«7. 
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The  object  of  these  acconnts  is  to  trace  ev&tj  importation  on  vhleh 
duties  are  not  immediately  paid  on  turival,  until  Baoh  duties  are  paid  or 
DDtil  the  goods  are  exported  out  of  the  country.  Tbis  requires  a  de- 
tailed account  of  the  receipt  aud  canoellation  of  all  warehouse,  re- 
warehouse,  transportatiou,  aud  exportation  bonds,  a  fall  account  having 
fh>m  sixteen  to  eighteen  formal  statements.  In  this  manner  an  impor- 
tation is  traced  from  the  port  of  original  entry,  through  perhaps  two  or 
more  other  districts  of  the  United  States,  to  the  laat  port,  where  the 
duties  are  paid,  the  merchandise  entered  for  exportation,  or  the  bond 
fori'eited  and  delivered  to  the  district  attorney  for  prosecution. 

A  division  waa  organized  in  this  office  on  December  1, 1867,  and  an 
immediate  examination  was  entered  npou  of  the  accounts  rendered  since 
the  publication  of  the  aforesaid  circular.  Seventy-seven  districts  have 
rendered  acconnts ;  the  remainder  have  no  transactiiHis  relating  to  ware- 
housing, and  are  required  only  to  render  monthly  statements  of  the  fact, 
which  are  filed  in  place  of  acconnts.  Many  of  these  accounts,  as  from 
New  York,  Boston,  San  Francisco,  Mew  Orleans,  Philadelphia,  Balti- 
more, and  Portland,  are  very  large,  and  the  esamination  requires  an 
acquaintance  with  the  rates  of  duty  assessed  by  many  tariff  acts  npoa  all 
articles  of  merchandise  imported,  and  also  with  the  numerons  forms  aud 
regulations  belonging  to  the  warehouse  system. 

ACCOUNTS  OP  THE  TRBASUBBE  OP   THB  UNITED  STATES. 

The  accompanying  statement  will  exhibit  the  nature  of  the  acooants, 
with  the  anionnt  of  moneys  involved,  audited  from  July  1, 1860,  to  Jane 
30,1870. 

The  maguitude  of  the  statement  will  convey  some  idea  of  the  labor 
performed  in  the  sdjustment  of  the  accounts.  The  accounts  of  the 
Treasurer  of  the  United  States  for  the  general  receipts  and  expenditures 
of  the  Qovemmeut  are  made  up  and  rendered  quarterly.  The  account 
current  (a  volume  of  some  three  hundred  pages)  has  to  be  careftilly 
comparMl  with  a  certified  account  received  from  the  Register  of  all  war- 
rants drawn  on  him,  or  in  his  favor,  during  the  quarter,  the  amount  re- 
maining unpaid  and  outstanding  of  previous  quarters,  and  the  amount 
of  such  warrants  for  which  he  claims  credit  as  being  paid,  the  amount 
of  balances  in  the  various  depositories,  &c.  All  warrants  drawn  on  the 
Treasurer  are  paid  by  drafts,  and  he  cannot  receive  credit  tor  the  pay- 
ment of  a  single  warrant  unless  it  is  accompanied  by  its  appropriate 
draft,  properly  indorsed  by  the  payee.  The  examination  and  comparison 
of  these  drafts  are  intricate  and  laborious. 

The  internal  revenue  warrants  at  this  time  fully  equal  one-half  of  tbe 
yearly  issue  of  warrants  prior  to  the  rebellion,  many  of  which  require 
tbe  critical  examination  of  from  one  to  over  three  hundred  drafts. 

The  amount  embraced  in  the  accounts  of  the  Treasnrer  of  the  United 
States,  adjusted  within  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1870,  is 
»842,89a,788  97. 

The  mileage  and  compensation  of  members  of  the  House  of  Bepre- 
sentatives  are  paid  by  the  Treasnrer  on  certificates  of  tbe  Speaker  of 
the  House,  which  are  the  Treasurer's  vouchers  and  upon  which  he  re- 
ceives credit  in  the  adjustment  of  his  accoant  as  agent.  This  account 
has  to  be  carefully  compared  with  the  journal  of  the  Sergennt-at-arms, 
who  keeps  the  individual  accounts  of  the  members,  &c. 

The  account  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate  in  even  more  intricate,

Under  this  head  is  embraced  the  adjustment  of  the  acoounta  (with 
two  OF  three  exceptions)  of  disbursing  ofiScers  for  payment  of  salaries 
to  alt  personi)  in  the  departments  at  Washington  who  receive  a  regnlar 
compensation,  with  some  accounts  also  for  temporary  and  additional 
clerk-hire.  These  accounts  include  the  pay-rolls  of  the  Treasury  De- 
putmeat,  State,  War,  Navy,  Interior,  and  Post  Office  Departments, 
and  of  the  Attorney  General,  {now  the  Department  of  Justice ;)  also, 
the  acconnts  of  Superintendent  of  Weights  and  Measures,  Clerk  of  the 
House  of  Representatives,  Secretary  of  the  Senate,  Librarian  of  Con- 
gress, Gongreasional  Friuter,  all  offices  of  assistant  treasurers  of  the 
United  States  and  United  States  depositaries,  private  secretaries,  &e., 
nf  the  President  of  the  United  States,  salaries,  &c.,  of  Metropolitan  Po- 
lice, and  all  accounts  of  the  United  States  Coast  Survey, 

CONTINGENT   ACCOTJKTS,  ETC., 

includes  the  contingencies  of  all  the  executive  departments,  Treas- 
nry,  War,  Kavy,  and  Interior ;  contingencies  of  the  Hoase  of  Repre- 
sentatives under  different  appropriations  ;  all  the  accounts  of  the  De- 
partment of  Agriculture,  salaries,  distribution  of  seeds,  &c.,  under  differ- 
ent appropriations;  all  the  accounts  of  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Baildings  and  Grounds,  embracing  repairs  and  preservation  of  all  the 
public  works  in  the  city  of  Washington,  about  one  hundred  different 
appropriations ;  all  the  accounts  of  the  disbursing  agent  for  new  dome, 
Capitol  extension,  new  jail,  enlargement  of  the  congressional  library, 
grading  the  public  grounds  around  the  Capitol,  &c.j  all  the  accounts  of 
the  agent,  &c.,  for  the  library  of  Congress,  botanic  garden,  &c,  four- 
teen appi'opriations ;  expense  of  the  national  loan;  contingent  expenses 
of  the  assistant  treasurers  of  the  United  States  at  Sew  York,  Boston, 
Sew  Orleans,  Charleston,  Denver  City,  Sau  Francisco,  &c.;  contingent 
expenses  of  the  Executive  Mansion ;  contingent  expenses  of  Congres- 
sional Printer;  acconnts  for  repairs,  &c ;  furniture  for  Treasury  De- 
partment, act  of  April  7,  1866. 

SBPAKATB   CLASSIFICATION  OP  ACCOUNTS. 

The  accounts  settled  by  this  division  are  various,  and  preclude  any 
general  classification.  During  the  last  fiscal  year  the  whole  number  of 
accounts  settled  in  this  office  in  this  branch  of  its  business  was  1,633, 
involving  an  expenditure  of  $5,027,918  25.  The  number  for  the  present 
fiscal  year  will  be  largely  increased.  . 

The  following  classification  embraces  the  several  accounts  examined 
and  settled :  Construction  and  repairs  of  public  buildings,  furniture  for 
public  buildings,  public  printing.  Government  Asylum,  Deaf  and  Dumb 
Asylnm,  steamboat  inspectors,  life-saving  stations,  contingent  expenses 
of  United  States  depositories,  Columbia  Hospital,  timber  agents ;  many 
other  acconnts  of  not  less  importance,  that  cauuet  well  be  classified,  are 
settled. 

In  the  recording  division  of  the  office  there  are  employed  five  clerks, 
whose  duties  consist  in  recording  the  reports  and  certiticates  of  the 
Aoditor  to  the  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury  and  Commissioner  of  Cus- 
toms, on  the  accounts  accruing  in  the  office  and  the  correspondence  in- 
cident thereto. 

There  is  a  large  amount  of  miscellaneous  business,  much  of  it  of  great 
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ImportaDce,  requiriag  the  highest  clerical  qaalificationa,  which  has  no 
appropriate  classi&catioo  with  any  of  the  divisions  previously  described, 
that  is  dispatched  by  the  chief  clerk. 

I  know  of  no  higher  merit  of  those  engaged  in  the  service  of  govern- 
ment.  and  more  deserviug  of  commendation  and  recompense,  than  the 
faithful  and  efficient  performauee  of  the  entire  range  of  duty  in  all  its 
delicate  and  responsible  relations.  Ju8ti<«  and  expediency  may  bring 
this  appropriately  within  the  province  of  legislation  as  worthy  of  the 
appreciation  that  honors  fidelity,  rewards  merit,  and  imparts  moral 
strength  to  government. 

It  is  not  less  a  pleasure  than  a  duty  to  state  that  the  clerks  of  this 
office  have  performed  all  their  ufficial  responsibilities  with  industry,  ca- 
pability, and  fidelity.

Tbia  division  was  organized  in  October,  1869.  Its  duties  are  to  keep 
k  record  of  the  claims,  accounts,  vouchers,  letters,  &c.,  received  in  the 
lAce;  to  brief  the  same,  and  distribute  them  to  the  various  divisions  to 
which  they  pertain ;  to  record  and  index  letters  sent  from  the  olBce ;  to 
register  licenses  of  agents;  to  ezamme,  keep  account  of  and  mail  all  pay, 
botint}',  and  miscellaneous  certificates  issued ;  to  keep  a  record  of  and 
iorward  all  matter  referred  to  other  oifices ;  to  attend  to  miacellaneouB 
eonespoodeuce,  &c.

Pay-rolls,  upon  which  payment  was  made  to  the  employes  of  this 
office,  prepared  semi-montiily,  in  duplicate. 

There  has  been  no  new  class  of  claims  presented  during  the  year,  bnt 
that  for  bounty  under  the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  March  14, 
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1870,  in  favor  of  soldiera  who  enlisted  for  three  years  under  the  call  of 
the  jPresideut  of  May  3,  1801,  for  42,034  volunteers,  and  who  were  dis- 
^arfted  for  disability  other  than  wounds  before  serving  two  years.  Of 
this  class  2,253  claims  have  been  presented,  which  are  snapended  for 
coDgfressional  action. 

By  General  Order  No.  15,  of  the  War  Department,  of  May  4,  1861, 
the  volunteers  called  for  as  above  were  to  be  organized  into  forty 
r^s^iments,  and  each  non-commissioned  officer  and  private  was  prom- 
ised a  bounty  of  $100  when  discharged.  As  the  act  of  July  22, 1861, 
was  manifestly  intended  to  apply  to  all  who  had  enlisted,  as  well  as 
to  those  who  might  thereafter  enlist  under  it,  and  made  it  a  condi- 
tion for  the  payment  of  bounty  to  a  discharged  soldier  that  "he 
shall  have  served  for  a  period  of  two  years,"  no  distinction  was  made 
by  the  accounting  officers  in  the  denial  of  bounty  to  such  as  had  not 
served  two  years,  between  those  who  enlisted  prior  and  those  who 
enlisted  subsequently  to  the  passage  of  the  law.  The  Supreme  Court, 
however,  decided  that  inasmuch  as  Congress,  by  the  resolution  of 
Anirnst  6,  1861,  legalized  the  proclamation  of  the  President  of  May 
3,  1861,  and  the  orders  and  acts  done  under  it,  the  promise  of  bounty 
became  a  part  of  the  contract  of  enlistment  of  the  troops  then  called 
for,  notwithstanding  the  terms  of  the  act  of  July  22, 1861.  While  the 
proclamation  of  the  President  and  General  Orders  Nos.  15  and  25  only 
contemplated  the  raising  of  forty  regiments,  it  appears  that  eighty-two 
re^ments  were  organized  and  accepted  prior  to  July  23;  and  as  the 
Adjutant  General  is  unable  to  designate  the  forty  regiments  referred  to, 
the  accounting  officers  will  not  be  ahle  to  settle  any  of  this  class  of 
claims  until  after  Congress,  by  legislation,  shall  have  placed  all  volun- 
teers enlisting,  for  three  years,  prior  to  July  22, 1861,  aud  who  were  dis- 
charged before  ser\-ing  two  years,  upon  the  same  footing  as  to  bounty. 

Matty  eomplainte  have  been  received  from  claimants  in  Europe  of  the 
unfaithfulness  aud  extortion  of  their  agents,  both  at  home  and  in  this 
conntry;  aud  I  have  been  led  to  the  conclusion  that  it  would  be  for  the 
interest  of  all  foreign  claimants  and  of  the  Government  if  all  claims 
for  arrears  of  i)ay,  bounty,  &g.,  were  required  by  law  to  be  presented 
tbrongh  the  United  SUttes  consuls,  and  that  payment  be  made  through 
the  same  channels.  By  this  method  the  Government  would  secnre  itself 
more  efl'ectually  against  imposition  by  fraudulent  claimants,  and  at  the 
same  time  make  sure  that  its  obligations  are  profierly  discharged. 
Those  claims  are  generally  small,  the  claimants  ihwi:  and  ignorant  of 
our  laws,  and  easily  imposed  upon  by  persons  who  are  designing  and 
nnscrupulous.  I  respectfully  commend  the  subject  to  the  consideration 
of  Congress. 

Dnring  the  past  year  some  changes  have  been  made  for  the  better  in 
the  organization  of  the  office,  and  the  work  in  all  its  departments  is 
progressing  in  a  satisfactory  manner.  It  affords  me  great  pleasure  to 
(peak  of  the  interest  manifested  in  its  business  by  lut  the  gentlemen 
employed,  and  I  commend  their  general  ability,  industry,  and  faith- 
fdlness. 

For  the  purpose  of  doing  them  an  act  of  justice,  and  at  the  same  time 
to  fbrnish  a  reply  to  inquiries  fi'equently  made  in  relation  to  the  charac- 
ter and  amount  of  work  done  in  this  office,  the  expenses  of  the  war,  &c, 
1  have  prepared  the  following  tables. 

The  first  is  a  condensed  statement  of  all  the  settlemente  of  money 
accounts  and  claims  from  March  4,  1817,  when  the  office  was  organized, 
until  Jane  30, 1861,  a  period  of  forty-four  y^ars.    This  time  is  divided 
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into  two  periods,  bo  as  to  show  at  a  glance  the  amoaot  passed  upon  prior 
and  subsequent  to  the  Mexican  war. 

Prior  to  the  time  when  I  assumed  charge  of  the  ofiQce  the  acconats 
were  not  so  kept  as  to  leave  a  record  of  all  the  work  done,  and  it  is 
therefore  not  possible  to  give  a  statement  beyond  that  of  the  money 
settlements. 

The  second  table  is  a  condensed  statement  of  the  number  and  amount 
of  mone^  settlements  by  the  different  divisions  of  the  ofBce,  the  number 
of  prot>erty  accounts  adjusted,  the  number  of  claims  rejected,  the  num- 
ber of  examinations  and  certificates  to  the  Paymaster  General  and  Com- 
missioner of  Pensions,  and  other  incidental  work  performed  in  each  year 
during  the  past  nine  years:

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From  the  establishment  of  the  office  in  1S17  to  the  close  of  the  fiscal 
year  ending  June  30, 18J:7,  the  number  of  money  aocoants  settled  was 
37,408.  The  averR}<;e  number  of  clerks  employed  was  15,  makinff  a 
yearly  average  of  83  accounts  settled  by  each  clerk. 

During  tlie  fourteen  years  from  June  3(1,  1847,  to  June  30, 1861,  the 
number  of  money  accounts  and  claims  settled  was  41,142.  The  average 
number  of  clerks  employed  was  26,  and  the  average  number  of  settle- 
ments by  each  was  113  for  each  year. 

From  the  30th  of  June,  1801,  to  the  close  of  the  last  fiscal  year,  a 
period  of  nine  years,  the  number  of  cash  aecouuts  allowed  and  settled 
was  773,696.  To  this  number  I  add  143,820  rejected,  because  every 
claim  rejected  usually  involves  as  much  labor  and  care  in  the  examina^ 
tion  asaclaim  that  is  allowed  and  paid,  making  an  aggregate  of  917,516. 
During  this  period  the  average  number  of  clerks  employed  was  286,  and 
the  average  number  of  settlements  per  clerk  was  356  for  each  year. 

Although  the  records  of  the  office  aflford  no  means  for  definitely  deter- 
mining the  number  of  property  accounts  settled  prior  to  1861,  a  careful 
examination,  based  upon  such  data  as  can  be  found,  indicates  that  the 
ratio  of  increase  in  the  number  of  settlements  since  the  commcncemeut 
of  the  late  war  is  about  double  what  it  is  in  the  cash  accounts.  Assum- 
ing this  to  be  the  fact,  the  number  of  property  accounts  settled  annually 
by  each  clerk,  from  1817  to  June  36, 1847,  was  39,  and  from  1847  to 
1861,  58,  while  during  the  last  nine  years  the  average  has  been  306. 

The  total  average  of  lioth  classes  of  settlements  per  man  for  the  three 
periods  named  would  be:  From  March  4, 1817,  to  June  30,  1847, 122  j 
fh)ni  June  30, 1847,  to  Juno  30, 1861, 171;  from  June  30, 1861,  to  June 
30,  1870,  662. 

It  will  be  found  that,  including  the  rejected  claims,  nearly  twehe  times 
m  many  money  accounts  and  claims  have  been  settled  in  nine  years  as 
were  settled  in  the  precediiig/oriy/ouf ;  and  when  it  is  remembei-ed  that 
during  that  long  period  the  military  claims  were  mainly  those  of  the  reg- 
ular Army,  settled  by  rolls  and  returns  prepared  by  officers  thoroughly 
educa*^ed  in  their  duties,  and  that  but  few  changes  were  made  in  the 
pay,  allowances,  and  emoluments  of  men  and  officers,  while  during  the 
recent  war  the  Army  consisted  chiefly  of  volunteers,  that  the  rolls  and 
returns  were  necessarily  defective,  and  that  the  rates  of  compensation 
and  the  laws  relating  to  bounties  were  frequently  changed,  it  <:aa  easily 
be  understood  that  many  difficulties  have  attended  the  settlement  of 
claims  during  the  last  nine  years  which  were  entirely  unknown  during 
the  former  period,  and  which  imposed  additional  labor  in  their  investi- 
gation and  demanded  a  larger  degree  of  vigilance,  faithfulness,  and  care. 

As  very  full  memoranda  accompany  the  tables,  showing  the  condition 
of  the  business  in  charge  of  the  several  divisions  of  the  office,  I  have 
not  deemed  it  necessary  to  refer  more  particularly  to  either  of  them.

THE  THIRD  AUDITOR  OF  THE  TREASURY. 


Treasury  Department, 
Third  Auditor's  Office,  October  22,  1870. 
Sir  :  In  compliance  with  instructions  fi-om  yonr  oflBce,  and  the  i-equirc- 
meots  of  law,  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  lierewith  tlie  following  report 
of  the  boBinesB  operations  of  this  office  for  the  fiscal  j-ear  ending  June 
30, 1S70,  and  also  for  the  first  quarter  of  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  39, 
1871. 

BOOE-EEEPERB'  DITIBION. 

The  iloties  devolving  upon  this  division  are^  in  general,  to  keep  the 
appropriation  and  money  accounts  of  the  office. 

Three  sets  of  double-entry  books  are  kept.  Into  the  first  are  posted 
the  ac<:oimt8  of  disbursing  officers  and  agents  of  the  Quartermaster's 
and  Engineer  Departments  of  the  Army,  and  the  accounts  of  the  various 
loyal  States  for  expenses  incurred  during  the  late  rebellion ;  the  second 
contains  the  accounts  of  the  Subsistence  Department,  Bureau  of  Refu- 
gees, Freeduien  and  Abandoned  Lands,  and  pension  agents  of  the  Oov- 
emineDt;  the  third  set  relates  to  other  appropriations  made  by  Congress 
coming  under  the  supervision  of  the  Third  Auditor. 

In  additioD  to  the  foregoing,  debit  and  credit  aeconnts  are  kept  as 
follows :  with  the  Second  Comptroller,  of  all  settlements  referred  to  him 
for  revision ;  and  with  the  War  and  Interior  Departments,  of  all  reports 
forwarded  to  them  for  requisitions.  From  the  books  of  this  division 
are  furnished  the  charges  upon  which  are  based  the  settlements  of 
money  accounts  of  the  various  disbursing  officers  of  the  Government. 
Here  also  is  kept  a  complete  record  and  fair  copy  of  all  requisitions 
passing  through  the  office. 

The  annexed  statement  of  the  financial  operations  of  the  office  during 
the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1870,  also  for  the  first  quarter  of  the 
current  fiscal  year,  exhibits  the  amounts  drawn  on  specific  appropriations, 
except  those  under  direction  of  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Army,  which 
are  aggregated  and  entered  under  the  general  heading,  "  Engineer  De- 
partnient.''  It  also  shows  the  repayments  into  the  treasury  for  the 
same  period. 

The  average  number  of  clerks  engaged  in  this  division  during  the 
period  embraced  in  this  report  has  been  eight,  and  that  number  now 
constitutes  the  active  force  of  the  division. 

The  number  of  requisitions  drawn  on  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury 
by  die  Secretaries  of  War  and  Interior  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June 
30, 1870,  is  3,773,  amounting  to  $91,107,151  58,  as  follows :

equipage,  the  purchase  of  cavalry  and  artillery  horses,  fuel,  forage, 
ttraw  material  for  bedding,  stationery,  hired  men,  per  diem  to  extra 
Jaty  men,  XKistage,  expenses  of  courts-martial,  of  the  pursuit  and  ap- 
prehension of  deserters,  of  the  burial  of  ofllcers  and  soldiers,  of  hired 
escorts,  ofexpresses,  interpreters,  spies  and  guides,  of  veterinary  surgeons 
and  medicines  for  horses,  of  supplying  posts  with  water,  and  generally 
the  proper  and  authorized  expenses  for  the  movements  and  operations 
of  an  army  not  expressly  assigned  to  any  other  department.  Tlie^re- 
toms"  are  an  acconnt  of  the  disposition  made  of  all  property  paid  for 
tij-  the  Quartermaster's  Department,  (except  clothing,  camp  and  garri- 
nn  equijtage,  which  are  accounted  for  to  the  Second  Aoditor.)

Besides  a  large  amouut  of  miscellaneous  work  counected  with  the  re- 
ceiving, regi8teriiig,flUng,withdrawiiig,and  forwardingof  accounts,and 
preparing,  registering,  and  filing  of  personal  charges,  transcrihiug  regis- 
ters, &c.,  which  cannot  well  be  exhibited  in  tlie  tabular  report.  Throngh 
the  section  having  iu  charge  the  collection  of  balances  due  the  United 
States,  246  officers  have  been  notified  of  the  condition  of  their  acconuts, 
and  in  144  cases  the  sureties  of  bonded  ofiicers  have  been  notified  when 
tlie  ofBcer  himself  neglected  to  settle  his  accounts ;  4  cases  have  been 
reported  to  the  Solicitor  of  the  Treaaury  for  suit;  330  officers,  with  an 
aggregate  indebtedness  against  them  of  $30,969,768  52,  have  not  yet 
taken  the  necessary  steps  to  obtain  a  settlement  or  their  accounts. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  number  of  accounts  and  returns  on  hand 
June  30, 1869,  was  21,026,  and  the  number  remaining  on  hand  June  30, 
1870,  is  10,964 ;  showing  a  reduction  of  the  number  on  hand  at  the  end 
of  the  fiscal  year  of  10,062 ;  and,  judging  from  the  number  of  settle- 
ments made  during  the  year,  it  would  be  reasonable  to  believe  that  all 
the  accounts  and  returns  could  be  settled  during  the  incoming  year. 
Such,  however,  is  not  the  case,  as  it  appears  that  the  accounts  of  more 
than  5,000  officers,  and  the  returns  of  more  than  9,000  officers,  are  now 
in  the  incorrect  files,  awaiting  "corrections"  and  "explanations,"  on 
which  supplemental  settlements  can  be  based ;  and  it  is  ascertained 
that  more  than  60,000  of  the  accounts  and  returns  rendered  during  the 
late  rebellion  are  yet  in  the  Quartermaster  General's  Office  awaiting  the 
administrative  scrutiny  of  that  officer,  prior  to  their  transmission  to  this 
office  for  settlement. 

It  is  believed  that  quite  a  large  number  of  accounts  and  returns  will 
be  closed  under  the  provisions  of  the  act  "to  authorize  the  settlement  of 
the  accounts  of  officers  of  the  Army  and  Navy,"  approved  June  23, 1870. 

By  reason  of  the  period  which  has  intervened  since  the  close  of  the 
war,  increasingly  great  difficulty  is  experienced  in  obtaining  the  preseut 
address  of  those  formerly  officers  of  the  army,  in  order  to  obtain  the 
necessary  data  ou  which  to  base  final  settlements  of  accounts;  and  a.3 
officers  who  have  in  any  way  become  accountable  for  public  money  or 
property  cannot  obtain  the  pay  due  tbem  until  a  final  settlement  of 
their  accounts  has  been  reached,  it  will  readily  be  perceived  that  the 
interests  of  the  public  service,  as  well  as  justice  to  those  who,  iu  the 
hour  of  their  country's  peril,  rushed  to  the  rescue,  demand  that  all  pos- 
sible expedition  should  be  used  to  obtain  an  early  adjustment  of  all 
accounts  growing  out  of  the  war.  It  would  therefore  appear  to  be 
desirable  that  quite  as  large  a  clerical  force  be  employed  in  the  adjust- 
ment of  these  accounts  during  the  incoming  year  as  has  been  employed 
during  the  year  just  closed. 

The  force  now  employed  in  the  quartermasters'  division  is  130  clerks. 
SUBSISTENCE  DIVIBION. 

This  division  audits  the  accounts  of  all  commissaries  and  acting  com- 
missaries of  subsistence  in  the  Army,  whose  duties  are  to  purchase  the 
provisions  and  stores  necessary  for  the  feeding  of  the  Army,  and  see  to 
their  proper  distribution.  These  commissaries  render  monthly  money 
accounts,  with  proper  vouchers,  for  disbursements  of  thefunds  intmsted 
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to  them,  together  with  a  provisiou  retarn  and  vonchers  showiug  the 
disposition  of  provisions  and  stores  purchased  and  received  during  each 
month.  These  accouutB  are  received  monthly  through  the  office  of  the 
Commissary  General  of  Subsistence,  and  are  every  six  months  (or 
oftener,  if  the  officer  ceases  to  disburse)  examined  and  audited  iu  this 
division,  and  the  money  accounts  and  vouchers,  together  with  a  certi- 
fied statement  of  their  condition,  referred  to  the  Second  Comptroller  of 
the  Treasury  for  his  decision  thereon.  Upon  their  receipt  baeii  fixmi 
the  Comptroller  with  the  statement  approved,  the  officers  are  then  offi- 
cially notified  of  the  result  of  said  examinations,  and  are  called  upon 
hy  this  office  to  adjust  or  explain  any  omissions  or  errors  that  may  have 
been  discovered.  The  money  and  proviaion  accounts,  together  with  all 
voDchers  and  papers  belonging  thereto,  are,  after  examination,  placed 
in  the  settled  files  of  this  division  for  future  reference,  and  remain  per- 
mauently  in  the  custody  of  this  office. 

There  have  been  received  and  registered  during  the  year  3,263  money 
accounts  of  officers  disbursing  in  the  Subsistence  Department,  involving 
the  expenditure  of  $7,497,015  75.  During  the  same  period,  2,850  ac- 
counts (containing  40,004  vouchers)  were  audited  and  reported  to  the 
Second  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury,  involving  the  expenditure  of 
#6,982,931  13. 

In  connection  with  the  above,  there  were  received  and  registered 
daring  the  year  2,799  provision  returns ;  and  within  the  same  period 
2,750  provision  returns  (containing  53,432  vouchers)  were  examined  and 
adjusted.  The  total  number  of  vouchers  contained  in  the  accounts  ex- 
amined was  102.436. 

During  the  year  828  official  letters  have  been  written,  610  pages  ot 
differences  written  and  copied,  and  3,289  queries  received  and  answered.

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EHQOtEXR  DITIBION. 


Tbia  division  is  employed  in  the  examination  of  the  occonuta  of  engin- 
eer officers  o^the  Army  and  engineer  agents,  who,  under  the  direction 
of  the  Chief  £ugineer  of  the  Army,  disburse  motieya  out  of  the  various 
.  appropriations  for  public  works,  now  175  in  number,  made  from  time  to 
time  by  Uongresa,  and  which  may  be  classed  under  the  following  gen- 
ei'al  heads,  viz : 

The  purchase  of  Bites  and  materials  for,  and  the  coustractioD  and  re- 
pairs of,  the  various  fortifications  throughout  the  United  States.  Con- 
struction and  repairs  of  roads,  bridges,  bridge-trains,  &c.,  for  armies  in 
the  field.  Surveys  on  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  coasts.  Purchase  of 
sites  and  materials  for,  and  the  construction  of,  sea-coast  defenses. 
Examination  and  surveys  of  the  nori^hern  and  western  lakes  and  rivers. 
Construction  and  repairs  of  breakwaters.  Bepairs  and  improvement 
of  harbors,  both  on  the  sea  and  lake  coasts.  Improvement  of  rivers 
and  purchase  of  snag  and  dredge-boats  for  the  same.  And  in  general 
all  appropriations  of  a  similar  nature  are  disbursed  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Chief  Engineer,  and  the  accounts  of  the  disbursing  officers 
are  examined  and  adjusted  by  this  division.  The  average  number 
of  clerks  employed  in  this  division  for  the  year  ending  June  30, 1870, 
was  five. 

The  foUoiving  statements  show  the  transactions  of  this  division  since 
June  30, 1869 : 
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The  datiee  of  this  division  embrace  the  settlement  of  all  claims  of  the 
several  States  for  costs,  charges,  and  expenses  properly  incurred  by  them 
'  for  enrolling,  subsisting,  clothing,  sapplying,  arming,  equipping,  paying, 
and  transporting  its  troops  employed  by  the  United  States  in  aiding  to 
suppress  the  recent  iusorrection  against  the  United  States  nnder  the 
varions  acts  and  resolations  of  Congress  relating  thereto : 
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CLAIMS  DmSION. 

This  division  is  charged  with  the  examination  of  all  claims  presented 
to  this  ofBce  except  pension,  back  pa^-,  and  bonnty  land  claims  of  the 
war  of  1812,  and  claims  by  the  several  States  for  reimbursement  of  ex- 
penses incurred  in  raising  troops. 

Its  duties  embrace  the  settlement  of  claims  of  a  miscellaneous  ohar- 
act£r  arising  iu  the  various  branches  of  service  in  the  War  Department, 
growing  out  of  the  purchase  or  appropriation  of  supplies  and  stores  for 
the  army,  the  purchase,  hire,  or  appropriation  of  water-craft,  railroad 
stock,  horses,  wagons,  and  other  means  of  transportation,  the  trans- 
portation contracts  of  the  army,  the  occnpation  of  real  estate  for  camps, 
barracks,  hospitals,  fortifications,  &c.,  the  hire  of  employes,  mileage, 
coiut-martial  fees,  traveling  expenses,  commutations,  &c. ;  of  claims 
under  the  act  of  March  2,  1861,  growing  out  of  the  Oregoo  and 
Washington  Indian  war  of  1855  and  1856,  and  other  Indian  war  claims; 
of  claims  of  various  descriptions  nnder  special  acts  of  Congress ;  of  any 
claims  not  otherwise  assigned  by  law. 

The  following  statements  show  the  business  transacted  by  this  divi- 
sion dnring  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1870,  and  the  condition  of 
its  bosiness  at  the  commencement  and  at  the  end  thereof. 
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There  were  1,227  letters  written  relative  to  this  class  of  claims  during 
theyeiu:.

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HORSE  CLAIMS  DIVISIOH. 

The  duties  of  this  division  embrace  the  auditing  of  claims,  under  the 
act  of  March  3,  1849,  and  its  amendmentSj  of  claims  for  compensation 
for  the  loss  of  horses  and  equipage  while  in  the  military  service  of  the 
United  States  by  oflftcers  and  enlisted  men,  and  for  the  loss  of  horses, 
mules,  oxen,  wagons,  sleighs,  and  harness  while  in  the  military  serv- 
ice of  the  United  States  by  impressment  or  contract. 

The  number  of  claims  received  and  docketed  during  the  year  is  360, 
in  which  the  aggregate  amount  daimed  is  $62,903  36.  The  number  set- 
tled and  finally  disposed  of  during  the  same  period  (including  those  re- 
ceived prior  to  as  well  as  during  the  year)  was  748,  in  which  the  aggre- 
gate amount  claimed  was  $194,553  43,  and  on  which  tbe  aggregate 
amount  allowed  was  $67,891  20.  There  have  been  during  the  year  8,169 
letters  written,  and  2,126  received  and  docketed.  Three  thousand  nine 
hundred  and  sixty-seven  claims  have  been  examined  and  suspended, 
and  1,017  briefs  made. 

The  following  teble  presents  the  condition  of  the  business  of  this  di- 
vision at  the  commencement  aud  close  of  the  year,  as  wdl  as  ite  pro- 
gress through  the  year :

The  duties  devolving  upon  this  division  are  keeping  an  account  with 
each  army  pensioner  of  the  United  States,  recording  the  name,  rate, 
date  of  commencement,  noting  every  increase,  redaction,  transtier,  re- 
marriage, death,  and  expiration,  whether  by  limitation  under  existing 
laws  or  on  account  of  the  disability  having  ceased.  Also,  keeping  an 
account  with  each  pension  agent,  (of  whom  there  are  59,)  charging  him 
with  all  moneys  advanced  by  the  Government,  uuder  the  sever^  appro- 
priations, to  pay  pensions;  receive  and  register  the  accounts  as  sent 
each  month  direct  to  this  office  by  the  agents  who  have  disbursed  the 
money,  and  properly  file  them  for  settlement ;  examine  each  voucher  and 
enter  the  payment  made  by  the  agent  on  the  roll-hook  opposite  the  pen- 
sioner's name.

During  the  year  ending  the  30th  of  Jane,  1870,  1,633  bounty  land 
clainiB  have  been  examined,  under  tbe  several  acts  of  OongresSi  and  re-   ' 
turned  to  the  Commissioner  of  Pensions  properly  certified. 

Sixteen  invalid  pension  claims  (war  of  1812)  have  been  reported  to  the 
Commissioner  of  Pensions  for  his  action  thereon. 

Two  hundred  and  fifty  letters  liave  been  written  on  subjects  relating 
to  the  wars  of  tbe  revolution  and  1812  and  tbe  aubseqnent  wars  for  the 
suppression  of  Indian  hostilities. 

BEFUOBEB,  FBEGDMEN  Am)  ABAin)ONBD  LAUDS  DIVISION. 

The  accounts  of  the  agents  and  officers  of  the  Bureau  of  Refugees, 
Freedmea  and  Abandoned  Lauds  settled  in  this  office  are  for  moneys 
paid  out  by  tlie  agents  and  officers  of  the  Bureau  for  stationery  and 
printing,  quarters  and  fuel,  commissary  stores  and  medical  supplies, 
trausi>ortatioii,  rents,  repairs,  and  bnilding  of  schools  and  asylums,  and 
pay  of  superintendents  of  schools,  clerks,  agents,  and  officers  of  tbe 
Bureau,  telegraphing  and  postage,  and  a  few  incidental  expenses,  such 
as  the  necessary  employment  of  colored  laborers,  with  a  view  to  ame- 
liorate their  condition. 
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BBOIBTKY  BinSION. 

The  datins  of  this  division  are  to  acknowledge,  indorse,  register,  and 
file,  or  transmit,  the  monej  accounts,  returns  of  internal  revenue  tax, 
and  abstracts  of  money  transferred,  of  all  disbursing  officers  whose  ac- 
counts are  audited  in  this  ofHce;  to  see  to  their  prompt  rendition ;  to 
report  delinquents  to  the  Second  Comptrollea' ;  and  to  answer  all  queries 
relative  to  the  indebtedness  of  deceased,  retired,  and  other  ofltcers. 

During  the  fiscal  year  there  have  been  received,  acknowledged,  in- 
dorsed, registered,  and  filed,  or  transmitted  to  the  proper  Bureaus  of 
the  War  Department,  8,608  money  accounts-current  of  disbursing  oftt- 
cers,  to  wit :  Commissary,  3,823 ;  quartermasters,  2,993 ;  engineers,  1,068 ; 
pension,  737 ;  Bureau  of  Befugees,  Freedmen  and  Abandoned  Lands, 
87 ;  returns  of  internal  revenue  tax,  abstracts  of  money  transferred  by 
disbursing  officers,  and  other  miscellaneous  papers  received,  acknowl- 
edged, indorsed,  recorded,  and  filed,  4,525 ;  letters  received,  198 ;  letters 
written  to  officers,  306 ;  receipts  for  money  transferred,  recorded,  5,190 ; 
queries  relative  to  the  indebtedness  of  deceased,  retired,  and  other  offi- 
cers answered,  3,308 ;  disbursing  oftlcera  reported  to  the  Second  Comp- 
troller as  delinquent  iu  the  rendition  of  their  accounts,  220.

During  the  first  quarter  of  the  fiscal  year  eoding  June  30, 1871,  there 
have  been  added  10  clerks,  making  in  all  at  the  end  of  the  first  qoar- 
ter  1S71,  32  clerks  and  2  copyists. 

Since  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  1870,  Congress  has  changed  the  mode 
of  paying  pensions,  (act  July  8, 1870,)  which  nearly  doubles  the  amount 
of  labor  to  he  performed  in  this  division,  and  irill  require  nearly  double 
the  force  formerly  employed.  The  present  mode  of  paying  pensions 
under  the  new  law  requires  pensioners  to  be  paid  four  times  a  year,  in- 
Btead  of  semi-annually  as  heretofore.  The  pension  agent  is  required 
U)  ftimiBh  tbe  pensioner  a  blank,  which  is  to  be  executed,  and  duplicate 
receipts  to  be  signed  before  a  magistrate,  tmd  upon  return  of  this  to 
the  agent  he  is  required  to  send  a  check  payable  to  the  pensioner's 
order,  direct  to  the  address  named  in  the  voucher,  thus  enturely  doing 
away  with  the  practice  and  use  of  attorneys  to  collect  the  amount  due. 

During  the  short  time  this  new  pension  law  has  been  in  operation, 
tbe  effect  has  been  wonderful ;  fewer  complaints  have  been  made  in  re- 
gard to  frauds,  and  it  would  seem  that  the  pensioners  get  more  and  the 
attorneys  less  of  the  amounts  paid  for  the  benefit  of  these  wards  of  the 
Government.  So  far  as  I  am  able  to  learn  from  those  interested,  ite  op- 
erations meet  with  their  approbation,  and  when  it  becomes  fully  nnder- 
stood  the  results  will  be  tetter  appreciated.

The  BBinbffl-  of  claims  leeeived  and  docketed  dnrJDg  tbe  qnarter  eiid 
iog  Septwnber  39, 1870.  is  97,  in  which  the  aggregate  amopnt  ciainted 
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18  $15,717  24.  Tho  iiainl)er  settlecl  and  finally  disposed  of  during  the 
same  period  (includiog  those  received  prior  to  as  well  as  during  the 
quarter)  was  124,  in  which  the  aggregate  amount  claimed  was  $20,545  60, 
and  on  which  the  aggregate  amount  allowed  was  $12,443  09.  There 
have  been  during  the  quarter  1,712  letters  written,  and  502  received 
and  docketed ;  %3  claims  have  been  examined  and  suspended,  and  157- 
brief^  made. 

The  following  table  presents  the  condition  of  the  business  of  tbia  di- 
TisioD  at  the  commencement  and  close  of  the  quarter,  as  well  as  its 
progress  through  the  quarter:

Heceipts 
tbr  money  transferred  by  disborsing  officers  recorded,  712.  Queries 
relative  to  the  indebtedness  of  officers  answered,  502.  Disburang  offi- 
cers, who  have  received  United  States  funds  by  transfer  aud  ^led  to 
account  for  the  same  witiiin  three  months  ^er  their  receipt,  reported 
to  the  Second  Comptroller,  171.  ^ 
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THE  PILES. 

An  ezaminatioii  of  the  filefl  of  this  office  shows  that  the  settlements 
from  its  organization  in  March,  1817,  to  the  present  time  are  contained 
in  two  rooms  in  the  east  &ont  of  the  Treasury  building,  extending  nearly 
Aiongh  the  wbolu  length  of  it,  an  aggregate  length  of  264  feet  by  a 
width  of  30  feet.  At  present  the  shelviog  capacity  is  eqaal  to  13,200 
tine«t  feet.  An  additional  room  on  the  third  door  is  itov  being  fitted 
np  with  shelves  for  files,  and,  when  completed,  will  afford  1,910  feet  of 
shelving,  or  abont  one-seveutb  of  the  space  now  in  use.  The  three 
looms,  it  will  be  seen,  contain  nearly  three  miles  of  shelving,  and  it  is 
estimated  that  the  unsettled  accounts  and  returns  Aow  in  the  ofiSce 
wonld  completely  fill  the  new  room,  the  others  being  already  filled.  The 
pension  accounts  are  now  very  large,  comprising  nearly  400,000  vouchers 
per  annnm,  and  under  the  new  law  will  be  about  double  that  number, 
or  800,000  vouchers  per  annum.  Up  to  January  1865,  those  accounts 
were  separated  from  the  others,  and  filed  by  States  and  agencies;  since 
that  dat«  they  have  been  kept  in  numerical  order  with  the  commissary 
accounts,  with  which  they  are  numbered.  I  think  it  practicable,  how- 
ever, to  separate  pension  accouuts  Arom  the  commissary  accounts,  and 
remove  them  to  the  new  file  room.  The  space  thus  cleared  iu  the  old 
nxHDS  wonld  probably  suffice  until  the  new  room  shall  be  filled  with 
pension  accounts  yet  to  be  settled.  The  rooms  now  used  for  files  are 
very  ansuitable  for  the  purpose,  especially  for  those  which  have  to  be 
constantly  referred  to,  being  Immediately  under  the  roof,  and  without 
any  side  windows.  They  are  very  cold  in  winter  and  intensely  hot  in 
summer,  with  scarcely  any  ventilation,  and  at  all  seasons  very  uncom- 
fortable. As  the  skylights  fail  to  afford  sufficient  light,  the  gas  which 
we  are  compelled  to  use  greatly  intensifles  the  beat.  It  is  suggested 
that  only  old  accounts,  or  such  as  are  seldom  required  to  be  examined, 
should  be  kept  in  these  rooms. 

The  accounts  for  which  additional  shelving  and  space  are  required  are 
constantly  accumulating,  every  day  adding  to  their  number  and  bulk. 
I  have  stated  above  the  space  which  they  occupy ;  and  their  weight  is 
eatunated  at  200,000  pounds,  or  100  tons.  The  number  and  size  of  the 
accounts  of  quartermasters  and  commissaries  of  subsistence  to  be  re- 
ceived in  ftttnre  cannot  be  computed  with  so  near  an  approach  to  accu- 
racy as  the  pension  acconuts ;  but  it  is  safe  to  estimate  that  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  June  30,  1871,  besides  the  now  room  above  mentioned,  an 
additional  space  equal  to  a  room  of  50  feet  by  15  feet  will  be  required. 
It  ifl  probable  that  the  space  now  being  made  available  for  files  will  be 
filled  in  six  or  eight  months,  after  which  it  will  be  iudispensable  to  have 
additional  room,  and  timely  steps  should  be  taken  to  see  that  they  are 
provided. 

Id  the  division  of  this  Boreaa  for  the  auditing  of  claims  filed  under 
the  provisions  of  the  act  of  March  3, 1840,  for  the  loss  of  horses,  &c, 
white  in  the  military  service  of  the  government,  many  just  claims  are 
ngected  because  they  are  not  embraced  in  any  of  the  classes  specified. 
Vor  example,  there  is  no  provision  made  for  the  paymept  of  claims  for 
tbo  loea  of  horses  ridden  to  death  in  carrying  dispatches  or  on  forced 
manges,  in  obedience  to  orders,  or  stolen  while  picketed,  or  killed  while 
being  transported  on  railways,  or  injured  while  being  so  transported. 
sad  abdndoned  in  consequence  of  such  injuries,  or  lost  in  consequence  of 
otiier  accidents,  and  many  other  losses  that  cannot  well  be  specified  in 
an  act.  These  losses  were  incident  to  the  service  and  occurred  without 
any  fault  on  the  part  of  the  owner.

I  would  suggest  that  the  act  be  so  amended  that  payment  will  be  pro- 
vided for  all  losses  of  horses  that  are  incident  to  the  service  and  with- 
out any  negligence  or  fault  on  the  part  of  the  owner  and  when  he  waa 
in  the  line  of  his  duty. 

I  fully  indorse  and  would  again  call  atteutiwi  to  the  reoommeadations 
of  former  Auditors  aa  to  the  necessity  of  a  statute  of  limitatioDS  to  aH 
claims  agatast  the  goveniinent.  Bach  succeeding  yew  proves  the  ur- 
gent necessity  of  some  act  of  this  character  which  shall  fix  a  period 
when  litigation  of  such  claims  shall  cease. 

I  would  also  renew  the  suggestion  contained  in  the  report  of  my  im- 
mediate predecessor,  (Hon.  B.  W.  Clarke,)  of  the  16th  October,  1869,  as 
to  the  importance  and  necessity  for  the  interests  of  the  government  of  a 
law  library  for  the  use  of  the  claims  division  of  this  Bureau,  this  to  be 
made  up  of  books  needed  in  this  division.  I  am  satisfied  that  a  small 
expenditure  in  this  way  would  be  of  great  benefit  to  the  public  service. 

It  was  expected  that  the  amount  of  business  in  the  quartermasters' 
division  would  have  been  worked  oS  by  the  ead  of  the  present  year,  so 
as  to  admit  of  a  reduction  in  the  clerical  force  of  the  Bureau,  but  I  find 
that  whatever  reduction  of  force  can  be  made  in  the  quartermasters' 
division  will  be  required  in  the  pension  division,  in  consequence  of  tiie 
act  of  Congress  of  July  8,  1870,  which  changes  the  method  of  paying 
pensions,  making  them  payable  quarterly  instead  of  semi-annually,  tjins 
doubting  the  work  of  the  pension  division.  On  the  1st  of  August  1 
transferred  ten  clerks  from  the  quartermasters'  to  the  pension  division, 
and  think  it  will  be  necessary  to  further  increase  the  force  employed  in 
this  division,  which  £  propose  doing  by  transferring  clerks  fh>m  other 
divisions  where  their  services  are  not  so  necessary,  and  in  this  way 
avoid  any  increase  in  the  general  force  of  the  Bureau. 

It  is  but  just  to  say  that  the  clerks  in  this  Bureau  have  generally  been 
attentive  to  their  duties,  correct  in  their  deportment,  and  useful  and 
diligent  in  the  nork  assigned  them.  During  the  fiscal  year  ending  Jnne 
30, 1870,  the  female  copyists  have  copied  and  compared  28,986  pages  of 
manuscript;  copied  7,446  and  compared  7,500  letters ;  indexed  ^712 
names;  registered  67^  money  differences  and  4,154  property  differ- 
ences. And  during  the  quarter  ending  September  30, 1870,  tbey  have 
copied  and  compared  6,061  pages  of  mauuucript ;  copied  1,266  letters ; 
compared  2,680  letters;  indexed  5;082  names;  registered  179  money 
differences  and  1,109  property  differences.  I  deem  it  proper  in  this  con- 
nection to  ask  attention  to  the  fact  that  heads  of  divisions  in  this  office 
who  hold  responsible  positions  do  not  receive  the  grade  of  salary  to  which 
their  positions  should  entitle  them.  In  some  other  Bureaus  clerks  who 
hold  positions  of  similar  grade  and  responsibility  are  ptdd  far  larger 
salaries.  In  this  office  heads  of  divisions  are  paid  salaries  of  from 
91,600  tofl,800,whilein  theofficeof  the  Treasurer  of  the  United  States 
beads  of  di\'isions  are  paid  $2,200.  There  is  not,  so  far  as  I  can  see,  any 
good  reason  why  this  discrepaucy  should  exist,  and  I  recommend  that 
5ie  salaries  of  heads  of  divisions  in  this  office,  ui»on  whom  devolve  da- 
ties  which  require  sound  judgment,  a  knowledge  of  the  laws,  and  a  gen- 
eral acquaintquce  with  governmental  business,  may  be  increased  to  a 
sum  commensurate  with  the  grave  responsibilities  which  devolve  upon 
them.

In  addition  to  the  above,  Mr,  Davis  has  made  up  the  various  state- 
ments and  reports  called  for  hy  Congress  and  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasniy ;  kept  the  record  of  appointments,  resignations,  removals,  and 
idieences;  received  and  distribated  the  statioQery  used  by  the  office; 
and  discharged  the  duties  of  disbursing  ulerk. 

An  inspection  of  these  tables  will  show  a  gratifying  amount  of  work 
performed  dnring  the  last  fiscal  year,  in  proportion  to  the  number  of 
^erks  emploj'ed,  uotwithstandiug  an  aiinsual  degree  of  sicknesa  wbick 
has  prevailed. 

For  the  purposes  of  economy  and  dispatch  of  business,  as  the  accu- 
malation  occasioned  by  the  war  rendered  such  a  step  feitsible,  the  allot- 
ment  division  and  the  pension  and  marine  division  have  been  consoli- 
dated with  the  paymaster's  diviaiou.

The  unadjQBted  balaoc«s  of  nearly  fonr  millions  of  dollars  which  I 
mentioned  in  my  annaal  report  of  \ast  year,  and  which  had  heen  grad- 
ually accumnlating  for  half  a  century,  bare  now  been  definitely  trans- 
ferred to  proper  ledgers,  and  many  of  them  collected.  Their  reimburse- 
ment to  the  government  will  be  soaght  with  all  possible  diligence  and 
promptitude. 

During  the  year  I  have  opened  an  "appropriation  adjustment "  ac- 
count, which  has  met  with  much  approbation.  In  consequence  of  dis- 
bursing officera  being  on  a  cruise,  or  at  a  foreign  station,  they  are  fre- 
quently compelled  to  expend  the  money  drawn  from  one  appropriation 
for  the  benefit  of  some  other.  The  general  purpose  of  this  account,  and 
its  chief  practical  feature,  is  that  at  any  moment  when  it  may  be  re- 
quired the  liabilities  between  appropriations  thus  ari^ng  can  at  once 
be  shown.  The  manner  of  consolidating  into  one  aocouut  the  balances 
which  were  before  left  open  in  each  account  settled  not  only  facilitates 
the  giving  all  desirable  information,  but  makes  a  great  saving  of  time 
in  the  various  offices  of  the  departments  through  which  transfer  requi- 
sitions pass. 

The  cases  of  the  delinqnent  navy  paymasters  and  navy  agents  to 
which  £  adverted  last  year  have,  in  as  mauy  instances  as  possible,  been 
brought  to  a  conclusion  so  far  as  this  office  is  concerned,  and  the  ac- 
counts duly  made  up  for  suit  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Solicitor  of  the 
Treasury  Department.  In  addition  to  these  civil  suits  against  these 
paymasters,  the  Kavy  Department  is  also  trying  them  by  court-martial 
as  criminals.  In  alluding  to  these  officers  again,  and  as  a  degree  of 
newspaper  notoriety  has  been  given  to  the  (^falcations  mentioned,  I 
take  pleasure  in  renewing  the  tnbnte  of  praise  I  have  heretofore  paid 
to  the  paymasters  of  the  Navy  as  a  class,  and  testify  to  their  ability 
and  integrity,  their  courtesy  as  gentlemen,  and  their  efficiency  as  offi- 
cers. The  settlements  of  their  accounts,  which  I  am  constantly  making, 
justil?  this  indorsement ;  and  it  is  probably  a  fact,  that  no  set  of  dis- 
bursing officers  in  any  country,  or  under  any  circumstances,  have  ex- 
pended so  much  money  with  more  correctness  or  less  loss  to  the  Qov- 
wnment  than  the  navy  paymasters. 

It  is  not  the  less  true,  however,  that  defalcations  have  occurred  and 
instances  of  dishonesty  taken  place.  These  facta  have  led  me  to  reex- 
amine the  established  and  current  methods  of  keeping  accounts,  to  in- 
stitute new  modes,  and  to  devise  increased  means  of  holding  disbursing 
officers  to  a  more  frequent  and  more  stringent  accountability.  The 
same  thing  has  been  done  in  regard  to  the  payment  of  allotmeiits,  luid 
to  prevent  frauds  in  reference  to  them. 

The  very  large  sums  of  money  which  are  fireqn^itly  and  necaasarily 
intrusted  to  paymasters  of  the  Navy  was  mentioned  by  me  in  my  last 
annual  report,  and  I  recommended  Congress  to  consider  the  amount 
of  bonds  which  should  be  required  by  the  Government,  At  present 
assistant  paymasters  give  bonds  in  the  amount  of  $10,000,  passed  as- 
sistant paymasters  in  ^e  sum  of  $15,000,  and  paymasters  in  the  sum  of 
$25,000.  There  is  no  month  of  the  year,  probably,  in  which  requisitions 
do  not  pass  this  office  putting  into  the  hands  of  these  various  paymas- 
ters, with  their  varying  amounts  of  bond,  suiUs  between  $50,000  and 
$150,000. 

The  files,  correspondence^  and  work  of  the  office  are  all  in  a  most  eat-. 
isfactory  state.  Facility  of  reference  and  convenience  of  operation  are 
thoroughly  established.  The  work  is  essentially  brought  np  to  the  cnr- 
rent  business,  and  I  am  consequently,  in  most  instances,  enabled  to  dis- 
patch it  as  it  arises. 
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It  gives  me  pleasure  to  speak  in  terms  of  jast  and  cordial  commenda- 
don  ^  tbe  oompetent  and  gentlemanly  clerks  who  compose  this  office. 
Th^  attention  to  their  work,  their  accord  with  each  other,  their  cour- 
tesy of  deportment,  and  their  dispateb  of  their  duties,  are  worthy  of 
high  praise.  The  various  chiefs  of  divisions  have  all  acquitted  them- 
Belves  to  my  entire  satisfaction ;  and  my  able  and  efficient  chief  clerk, 
William  B.  Moore,  esq.,  during  the  past  year,  as  daring  the  time  before, 
has  proved  himself  invaluable.

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REPORT 


FIFTH  AUDITOR  OF  THE  TREASORY. 


Tbeasubt  Departuent, 
F\fth  Auditor's  Office,  October  !>},  1870. 

Sis:  I  have  the  honor  to  here  submit  to  you  the  report  of  the  opera- 
tions of  this  ofQce  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1870. 

I  am  compelled  to  omit  a  atatemeut  of  the  ex[>eu8es  of  assessing  and 
collecting  the  iutemal  revenue  for  said  fiscal  year  in  consequence  of  a 
portion  of  the  accounts  not  having  reached  here.  The  same  cause  pre- 
vented the  appearance  iu  my  last  annual  report  of  the  table  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  June  30,  1869,  which  is  now  included  in  this  report. 

The  amount  of  official  fees  collected  by  our  consuls,  notwithstanding 
the  Buropean  war,  continues  to  be  very  satisfactory.  I  am  constrained 
to  again  invite  attention  to  tbe  inadequacy  of  the  compensation  of  con- 
suls. It  would  inure  greatly  to  the  benefit  of  the  Government  were 
a  onmber  of  tbe  consulates,  where  little  or  no  business  is  done,  dis- 
continaed,  and  a  more  liberal  allowance  made  to  many  of  the  others. 
The  irregnlarities  iu  the  matter  of  dbibtirsements  for  the  relief  of  desti- 
tute American  seameu  still  continue,  as  they  undoubtedly  will  until 
broken  up  by  personal  investigation  and  prompt  detection  by  agents 
sent  out,  who,  by  reason  of  diplomatic  or  cousular  experience,  or  fa- 
miliarity with  the  manner  of  keeping  the  accounts  at  the  seat  of  Gov- 
ernment, are  qualified  for  the  task.  This  office  is  the  medium  throngh 
vhlcli  tbe  State  Bepari.raent  delivers  assets  and  efTects  of  naturalized 
and  native  American  citizens,  dying  abroad,  to  their  heirs.  Complaint 
is  from  time  to  time  made  of  the  excessive  cost  of  administering  abroad 
Dpon  these  estates,  the  property  of  tbe  decedents  in  many  instances 
being  bnt  little.  This  subject  also  requires  the  attention  of  efficient 
consular  agents. 

During  the  past  year  I  have  been  so  strongly  impressed  with  the  in- 
convenience of  tbe  present  system  of  holding  the  outgoing  collector 
responsible  for  the  tax  liste  delivered  to  his  successor  that  I  take  the 
hberty  to  respectfully  repeat  in  substance  what  I  said  in  my  last  report 
upon  that  subject.  Upon  the  appointment  of  a  new  revenue  iM)llector, 
under  the  law  as  it  now  stands,  the  uncollected  tax  lists  are  delivered  to 
the  incoming  collector,  but  he  is  not  charged  with  them,  or  held  respon- 
sible by  the  Government  for  them.  The  outgoing  collector  has  already 
been  charged  with  them,and  the  Government  continues  to  hold  him  aud 
bis  bondsmen  for  the  amount,  until  voluntarily  accounted  for  by  the  new 
collector.  Millions  of  dollars  are  annually  involved  in  this  condition. 
The  system  is  wrong  in  principle,  and  works  badly  in  every  way.  The 
new  collector,  having  large  lists  in  his  possession  with  which  he  is  not 
charged,  can,  if  he  chooses,  in  the  first  months  of  his  administration, 
deposit  enough  to  keep  the  United  States  in  debt  to  him,  as  far  as  the 
books  show,  and  still  retain  large  sums  in  bis  possession.  Not  being 
held  accountable  for  these  old  lists,  he  has  not  sufficient  motive  to  pay 
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over  promptly,  or  for  coIlectiQ];  the  scattered  and  difficalt  portions,  or 
having  the  worthless  items  abated  and  closed  oat.  Large  amounts 
stand  charged  to  the  ex-collector  long  after  they  should  have  been  ac- 
counted for.  The  injustice  of  holding  the  ex-coilecttir  and  his  sureties 
responsible  for  tax  lists  delivered  by  him  to  his  successor,  and  over  which 
he  has  no  control  or  authority  whatever,  must  be  apparent.  Each  re- 
tiring collector  appear*  to  be  largely  in  debt  to  the  United  States.  The 
accounting  officers  cannot  determine  how  much  of  this  indebtedness  is 
real,  and  how  much  nominal,  until  these  old  lists  are  closed,  and  volun- 
tarily accounted  for  by  each  successor,  which  is  usually  years  after,  and 
sometimes  never.  If  the  indebtedness  is  real  it  gives  the  retiring  col- 
lector and  his  bondsmen  plenty  of  time  to  dispose  of  their  property,  if 
so  inclined,  before  the  United  States  ofBcers  can  i)roceed  agiunst  them. 
Besides,  the  bondsmen  may  be  released  by  laches.  Any  amount  found 
due  the  retiring  collector  for  compensation  or  ex]>enses  is  necessarily 
withheld  until  the  tax  lists  charged  against  him  are  accounted  for ;  and 
where  the  indebtedness  proves  to  have  been  only  nominal,  the  withhold- 
ing of  the  pay  for  years  is  unjust.  These  evils  can  be  remedied  by  a 
provision  in  the  law  to  the  following  effect :  "  Wlien  a  collector  has  been 
appointed  and  qualified,  all  the  lists  of  nncolleot*^  tnxM  of  the  district 
shall  be  delivered  and  charged  to  him.  His  receipt  for  said  lists  shall  be 
sufficient  to  authorize  the  accounting  officers  of  the  treasury  to  carry 
the  amount  to  the  credit  of  the  ex-collector  from  whom  received,  but 
such  credit  shall  not  discharge  said  ex-collector,  or  his  sureties,  from  any 
liability  incurred  before  or  at  the  delivery  of  said  tax  lists."  The  lan- 
guage of  such  a  provision  should  be  such  as  to  hold  the  retiring  collector 
and  his  sureties  responsible  for  any  loss  that  may  accnie,  by  his  failure 
to  collect  at  the  proper  time,  or  perform  his  duty  in  any  manner,  be/ore 
he  delivers  the  lists,  and  for  any  sums  that  may  have  beeu  collected  and 
not  credited,  notwithstanding  the  credit  for  the  transfer.  This  transfer 
releases  him  and  his  sureties  from  any  accountability  for  what  may  hap- 
pen to  the  lists  after  their  delivery  to  his  successor.  The  present  law 
is  inoperative,  for  the  reason  that  the  Commissioner  cannot  make  the 
certificate  required.  If  the  plan  here  suggested,  or  one  similar  to  it, 
could  be  adopted,  the  books  and  reports  of  the  aeeounting  officers  would 
show  a  much  more  reputable  condition  of  accounts  so  far  as  the  retiring 
officers  of  the  internal  revenue  tbroughout  the  country  are  concerned. 

The  auiouut  collected  under  the  internal  revenue  laws  for  the  yeM" 
ending  on  the  3Uth  of  June,  18<>9,  was  one  hundred  and  thirty-nine  mil- 
lioQ  seven  hundred  and  seven  thousand  four  hundred  and  seventy-three 
dollars  and  twenty  cents,  ($139,707,473  20.)  For  the  year  ending  Jane 
30,  1870,  the  collections  sum  up  one  hundred  and  eighty-five  milUon  two 
hundred  and  thirty-flve  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-seven  dol- 
lars and  ninety-seven  cents,  ($185,235,867  97.)  This  lastmeutioned 
amount  exceeds  that  of  any  other  year,  and,  as  will  be  seeu,  is  in  excess 
of  the  last  preceding  fiscal  year  forty-five  million  five  hundred  and 
twenty-eight  thousand  three  hundred  and  ninety-four  dollars  and  sev- 
enty seven  cents,  ($45,528,394  77.)  This  handsome  increaw  in  the  col- 
lections of  the  revenues  is  undoubtedly  to  be  attributed  mainly  to  the 
integrity  and  increased  vigilance  of  the  present  revenue  officers  of  the 
.  Goveniment,  whose  care  and  industry  in  the  several  districtsisasonrce 
of  gratification  and  pride  to  those  of  as  making  np  the  record  of  the 
year. 

The  accounts  of  collectors  and  assessors,  after  their  reference  to  this 
office  by  the  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue,  have  been  adjusted 
more  promptly  since  the  let  of  July  last  than  ever  before  since  our  in- 
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t«mal  reTenae  laws  went  into  effect,  thna  eoabling  these  officers  and 
their  assistants  to  receive  their  compenstitioR  with  lees  delay.  This  I 
attribute  to  the  previous  much-needed  increase  of  force  which  Gougreaa 
granted  this  office  from  the  last-mentioned  date,  and  to  the  close  and 
stodioaa  application  of  that  part  of  the  employes  of  the  office  having  to 
do  with  these  acconnta  I  am  also  pleased  to  report  that  those  having 
the  wort  of  the  diplomatic  and  consular  and  other  divisiooa  of  the  office 
have  proved  themselves  efficient  and  worthy  of  the  trusts  conUded  to 
them. 

The  entire  number  of  aceonnte  settled  daring  the  year  is  11,986,  and 
the  amounts  involved  therein  $698,378,006  88.  Tbe  number  of  letters 
written  is  7,256.

Sib:  In  accordance  with  the  uniform  castom  of  this  ofBc«,  I  respect- 
fully suhmit  the  subjoined  statement  of  the  clerical  labors  performed  in 
this  Biirean  during  the  past  fiscal  year. 

The  forthcoming  annual  report  of  this  office  to  the  Postmaster  Gene- 
ral will  exhibit  in  detail  all  that  pertains  to  the  flnaacial  transactions 
of  the  Post  Office  Department. 

STTMMAEY  OF  PEINCIPAL  LABORS. 

The  postal  aecounta  between  the  United  States  and  the  foreign  gov- 
ernments have  been  promptly  and  satisfactorily  adjusted  to  the  latest 
period.  31,852  corrected  quarterly  accounts  of  postmasters  have  been 
examined,  copied,  re-settled,  and  mailed ;  105,734  accounts  of  postmas- 
ters have  been  examined,  adjusted,  and  registered:  205,761  letters 
were  received,  endorsed  and  properly  disi>osed  of,  284  of  which  con- 
tained the  amount  of  44,989  19,  which  has  been  deposited  with  the 
Treasorer  of  the  United  States  to  the  credit  of  those  remitting  the 
same ;  122,270  letters  were  answered,  recorded,  and  mailed ;  15,378 
drafts  were  issued  to  mail  contractors  and  others;  5,150  warrants  were 
issued  to  mail  contractors  and  others ;  4,090  certificates  of  deposits 
made  by  postmasters  with  other  postmasters  were  examined  and  regis- 
tered, amounting  in  aggregate  to  $018,181  20. 

The  number  ot  folio-x>03t  pages  of  correspondence  recorded,  viz: 
2,582  pages  in  collection  book ;  226  pages  in  report  book ;  1,474  pages 
in  miscellaneous  book. 

MONEY  OBDEB    DIVISION. 

Eighty-seven  thousand  six  bun4rcd  and  twenty  money  order  accounts 
have  been  settled,  involving  the  amount  of  $62,928,206  52  ;  1,374  let- 
ters relating  to  money -order  affairs  were  written,  copied,  and  mailed. 

PAY  DIVISION. 

Twenty-four  tlionsand  nine  hundred  and  eighty-one  mail  contractors' 
accounts  were  adjusted  and  reported  for  payment ;  87,773  collection  orders 
were  transmitted  to  mail  contraotors;  349  miscellaneous  accounts  were 
audited  and  reported  for  payment ;  447  special  agents'  accounts  were 
audited  and  reported  for  payment;  5,365  letter  carriers'  accounts  were 
settled;  6,000  special  maU  carriers'  accounts  were  settled;  9,000  mail 
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messeDgers'  accounts  were  settled;  4,732  acconnta  of  raOway  postal 
clerks,  route  agents,  local  mail  agents,  and  baggage-masters  were  set- 
tled ;  76  accounts  of  attorneys,  marshals,  and  clerks  of  the  United  States 
courts  were  reported  for  payment;  $385,193  95  was  collected  from  spe- 
cial and  mail  messenger  oESces ;  $2,383,894  10  aggregate  amount  of 
drafts  issued  to  mail  contractors  and  others ;  $8,857,203  92  aggregate 
amount  of  warrants  issued  to  mail  contractors  and  others :  $2,681,560  86 
was  received  of  postmasters,  by  mail  contractors,  on  coIlectioD  orders  ; 
$1,231,340  68  was  paid  to  letter  carriers;  $66,571  80  was  paid  for  adver- 
tising. 

COLLECTION  DITISION. 

The  collection  division  has  liad  charge  of  the  following  numbers  of 
accounts,  viz :  28,492  accounts  of  present  postmasters ;  8,061  accounts 
of  postmasters  who  had  become  late;  $25,684  44  was  collected  from 
mail  contractors,  by  collection  drafts,  for  over-collections  made  by  them 
from  postmasters;  $74,978  12,  amount  of  internal  revenue  tax  received 
by  postmasters,  and  amounts  withheld  from  other  persons,  paid  to  the 
l^easurer  of  the  United  States ;  126  suits  wei'C  instituted  for  the  re- 
covery of  balances  due  the  United  States,  amounting  to  the'  snm  of 
$146,586  43;  170  judgments  were  obteined  in  favor  of  the  United 
States.      ■ 

In  addition,  many  duties  of  an  important  character  have  been  dis- 
charged, requiring  much  time  and  tabor,  which  it  would  not  be  practi-

Snt:  In  compliance  with  the  reqnirementa  of  statutory  law  and 
departmental  regnlationa,  the  following  statements  of  receipts  and 
expenditures,  into  and  out  of  the  treasury  of  the  United  States,  for  the 
year  ending  with  the  30th  day  of  June,  in  the  year  1870,  are  most 
respectfblly  submitted : 

The  statements  and  tables  exhibit,  under  appropriate  heads,  not  only 
the  business  transactions  of  the  principal  office  located  at  the  seat  of  the 
Government,  but  of  all  other  ofBces  connected  with  the  treasury  of  the 
United  States ;  comprising  the  offtces  of  all  the  assistant  treasurers,  all 
the  officers  designated  as  depositaries,  and  all  national  banks  that  have 
been  designated  as  depositaries  by  or  through  which  any  moneys  be- 
longing to  the  treasury  of  the  United  States  have  been  received  or 
disbursed,  and  the  balance  of  any  such  moneys  remaining  with  each,  on 
the  day  aforesaid. 

Other  tables  and  statements  exhibit  the  movement  of  the  treasury  of 
the  United  States  in  former  fiscal  years,  as  compared  with  the  one  that 
ended  with  June  30, 1870.  Some  of  these  statements  are  brought  down 
to  the  date  hereof,  and  are  so  stated  to  be. 

Att«ntioQ  is  most  respectfully  invited,  among  other  suggestions,  to 
the  one  in  regard  to  the  present  inadequate  pay  of  the  perionnel  of  the 
office,  and  what  will  be  required  in  this  regard  for  its  Kife  and  efficient 
conduct  in  the  future.

The  receipts,  as  stated  in  the  fore^ing  table,  were  carried  into  the 
treasury  by  11,800  covering  warrants,  whicli  is  an  increase  of  808  over 
the  precedintic  year,  and  of  1,708  over  the  year  before  that. 

Thepayments  were  made  on  25,304  authorized  warrants,  for  the  pay- 
meat  of  which  there  were  issued  25,954  drafts  drawn  on  the  treasury, 
and  the  various  branches  tbereol  In  both  of  these  two  laat-Damed 
items  there  was  a  falling  off  from  the  numbers  issued  in  the  year  pre- 
ceding. 

The  two  foregoing  tables  show :  the  first,  the  cash  on  hand  at  the  com- 
mencementofthe  fiscal  year,  and  the  varionsamounts  that  were  received 
and  covered  into  the  treasury  by  warraDts  issoed  and  entered  upon  the 
books  of  the  office  for  the  fiscal  year,  including  payments,  repayments, 
tuid  coaDti>i- warrants;  and  the  second,  such  amonnta  as  were  paid  out 
on  warrants,  including  corresponding  amounts  transferred  by  ooanter- 
warrants,  and  such  payments  that  were  repaid  as  are  included  in  the 
first  table ;  and  also  the  balance  of  cash  on  hand  at  the  close  of  the 
fiscal  year. 

These  payments  and  repayments,  and  transfers  by  counter-warrants 
equal  to  each  other,  and  in  most  cases  representing  the  same  moneys, 
help  to  swell  the  aggregate  amount  of  both  sides  of  the  ledger  beyond 
the  actual  receipts  and  disbursements.  8o,  too,  they  may  contain  war- 
rants issued  within  the  then  current  fiscal  year ;  but  the  moneys  that 
they  represent  may  have  been  received  in  the  preceding  or  the  succeed- 
ing fiscal  year. 

The  tables,  therefore,  do  not  show  the  precise  amounts  received  or 
disbursed  within  the  fiscal  year,  commencing  with  July  1, 1869,  and 
ending  with  June  30, 1870. 

Transfers  are  sometimes  made  {torn  one  appropriation  to  another  by 
warrants  and  counter- warrants  of  sums  of  money,  equal  in  the  amounts, 
in  the  detail,  and  in  the  aggregate.  All  such  sums  of  moneys  were  tech- 
nically carried  out  of  and  replacedinthetreaBnry,andthus  enter  into  both 
sides  of  the  warrant  ledger  account,  and  appear  therein  both  as  receipts 
u)d  us  expenditures. 

Moneys  received  froia  sales  of  stores,  ships,  materials  of  war,  and 
other  property  no  louger  needed  forthe  public  senice,  have  in  like  man- 
ner been  covered  into  the  treasury.

In  order  to  explain  more  clearly  to  such  p*rsons  as  are  not  in  the  habit 
of  thinking  of  money  by  millions  of  dollars,  the  great  saving  thathAs  been 
made  to  the  treasury  of  the  United  States  iu  the  last  fiscal  year  aver 
the  one  preceding  it,  the  stattiment  in  here  made,  that  after  deducting 
52  Sundays  and  4  legal  holidays  from  the  3Go  days,  309  executive  days 
remain  in  the  year,  in  which  time  the  saving  of  $U8, 731,020  29  was  made; 
and  that  the  average  saving  on  the  working  days  of  the  fiscal  year,  that 
closed  with  June  3U,  1870,  over  those  of  the  year  preceding  was  over 
$222,140  per  day;  being  over  19,208  per  hour  and  over  $154  per  minute; 
and  more  than  equal  to  the  extra  dropping  of  $2  50  into  the  coftfers  of 
the  treasury  in  every  second  of  the  time.  These  facts  sufficiently  ex- 
plain how  the  administration,  by  thorough  action  and  an  et^onomical 
couiBe,  was  enabled  to  purchase  so  large  an  amount  of  the  stocks  of  the 
United  States  for  the  sinking  fund.

A  considerable  nnmber  of  banks  are  dilatory  in  payment  of  their  dnty, 
the  delay  in  some  instances  seeming  to  be  wilfal,  in  others  careless  omis- 
sion. The  lossof  interest  caused  thereby  to  the  treasury  is  enough  to  war- 
rant an  amendment  of  the  law  and  the  exaction  of  a  penalty  for  non- 
payment. The  period  of  one  month  within  which  the  law  now  requires 
payment  of  semi-annnal  doty — January  and  Jnly — is  practically  a 
months' credit  to  most  of  the  banks,  and  it  is  suggested  that  apercen-- 
tege  upon  such  dnty  be  added  to  it  for  every  ten  or  fifteen  days'  delay 
tn  payment  after  the  expiration  of  the  one  month's  time  now  allowed. 
The  oollection  of  one  per  cent,  of  the  dnty  for  every  ten  days'  delay  in 
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payment,  after  Jannary  and  Jnly,  would  insure  moie  prompt  remit- 
tances from  delinqaent  banks.

.      ABSTBAOTIOK   OF   TVrESTY  TKOVSiSD  DOLLASS. 

In  my  last  annaal  report,  the  fact  was  stated  that  within  the  eight  years 
that  the  treasury  had  been  in  my  charge,  money  transactions  were  bad 
that  footed  on  the  books  of  this  office  at  a  sum  exceeding  $44,000,000,000, 
and  that  not  one  cent  had  been  lost  to  the  people  of  the  Cnited  States 
OD  account  of  the  management  of  the  treasury  or  on  account  of  the  con- 
duct of  any  of  the  employes  in  this  office;  and  I  concladed  by  saying 
that  such  good  fortune  could  not  last  always,  and  that  the  law  of  chances 
would  be  stron^y  against  me  in  the  future.  The  forebodings  then  felt 
have  during  the  year,  in  a  single  case,  been  verified. 

Ou  Saturday,  the  11th  day  of  June  last,  an  uncounted  package  of 
2,000  new  Uuited  States  ten-dollar  notes,  numbered  consecutively  from 
H  3,530,001«  to  H  3,532,000*,  both  inclusive,  was  stolen  from  the  divis- 
ion of  issues,  where  it  had  beeu  delivered  from  the  divisioii  of  engraving 
and  printing,  to  be  counted  and  covered  into  the  treasury. 

Two  strangers  had  for  several  days  been  seen  about  the  halls  of  the 
treasury  building.  On  the  day  mentioned,  the  wife  of  a  prominent  resi- 
dent of  this  city,  with  her  young  sod,  and  two  relatives,  a  gentleman 
and  his  wife,  residents  of  a  western  city,  were  passing  the  upper  door 
of  the  long  room,  where  the  money  packEbges  were  piled  on  a  table  to  be 
counted.  The  first-named  lady  and  the  chief  of  the  division  were  well 
acquainted,  and  as  she  came  to  the  open  door  they  recognized  and 
saluted  each  other ;  she,  with  her  friends,  natnnUly  advancing  into  the 
room. 

Now,  the  theory  of  the  manner  of  the  robbery  is,  that  the  two  strangers 
were  in  the  halt,  watching  for  just  such  an  opportunity  to  act  the  part 
that  they  had  long  been  rehearsing.  When  the  party  named  entered 
the  room,  one  of  the  thieves  forced  himself  between  the  lady  who  led 
the  way  and  her  friends.  This  mau  immediately  entered  into  conver- 
sation with  Mr.  Root,  the  chief  of  the  division,  making  all  manner  of 
inquiries  in  regard  to  the  manufacture,  receipt,  and  counting  of  the 
notes,  and  the  after  disposition  made  of  them.  Mr.  Boot  supposed  him 
to  be  of  his  friend's  party,  and  was  thrown  entirely  off  his  guard.  The 
lady  in  turn,  from  his  apparently  familiar  manner,  supposed  him  to  be 
a  particular  Mend  of  Mr.  Root.  The  lady  and  her  friends  walked  down 
the  length  of  the  room,  passing  all  the  counters,  and  passed  out  into 
the  hall  at  the  fiirthest  door.  The  principal  thief  in  the  mean  time  held 
Mr.  Boot  in  conversation,  and  gradually  drew  him  to  the  table  where 
the  money  packages  were  piled  up.  Here  he  managed  so  to  place  Mr, 
Boot  as  to  make  him  a  screen  to  cut  off  the  view  of  a  female  clerk,  whose 
dnty  it  was  to  keep  an  eye  on  the  money.  Mr.  Boot's  body  was  inter- 
posed between  her  and  the  packages.  At  this  moment  the  accomplice 
came  stealthily  into  the  room,  through  the  same  door,  from  the  ball,  and 
threw  himself  in  frontof,  and  partially  over  a  female  messenger,  who  was 
ntting  ou  the  opposite  side,  watching  the  money  packages.  He  made 
inquiry  for  a  female  clerk,  calling  her  by  name,  and  although  told  that 
there  was  uo  such  person  belonging  to  the  office,  be  insisted  that 
there  was,  and  he  persisted  in  thus  preventing  the  messenger  from  see- 
ing the  money,  long  euonghto  give  the  principal  thief  the  opportunity 
to  effect  his  purpose. 

The  principal  thief  now  diverted  Mr.  Boofs  attention,  by  pointing  to 
tiie  party  leaving  the  room,  and  saying,  "My  friends  are  going,  and  t 
must  go  too,"  and  at  this  moment  took  the  package  with  his  left  hand, 
and  thrust  it  under  his  right  arm.  Thief  No.  2  now  quietly  left  the 
room  by  the  same  door  through  which  he  entered.    The  paok^es  of  all 
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the  denomiaatiaaB  of  U'nited  States  notes,  when  they  come  from  the 
printing  division,  contain  each  two  thonaand  notes.  Each  package 
18  juBt  the  length  and  breadth  of  a  single  note,  ^id  the  2,000  notea  make 
a  package  of  a  little  over  six  inches  high.  . 

The  principal  thief  came  into  the  room  holding  a  large  Panama  hat 
by  the  rim,  with  the  lapel  of  his  large  sack-coat  over  bis  right  breast, 
^d  thus  he  ocMitinned  to  carry  it  nntil  he  left  the  room.  The  package 
was  effectually  hidden  under  his  hat  and  coat  Packages  of  $20  notes 
were  lying  side  by  side  with  pack^es  containing  (10  notes;  but  t^e 
thief,  being  obliged  to  keep  hie  eyes  upon  Mr.  Boot,  inadvertently  took 
one  of  the  lesser  packages,  because  he  could  not  look  at  tiiem  to  tell  the 


Hr.  Boot  followed  his  friend,  accompanied  by  the  thief,  with  the  money, 
tiie  whole  length  of  the  room  to  the  lowest  door,  out  of  which  the  thief 
passed,  with  tiiwiks  to  Mr.  Boot  for  his  kind  attention  to  himself  and 
his  Mends. 

The  money  was  missed  within  the  hour  that  it  was  taken;  bat  there 
VB8  at  that  time  no  snapicioa  that  it  had  been  stolen. 

The  theory  then  was,  that  it  had  not  been  received  from  the  printing 
division,  and  all  iuvestigstions  for  that,  and  a  part  of  the  next  day,  were 
made  under  that  suppositioa. 

in  the  after  part  of  the  following  day,  which  was  Sunday,  I  learned 
for  the  first  time,  from  the  female  messenger,  that  auother  person  bad 
been  in  the  room,  and  of  his  strange  conduct  toward  her  while  there.  The 
case  now  seemed  plain  enough.  Mr.  Boot  called  on  his  lady  visitor,  and 
learned  from  her  the  facts  as  before  related,  and  that  she  was  inclined 
to  denounoe  the  stranger  at  the  time  for  his  rudeness  to  herself  and  her 
party,  and  that  she  was  only  deterred  from  doing  so,  because  from  his 
Banner  she  supposed  him  to  be  a  particular  iriend  of  Mr.  Boot. 

The  scheme  for  the  robbery  had,  no  doubt,  been  planned  and  mg^ 
tnred  for  some  time  before,  and  only  awaited  a  favoraUe  opportunity  to 
accomplish  it.  The  whole  thing  was  most  ingeniously  planned,  and 
adroitly  carried  out.  As  soon  as  these  facts  became  known,  telegraphic 
dispatehes  were  immediately  sent  to  the  principal  cities,  through  the 
associated  press,  aud  otherwise ;  and  Goremmeut  and  other  detectives 
employed,  to  the  end  that  the  thieves  might  be  arrested  and  the  money 
recovered. 

Advertisements  of  the  robbery  were  sent  to  every  bank,  buiker,  and 
broker,  and  to  all  newspaper  publishers  in  the  United  States  and  the 
Briti^  colonies  in  America,  steting  the  fact  of  the  robbery,  describing 
the  notes,  and  Uiat  no  new  ten-dmlar  note  of  a  number  higher  than 
H  3,236,000*  had  been  issued.  The  intervening  numbers  between  the 
highest  number  issued  and  the  lowest-nnmbered  note  stolen  are  held 
in  this  office,  and  will  not  be  issned  unless  the  stolen  notes  are  recovered. 

Theae  intervening  notes  so  held  here  represent  nearly  $3,000,000. 
This  has,  it  is  believed,  prevented  the  thieves  from  asing  the  stolen  notea, 
except  as  hereafter  stated.  On  the  28th  of  June  last,  a  letter  bearing  date 
of  the  day  before  was  received  at  this  office,  from  the  Stuyvesant  Bank 
in  the  city  of  New  York,  stating  that  one  of  their  "  dealers  had  deposited 
on  the  morning  of  that  day,  $1,600  in  United  States  ten-dollar  notes, 
coming  within  the  numbers  and  series  which  were  in  the  lot  of  $20,000 
stolen  from  the  Treasury  Department."  Oolong  Whiteley,  the  chi^  of 
the  secret  service  of  the  Department,  being  in  New  Tork  at  the  time,  was 
immediately  informed  by  telegraph  of  this  fact,  and  asked  to  call  on  the 
bank's  officers  for  further  information  on  the  sn^ect.  He  answered  that 
he  had  found  the  facta  as  stated,  and  the  farther  sum  of  $6,100  of  (ho 
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ttxAen  notes  had  that  momisg  been  deposited  vith  the  same  bank  by 
uiother  party.  These  two  sams,  amoanting  to  (7,900,  were  deposited 
by  persons  who  could  give  no  satisfectory  account  for  their  possession 
of  the  notes.  One  of  the  depositors  was  arrested  and  held  to  bail  for 
his  appearance  at  court,  and  the  oth&c  has  fied  the  country.  The  money 
is  in  the  hands  of  the  officers  of  the  court  The  cashier  of  the  bank 
named  wrote  me,  nnder  date  of  June  30, 1870, "  We  have  stopped  the 
depositor's  balance,  thus  secoring  the  Department  from  any  loss." 

A  letter  was  received  fix)m  the  cashier  of  a  bank  in  the  interior  of 
the  State  of  Sew  York,  bearing  date  Jaly  27, 1870,  stating  thefactthat 
note  "So.  H  3,630,198*,  being  one  of  the  stolen  notes,  had  come  into  his 
possession.  This  is  the  only  note,  of  those  stolen,  that  has  been  heard 
ftom,  except  those  that  were  recovet^  as  above  stated,  in  the  city  of 
STew  York.  It  is  confidently  believed  that  the  remainder  of  the  notes 
stolen  cannot  be  disposed  of  for  the  benefit  of  the  thieves  without  instwit 
detection,  and  that,  therefore,  the  whole  amount  stolen  will  eventually 
be  recovered. 

THE  EDWmS  DBFALOATION. 

**  Misfortunes  never  come  single ;"  my  long  teim  of  over  nine  yeara  of 
immunity  from  loss  has  ended.  Mortifying  as  the  robbery  above  detailed 
was  to  me,  it  was  bearable,  because  it  was  committed  by  outsiders, 
and  in  a  way  that  would  probably  have  succeeded  with  the  most  careful 
and'Cantions  of  custodians.  Not  so  with  a  more  recent  case.  On  the 
morning  of  the  20th  day  of  September  last,  Charles  C.  Edwins,  a  fourth- 
class  clerk  in  the  division  of  redemptions  in  this  otBce,  whose  duty  it  then 
■was  to  receive  from,  and  receipt  for  to  Adams'  Express  Company, 
ail  money  packages  received  through  that  company,  and  to  enter  the 
same  upon  the  register  kept  for  that  purpose,  voluntarily  confessed  to 
me  that  he  had  abstracted,  and  applied  to  his  own  use,  three  money 
packages  so  received  by  him,  and  amounting,  respectively,  to  95,000, 
$2,000,  and  $1,500,  being  in  the  aggregate  $8,500.  He  at  the  same  time 
surrendered  to  me  various  items  of  value,  consisting  of  bills  of  exchange 
on  London,  Bank  of  England  notes,  United  States  stocks,  gold  coin, 
chiefly  in  British  sovereigns,  passage  tickets  by  Steamer  "Erin"  for 
Europe,  and  tickets  to  Niblo's  theat^.  The  papers  showed  that  he  had 
prooored  flrst-dass  berthsforhimself  and  wife,  under  the  nam©  of  H.  Q. 
Williams,  on  the  steamer  afore  named,  which  had  sailed  for  England  on  the 
day  before.  He  surrendered  the  three  letters  from  which  he  had  abstracted 
the  money^  and  stated  that  he  bad  intended  to  have  been  far  at  sea  be- 
fore that  time,  but  he  had  changed  his  mind,  and  had  returned  to  make 
confession  and  restitution.  He  further  stated  that  he  had  for  several 
months  been  in  the  habit  of  abstracting  money  Itom  packages  and 
using  it,  and  that  after  a  week  or  so,  he  would  take  other  money  irom 
other  packages  and  replace  that  taken  before;  thus  from  time  to  time 
replacing  the  money  stolen  from  one  package  by  money  stolen  Irom 
another,  and  thus  preventing  inqniry  after  the  stolen  money,  and  conse- 
quMit  detection.  He  stated  that  in  a  then  recent  case  he  had  taken  from  a 
package  received  from  the  Davenport  National  Bank  the  money,  amount- 
ing to  and  marked  at  $5,000,  and  from  another  package  the  money, 
Mnonutingto  $1,000;  that  he  afterwards  took  the  money  from  two  pack- 
ages of  $3,000  each,  with  a  view  to  replace  the  money  he  had  taken  the 
week  before,  as  above  stated,  but  that  in  his  hur^  and  agitation  he  had 
inadvertently  placed  the  whole  $6,000  in  the  wnq)per  fitim  the  Davenport 
National  BiuLk,  and  handed  it  to  a  clerk  to  be  counted.  The  clerk,  of 
4MMir*e,  repmted  the  package  $1,000  over  by  inventory.    Fearing  de- 
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tection  if  he  corrected  the  error,  he  EMlvised  the  bank  of  the  over,  and 
remitted  by  check  oa  Kew  York  for  the  whole  #3vO*W).  The  ^National 
Bank  of  Davenport  has  sinoe  retnmed  the  tl,000.  The  iN'ational  Steam- 
ahip  Oompany  has  also  generonely  retnrtied  il60  that  Edwins  had  paid 
for  hie  passage  tickets,  and  the  proprietors  of  ^Niblo's  Garden  42,  for 
theater  tickets  not  nsed.

In  the  conversation  with  me  Edwins  stated  that  the  money  he  had 
taken,  and  that  he  did  not  acconnt  for,  he  had  lost  in  unfortanate  apeo> 
nlations.  It  is  therefore  not  probable  that  any  part  of  this  deficit  of 
$5,749  28  will  ever  be  recover^. 

I  have  been  informed  by  Colonel  Frank  Jones,  the  assistant  cashier  of 
this  ofQce,  and  by  J.  F.  Borr,  esq.,  the  law  clerk  in  the  office  of  the 
Solicitor  of  the  Treasury,  that  Edwins  made  substantially  the  same 
statement  of  the  case  aa  here  detailed  severally  to  each  of  them,  and 
that  on  such  statement  bo  made  to  the  latter,  that  officer  entered  a  com- 
plaint against  Edwins  on  which  he  was  committed  to  prison.  He  hag 
since  been  indicted  tor  the  offense,  and  remaiofi  in  prison  awaiting  his 
trial. 

Edwins  came  into  tlus  office  in  Jane,  1864,  and  was  appointed  on  the 
highest  recommendations  and  t«stimonial8  in  his  favor,  given  by  the 
leading  men  of  the  cities  of  ITew  York  and  Bnx^lyn,  and  it  is  bat  jast 
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ftnd  fftir  that  the  &ot8  Bhonld  be  stated  that  he  haa  been  three  times  pro- 
moted for  bis  indnstiy,  efficiency,  and  capacity  for  bosiness,  and  for  his 
general  good  coodaet,  and  that  for  years  he  has  earned  better  pay  than 
was  allowed  him  by  law. 

BEOBGANIZATIOK  AND  mCBEASB  OP  SALABIES. 

From  yefff  to  year  it  has  become  more  and  more  apparent  that  the 
present  pay  of  the  employes  of  this  office  is  entirely  inadequate,  and 
that  the  public  service  is  demoralized  and  the  interest  of  the  Govern- 
ment is  endangered  and  soffera  thereby.  I  therefore  deem  it  a  duty 
not  only  to  reiterate  all  that  has  been  said  on  this  sabject  in  former 
reports,  but  again  to  nrge  the  necessity  for  an  increase  of  their  pay. 

It  may  be  asked  why  employes  in  the  office  of  the  Treasurer  should 
receive  more  pay  than  in  the  other  offices  of  the  Osvemment.  It  is 
answered  that  they  are  daily  subjected  to  the  risk  of  errors  in  count, 
and  of  taking  counterfeits  for  money,  for  which  they  are  pecuniarily 
responsible,  and  are  compelled  to  make  good  all  losses  resulting  from 
any  mistakes  made  by  them.  Instances  have  occurred  where  counters 
have  become  bo  liable,  In  a  single  day,  for  an  amount  doable  what  their 
present  pay  woidd  amount  to  for  a  whole  mouth.  To  make  such  a  loss 
good,  they  would  be  required  to  relinquish  their  salary  for  two  whole 
mtHitfas. 

While  as  high  an  order  of  t^ent  is  required  as  in  the  other  offices,  it 
is  necessary  that  the  integrity  of  the  persons  employed  in  this,  who  are. 
in  the  daily  habit  of  hanging  large  sums  of  money,  should  be  assured, 
voached  for,  undoubted,  and  above  suspicion;  therefore  it  is  necessary 
that  the  stumbling-blocks  of  small  pay  and  large  temptations  should  not 
be  placed  in  their  way. 

Necessity,  temptation,  and  opportunity  make  thieves.  The  oppor- 
tunity  to  steal  in  this  office  cannot  be  guarded  against,  but  the  tempta- 
tMMi  to  do  so  can  be  removed  by  taking  care  that  the  tiecegsity  to  steal  is 
not  forced  upon  the  employes  by  pay  wholly  insufficient  to  the  decent 
support  of  themselves  and  their  families. 

While  the  salaries  and  wages  of  persons  employed  in  every  klud  of 
labor,  mechanics,  arts,  businesses,  and  professions  have  been  advanced 
to  more. than  double  their  former  rates,  and  while  the  pay  of  all  the 
branches  of  the  military  service  has  been  largely  increased,  that  of  the 
cavil  service  has  been  kept  down  to  the  rates  paid  when  the  cost  of  liv- 
ing was  less  than  one-half  what  it  now  is.  The  sufferance  of  this  state 
of  affairs  it  is  believed  is  very  bad  economy. 

Persons  holding  places  in  the  civil  service,  like  other  people,  most 
live;  they  cauuot  subsist  on  the  honor  of  the  thing.  When  Qovem- 
ment  officials  feel  that  they  are  but  half-paid,  as  compared  with  the 
pay  received  by  persons  engaged  in  like  services  for  banks,  companies, 
and  business  firms,  and  at  the  same  time  see  their  families  suffer  for  the 
ordinary  necessaries  of  life,  they  may  be  sorely  tempted  to  do  wrong. 
The  first  step  may  be  to  get  necessary  articles  of  food  and  clothing  on 
trust,  for  wMch  they  will  be  unable  to  pay.  N'ow  come  the  importnni- 
tiee  of  creditors  for  their  pay.  To  get  rid  of  this  annoyance,  the  salary 
for  the  next  month  is  pledged  to  a  "  sharper,"  who  loans  money  to  the 
nafortonate  at  the  ruinous  rates  of  usury  of  from  five  to  ten  per  cent  a 
month.  At  the  end  of  the  month  there  is  nothing  left  to  provide  for 
the  living  of  himself  and  family.  To  keep  from  starving,  he  contracts 
new  debts,  if  he  can  find  anybody  who  wiU  give  him  credit;  and  the 
same  ronud  over  and  over  again,  until  no  one  will  tmat  him  ftirtber. 
To  keep  the  family  from  starving,  article  after  article  of  honsehold 
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ftamitnre,  and  even  necesaar;  wearing  i4>parel,  goes  to  the  pawnbroker, 
never  to  return.  Dogged  by  creditors,  direateaed  by  his  superiors  with 
dismissal  if  he  does  not  pay  his  debts;  unable  to  beg  or  borrow  money 
enoogb  to  carry  him  out  of  town^  and  away  from  his  misfortunes ;  witJit 
the  starvation  of  his  family  staring  him  in  the  face,  what  is  he  to  do  1 
He  sees  abundant  opi>ortunities  by  stealing,  taking  bribes,  or  other  dis- 
honest practices  and  wrongs  npon  the  government,  by  which  he  can 
extricate  himself  from  his  difficulties.  Is  it  any  wonder  that  he  yields 
to  the  temptation,  and  faUs  T  How  many  of  the  well-fed,  who  hold  up 
their  hands  in  holy  horror  when  detectioa  oomes,  would,  under  like  cir- 
oamstances,  have  been  able  to  do  otherwise  T 

Christian  legislators  would  do  well  to  remember  Hie  command,  '*Thoa 
shalt  not  muzzle  the  month  of  tfae  ox  that  treadeth  out  the  com ;"  and 
that  other  precept,  "The  laborer  is  worthy  of  his  hire;"  and  they  ought, 
when  they  hear  of  defalcations,  embezzlements,  and  other  wrong-doinga 
on  the  part  of  poor  wretches  of  public  officers  and  clerks,  inqoiro 
whether  the  "hire"  allowed  them  by  existing  law  was  sufficient  for  the 
decent  support  of  their  families,  and,  if  not,  whether  the  responsibility 
of  the  crime  did  not,  in  part  at  least,  rest  upon  those  who  withheld  a 
reasonable  compensation  for  services  rendered  the  Government.  The 
whole  theory  of  low  and  inadequate  salaries  is  demoralizing  to  the  last 
degree.  It  is  said,  "  Let  those  who  are  not  satisfied  with  the  present 
pay,  resign.  There  are  plenty  of  others  who  would  be  glad  to  t^e  their 
places.'^  True ;  and  if  the  new  ones  should  happen  to  be  hon^t,  they, 
too,  in  their  turn,  would  be  obliged  to  resign,  to  make  room  for  stUl 
others  to  learn  a  like  experienca  There  are  plenty  of  persons  in  the 
land,  some  of  whom  are  still  outside  of  a  Statepriaon,  who  would  be  glad 
to  fill  all  the  public  offices,  trithout  any  pay,  and  who  would  pay  the 
Government  a  large  bonus  for  their  possession.  K  this  evil  is  not  cor- 
rected, the  time  will  soon  come,  if  it  is  not  already  upon  us,  when  none 
but  rich  men  or  thieves  will  be  able  to  hold  aay  public  office.  Are  the 
masses  of  our  people,  who  are  honest,  and  who  desire  that  justice 
shonld  be  done  by  as  well  sls  to  the  Government,  prepared  for  such  a 
state  of  things  1 

It  is  time  that  demagogism  on  the  subject  of  "hi^  Balaries,"  on  the 
part  of  the  political  party  press,  and  of  legislators  as  wei\,  should  cease, 
and  that  the  honest  truth  should  be  spoken  by  those  whose  duty  it  ia  to 
apeak  it. 

Three-quarters  of  a  cenbiry  ago,  when  we  numbered  less  than  four 
millions  of  people,  and  when  the  price  of  a  day's  farm  labor  was  a 
quarter  of  a  dollar,  the  salary  of  the  President  of  the  United  States 
was  fixed  at  125,000  in  gold  per  annum. 

Is  there  a  man  possessing  a  reasonable  share  of  common  sense  in  the 
whole  land,  who  believes  that  now,  when  our  population  numbers  over 
forty  millions,  and  when  the  price  of  labor  has  advanced  more  Chan  five 
fold,  that  the  same  nominal  amount,  in  a  depreciated  paper  currency, 
paid  the  incumbent  of  that  high  office,  is'enougb  t 

With  the  heads  of  departments  the  case  is  still  worse.  Every  well- 
informed  man  knows  that  the  salaries  paid  these  high  officers  of  the 
Government  is  not  sufficient  to  pay  for  the  cost  of  the  public  entertain- 
ments that  it  has  always  been  customary,  and  that  it  is  reasonably  ex- 
pected that  they  will  give  the  representatives  of  fbreign  nations,  and 
others,  in  order  to  keep  up  the  dignity  of  the  Government 

Most  of  these  officers  coold  earn  for  themselves,  in  their  professions, 
amonnts  of  money  to  which  their  official  salaries  bear  little  comparison. 
And  then  there  is,  perhaps,  not  a  day  in  the  year  on  which  any  one  of 
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tbese  ofDcera  cannot  secure  to  himself,  withoat  fear  of  detectttm,  an 
amoDUt  greater  than  he  receives  for  his  annual  salary. 

Would  such  a  course  be  pnrsned,  or  considered  safe,  by  sagacious 
business  men  in  the  ordinary  walks  of  private  life  1 

But  for  the  generous  intenerence  of  Oongress,  by  special  enactment, 
in  fevor  of  the  officers  in  this  Bureau,  it  would  not  have  been  jmssihle  to 
have  retained  the  services  of  some  of  t}iem.  The  exception  was  made 
in  their  favor  becaose  their  ofKces  were  anomalous.  Some  of  these  offi- 
cers have  responsibilities  exceeding  those  devolving  on  the  heads  of 
bureaus.  None  other  of  their  grade  being  recognized  by  law  ia  any  of 
the  departments.  Many  clerks,  who  were  equally  deserving,  were  ex- 
cluded from  receiving  extra  pay,  the  cx)mmittee  deeming  it  inadvisable 
because  their  grades  were  common  to  all  the  offices,  and  it  was  not 
thought  proper  at  that  time  to  increase  the  pay  of  all  the  employes  in  all 
the  departments  of  the  Government.  Under  this  view  of  the  case,  a  list  of 
officers,  for  whom  it  was  necessary  that  something  should  be  done,  was 
ftimished  to  the  committee.  The  appropriation  was  made  in  accordaope 
-witb  this  list,  and  the  distribution  by  the  Secretary  was  made  according 
to  the  intention  of  the  law.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  Congress,  at  the  com- 
ing session,  will  be  prepared,  by  a  gener^  law,  to  do  justice  to  all  the 
officers  and  other  employes  of  tiie  Government. 

A  system  of  organization  of  the  offices  of  the  Government,  however 
suitable  it  may  have  been  to  the  wants  of  four  millions  of  people,  col- 
lecting and  disbursing  a  small  revenue,  is  entirely  insufficient  and  un- 
fltted  to  the  requirements  of  a  population  of  over  forty  miihons,  with 
an  increase  of  revenue,  proportionably,  still  greater.  Reorganization 
has  been  too  long  delayed.  The  public  interest  is  suffering  in  conse- 
quence of  the  delay. 

It  must  now  be  apparent  to  all  that  this  natiou  can  never  go  back  to 
the  state  of  things  existing  when  the  present  organization  of  the  public 
offices  was  made. 

Things  suited  to  the  wants  of  a  young  child  are  ill-adapted  to  the 
needs  of  full-grown  man. 

When  the  treasury  was  placed  in  my  charge,  less  than  20  employes 
transacted  the  business  of  tneoffice.  350  persons,  workingmnch  harder 
than  the  20  then  did,  would  be  unable  to  transact  it  now. 

Temporary  clerks  have  from  time  to  time  been  employed  under  various ' 
special  laws,  and  to  some  extent  will  have  to  be  continued  for  some  time 
to  come.  The  number  may,  however,  be  gradually  decreased  with  the 
return  to  specie  payments,  and  when  the  redemption  of  the  paper  money 
of  the  Government  shall  have  been  accomplished. 

The  number  of  persons  now  employed  in  this  office  is  374.  There  is 
neither  probability  nor  hope  that  the  number  can  be  reduced  to  a  num- 
ber less  than  250. 

In  the  table  submitted  last  year  it  was  proposed  to  fix  the  number  at 
363,  being  a  reduction  of  the  force,  as  now  employed,  of  121  persona. 
The  tables  of  the  number  required  of  each  grade,  and  the  compensation 
to  be  allowed,  as  stated  in  the  report  of  last  year,  are  re-stated  here, 
irith  modiflcations  in  regard  to  the  female  employes  made  necessary  by 
the  favorable  legislation  iu  their  behalf  by  Congress  at  its  last  session. 

With  a  view  to  the  reorganization  of  this  office,  the  following  table  of 
the  officers,  clerks,  and  other  employes,  with  the  pay  that  should,  for 
the  proper  conduct  of  the  office,  attach  to  each,  is  most  respectfully  sub- 
mitted:

According  to  this  plan,  females  may  be  comi>etent  to  hold  any  daas 
of  clerkships ;  bat  males  are  not  to  be  appointed  clerks,  except  in  the 
classes  ftom  one  to  five. 

If  a  reorganization  shonld  be  made,  it  is  suggested  that  the  nnmbers 
of  the  classes  should  be  reversed,  so  that  the  clerks  would  be  rated  ac- 
cording to  the  numbers  of  their  respective  classes,  and  so  that  the  pres- 
ent absurd  and  contradictory  classification  and  rating  of  a  first  class 
cleric  as  a  fourth-class  clerk,  and  a  fonrth-class  clerk  as  a  first-lass 
clerk,  may  thereby  be  corrected  and  made  to  conform  to  common  sense. 

C0NCLC8I0H. 

For  the  escapes  from  perils  that  threatened  at  every  step,  through 
which  I  have  passed  in  perfect  safety,  without  the  loss  of  a  single  cent 
to  the  people  of  the  United  Stat«s,  and  without  any  serious  pecuniary 
mishap  to  myself,  in  the  collection  and  disbursement  for  the  govern- 
ment of  many  thousands  of  millions  of  dollars  duriug  the  nine  years 
preceding  the  last  one,  I  desire  earnestly  to  express  my  heartfelt  feel- 
mgs  of  profound  tbankfolness  and  gratitude. 

Although  recently  despoiled  by  thieves  from  without  and  from  within 
the  treasury,  I  hope  my  gratitude  has  not  been  abated  by  reason  of  the 
two  misfortunes  that  have  within  the  yeai'  overtaken  me.  But  I  fear 
tjiat  my  thankfulness  may  be  of  the  kind  expressed  by  one  who,  having 
&llen  from  a  great  height  and  broken  his  leg,  thanked  God  it  was  not 
his  neck. 

I  congratulate  the  administration,  the  Congress,  and  the  good  people 
of  the  country,  on  the  fact  that  by  your  skillfiil  management  of  the 
finances,  and  the  retrenchment  of  expenses  by  the  executive  head,  and 
the  heads  of  the  Departments  of  the  Government,  especially  in  the  ez- 
peuditnres  for  the  Army,  an  amount  exceeding  sixty-eight  million  dol- 
lan  has  been  gained  and  saved  to  the  treasury  in  the  last  over  the 
preceding  fiscalyear  I  and  on  yourachievement,  within  the  same  year,  of 
ledncing  the  pablio  debt  nearly  one  hundred  and  three  million  dollivs. 
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and  of  buying  in  for  the  GoTemment,  at  a  cost  in  cnrreucy  of  nearly 
one  hnndred  and  thirty-thiee  million  dollars,  blx  per  cent,  stockg  of  the 
United  States,  of  the  &ce  valae  of  over  one  hundred  and  fonrteen 
million  dollars. 

By  these  pjirchasea  there  is  and  will  be  saved  to  the  people  in 
the  ftitare  the  annual  payment  of  interest  thereon,  amounting  to 
(6,884,886,  in  gold. 

From  the  proceeds  of  this  amount  of  interest,  paid  semi-annually  in 
gold,  and  from  its  accumulation,  and  from  like  savings  and  their  accu- 
mulatioBS  and  gains  in  the  future,  other  United  States  stocks  may  be 
purchased  by  the  Oovemment  until,  by  a  constant  and  accelerated  de- 
crease of  the  debtf  and  increased  means  to  pay  it,  the  whole  indebted- 
ness shall,  at  no  distant  day,  be  paid  and  canceled. 

If  any  other  nation  or  people^  ancient  or  modem,  has  ever  made  any 
approach  to  such  an  exhibit,  it  ts  not  within  the  ken  of —

Register's  Office,  October  26, 1870. 

Sib  :  Id  preseoting  this,  my  secoDd  annual  report  of  buainess  trans- 
acted in  this  office  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1S70,  I  b.ive 
the  Iionor  to  state  that  it  has  not  been  found  necessary  to  increase  the 
clerical  force  of  this  Bureau  over  the  229  persons  employed  at  the  date 
of  my  last  report. 

The  expenses  of  the  Bureau  have  been  reduced  to  the  lowest  amoant 
consistent  with  the  public  interest. 

The  clerical  force  is  in  a  high  state  of  efficiency,  and  I  take  this  op- 
portunity of  bearing  testimony  to  the  high  character,  ability,  and  gen- 
eral attention  Xo  duty,  of  the  class  of  public  servants  who  toil  from  year 
to  year  in  these  offices,  but  whose  duties  are  not  such  as  attract  public 
attention  or  due  recognition. 

The  large  number  of  journals  and  ledgers  of  public  accounts  neces- 
sary in  this  office  requires  clerks  of  the  highest  order  of  clerical  ability, 
who  should  have  practical  experience  and  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the 
science  of  book-keeping,  as  well  as  possessed  of  a  natural  aptitude  for 
precision  »ud  accuracy.  In  this  respect  this  office  is  fortunate  in  its 
present  corps  of  clerks,  but  it  is  a  subject  of  regret  that  the  uucertaiu 
tenure  by  which  subordinates  hold  their  positions  in  these  offices  tends 
to  deprive  the  Government  of  the  services  of  the  most  efficient  clerks, 
who  often  are  induced  to  accept  of  positions  in  other  parsnita  which 
promise  more  certain  employment.  These  defecta  seem  t^}  be  inherent 
in  the  system  of  civil  service  as  heretofore  practiced,  but  we  may  in- 
dulge the  hope  that  Congress  will  devise  a  more  perfect  system. 

The  report  of  transactions  in  this  office  during  the  laet  tiscal  year  is 
submitted  under  the  different  divisions  into  which  the  office  is  divided 

Division  OF  EECEIPT8  AUD  EXPBNDITUBE8. 

This  division  is  in  charge  of  D.  R.  B.  Kevin,  esq.,  and  employs  24 
male  and  6  female  clerks.  The  division  has  control  of  the  receipts  and 
expenditures  of  tile  Government.  Its  records  consist  of  eight  ledgers  for 
personal  accounts,  iiine  appropriation  ledgers,  five  journals,  and  various 
auxiliary  books  for  the  record  of  accounts,  warrants,  and  drafts.  De- 
tailed statements  of  receipts  and  expenditures  are  made  from  time  to 
time,  when  properly  authorized,  and  a  list  of  all  "  receipts  and  expend- 
itures" warrants  issued  during  each  qnarter  is  prepared  for  settlement 
with  the  Treasurer.  Copies  of  records  and  accounts  required  in  the 
prosecution  of  suits  are  prepared  in  this  division,  and  authenticated  by 
the  Begister.    The  custody  and  arrangement  of  the  flies  are  also  in- 
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trusted  to  tbis  division.  A  large  amoant  of  miscellaneous  busiuess, 
which  cannot  be  classified,  Ib  transacted  in  this  division.

LOAN  DIVISION. 

This  division  Is  in  charge  of  Hartwell  Jenison,  esq.,  and  employs 
20  male  and  8  female  clerks.  The  business  of  this  division  is  increas- 
ing yearly,  and  will  require  an  increase  of  clerks  as  soon  as  the 
work  of  funding  the  debt  is  fairly  commenced ;  besides,  au  increase  will 
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be  uecessary  should  the  namber  of  registered  bonds  iocrease  as  they 
have  during  the  last  year. 

The  total  amount  of  registered  bonds  issued  during  the  year  was 
$229,010,970,  being  an  excess  of  $109,402,810  over  the  previous  year. 
The  direct  issues  amount  to  $5,402,200. 

The  reduction  of  the  pnblic  debt,  on  account  of  the  purchases  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  does  not  appear  in  this  report,  as  the  cancel- 
lation and  destruction  of  the  bonds  were  not  authorized  until  the  pass- 
age of  the  act  of  July  14, 1870. 

The  amount  of  registered  bonds  issued  in  exchange  for  coupon  bonds 
was  $97,934,450,  against  $20,551,750  during  the  previous  year,  showing 
a  marked  preference  for  this  form  of  investment  induced  by  its  greater 
security  aud  immunity  from  loss. 

The  interest-bearing  indebtedness  is  represented  by  fifteen  difTercnt 
clasps  of  issues,  requiring  a  separate  and  independent  set  of  books  for 
each ;  aud  as  there  are  about  50,000  holders  of  registered  bonds,  each 
one  of  which  requires  a  separate  ledger  account,  the  labor  required  to 
keep  these  accounts  and  declare  the  semi-annual  dividends  on  tiem  can 
scarcely  be  estimated.  Nearly  one-half  of  the  interest  is  made  payable 
in  New  York,  but  the  delays  incident  to  this  heavy  disbursement  have 
been  materially  diminished  by  ttie  present  plau,  adopted  during  the 
year,  of  consolidating  the  different  loans  on  oue  schedule,  and  having 
the  names  of  the  payees  printed.  The  increased  facihties  for  payments 
aud  the  favor  attending  its  adoptiou  amply  compensate  for  the  heavy 
extra  labor  entailed  on  this  offlce  in  coiupiling  the  abstract,  aud  the 
plau  nill  be  extended  to  the  other  principal  despositories. 

It  has  been  the  desire  and  aim  of  this  office  to  render  the  registered 
bonds  as  convenient  as  possible  to  the  business  community ;  aud  in  or- 
der to  facilitate  transfers  and  exchanges,  as  a  rule,  returns  are  made  by 
this  oBice  the  same  day  the  stock  is  received.  Small  denominations  of 
the  same  loan  of  tike  amounts  may  be  exchanged  for  larger,  aud  vice 
verm  ;  and  so  frequently  is  this  done  that  any  restriction  or  limitation 
on  this  privilege  will  be  prejudicial  to  the  popularity  of  the  loan. 

Tliere  are  now  entered  upon  the  books  of  this  offlce  384  caveats 
against  bonds  of  different  loans  and  denominations,  lost  or  stolen.  4- 
number  of  these  bonds  have  been  presented  for  transfer  with  names 
and  numbers  altered  so  skillfully  as  to  impose  upon  parties  purchasing 
them,  but  they  have  invariably  been  detected  by  the  clerks  in  charge  of 
their  respective  loans  and  the  issue  made  to  the  proper  owners.  The 
present  system  of  printing  the  bonds  on  the  pre|>axed  paper  and  tint- 
ing and  ruling  the  numbers  and  the  blank  spaces  for  the  uames  of  the 
payees,  will  be  an  eff'e<:tual  check  against  fraud  by  alterations. 

As  a  large  proportion  of  the  transfer  transactions  are  based  upon 
permanent  powers  of  attorney,  and  other  evidence  of  authority,  neces- 
sary to  be  on  file  in  this  offlce,  this  record,  heretofore  found  to  be  faulty 
and  unreliable,  has  been  carefully  revised  and  systematized  during  the 
la6t  year. 
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HOTB  AITD  COUPON  DITISION. 

This  division  is  in  cliarge  of  Lewis  D.  Moore,  esq.,  and  at  the  close  of 
tlie  fiscal  year  tlie  clerical  force  consisted  of  77  clerks  aud  2  messen- 
gers (20  males,  aad  57  females.)  The  whole  number  employed  during  the 
year  was  92 ;  the  averagfe  per  month  was  78.  The  whole  number  em- 
ployed during  the  previous  fiscal  year  was  250;  tbe  average  per  month 
was  150, 

The  total  number  of  notes  and  certificates  received  during  the  year 
was  83,558,  amounting  to  $77,107,060. 

The  whole  number  of  five  and  six  per  cent,  interest  notes  received 
from  the  Comptroller  counted,  verified,  and  delivered  to  the  United 
Stat«8  Treasurer  was  34,989,  amonnting  to  $1,078,980. 

The  whole  number  of  "  seven -thirty"  coupon  treasury  notes  received, 
counted,  assorted,  arranged,  registered,  and  examined  was  4,8S1,  amount- 
ing to  1563,400. 

Of  coujtons  detached  from  notes  and  bonds  there  were  counted,  as- 
sorted, and  arranged  4,372,503;  registered,  8,342, 699;  and  examined  and 
compared,  10,671,227. 

At  the  close  of  the  previous  fiscal  year  a  large  amount  of  work  had 
accumulated,  and  remained  undisposed  of  in  this  division,  but  at  the 
date  of  this  report  all  this  work  has  been  disposed  of,  and  all  current 
work  is  kept  up  as  close  as  practicable.

TONHAQE  DIVISION. 


This  division  is  in  charge  of  Joseph  Nimmo,  jr.,  esq.,  and  employs 
S  male  and  5  female  clerks,  and  2  messengers. 

Fart  one  of  the  General  Begulatioiis  relates  almost  exclusively  to  the 
duties  of  this  division,  which  are  as  follows : 

Ist.  The  registration,  enrollment,  and  licensing  of  vessels,  and  mat- 
ters relating  to  title. 

2d.  The  annual  statements  of  the  tonnage  of  the  country,  of  vessels 
built,  vessels  lost  at  sea  and  wrecked,  vessels  sold  to  foreigners,  vessels 
abandoned,  &c. 

3d.  Surrendered  marine  documents  and  duplicates  of  marine  docu- 
ments issued  which  are  returned  to  the  Register  by  collectors. 

4th.  Documents  surrendered  to  American  consuls  and  notices  of  the 
loss  or  sale  of  American  vessels  abroad. 

5tb.  All  cases  relating  to  the  admeasurement  of  vessels.  These  are 
referred  to  this  office  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury. 

0th.  The  preparation  of  lists  of  vessels  of  the  TJ  uited  States  from  the 
records  of  this  office. 

Books  and  blanks. — The  books  and  blanks  in  use  in  the  various  ctis- 
tomhouses  throughout  the  country  arc  prepared  by  the  Congressional 
Printer,  and  issued  under  the  directions  of  this  division  under  the  orders 
of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury.  The  catalogue  embraces  thirty-eight 
different  kinds  of  books^  of  which  we  have  a  complete  supply  on  hand. 
The  number  issued  prior  to  October  1,  1870,  was  1,938,  value  esti- 
mated at  $20,102  05.  There  are  now  on  hand  1,655,  value  estimated 
at  $19,420  47.  TUe  law  requiring  that  these  books  and  blanks  shall 
be  supplied  here  has  two  objects  in  view:  first,  that  of  economy; 
and  second,  the  securing  of  uniformity  in  the  records  of  the  custom- 
houses and  of  this  office.  Both  these  objects  have  been  fully  attained. 
The  former  method  of  allowing  customs  officers  to  order  their  books  and 
blanks  at  private  establishments  led  to  gross  irregularities  and  serious 
embarrassment  in  the  ad  ministration  of  the  duties  of  the  Department.  In 
the  course  of  eighty  years  many  changes  were  introduced  into  the  forms, 
and  to  this  extent  collectors  of  customs  were  a  law  unto  themselves.  To 
remedy  these  irregularities,  and  to  secure  strict  uniformity  of  practice 
and  compliance  with  the  regulations  of  the  Department,  it  is  necessary 
that  the  Register  should  superiase  both  the  printing  and  issue  of  these 
supplies. 

Tlw  present  condition  of  our  merchant  marine. — Our  shipping  engaged 
in  foreign  trade  still  remains  in  the  low  condition  into  which  it  felt  in 
the  year  1802.  During  the  late  war  nearly  one-half  our  tonnage  em- 
ployed in  foreign  trade  was  either  captured  by  Anglo-rebel  privateers  or 
was  sold  to  foreigners  in  order  to  avoid  the  risk  of  capture.  But  the 
chief  cause  of  the  continued  decadence  of  American  shipping  is  the 
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snpersedare  of  sailing  vessels  by  steam  vessels,  aad  the  substitution  of 
irou  for  wood  as  a  ship-building  material. 

While  we  have  in  this  country  inexhaustible  supplies  of  coal  and  iron 
and  unsurpassed  facilities  for  the  building  of  iron  ships,  we  have  not  a 
single  establishment  which  can  compare  with  the  great  works  of  Eng- 
land and  Scotland.  Our  failure  in  this  broad  field  of  enterprise  is  a 
serious  detriment  to  American  industry.  With  far  less  exi»enditure 
than  England  has  made  in  favor  of  her  steam  marine  we  can  develop 
our  latent  resources,  and  ere  long  again  compete  with  her  in  maritime 


The  admission  of  foreign-built  vessels  to  the  privileges  of  Americau 
registry  would  tend  to  crush  out  for  an  indefinite  period  all  attempts  at 
iron  ship  buildiiig  in  this  country,  and  to  denationalize  onr  merchant 
marine  in  the  interest  of  our  most  formidable  rival  upon  the  ocean. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  such  measures  ma.S^be  adopted  as  shall  tend  to 
place  at  least  one-half  our  shipping  in  foreign  trade  under  the  Ameri- 
can flag.

Sib  :  I  bave  tbe  honor  to  transmit  lierewitli  six  tabular  statements 
exhibiting  tlie  an;iouut,  character,  and  results  of  tbe  litigation  under 
direction  of  this  office  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1S70,  so  far  as 
the  same  are  shown  by  the  reports  received  from  the  United  States 
attorneys  for  the  several  districts.    These  tables  embrace,  respectively — 

1.  Suits  on  transcripts  of  accounts  of  defaulting  public  officers,  ad- 
jnsted  by  the  accounting  officers  of  the  Treasury  Department. 

2.  Saits  for  the  recovery  of  fines,  penalties,  and  forfeitures  under  tbe 
cnstoms  revenue  and  navigation  lawa 

3.  Suits  on  cust«m-hoQse  bonds. 

i.  Suits  against  collectors  of  customs  and  other  agents  of  the  Govern- 
ment for  refund  of  duties  and  a«t8  done  in  tbe  line  of  their  official  duty. 

5,  Suits  in  which  the  United  States  was  interested,  not  embraced  in 
the  foregoing  classification. 

C.  A  general  summary  or  abstract  hereto  appended  of  all  the  other 
tables. 

An  examination  of  this  summary  will  show  that  tbe  whole  number  of 
suits  commenced  within  tbe  year  was  1,868,  of  which — 

37  were  of  class  1,  for  the  recovery  of $453, 937  98 

594  were  of  class  2,  for  the  recovery  of 754, 100  00 

441  were  of  class  3,  for  the  recovery  of 1, 538, 230  10 

338  were  of  class  5,  for  the  recovery  of 2, 620, 739  36 

Making  a  total  snetl  for,  as  reported,  of 5, 367, 007  44 

Of  tbe  whole  number  of  suits  brought,  C92  were  disposed  of  within 
tbe  year,  as  follows,  to  wit :  388  were  decided  in  favor  of  the  United 
States;  11  were  adversely  decided;  261  were  settled  and  dismissed. 
In  33,  penalties  were  remitted  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  leaving 
1,176  still  pending.  Of  those  pending  at  the  commencement  of  the 
year,  123  were  decided  for  the  United  States,  83  were  decided  adversely, 
and  422  were  settled  and  dismissed.  The  entire  number  of  suits  decided 
or  otherwise  disposed  of  daring  the  year  was  1,320 ;  the  wbolo  amount 
for  which  judgments  were  obtained,  exclusive  of  decrees  t»  rem,  was 
$2T2,:{93  16,  and  the  entire  amount  collected  from  all  sources  was 
«477,025  37.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISING  ARCHITECT. 
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THE  SUPERVISING  ARCHITECT  OF  THE  TREASURY.

SiB :  1  have  the  honor  to  submit  for  your  consideration  the  following  * 
report  of  the  progress  of  the  various  works  with  the  construction  of  which 
this  office  has  been  charged,  and  of  tlie  condition  of  the  public  property 
under  its  supervision,  together  witli  some  recommendatioos  Id  regaM 
thereto. 

During  the  past  year  the  only  new  works  that  have  been  commenced 
are  the  court-house  and  post  ofBce  bnildings  at  Omaha,  Nebraska,  Knox- 
ville,  Tennessee,  and  the  assay  office  at  Bois^  City,  Idaho.  Flans  were 
prepared,  and  arrangements  made,  for  the  erection  of  the  court-house 
and  post  office  building  at  Columbia,  South  Carolina,  the  castom-honse 
aod  post  office  building  at  Machias,  Maine,  and  the  cnstom-hoose, 
court-house  and  post  office  building  at  Kashvilte,  Tennessee ;  but  the 
ponstruction  given  to  the  fifth  section  of  the  act  making  appropriations 
for  the  civil  service  of  the  Government  for  the  present  fiscal  year  by 
the  First  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury  left  this  office  without  funds,  and 
it  has  consequently  been  unable  to  commence  operations.  Work  has 
been  prosecuted  as  rapidly  as  the  means  at  the  disposal  of  this  office 
would  permit  on  the  Treasury  building;  the  custom-houses  at  Portland, 
Maine ;  Portland  and  Astoria,  Oregon ;  Cairo,  Illinois,  and  Charleston, 
South  Carolina;  on  the  court-houses  and  post  offices  at  New  York,  N.Y.; 
Des  Moines,  Iowa ;  Madison.  Wisconsin,  and  Portland,  Maine ;  on  the 
post  office  and  treasury  building  at  Boston,  Massachusetts;  on  the 
branch  mint  at  San  Francisco,  California ;  on  the  appraisers'  stores  at 
Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania ;  on  the  revenue  dock  at  the  Battery,  New 
York  City,  and  on  the  paving  and  grading  of  the  court-house  and  post 
office  property  at  Springfield,  niinois.  Work  has  been  entirely  sus- 
pended oa  the  custom-house  at  St.  Paul,  Minnesota,  and  on  the  marine 
hospital  at  Chicago,  Illinois,  it  being  found  impossible  to  complete  the 
building  within  the  limit  fixed  by  law,  the  appropriations  being  avail- 
able only  on  that  condition.  The  work  on  the  proposed  branch  mint  at 
Dalles  City,  Oregon,  has  also  been  suspended,  it  being  deemed  desirable 
by  the  Department  that  it  should  be  completed  as  an  assay  office  rather 
than  as  a  mint,  for  which  special  authority  is  required. 

The  custom-house  at  Wiscaaset,  Maine,  has  been  completed  and  occu- 
pied. The  court-house  and  post  office  building  at  Des  Moines,  Iowa,  is 
now  nearly  ready  for  occupancy,  aud  will  be  finished  the  present  season. 
The  court-honse  and  post  offlco  building  at  Portland,  Maine,  and  Madi- 
son, Wisconsin,  and  the  appraisers'  stores  at  Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania, 
coulil  have  been  completed  this  year  had  the  amounts  asked  for  at  the 
Laat  session  of  Congress  been  granted.    It  has  been  fonnd  impos^ble  to 
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rednce  the  cost  of  the  boildiDgs  below  the  amonnts  then  estimated,  and 
their  completion  is  therefore  necessarily  deferred  until  the  neceseory 
appropriations  are  granted. 

The  following  buUdings  have  been  thoroughly  renovated,  repaired, 
and  remodeled,  and  are  in  many  respects  in  even  better  coDoition  than 
when  first  completed,  namely :  the  castomhouse,  court-hoase,  and  poet 
office  buildings  at  Bath,  Maine ;  Chicago  and  Galena,  Illinois ;  Detroit, 
Michigan;  iXnisrille,  Kentucky;  Mobile,  Alabama;  Petersburg,  Vir- 
ginia; Savannah,  Georgia;  and  Wilmington,  Delaware. 

Repairs  more  or  less  extensive  have  been  made  on  the  custom-houses 
at  Alexandria, Virginia;  Boston,  Massachusetts;  Baltimore, Maryland; 
Buflfalo,  New  York ;  Cleveland,  Ohio ;  Ciucinnati,  Ohio;  Dubaqae.Iowa; 
Eaatport,  Maine ;  Erie,  Pennsylvania ;  Georgetown,  District  of  Colum- 
bia; Gloucester,  Massachusetts;  Key  West,  Florida;  Milwaukee,  Wis- 
consin ;  New  Orleans,  Louisiana;  Norfolk,  Virginia;  New  Haven,  Con- 
■  necticnt;  Newark,  New  Jersey;  Newport,  Bhode  Island;  Oswego,  New 
York;  Portsmouth,  New  Hampshire;  Pensacola,  Florida;  Pittsburg, 
Pennsylvania;  Plattsburg,  New  York ;  Providence,  Khode  Island;  San 
Francisco,  California;  St,  Ixiuis,  Missouri,  and  Wheeling,  West  Virginia; 
the  coort-nonses at  Baltimore^  Maryland;  Boston,  Massachnsetts;  India- 
napolis, Indiana;  Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania,  and  Batland,  Vermont ; 
the  marine  hospitals  at  Chelsea,  Massachusetts;  Oerelaud,  Ohio;  Fort- 
land,  Maine,  and  St.  Louis,  Missouri;  oiPthe  appraisers'  stores  at  San 
Francisco,  California  j  the  branch  mint  at  Charlotte,  North  Carolina, 
and  the  sub-treaanry  in  New  York  City. 

The  business  of  the  post  office  at  Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania,  having 
iuereased  to  an  extent  that  rendered  it  impossible  to  transact  it  without 
increased  aeeommodatious,  an  addition  was  made  to  the  building  that 
will  probably  answer  all  demands  for  a  few  years ;  but  as  the  business 
is  steadily  iucreasiog  and  the  building  is  not  flre-proof,  and  is  small  for 
a  city  of  the  magnitude  of  Philadelphia,  it  will  soon  become  necessary 
to  erect  a  suitable  fire-proof  building  for  the  use  of  the  Post  Office  De- 
partment. 

An  appropriation  was  also  made  for  the  extension  and  remodeling  of 
the  post  office  at  Baltimore,  Maryland.  Plans  have  been  prepared  there- 
for, but  as  it  is  doubtful  if  the  relief  thus  afforded  would  be  more  than 
temporary,  operations  have  been  suspended  pending  further  investiga- 
tion. I  would  strongly  recommend  tliat  authority  be  granted  for  the 
purchase  of  the  Mercbanta'  Bank,  which  is  a  part  of  the  custom-hoase 
and  i)ost  office  building,  its  being  in  private  hands,  greatly  impairs  the 
value  of  the  government  property,  and  is  required  for  the  proper  accom- 
modation of  the  sob- treasury,  created  by  the  act  approved  June  15, 1870. 

The  custom-house  and  post  office  building  at  Chicago,  Illinois,  was 
considered,  when  completed,  out  of  the  city,  entirely  too  large  for  the 
present  or  prospective  wants  of  the  government,  and  extravagant  in 
cost  and  construction ;  yet,  though  twelve  years  have  scarcely  elapsed,  it 
is  now  in  the  heart  of  the  business  portion,  overcrowded  and  too  small  to 
accommodate  all  branches  of  the  i)ublic  service  in  that  city,  and  when 
compared  with  the  ornate  buildings  that  sunxiund  it,  a  plain  and  anas- 
suming  structure.  During  the  past  year  the  side- walks  surrounding  the 
building  have  been  excavated,  and  the  heating  and  plumbing  apparatas 
and  the  fuel  vaults  removed  thereto,  thereby  utilizing  the  whole  base- 
ment for  the  wants  of  the  Post  Office  Department.  A  large  part  of  the 
lobby  on  the  priucipal  fioor  has  also  been  inclosed,  no  further  space 
for  the  postal  service  can  be  obtained  in  that  structure. 

I  regret  to  state  that  the  progress  of  the  wort  on  the  post  office  and 
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treasury  buildiag  at  Boston,  Massachusetts,  has  nob  eqaalled  the  ex< 
pectatioDS  of  tliis  office.  Unforesoea  and  anexpected  embarrasameDta 
have  been  met,  and  obstacles  eucountered  that  have  aerioasly  delayed 
the  progress  of  the  work,  and  could  not  have  been  anticipated.  The 
geueroua  cooperation  of  the  anthorities  of  the  city  of  Boston,  who  have 
from  the  first  grante<l  the  Department  every  facility,  rendered  the  op- 
position of  a  few  citizens  the  more  unex))ecte<I,  l^ut  which,  I  am  happy 
to  say,  has  only  resulted  in  a  temjwrary  delay.  The  contract  for  Uie 
grauite-work  of  the  bnildinp,  which  was  made  on  the  26th  day  of  Octo- 
ber, 18G9,  has  been  ratified  ander  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  Congress, 
approved  July  15,  1870,  the  material  being  furnished  by  the  Cape  Ann 
Granite  Company.  The  qnality  of  the  granite  is  unexceptionable,  and 
the  characterof  the  workmanship  cannot  be  surpassed.  The  site  of  the 
building  has,  however,  l)een  found  iuBufflcient,  and  as  the  owner  of  the 
adjoining  property  has  persistently  refused  to^ispose  of  any  portion 
except  at  exorbitant  rates,  proceedings  have  been  commenced  under 
the  statutesoftheStatcof  Massachusetts  to  condemn  the  portion  neces- 
sary to  provide  a  passage  for  the  mail  wagons,  the  balance  of  the  origi- 
nal appropriation  for  the  purchase  of  the  property  being  deemed  ample 
for  the  purpose. 

The  remarks  in  regard  to  the  progress  of  work  on  the  post  office  at 
Boston  apply  with  equal  force  to  the  post  office  building  at  Hew  York. 
The  delay  has  not,  however,  arisen  from  any  negligence  on  the  part  of 
the  Department  or  its  agents,  the  amount  of  the  available  appropriation 
being  practically  exhausted  at  present,  and  will  be  entirely  so  before 
the  meeting  of  Congress.  The  most  difficult  portion  of  the  work  has, 
however,  been  completed  in  a  highly  creditable  and  satisfactory  manner. 
The  contract  for  the  iron-work  to  the  first  floor  has  been  awarded  to 
the  ^tna  Iron  Works  of  that  city.  The  contract  for  the  granite  work, 
which  was  made  on  the  2d  day  of  September,  1SC9,  has  been  ratiliea 
under  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  Congress,  approved  July  15, 1870,  the 
material  being  fnmished  from  the  quarries  at  Dix  Island,  Maine.  The 
quality  of  the  granite  and  of  the  workmanship  is  of  the  most  superior 
character.  The  limit  fixed  by  Congress  as  the  cost  of  this  building  will, 
if  insisted  on,  necessitate  the  adoption  of  a  timber,  iustead  of  fire-proof, 
construction  above  the  main  story,  including  the  roof,  the  estimates 
having  been  again  revised,  and  compared  with  the  working  drawings, 
mostof  which,  including  those  of  the  entire  granite- work,  are  completed. 
It  is  sincerely  to  be  hop^  that  Congress  will  authorize  the  amount  neces- 
sary to  complete  iu  a  proper  and  substantial  manner  this  building,  which 
is  situated  in  the  most  conspicuous  part  of  the  great  metropolis  of  the 
nation,  and  should  be  in  every  respect  worthy  of  its  location  and  the 
Qovernment  which  it  represents.  I  believe  that  the  necessity  for  its 
completion  at  the  earliest  practicable  moment  cannot  be  overestimated, 
both  on  account  of  theconveuienceof  the  public  and  the  interests  of  the 
Government.  I  will  add  that  the  building  when  finished  will  be  the 
cheapest,  considering  the  thorough  character  of  its  construction  and  the 
magnitude  of  its  proportions,  owned  by  the  Government. 

The  improvements  in  progress  on  the  south  front  of  the  Treasurj' 
building  have  been  since  the  date  of  my  last  report  completed,  and  have 
proved  entirely  satisfactory,  the  flue  proportions  of  that  ft^nt  being  for 
the  first  time  revealed.  I  again  recommend  that  the  incougmoas  sky- 
light behind  the  portico  beremoved,  and  the  vestibule  completed  accord- 
ing to  the  original  design,  or  finished  in  the  same  manner  as  on  the 
north  front.  The  latter  plan  has  the  advantage  of  economy,  and  of 
affording  conuderable  additioniU  room,  which  is  mnch  needed.    Tba 
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exteQsioQ  of  the  main  staircase  to  tlie  npper  story  and  the  constrnctloB 
of  the  skylight  and  interior  dome  have  been  completed,  and  add  greatly 
to  the  comfort  and  appearaoce  of  the  buildiog.  The  recoustmction  of 
the  interior  of  the  northwest  comer  of  the  building,  which  has  been  a 
task  of  more  than  nsnal  difflcnlty,  is  nearly  finished,  and  will  complete 
the  interior  of  the  extension.  The  system  of  ridge  ventilation  introduced 
by  me  on  the  north  wing,  has  been  extended  to  the  remaining  portions 
of  the  building,  and  the  stairways  ventilated  on  the  same  principle. 
The  beating  apparatus  of  the  south  and  west  wings  has  been  improved 
and  thoroaghly  repaired.  Arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  re- 
moval of  the  ink-mill,  machine  and  blacksmith  shops,  &c.,  belonging 
to  the  Note  Printing  Bureau,  after  the  removal  of  which,  the  venti- 
lation of  the  building  will  be  in  good  condition,  and  the  atmosphere 
free  from  the  pestilential  odors  that  have  pervaded  it  for  so  many  years. 
The  printiug  and  engraving  departments  of  the  Kote  Printing  Bureau 
not  ODiy  occupy  the  attic,  but  have  encroached  on  the  upper  stories  of 
the  building,  of  which  they  now  occupy  a  considerable  portion.  The 
space,  however,  is  much  needed  for  other  purposes,  and  as  the  Depart- 
ment is  overcrowded,  and  its  business  will  not  probably  decrease,  I 
earnestly  recommend  the  erection  of  »  snitiible  building  for  that  imifort. 
ant  Bureau. 

£  again  desire  to  call  attention  to  the  unsightly  and  useless  drive-way 
on  the  west  front,  and  the  enormous  width  of  the  area,  which  seriously 
injures  the  symmetry  and  beauty  of  the  principal  front  of  the  building; 
and  as  there  is  a  great  deficiency  io  storage-room  for  coal,  I  earnestly 
recommend  that  an  appropriatioa  may  be  obtained  for  the  coDstraction 
of  additional  coal-vaults,  and  a  subway  for  the  removal  of  ashes,  &c., 
which  would  enable  this  blemish  to  be  remedied  at  a  moderate  expense. 
There  is  also  a  pressing  necessity  for  additional  closet  accommoda- 
tion, and  a  thorough  renovation  and  repainting  of  the  interior  of  the  en- 
tire building. 

I  venture  once  more  to  call  attention  to  the  importance  of  early  action 
in  regard  to  the  condemnation  of  a  strip  of  property  on  the  east  side  of 
Fifteenth  street,  between  New  York  and  Pennsylvania  avenues,  required 
by  the  plan  for  the  improvement  of  the  east  front  of  the  Treasury  build- 
ing, submitted  with  my  report  for  the  year  1S6S,  feeling  assured  that 
no  cheaper  or  more  satisfactory  solution  of  the  problem  presented  by 
the  unfortunate  location  of  this  magnificent  building  can  be  devised. 
Every  improvement  that  is  made  on  the  property  in  question  inereasea 
the  amount  necessary  to  carry  this  plan  into  effect,  and  I  respeetfblly 
submit  that  after  expending  the  sum  of  $0,700,000  upon  the  Treasury 
bnilding,  it  is  too  late  to  pretend  to  economize  by  leaving  it  mutilated 
and  unfinished.  The  extension  of  the  Treasury  building  was,  in  my 
opinion,  an  error,  the  old  portion  being  constructed  of  a  worthless  sand- 
stone that  would  have  perished  long  since  had  it  not  been  protected 
by  paint.  This  portion  of  the  building  is  not  only  an  unworthy  sham, 
but  is  badly  arranged,  unsuitable  for  the  wants  of  the  Department,  and 
must  sooner  or  later  be  reconstructed  to  corresiiond  with  the  magnifi- 
cence and  solidity  of  the  new  granite  extension. 

The  commission  appointed  by  the  present  Congress  to  submit  a  plau 
for  improving  and  establishing  the  grades  of  the  streets  adjoining  the 
Treasury  grounds  has  completed  its  report  for  submission  to  Congresa, 
when  it  is  hoped  that  this  important  question  may  receive  a  prompt  and 
satisfactory  solution.  lu  this  connection  I  desire  again  to  call  attention 
to  the  improvement  of  the  grounds  of  the  Executive  Mansion  on  the 
south  fronts  and  the  fllliug  of  the  north  half  of  reservation  No.  I,  or  the 
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'*  White  lot,"  which  has  be«i,  thus  far,  effeeted  without  ezpemie  to  the 
Ctovvmnent,  and  which,  when  completed,  will  remove  all  objections  to 
tiie  health  of  this  locality.  I  trast  that  the  necessary  appropriations  will 
be  made  to  enable  the  Commissioner  of  Fnblic  Baildings  and  Gronnds 
to  complete  Executive  avenae,  inclndiag  the  fencing  of  the  same,  and 
Tcntare  to  express  the  hope  that  steps  may  l>e  taken  to  improve  the 
Tarioos  reservations  between  the  Executive  Mansion  and  the  Capitol, 
which,  at  a  slight  expense,  may  be  connected  and  combined  into  a  con- 
tinnons  park,  worthy  of  the  national  capital,  and  acce^ible  to  all, 
and  affording  an  agreeable  and  convenient  means  of  commnnicatiou 
between  the  points  named, 

I  desire  to  renew  my  recommendations  that  immediate  steps  be  taken 
to  secure  a  snfficient  portion  of  the  Battery  at  New  York  for  the  use  of 
the  revenue  department  at  that  port.  The  present  custom-bonse  is  not 
well  adapted  to  the  wants  of  the  Government,  neither  can  it  be  made 
so,  already  overcrowded,  the  demand  for  additional  space  is  daily  increas- 
ing. The  accommodations  for  the  appraisers'  department,  though  prob- 
ably aa  good  as  any  that  can  be  obtained  in  the  city,  are  unsatisfactory, 
and  will  be  found  inadequate  beforethetermination  of  the  present  lease. 
The  annual  rental  has  already  been  increased  from  $32,600,  in  1864,  to 
$66,003  25,  which  is  now  paid,  while  a  large  expenditure  hae  been  made, 
in  addition,  tc  adapt  the  building  to  the  wants  of  the  Department.  1 
believe  that,  irrespective  of  the  improved  character  of  the  accommoda- 
tions tt*  be  obtained,  it  will  be  found  desirable,  as  a  mere  question  of 
economy,  to  erect  on  the  Battery  buildings  sufficient  to  accommodate 
the  T^ons  l>rancbeB  of  the  custom-house,  including  warehouses  for  tbe 
appraisers'  department,  for  unclaimed  goods,  and  for  otber  purposes; 
and  as  the  property  in  question  ia  tbe  only  unoccupied  space  of  suffi- 
cient size  in  the  city  of  New  York  that  could  be  obtained  for  the  pur- 
pose, I  cannot  too  strongly  recommend  that  the  necessary  authority  be 
obtained  from  Congress  to  enable  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  to  nego- 
tiate for  its  acquisition  by  the  Government.  The  revenue  dock,  which 
is  now  being  constructed  on  a  portion  of  the  property,  is  nearly  com- 
pleted, and  I  would  respectfully  suggest  that  before  proceeding  with  tbe 
erection  of  the  barge  office  it  would  be  desirable  to  investigate  and  decide 
the  various  questions  involved  in  the  preceding  recommendations,  which 
are  more  fully  explained  in  my  last  report,  to  which  I  respectfully  refer. 

I  have  previously  called  attention  to  the  unoccupied  ]>ortion  of  (he 
costom-house  lot  io  San  Francisco,  CaUfomia,  and  in  my  last  report  re- 
commended the  confirmation  of  the  conditional  lea«e  that  had  been  en- 
tered into  with  parties  in  that  city.  This  recommendation  was  not, 
however,  approved.  1  again  respectfully  call  attention  to  this  property, 
which  is  situated  in  the  heart  of  the  commercial  portion  of  the  city,  and 
is  in  its  present  condition  a  disgrace  to  the  government,  a  nuisance  to 
the  city,  and  a  serions  injury  to  the  adjoining  property.  It  appears  to 
Die  that  the  property  should  be  sold,  leased,  or  utilized  by  tbe  erection  of 
a  building  thereon.  The  government  is  at  present  paying  rents,  amount- 
ing to  $67,800  per  annum,  for  the  accommodation  of  the  varions  public 
offices  located  in  that  city.  The  property  is  worth  at  the  lowest  valna- 
tion  not  less  than  $100,000  in  gold  coin.  If  the  interest  on  this  sum  be 
added  to  the  amount  paid  for  the  rental  of  property  for  government 
purposes,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  sum  of  $73,800  per  annum  is  wasted 
and  paid  for  accommodations  far  inferior  to  those  which  might  be  pro- 
vided on  this  property.  I  have  previously  alluded  to  the  great  cost  of 
pile  foundations  as  a  reaaoa  for  disposing  of  this  property.  The  success 
that  baa  attended  tbe  efforts  to  obtain  a  foundation  for  the  mint  in  that 
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city  bj  the  use  of  beds  of  concrete,  leads  me  to  believe  that  piliog  may 
be  dispeosed  with  and  that  great  expense  avoided.  A  substantial  and 
well  coDBtructed  building  ot  brick  and  timber  would  probably  be  better 
adapted  to  the  location  than  of  cut  Btone  and  iron,  and  could  be  made 
comparatively  fire-proof  at  a  moderate  expense,  while  the  building  being 
isolated  from  others  by  wide  streets,  little  danger  would  exist  in  case  of 
the  destruction  of  the  surrounding  buildings. 

The  eustom-tiouse  at  Portland,  Maine,  is  now  nearly  completed,  and 
will,  it  is  believed,  prove  second  in  point  of  convenience  and  adaptation 
to  the  wants  of  tlie  Government  to  none  in  the  country.  The  wharves 
in  front  of  the  building  are  needed  as  a  landing  ior  the  reveune  boats 
and  for  passengers  arriving  from  foreign  [wrts,  and  can  now  be  obtained 
on  most  advantageous  tenns.  I  earnestly  recommend  an  appropriation 
for  their  purchase. 

I  desire  to  call  attention  to  the  unsuitable  and  insufficient  character 
of  the  customhouse,  court-honse,  and  post  office  buildings  at  Cincinnati, 
Ohio,  and  St.  Louis,  Missouri,  and  to  urge  the  importance  of  making 
appropriations  sufBcient  for  the  erection  of  suitable  buildings  in  those 
cities  at  an  early  date.  It  is  difficult  to  decide  which  is  the  worse  lighted 
and  ventilated  or  the  most  deficient  in  accomodations,  but  it  is  believed 
that  while  the  former  is  much  the  smaller  and  more  crowded  the  latter 
can  claim  precedence  in  unfitness  and  general  discomfort,  and  has  beeu 
ii^quently  presented  as  a  nuisance  by  the  grand  jury  of  the  United  States 
district  court,  which  presentmeut  has  been  fully  approved  by  th6  judges. 
An  appropriation  of  $300,000  was  made  at  the  lost  session  of  Congress  for 
tlie  commeneemeut  of  a  new  building  at  St.  Louis  and  the  preparation 
of  plans  directed.  As  the  appropriation  was  made  contingent  upon  the 
donation  to  tlie  Government  of  a  suitable  lot  the  preparation  of  the  p1an.s 
has  not  Iioen  commenced,  no  action  as  yet  baring  been  taken  by  the 
city. 

The  Government  having  been  informally  offered  one  of  the  most  valu- 
ble  and  eligible  lots  at  Hartford,  Connecticut,  by  the  anChorities  of  that 
city,  as  a  site  for  a  court-house,  post  office,  &c,,  I  strongly  recommend 
that  an  appropriatiou  be  made  for  the  erection  of  such  a  building,  and 
that  authority  be  given  the  Department  to  accept  the  proposal,  the  neces- 
sity for  a  suitable  building  in  that  city  being  urgent  and  the  offer  exceed- 
ingly liberal. 

The  temporary  roof  on  the  eustoui-honse  at  Kew  Orleans,  Louisiana, 
has  been  renewed  and  a  sun'ey  of  the  building  made  in  order  to  deter- 
mine the  best  method  of  completing  and  utilizing  that  structure,  the 
results  of  which  will  be  submitted  for  approval  at  as  early  a  date  as  pr(ic- 
ticable.  I  do  uot,  however,  believe  that  any  expenditure  thereon  would 
result  in  providing  a  suitable,  creditable,  or  convenient  building. 

Work  has  been  resumed  on  the  custom-house  at  Charleston,  South 
Carolina,  which  will  be  hastened  to  completiou  as  rapidly  as  the  nature 
of  the  work  and  the  means  at  the  disposal  of  the  office  will  permit,  and 
will  wheu  completed  be  an  ornament  to  the  city. 

An  admirable  site  for  the  building  now  iu  course  of  erectiou  at  Knox- 
ville,  Tennessee,  has  been  purchased  for  the  nominal  sum  of  Hve  thou- 
sand dollars,  the  balance  of  the  purchase  money  having  been  contributed 
by  the  citizens.  The  custom-house  lot  at  Nashville,  Tennessee,  which 
was  badly  located  and  entirely  too  small,  has  been  exchanged  for  one  of 
the  most  eligible  and  desirable  pieces  of  property  in  that  city.  A  fiao 
lot  has  been  donated  to  the  Government  at  Columbia,  South  Carolina, 
by  the  citizens  of  that  place.  The  decision  of  the  Comptroller  b»s  ren- 
dered it  impossible  to  commence  work  ou  the  building  without  further 
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legislatioD.  The  old  custom-house  lot  at  Wiscaaset,  Maiue,  has  beeu 
sold,  and  the  marine  hospital  property  at  Vicksburg,  Mississippi,  and 
Wilmington,  Korth  Carolina,  offered  for  sale  bnt  withdrawn,  no  satis- 
factory proposals  having  been  obtained.  I  would  recommend  that  au- 
thority be  obtained  for  the  sale  of  the  branch  mints  at  New  Orleans, 
Looiaiana,  Duiilonega,  Georgia,  and  Charlotte,  Xorth  Carolina,  or  the 
couversioa  of  the  latter  into  an  assay  office ;  the  old  custom-house  lot 
at  Astoria,  Oregon,  the  custom-house  lot  at  Perth  Atnboy,  New  Jersey, 
and  the  old  court-house  at  St.  Augustine,  Florida.  I  would  also  iti  this 
connection  renew  my  recommendatiou  for  the  passage  of  a  law  authoriz- 
ing, under  projwr  restrictions,  the  disposal  at  public  auction  of  property 
DO  longer  needed  by  the  Government,  believing  that  it  would  greatly 
f^M^litat«  business  and  save  mouey  to  the  troisury. 

I  desire  to  renew  my  recommendations  for  the  sale  of  the  small 
marine  hospitals,  retaining  only  those  at  the  principal  ports.  I  would 
also  strongly  recommend  the  transfer  of  Da\'id'8  Island  near  New  York 
City,  together  with  the  hospital  buildings  thereon,  and  of  Sedgwick 
hospital  near  New  Orleans,  Louisiana,  to  the  marine  hospital  establish- 
ment, they  being  no  longer  needed  for  military  purposes,  and  moat 
admirably  adapted  to  the  wants  of  the  Treasury  Department.  I  would 
^8o  renew  my  recommendation  that  authority  be  obtained  for  the 
sale  of  the  unfinished  iron  structure  known  as  the  marine  hospital  at 
New  Orleans,  Louisiana.  It  is  situated  in  an  unhealthy  and  unsuitable 
locality,  and  will  require  a  much  larger  sum  to  repair  and  complete 
than  the  value  of  a  well-arranged  and  suitably  constructed  hospital  of 
proper  size.  I  would  also  recommend  that  authority  be  granted  for  the 
sale  of  the  marine  hospital  building  at  San  Francisco,  which  was  aban- 
doned in  1867,  on  account  of  fears  for  its  stability,  and  which  is  now 
rapidly  becoming  a  ruin.  It  was  originally  constructed  of  inferior  ma- 
terials, and  has  been  much  damaged  and  neglect«d.  I  cannot  recom- 
mend the  expenditure  of  the  large  sum  that  would  be  needed  to  place  it 
in  repair,  and  believe  that  the  side  of  the  old  hospital  and  the  erectiou 
of  a  new  one  on  the  pavilion  plan,  either  on  the  premises,  or  on  one  of 
the  neighboring  reservations,  would  be  the  most  desirable  and  advan- 
tageous arrangement,  the  estimated  cost  of  a  well-built  and  commo- 
dious hospital,  on  the  plan  above  indicaked,  being  less  than  that  of  the 
repairs  needed  on  the  present  building. 

The  following  hospitals  are  now  under  lease,  viz.,  at  Louisville,  Ken- 
tucky, Mobile,  Alabama,  and  Wilmington,  North  Carolina. 

In  my  last  report  I  called  attention  to  the  delay  and  embarrassment 
caasetl  by  the  system  of  insufficient  and  partial  appropriations  for  public 
works,  which  causes  not  only  great  and  unnecessary  delay  in  their  con- 
struction, but  greatly  increases  then:  cost,  in  many  cases  more  than 
donbling  the  incidental  and  contingent  expenses.  I  would  most  respect- 
fully renew  my  .-ecommendations  that  the  estimated  cost  of  the  proposed 
building  should  be  at  once  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
Trmeory,  to  be  expended  at  his  discretion,  as  rapidly  as  the  necessities 
of  the  work  should  require.  If  this  is  deemed  undesirable,  I  rcspectfiilly 
recommend  the  repeal  of  the  provision  of  law  restricting  the  amount  of 
contracts  to  the  appropriation  on  hand.  There  can,  it  appears  to  me, 
t>e  no  valid  objection  to  authorizing  the  Department  to  enter  into  con- 
tracts not  to  exceed  the  estimated  cost  of  the  buildings,  provided  pay- 
meat  is  made  contingent  upon  appropriations  being  granted  therefor. 
This  principle  has  been  sanctioned  by  Coogi-ess  in  regard  to  the  post- 
office  bnildioga  at  New  York  and  Boston  with  good  results,  and  I  feel 
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confident  that  an  extension  of  ^e  satne  principle  to  all  poUic  works 
TTOuld  prove  most  advantageous. 

I  also  deBire  to  call  s^ieeial  attention  to  the  aaelessnesa  of  attempting 
to  economize  by  restricting  the  cost  of  work  below  the  unoont  abao- 
lutely  necessary  to  acconipliah  the  object  indicated.  Instances  are  not 
nnfreqnent  in  which  the  Department  has  been  directed  to  erect  cartaiD 
works,  but  has,  at  the  same  time,  been  prohibited  from  expending  the 
amount  necessary  to  accomplish  the  object.  The  size  and  character  of 
buildings  are  necessarily  determined  by  the  use  for  which  they  are  in- 
tended, and  the  size  and  character  in  turn  determine  the  cost.  K  the 
limit  fixed  by  law,  as  the  cost  of  the  building,  is  below  that  required 
by  the  necessities  of  the  case,  it  is  evident  that  the  limit  mast  be  ex- 
ceeded or  the  money  wasted  in  the  erection  of  a  building  worthless  for 
the  purpose  for  which  it  was  designed,  and,  coQsequeutly,  to  the  Gov- 
ernment. The  inability  of  the  Department  to  erect  buildings  for  the 
amounts  to  which  it  has  been  limited  has  been,  in  many  cases,  the  cause 
of  mnch  criticism,  but  I  would  respectfully  submit  that  it  is  scarcely 
jnst  to  hold  it  responsible  for  estimates  it  has  neither  prepared  nor  in- 
dorsed, or  to  charge  it  with  failure  because  it  has  been  anable  to  accom- 
plish impossibilities. 

The  system  of  returns,  to  which  I  called  special  attention  in  my  last 
report,  has  proved  an  absolute  check  upon  the  expenditures  on  the 
various  buildings  now  in  course  of  erection,  and  has  enabled  this  office 
to  compare  the  cost  of  the  different  items  of  work  in  the  several  loctUi- 
tics,  and  the  efficiency  of  the  various  sui>erintendents,  and  has  furnished 
an  exhibit  of  the  fluctuations  in  the  cost  of  each  branch  of  labor,  or  of 
material,  during  each  month.  It  has  also  furnished  reliable  data  for  the 
preparation  of  estimates,  which  are  now  carefully  computed  in  detail. 
It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  report  that  the  estimates  that  have  been 
prepared  in  this  office  duringthe  past  two  years  have  proved  remarkably 
accurate,  and  that,  save  in  one  or  two  exceptional  ca^es  on  the  Pacific 
coast]  where  the  cost  of  material  and  labor  has  exceeded  all  expecta- 
tions, the  cost  of  work  has  been  kept  within  their  amount.  The  result 
of  the  various  proposals  receive*!  under  advertisement  during  the  past 
year  has  also,  in  every  instance,  furnished  gratifying  evidence  of  their 
correctness. 

The  system  of  operations,  explained  in  my  former  reports,  has  been 
adhered  to  with  even  more  satisfactory  results  than  heretofore,  both  as 
regards  the  material  and  manufactured  work  furnished  under  contract, 
and  that  performed  by  days'  labor.  The  work  has  been,  in  most  easea^ 
of  the  most  superior  character,  and  in  all  good,  while  the  cost  has  been, 
«s  a  rule,  below  average  market  rates  in  the  same  locality.  At  the  same 
time,  if  it  were  possible  to  award  public  in  the  same  manner  as  private 
contracts  are  awarded,  much  labor  would  be  saved  the  Supervising 
Architect,  and  it  is  probable  that  many  other  advantages  would  be  found 
to  result  therefrom,  but  public  officers  are  virtually  compelled  to  awu^ 
contracts  to  the  lowest  bidder,  irrespective  of  his  character  or  reputa- 
tion, even  though  they  may  know  that  he  is  dishonest  or  incompetent, 
or  attempting  to  obtain  the  work  at  an  iiiadeqaate  price  as  a  basis  for 
a  subsequent  claim  against  the  Government.  The  result  is,  of  course, 
disastrous,  while  the  bonds  filed  are  practically  worthless  to  the  Gov- 
ernment from  the  difficulty  of  enforcing  them.  Bonds  are  unnecessary 
in  contracting  with  honorable  and  responsibfe  men,  and  utterly  worth- 
less as  a  protection  against  rogues  and  shysters,  thus  plaoiug  the  boneat^ 
bona  fide  bidder  at  the  mercy  of  the  dishonest  and  irresponsible  one. 

I  desire  to  call  special  attention  to  the  system  adopted  for  the  supply 
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of  granite-work  for  the  post  offices  at  Boston  and  New  York,  by  which 
the  contractor  is  allowed  a  stated  percentage  on  the  cost  of  the  work, 
Trhich  is  performed  nnder  the  immediate  supervision  of  a  duly  author- 
ized agent  of  the  Department.  The  advantages  of  this  system  may  be 
briefiy  stated  as  follows,  namely,  the  work  being  performed  nnder  the 
direction  and  ]>eraonal  Bnpervision  of  an  agent  of  the  Government,  there 
is  no  opxKirtnnity  for  fraud,  and  there  being  a  fixed  and  eqnitable  profit 
allowed,  there  is  little  or  no  temptation  tlrerefor,  and  no  indncement  to 
furnish  an  inferior  quality  of  work,  or  to  delay  the  fulfillment  of  the  con- 
tract. The  interests  of  the  Oovemment  and  the  contractor  are  made  as 
nearly  identical  as  possible,  both  being  interested  jn  having  good  and 
satisfactory  work  done,  and  in  having  it  completed  aa  rapidly  as  possi- 
ble. The  operations  of  this  system,  where  tested,  have  been  most  satis- 
factory, and,  in  my  opinion,  it  is  the  most  eqnitable  one  that  has  been 
devised. 

I  again  call  attention  to  the  necessity  for  an  appropriation  for  the  pay 
of  janitors  for  the  various  public  buildings  under  the  supervision  of  this 
Department,  there  being  at  present  no  law  under  which  they  can  be  ap- 
pointed or  paid.  Many  of  the  most  valuable  buildings  are  occupied  by 
oBQcers  of  various  Departments,  and,  in  the  absence  of  a  duly-appointed 
guardian,  are  exposed  to  depredations  and  injury,  and  are  virtually  at 
the  mercy  of  any  evil-disposed  person.  This  has  been  remedied  ae  far 
as  the  power  of  the  Department  will  permit  by  the  designatioD  of  one 
of  the  officers  as  custodian,  but  as  this  appoictment  is  purely  honorary, 
and  carries  with  it  neither  ■compensation  nor  authority  to  employ  any 
one  to  protect  or  clean  the  building,  much  valuable  property  is  destroyed 
or  defaced.  It  appears  to  me  that  public  property  should  receive  at 
least  as  much  care  as  would  be  bestowed  on  private,  and  I  am  unable 
to  Bee  any  economy  in  neglect. 

The  small  appropriations  granted  for  repairs  and  preservation  of 
public  buildings  have  not  enabled  the  Department  to  keep  them  in 
proper  condition.  Most  of  the  buildings  erected  prior  to  the  war  were 
defective  in  construction,  and  consequently  have  needed  extensive  re- 
pairs, and,  in  many  cases,  entire  remwleling,  including  the  reconstruc- 
tion of  important  portions  of  the  work.  The  buildings  in  the  Southern 
States  were,  without  exception,  so  seriously  injured  during  the  war 
that  large  expenditures  were  indispensable  for  their  preservation.  A 
large  number  of  bnildings,  including  many  of  the  most  importaut, 
are  now  much  in  need  of  repairs,  and,  with  few  exceptions,  the  necessity 
for  painting  and  renovation  is  pressing.  I  do  not  think  the  amount  esti- 
mated for  the  next  fiscal  year  can  be  reduced  with  due  regard  to  the 
protection  of  the  Government  property,  and  is  but  two-thirds  of  one  per 
cent,  on  the  value  of  the  buildings ;  but  I  believe  if  they  are  once  placed 
in  thorough  and  complete  repair,  they  can  be  maintained  in  suitable 
condition  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  one-half  of  the  above  percentage. 

I  also  desire  to  urge  the  importance  of  more  liberal  appropriations  for 
furniture.  Few  buildings  now  owned  by  the  Government  are  properly 
or  even  decently  furnished — in  many  cases  a  few  rickety  chairs  and 
tables  being  the  sole  representatives  of  the  extravagance  that  is  sup- 
posed by  many  persons  to  pervade  this  branch  of  the  Government  ei- 
l>enditares.  Experience  has  demonstrated  the  utter  uselessness  of  sup- 
plying cheap  and  temporary  articles ;  and  that  the  only  judicious  plan 
is  the  furnishing  of  all  buildings  in  a  proper  manner  with  the  necessary 
unmber  and  kind  of  plain,  substantial,  and  suitable  articles,  and  then 
holding  officers  for  whose  nse  they  are  designated  to  a  rigid  accounta- 
bility for  their  proper  preservation. 
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Id  tixia  conaeGtion  I  desire  most  earnestly  to  recommend  that  the 
practice  of  coovertiog  public  buildlDgs  iuto  establishmeDts  for  the 
accommodatioQ  of  retail  venders  of  peanuts,  apples,  and  other  similar 
commodities,  be  prohibited  by  law.  The  vestibules  and  approaches  of 
many  of  our  buildings  are,  at  present,  disfigured,  and  the  public  incom- 
moded, by  the  stalls  that  benefit  uo  one  but  the  owners.  I  am  at  a  loss 
to  see  why  one  citizen  lias  not  as  good  a  right  to  carry  on  bis  private 
business  in  a  public  building  as  another,  or  why  certain  favored  persons 
should  enjoy  a  monopoly  of  these  stands. 

Mo3b  of  the  buildings  under  charge  of  this  office  wore  erected  at  a 
time  when  the  subject  of  heating  and  ventilation  received  little  atten- 
tion; a  matter  now' recognized  as  of  vital  importance,  and  an  tndiapeu- 
sable  requisite  iu  a  public  edifice.  These  buildings  were,  with  few  ex- 
ceptions, heated  with  furnaces  of  antiquated  construction  that  have  beea 
abandoDed  as  worthless,  necessitating  the  introduction  of  suitable  appa- 
ratus, which  is  being  done  as  rapidly  as  the  means  at  the  disposal  of  the 
Department  will  permit. 

The  system  of  providing  fuel,  light,  and  water  for  each  building  from 
one  general  appropriation  has  proved  as  advantageous  as  was  antici- 
pated, and  has  resulted  in  considerable  saving  to  the  Government,  be- 
sides systematizing  the  expenditures  under  the  proper  head.  The  esti- 
mates submitted  will,  with  proper  economy,  prove  sufficient  for  the 
pur[>ose. 

In  conclusion  1  desire  to  say  that,  in  the  preparation  of  the  estimate:^ 
accompanying  this  report,  in  the  preparation  of  designs,  and  in  the  ex- 
ecution of  the  work  performed  under  my  supervision,  I  have  endeavored 
to  couform  strictly  to  your  instructions  to  reduce  all  estimates  and  ex- 
penditures to  the  lowest  amount  consistent  with  the  necessities  of  the 
Goverument  and  the  requirements  of  good  and  permanent  construction. 
I  also  wish  to  express  my  gratification  at  the  cordial  support  and  assist- 
ance I  have  received,  and  to  return  my  sincere  thanks  therefor,

WORK  OF  THE  BUREAU. 

Owing  to  the  peculiar  and  varied  character  of  the  work  performed  in 
the  Bureau,  it  is  impossible  to  furnish  a  tabular  exhibit  which  shall 
indicate  its  nature  and  extent. 

Examination. — In  the  division  of  examination,  for  example,  the  follow- 
ing work  was  performed:

The  above  figures  give,  however,  a  very  inadequate  conception  of  the 
critical  and  elaborate  examination  of  the  various  monthly  and  quarterly 
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retnms  from  the  several  cnstom-bonses,  or  of  the  variety  of  work  of  a 
mi-tcellaneiHi^  character  accoiuplisbed  iu  that  di\isioD. 

VotapilatioH. — Tlie  same  remark  is  applioahle  to  the  other  dirisions, 
esjieciuily  to  those  in  which  tbe  clerks  are  eugaged  in  the  compilation 
of  the  stutiiitics  of  commerce,  a  labor  which,  ia  addition  to  the  prepara- 
tion of  stHtementfl  for  members  of  Congress  and  others,  cannot  be  fully 
expressed  b.T  figiireu. 

Immigration. — ^The  influx  of  alien  passengers,  who  intend  to  make  this 
country  their  future  home,  has  been  deemed  of  sach  \-itaI  interest  to  our 
materiul  prositerity,  that  the  collection  and  digest  of  tbe  statistics  of 
immigration  hare  been  assigned  to  and  constitute  the  principal  part  of 
the  duties  of  one  division.  Mut'h  eaiehas  been  exercised  to  obtain  and 
publish  accurate  statements  of  the  age,  sex,  nationality,  occupation,  &c., 
of  immigrauts.  Systematic  inquiries  instituted  during  the  year  have 
revealetl  the  fact  that  large  numbers  come  across  tbe  Canadian  frontier, 
eitber  directly  from  the  Britisb  Provinces,  or  tbrough  them  from  Europe-, 
of  which  movement  previous  I'eports  have  fumisbed  uo  aecuunt ;  and  it 
is  to  be  regretted  that  the  condition  of  much  of  the  northern  frontier,  as 
to  facility  of  crossing,  and  also  as  to  the  absence  of  means  and  regulations 
for  the  proper  registrj'  of  [tersons  entering  our  territory,  is  such,  that 
full  and  trnstwortby  returns  are  at  jiresent  impracticable. 

Emigration. — The  imiwrtance  of  securing  statistics  of  the  depart^ure 
of  emigrants  from  this  country  htis  also  been  recognized,  and  si>ecial 
efforts  have  been^  made  to  render  them  as  complete  as  possible  iu  the 
total  absence  of  compulsory  legislation  on  tbe  subject. 

A'titnberinfi  reitxeU,  tonnage,  iSic. — Agreeably  to  tbe  requiremeute  of  the 
act  of  July  28, 18(11),  the  second  annual  statement  of  "vessels  registered, 
enrolled,  and  licensed  under  tbe  laws  of  the  United  States,  designating 
the  class,  name,  tonnage,  and  pla<re  of  registry,"  as  well  as  the  ofticiai 
number  and  signal  letters  awarded  to  each  vessel,  was  prepared,  and 
C,OU0  copies  published.  The  officers  of  customs,  the  commanders  of 
United  states  war  vessels,  and  the  largest  merchant  vessels  engaged  in 
the  foreign  trade,  as  well  as  the  principal  ship-owners,  have  beeu  sup- 
]>lied  with  it.  A  supplement  has  also  bi'en  published,  completing  the 
record  to  April  22, 1870.  A  similar  statement,  showing  the  merchant 
vessels  of  the  United  States  up  to  June  30, 18T0,  has  beeu  compiled,  and 
will  shortly  be  sent  to  press. 

As  iu  other  depart nieitts  of  inquiry,  accuracy  and  completeness  have 
beeu  the  first  considerations.  UifMculties  iu  obtaining  prompt  and 
accurate  returns  from  the  various  collectors  and  surveyors  of  customs 
have,  by  ]>ersist«uce,  been  surmounted,  so  that  the  Bureau  is  now  able 
to  publish  the  condition  of  our  merchant  marine  with  confidence  as  to 
its  correctness. 

A  table  exhibiring  the  number  of  vessels  and  amount  of  tonnage 
belonging  to  the  several  customs  districts  of  tlie  United  States  on  the 
3(»tb  of  June,  ]8i0,  geographically  classified,  is  flpi>ended  to  this  re[>ort. 
The  tonnage  of  the  country  was  in  the  aggregate  ^,946,150  tons,  show- 
ing a  net  Increase  over  that  at  the  close  of  tbe  preceding  fiscal  year  of 
only  201,831  tons. 

Publications. — The  monthly  reports  of  this  Bureau  have,  daring  the 
past  year,  been  regularly  pul)tislied,  and  at  the  earliest  date  possible 
alter  the  receipt  of  the  returns.  As  they  have  been  widely  distributed, 
it  is  unnec!ess!uy  to  append  to  this  report  the  statements  which  they 
contain  relative  to  the  trade  of  the  country. 

The  publication  of  the  annual  re|K)rt  of  Commerce  and  Navigation  has 
usually  beeu  nmuy  mouths  delayed,  owing  in  part  to  the  time  required 
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to  correct,  by  correspondence  with  the  distant  cnetomhouses,  the  many 
erroneous  returns,  and  the  i;reat  labor  necesHary  to  compile  the  numer- 
ous Btiitements,  and  in  part  to  tli(«  preasnre  at  this  period  of  the  year  of 
other  official  work  at  the  office  of  the  Congressional  Printer.  Unusual 
efforts  have,  however,  been  made,  and  are  makiDg,  to  have  the  volnme 
for  the  fiscal  year  1870  "submitted  to  Congress  in  a  printed  form  on  the 
Ist  of  J)eeember,"  io  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  act  nnder 
which  the  Bureau  was  established. 

In  this  connection,  the  undersigned  calls  attention  to  the  increased  full- 
ness and  accuracy  of  all  the  publications  of  the  Bureau.  While  it  has  been 
bis  aim  to  make  the  pablished  statements  absolutely  correct,  it  is  grati- 
fying to  know  that  the  improvement  exhibited  in  the  closer  approach  to 
accuracy  has  been  recognized  and  acknowledged. 

IHfficulty  of  obtaining  accurate  gtatiatics. — Considerable  difficulty  has 
been  experienced  in  obtaining  from  collectors  of  customs  full  and  accu- 
rate data  relative  to  our  foreign  commerce;  an  experience  which  is  not 
surprising,  when  we  consider  the  vast  extent  of  our  seacoast,  the  num- 
ber of  small  custom-houses,  and  the  fact  that  the  utility  aad  aim  of  sta- 
tistical inquiries  are  far  from  l>eiiig  generally  appreciateil  ot  understood. 

The  values  of  articles  which  pay  aid  valorem  duties,  and  the  qvantitiai 
of  those  which  are  charged  with  specific  imposts,  have  been  given  with 
approximate  accuracy.  But  to  supply  the  Bureau  with  the  true  values 
of  both  ad  valorems  and  specifics,  with  the  quantities,  and  above  all  with 
the  correct  values  of  the  articles  exported,  was  a  service  which  many 
custom-bouse  officers  not  only  in  small  or  remote  ports,  but  in  some  of 
our  largest  cities,  regarded  as  alike  unnecessary  and  impracticable.  The 
task  of  insisting  upon  such  returns,  and  of  iuipressing  the  officers  with 
a  conviction  of  their  importance  for  legislative  and  other  statistical  pur- 
poses, has  been  no  light  one.  Although  the  result  of  the  efforts  made 
in  this  direction  has  not  beeu  all  that  could  be  desired,  yet  a  decided 
and  most  encouraging  improvement  has  taken  place. 

DSEFULNB33  OF  THE  BUEEAU  FOR  LEQISLATIVE  AND  OTHEE  PUBP0SE8. 

During  the  last  session  of  Congress  the  services  of  tbe  Bureau  were 
called  into  requisition  to  an  unusual  extent,  and  ita  usefulness  recognized 
by  members  of  both  Houses  of  the  National  Legislature. 

While  the  periodical  statements  of  the  trade  of  the  country  given  in 
the  published  monthly  reports  of  the  Bureau  afforded  reliable  data  for 
legislative  purposes,  those  of  a.  miscellaueous  character  have  also  fur- 
nished a  vaiiety  of  iuformatioii  of  great  value.  The  tariffs  of  foreign 
countries,  translated  and  published  in  comi>arisoD  with  each  other  and 
witb  theratesof  dutyin  the  United  States,  tbe  statements  of  tbe  popula- 
tiou>  agriculture,  commerce,  manufacturing  and  mining  industry,  cost  of 
labor  and  of  subsistence,  of  the  railways,  telegraphs,  postal  facilities,  &c-, 
of  the  states  of  theOld  World,  as  well  as  of  our  own  trade  with  Canada, 
Mexico,  South  America,  tbe  West  India  Islands,  &c.,  have  from  time  to 
time  been  published,  ^d  in  many  instances  at  so  early  a  date  as  to  an- 
ticipate the  demands  of  Congress  and  the  public,  and  to  prove  of  practi- 
cal utUity  as  a  basis  and  guide  to  legislation. 

CONSULAR  REPORTS. 

The  reports  of  our  ministers  and  consuls  abroad  are  carefully  exara* 
ined,  and  such  information  as  appears  to  be  of  value  to  the  commercial 
community  selected  for  and  published  in  the  monthly  reports  of  tbe  . 
Bureau. 
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These  consular  reports  frequently  afford  information  of  frreat  practical 
Taliie,  not  merely  to  the  mercantile  claasof  tlie  coininauity,  but  to  the 
public  Ht  lurge.  Altliongh  some  of  the  foreign  representativejs  of  our 
Ooveriimcnt  obtain,  aud  systematically  fumisli,  early  and  valuable  in- 
telli^cence.  yet,  it  is  to  be  regretted  tliat  the  custom  of  making  such 
com  III  unicat ions  to  tiie  Treasury  Department  is  not  general,  and  that 
our  consular  body  in  this  resi>ect  is  behind  those  of  the  leading  com- 
merciiil  uations  of  Europe. 

While  it  is  gratifying  to  l>e  able  to  select  for  publication  from  the  very 
complete  reports  maile  to  the  British  (iovernnieut  by  it«  enterprising 
Tepreseiitati\'es  in  other  countries,  it  is  a  source  of  cliagrin  that  our 
Go%'enimeiit  has  not  contributed  its  full  quota  of  iufM'mation  of  the 
cliaract'er  desired.  Yet,  the  ho|)e  iH  iudulged  that  at  no  distant  day  the 
commercial  reportij  of  our  legations  and  consuls  will  regularly  supply 
full  aii<l  trustworthy  iuformation  of  the  countries  to  which  they  are 
accredited. 

INDUSTRUI.  HTATI8T1C3. 

In  the  report  of  ni.v  immediate  predecessor  allusion  was  made  to  the 
fact  that  the  act  establishing  the  Bureau  required  the  otBcer  in  charge 
"  to  collect,  digest,  and  arrange  for  the  use  of  Congress,  statistics  of  the 
manufactures  of  the  United  Slates,  their  localities,  sources  of  raw  mate- 
rials, markets,  exchanges  with  the  producing  regions  of  the  country 
trans[)Ortiition  of  products,  wages,  and  such  other  conditions  as  are  found 
to  affect  their  pros[)eiity."  With  the  explanation,  therein  given  by  Mr. 
Walker,  of  the  obstacles  which  prevented  the  accomplishment  of  the 
■work  above  specified,  obstacles  which  still  continue,  I  folly  concur. 

As  the  publication  of  the  census  returns  of  the  products  of  industry, 
givingin  detail  aud  with  approximate  ac(;uracy  most  of  the  information 
indicated  in  the  clause  just  quoted,  may  beexjiected  during  the  ensuing 
year,  it  is  deemed  inexpedient  to  make  extraonlinary  efforts  to  obtain  ac 
this  time  returns  of  like  character,  bnt  which  must  necessarily  be  incom- 
plete. As,  however,  the  subject  possesses  great  and  increasing  impor- 
tance it  Bhonld  not  be  lost  sight  of,  but  in  the  succeeding  years  of  this 
decade  the  earnest  and  persistent  efforts  of  the  Biireau  should  be  directed 
to  obtaining  and  publishing  trustworthy  intbrmation  in  regard  to  the  ex- 
tent and  condition  of  our  manufacturing  industry. 

In  anew  and  sparsely  settled  country  like  ours  the  practical  utility  of 
the  statistics  of  manufactures  and  mining  ia  obvious.  Taken  at  regular 
annual  intervals,  they  would  show  the  growth  of  these  industries,  and 
would  also  afford  the  means  of  testing  aud  measuring  the  influence  of 
the  different  circumstances  and  conditions  in  promoting  or  retarding 
such  gi-owtb.  The  extent  of  each  branch,  the  number  of  persons  ^ldi■ 
rectly  as  well  as  directly  supported  by  it,  its  relative  condition  as  to  local- 
ity, and  its  development  in  different  sections  of  the  country,  itsinduence  ou 
agriculture  and  on  commerce :  these,  and  other  facts,  if  i>enodically  placed 
before  legislators  and  the  public,  would  not  only  tfford  data  for  an  intel- 
ligent estimate  of  the  value  of  each  industry  to  the  nation,  but  would 
indicate  with  tolerable  clearness  the  measures  required  to  furnish  the 
conditions  of  general  prosperity. 

During  the  continuance  of  the  excise  tax  upon  manufactures,  it  waa 
easy  Co  deduce  from  the  receipts  of  revenue  the  values  of  the  various 
products — a  source  of  information  which  has  been  cut  off  by  the  aboli- 
tion of  the  trtx.  It  is,  however,  worthy  of  inquiry  whether  returns 
similar  to  those  formerly  made  by  the  assessors  should  not  still  be  re- 
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qnirei]  for  statistical  pnrpoRes  simply,  and  whether  the  niachiiipry  of 
the  Internal  Bwveune  Bureau,  with  its  trained  and  intetlifcviit  officers, 
might  not  be  advantageously  employed  in  thA  accompliHhnient  of  the 
desired  object.  The  labor  thus  imposed  would,  it  is  obviouH,  be  mtich 
lighter  than  when  the  facts  weie  reqnirtd  lor  piitpofes  cii  tiixalicn. 
Aa  the  trne  object  of  the  inquiry  would  be  known,  and  as  annoying 
details  might  be  dispensed  with,  the  information  desired  coald,  in  gen- 
eral, be  obtaini>d  with  great  completeness  and  accuracy. 

As  compared  with  the  other  great  interests,  agricnltn'rc  and  commerce, 
manufacturing  industry  has  not  received  tliat  attention,  from  a  statis- 
tical point  of  view,  which  it«  importance  demanded.  While  agriculture 
has  been  deemed  worthy  of  the  creation  of  a  special  department  to 
mark  it^  progress  and  make  known  its  condition,  and  while  commerce ' 
ha»,  from  the  earliest  period,  been  maile  the  subject  of  statistical  record, 
employing  now,  besides  others  in  the  Treasury  Department,  the  princi- 
pal part  of  the  force  of  tbis  Burejiu  in  obtaining,  examitiing,  and  com- 
piling statistics  in  relation  to  it,  manufacturing  industry,  it  is  respect- 
fully submitted,  has  not  received  that  share  of  careful  cousideration  to 
which  it  is  justly  entitled. 

TEANSPOETATION. 

One  of  the  objects  contemplated  in  the  legislation  previously  referred 
to  possesses  great  interest,  viz.,  that  relative  to  the  tran3])ortation  of 
products,  to  attain  which,  extraordinary  efforts  should  be  made.  It  is 
particuliirty  im{>ortant  that  the  movement  of  the  crops  toward  the  sea- 
board, and  of  merchandise  to  the  interior,  whether  by  rail  or  by  canal, 
lake,  and  river,  should  be  ascertained  and  made  public  All  the  infor- 
mation as  yet  obtained  on  tbis  subject  relates  to  the  movements  of  com- 
merce on  the  northern  lakes,  and  on  the  canals  of  the  State  of  New  York, 
together  with  such  reports  of  transportation  over  railroads  as  their  di- 
rectors choose  to  publish.  In  the  absence  of  compulsory  legislation  in 
this  direction,  earnest  efforts  will  be  made  ta  obtain,  from  the  officers  of 
the  great  lines  of  railway,  annnal  statements  of  the  movement  of  pro- 
duce and  merchandise  over  those  lines. 

COST  OF  LABOE  MfD  SUBSISTENCE. 

The  single  word  "  wages"  in  the  paragraph  already  quoted  opens  into 
a  wide  field  of  inquiry.  The  subject  indicated  has  engaged  the  thought- 
ful consideration  of  the  ablest  statesmen  and  economists  of  the  age,  and 
is  now  occojjying  the  attention  of  the  more  progressive  governments 
of  Europe.  Impressed  with  its  importance,  and  at  the  suggestion  of  the 
then  Special  Commissioner  of  the  Rievenue,  the  undersigned,  about  a  year 
ago,  prepared  and  transmitted  to  the  proprietors  or  superintendents  of 
mills  and  factories,  and  to  the  assessors  of  internal  revenue,  cir- 
cnlara,  making  inquiries  as  to  the  rates  paid  in  different  parts  of  the 
country,  for  factory,  farm,  and  mechanical  labor.  To  giiide  in  forming 
an  intelligent  estimate  of  the  purchasing  power  of  wages  in  different 
localities  inquiries  were  also  instituted  as  to  the  cost  of  provisions,  gro- 
ceries, and  other  leading  articles  of  consumption.  From  the  replies 
obtained  in  response  to  these  circulars  received  from  every  part  of  the 
country,  tables  have  been  compiled  showing  the  rates  of  wages  paid  in 
the  re8i)ective  years  1861  and  1869:  I,  for  factory;  II,  for  mechanical; 
and  III,  for  farm  labor ;  also  IV,  giving  the  prices  of  leading  articles  of 
subsistence  and  domestic  use,  lu  each  State  and  Territory,  during  the 
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same  years.  These  tables  vere  printed  at  the  instance  of  tlie  Special 
Commissioner,  and  oue  thousand  additional  copies  ordered  by  the  Ba- 
reau  for  distribution.  Tlie  great  demand  for  this  pamphlet — a  dumaDd 
beyond  my  ability  to  8upi)ly — indicates  the  almost  universal  interest 
felt  00  tlie  subject.  Xo  le»s  tbau  five  thousand  copies  were  requested 
for  distribution  in  England,  by  the  Ameiican  Emigration  Agency  in  Lon- 
don, but  owing  t«  the  limited  numberprinted,  only  fifty  were  forn-arded. 
In  acknowledging  the  receipt  the  agent  states  that  his  efforts  were  di- 
rected to  sending  to  the  United  States  the  best  mechanics,  artizans, 
small  farmers,  laborers,  &c.,  among  which  class  there  is  nxturally  a 
strong  desire  for  accurate  information  as  a  preliminary  to  emigration. 
In  view  of  the  benefits  which  may  confidently  be  espe<;ted  from  a  dif- 
fusion of  such  statistics  some  action  by  our  (Joverumeut  would  seem  to 
be  necessary. 

IMUIGSATION. 

Intimately  connected,  as  it  is,  with  the  foregoing  subject,  and  of  even 
wider  im[iortance,  immigration  demands  thoughtful  consideration.  In 
a  country  like  ours,  possessing  rich  and  undeveloped  resources,  ren- 
dere<l  available  by  the  progress  of  internal  improvements,  the  sdvent  of 
intelligent  labor  has,  in  general,  been  conlially  welcomed.  The  value 
of  this  addition  to  our  material  wealth  has  never  been  more  highly 
prizeil  than  during  the  last  two  de<!ades.  To  the  influx  of  skilled  and 
common  labor  is  due  in  no  inconsiderable  measure  the  unexampled  de- 
velopment of  the  northwestern  aud  Pacific  States. 

Since  the  termination  of  the  war  the  fertile  lauds  of  the  South,  here- 
tofore under  a  system  of  servile  labor  but  partially  cultivated,  present 
extraordinary  inducements  for  immigration.  At  the  present  time  in  the 
north  western,  southern,  and  Pacific  States,  there  exists  a  demand  for  com- 
mon, snd,  to  a  more  limited  extent,  for  skilled  labor,  never  before  equal  led. 

With  a  view  of  affording  to  the  immigrant  such  trustworthy  informa- 
tion in  regard  to  the  several  States  as  would  guide  him  in  making  an 
intelligent  choice  of  a  home,  the  undersifnietl  prepared  and  forwarded 
to  the  assessors  of  internal  revenue  in  all  the  States  west  aud  south  of 
Pennsylvania  the  following  circular :

Beplies  to  the  above  qneetions  from  the  assistant  assessors  in  nearly 
every  part  of  the  western,  southern,  and  Pavilic  States,  and  the  Terri- 
tories, hare  been  received,  and  the  data  classified  and  compiled,  em- 
bodying an  amount  of  information  in  regard  to  the  advantages  offered 
to  immigrants,  by  each  State  and  Territory,  which,  in  fullness  and  ac- 
ooracy,  has  not  before  been  attained. 

These  compilations  are  now  undergoing  revision,  and  will,  in  connec- 
tion with  tables  showing  the  cost  of  labor  in  the  several  States  corrected 
to  October,  1870,  be  submitted  in  a  special  report- 
In  conclusion,  the  undersigned  takes  jtleasure  in  bearing  testimony 
to  the  ability,  industry,  and  efficiency  of  the  ofiiceis,  clerks,  (both  male 
and  female,)  and  other  employes  of  this  Bureau.

SUPERINTENDENT  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES  COAST  SURVEY. 


Coast  Stjbtet  Office, 
WMkinffton,  September  30, 1870. 

Sir:  I  have  tlie  liouor  to  present  au  abstract  of  tbe  field  and  office 
operations  conducted  during  tlie  present  year  with  the  means  appro- 
priated for  the  prosecution  of  the  survey  of  the  Atlantic,  Oulf,  and 
Pacific  coasts  of  the  0nited  States.  The  field  parties  are  yet  engaged 
in  their  respective  sites  of  work,  but  will  be  transferred  to  continue  the 
survey  of  the  sonthern  scctlona  of  the  coast  when  the  season  is  some- 
what further  advanced.  Final  statements  will  then  be  due,  together 
with  tbe  topographical  and  hydrographic  sheets  resulting  from  tbe  work 
of  the  year.  Tbe  following  is  a  brief  recapitulation  of  what  will  be 
given  in  detail  iu  my  report  on  the  progress  made  during  the  surveying 
year  which  terminates  at  the  end  of  Octflber : 

The  work  of  tbe  year  has  included  tbe  topography  of  tbe  shores  and 
the  hydrography  of  Moose-a-bec  Heach,  on  the  coast  of  Maine ;  trian- 
gnlation  for  the  survey  of  Southwest  Harbor,  {Mount  Desert  Island;) 
extension  of  tbe  hydrography  at  the  entrance  to  Penobscot  Bay;  topog- 
raphy of  the  Fox  Islands,  of  tbe  vicinity  of  the  Muscle  Ridge  Channel, 
and  that  of  islands  iu  Penobscot  Bay,  near  Camdeu ;  plane-table  work 
and  soundings  in  tbe  Kennebec  River,  near  Gardiner ;  coast  topography 
near  Biddeford,  Maine ;  tbe  survey  of  Lake  Champlain  is  now  in  prog- 
ress, and  soundings  have  been  commenced  in  its  waters;  supplemen- 
tary eouudiugs  have  been  made  between  Portland  Harbor  and  Cape 
Ann,  and  inshore  soundings  on  the  west  side  of  Cape  Cod  Bay;  tiie 
longitude  of  Duxbury,  Massachusetts,  has  been  determined  relative  to 
Brest,  in  France,  by  telegraphic  operations  through  the  French  Atlantic 
cable ;  and  topography  done  this  year  nearly  completes  the  detailed  sur- 
vey of  tbe  shores  of  Narragausett  Bay.  The  triaugulation  stations  in 
tbe  vicinity  of  New  Haven  Harbor  have  been  examined;  special  obser- 
vations have  been  made  of  tides  and  currents  iu  New  York  Harbor,  and 
tbe  iwsitions  of  buoys  and  sea^marks  have  been  verified  for  the  en- 
graved charts.  Sontii  of  New  York  the  operations  include  triangulation 
near  Mount  Holly ;  coast  topography  near  Atlantic  City ;  the  main  tri- 
angulation along  the  Blue  Ridge  south  of  Washington ;  shoreline  survey 
and  soundings  of  the  estuaries  on  tbe  east  side  of  Chesapeake  Bay,  and 
of  tbe  outer  coast  of  Virginia,  north  of  Cape  Charles,  developing  in  that 
vicinity  the  Broadwater ;  triangulation  of  the  James  Biver;  oflf-sbore 
hydrography  northward  of  Cape  Hatteras :  triangulation,  toxography, 
and  hydrography  in  Pamplico  Sound ;  hydrographic  resurvey  of  the 
channels  of  Cape  Fear  River,  North  Carolina;  examination  of  the  sta- 
tion marks  along  the  coast  of  South  Carolina,  north  of  Charleston; 
topography  between  Broad  River  and  Savannah  River,  defining  May 
River  and  Wright's  River;  extension  of  the  primary  trlangnlanon  oi 
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this  sectioD  to  Saraimah,  Georgia ;  topography  of  St.  Andrew's  Sound ; 
hydrography  abreast  of  Cumberland  Island,  Georgia ;  the  soonding  of 
North  Kiver  and  Matanzas  Elver,  northward  aiid  soathward  of  St. 
Augustine  Harbor,  Florida ;  topography  of  keys  in  Chatham  Bay,  and 
soundings  in  tbeir  vicinity  i  hydrography  of  the  Gulf  of  Mexico  off  the 
Marquesas,  and  of  the  quicksanda  between  the  Marquesas  and  the  Tor- 
tnga« ;  triangulation  and  shoreline  survey  of  St.  Andrew's  Bay  and  its 
branches,  including  St  Andrew's  Sound  on  the  western  side  of  Florida; 
soundings  completing  the  hydrography  of  Lake  Borgne,  Louisiana ;  tii- 
angulation  on  the  north  side  of  laie  an  Breton  Sound,  and  triangulatioa 
and  topography,  east  and  west  from  Fort  St.  PhiUp,  of  the  banks  of  the 
Mississippi  Kiver. 

The  work  now  in  progress  on  the  western  coast  comprises  the  follow- 
ing operations :  Determinations  of  the  latitude,  azimuth,  and  maguetio 
elements  at  three  principal  stations  on  the  Santa  Barbara  Channel,  coast 
of  California,  and  difference  of  longitude  between  San  Francisco  and  the 
lighthouse  on  Point  Arena;  coast  topography  between  Santa  Barbara 
and  Point  Concepcion,  and  between  San  Pedro  and  Point  Duma ;  special 
examination  of  the  tides  and  currents  of  San  Francisco  Bay ;  azimuth, 
triangulation,  and  topography  in  the  vicinity  of  Point  Arena ;  reconnais- 
sance and  topography  of  Humboldt  Bay.  and  special  examiuation  of 
changes  in  shore-line  at  the  mouth  of  Eel  Biver ;  shore-line  survey  from 
Bed  Bluffto  Eureka;  azimuth  near  Crescent  City,  and  topography  north 
from  Point  St.  George;  plane-table  survey  of  the  north  shore  of  the 
Columbia  River,  Oregon;  completion  of  the  topography  of  Port  Dis- 
covery and  Washington  Harbor,  and  their  connection  with  New  Don- 
geness  Eock ;  plane-table  survey  of  Blnnt's  Island  and  of  the  shore  from 
Admiralty  Head  to  Deception  Pass. 

The  parties  on  the  western  coast  are  yet  actively  engaged  in  the  field, 
and  their  final  reports  have  not  come  in.  My  visit  to  San  Francisco 
in  July  last  afforded  ample  evidence  of  the  excellent  condition  of  the 
work  on  the  western  coast,  considering  the  means  allotted  for  its  pros- 
ecution. 

The  operations  of  the  Coast  Survey  OfBce,  embracing  the  computation 
of  observations,  the  drawing,  engraving,  and  pnblication  of  maps  and 
charts,  have  kept  pace  with  the  field- work;  eight  new  charts  have  "been 
published,  and  twenty-three  others  have  been  advanced  by  adding  the 
additional  results  of  the  previous  season's  field-work.  Eleven  new  charts 
have  been  commenced,  and  fifty-nine  in  all  have  been  worked  upon.  Of 
the  various  engraved  charts  twelve  thousand  copies  have  been  printed 
and  ten  thousand  four  hundred  issued.  Seventy-two  manuscript  maps 
have  been  copied  or  traced  for  various  departments  of  the  public  serv- 
ice. Tide  tables  for  the  ports  of  the  United  States  for  1871  have  been 
com^ted  and  published,  and  a  new  edition,  revised  and  illustrated,  of 
The  Pilot  for  the  Pacific  Coast  has  been  issued.

Sir  :  By  yonr  directioo,  the  following  rex'ort  of  the  operations  of  ttuB 
boanl  daring  the  last  year  is  reai>ectfully  submitted : 

The  detailed  statemeDts  under  the  heads  of  the  respective  districts, 
hased  mainly  upon  the  annual  reports  of  the  engineers  and  inspectors, 
embrace  the  work  which  has  been  done ;  that  which  bas  beeu  laid 
out  for  the  current  year;  and  the  present  condition  of  all  the  aids 
to  navigation,  with  such  remarks  and  recommendations  in  regard  to 
improvement  of  existing  and  the  establishment  of  such  new  aids  aa 
seem  to  require  the  attention  of  Congress  at  this  time. 

The  light-houses,  and  light- vessels,  (so  far  as  the  exhibition  of  efficient 
lights  is  concerned.)  are,  it  is  believed,  equal  to  any  in  the  world,  and 
those  beacons  and  buoys  actually  in  position  are  efficient  day-toarks  to 
guide  clear  of  the  obstnictions  for  which  they  were  established.  For 
those  light-stations  at  which  extensive  repairs  and  reuovatious  are 
needed,  special  appropriations  are  recommended.  The  annual  estimates 
submitted  for  the  Ascal  year  ending  June  30, 187^,  show  a  small  aggre- 
gate increase  over  those  of  the  last  year,  but  not  in  excess  of  the  aggre- 
gate increase  in  the  number  of  new  aids  established  and  authorize  to 
be  established  during  the  present  year. 

A  large  number  of  additional  aids  to  navigation  have  been  authorized, 
which  have  been  established  during  the  present  or  win  be  completed 
during  the  next  fiscal  year,  which  must  be  provided  with  keepers  and 
supplies,  &c.  For  the  last  two  years  the  appropriations  for  the  supjiort 
of  the  light-house  service  have  been  considerably  less  than  the  detailed 
estimates  submitted  by  the  board,  and  for  the  current  year  the  difter- 
enee  was  89!),104,  to  which  add  the  sura  of  $99,214,  which  reverted  to 
the  treasury  under  the  operations  of  the  fifth  section  of  the  act  of  July 
V2y  IS 7 0,  making  appropriations  "  for  legislative,  executive,  &c,  expenses 
of  the  Government  for  the  year  ending  June  30, 1871,"  givingan  aggregate 
snm  (within  a  few  dollars)  of  $200,000,  wliich  is,  so  far  as  calculations 
could  be  relied  upon,  and  independently  of  the  thousand  casualties  aris- 
ing out  of  freshets,  storms,  running  ice,  &c.,  to  which  this  service  is 
daily  liable,  a  clear  deficit  of  necessary  funds,  although  not  such  in 
the  legislative  sense,  inasmuch  aa  no  indebtedness  has  been,  or  will  be, 
incurred  for  which  ample  funds  have  not  been  previously  provided. 
With  the  balances  of  last  year's  appropriation,  it  was  expected,  as  soon 
as  tjie  appropriations  for  the  current  fiscal  year  were  made,  to  be  able  to 
provide  a  number  of  spare  baoys  to  replace  the  many  large  and  expens- 
ive ones  which  have  been  lost  during  the  last  two  or  three  years;  to 
repair  vessels  greatly  needing  attention  at  this  time ;  and  to  put  such 
li^t-statioDB  as  are  sofferlng  for  want  of  repairs  at  this  time  in  good 
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order.  To  bave  used  these  eapposed  available  balances  before  the  pas- 
sage of  the  appropriation,  (July  15,. 1870,  for  the  eosuing  year,)  would 
have  left  the  board  without  available  meaQS  to  meet  any  demand,  how- 
ever pressing  and  importaot,  which  might  have  been  made  iu  the  interim, 
I  on  account  of  accidents  or  storma.  It  has  always  been  the  custom  of 
this  office,  in  preparing  the  annual  estimates  for  supporting  the  existing 
and  authorized  aids  to  navigation,  to  make  as  close  a  calculation  of  items, 
quantities,  aud  prices,  as  the  information  at  command  would  allow,  and 
to  endeavor  to  so  manage  the  disbursements  as  at  all  times  to  have  ample 
funds  available  to  supply  any  losses  and  repair  any  damage,  however 
seriona,  to  which  this  service  is  so  peculiarly  liable  during  the  winter 
months.  The  estimates  for  special  objects  are  io  many  cases  simply 
reappropriationa  of  funds  for  aathorized  aids,  which  have  reverted  to 
the  treasury  under  the  act  of  July  12, 1870,  aud  in  others,  for  objects 
of  sufficient  importance  to  juatity'  their  being  brought  to  the  notice  of 
Congress. 

Over  one  million  of  dollars  reverted  to  tbe  treasury  under  the  operation 
of  the  fifth  and  sixth  sections  of  the  act  of  July  12, 18T0,  on  account  of 
appropriations /or  special  objects.  Many  of  these  sums  were  for  light- 
honses  on  new  sit«s,  which  had  to  be  purchasml,  titles  approved  by  the 
Attorney  General,  and  cession  of  jurisdiction  granted  by  the  legislatures 
of  the  States  in  which  tliey  were  to  be  placed,  before  the  work  could  be 
commenced ;  others  whose  completion  was  delayed  for  want  of  time  by 
the  breaking  out  of  epidemic  diseases,  or  the  inability  to  carry  on  work 
during  certain  months  of  the  year,  on  those  parts  of  the  coast  where 
they  were  authorized  to  be  established. 

Light-house  works  of  construction  cannot  be  carried  on  safely  and 
economically  north  of  Chesapeake  Bay  during  the  wint«r  months,  nor  can 
they  beeconomically  carried  on,  on  the  southern  coast,  during  the  months 
when  epidemics  almost  always  prevail,  more  or  less  sever^y.  Besides 
these  drawbacks  and  difficulties,  these  works,  from  their  greatly  exposed 
positions  on  the  sell  or  lake  coast,  require  not  only  to  be  built  of  the 
best  and  most  durable  materials  that  can  be  procured,  but  those  mate- 
rials ought  not  to  be  put  together  too  hurriedly,  and  hence,  as  a  rule, 
the  large  and  expensive  structures  require  a  much  longer  time  than  one 
year  to  commence  and  complete  them  properly. 

Under  the  act  of  March  3, 1795,  all  special  appropriations  for  light- 
houses ran  two  years  until  July  25,  1848,  when  the  following  joint  reso- 
lution was  passed :

certain  ligbt-boiisea,  and  for  other  pnrpoBes,"  until  two  years  after  the  Qnit  nieetill); 
of  the  legislature  of  those  States  in  irluch  said  light-houBee  are  to  be  located. 

Approved  July  aS,  1848. 

And  a  similar  proviso  has  been  attached  to  many  subsequent  appro- 
priation bills,  among  which  may  be  cited  those  of  March  3,  1849,  March 
3, 1851,  August  31, 1862,  and  March  3, 1853.  It  is  resjjectfully  submitted 
that  a  simitar  clause  ought  to  be  attached  to  future  appropriations  for 
lighthouse  works,  and  made  retroactive  so  far  as  to  embrace  those  ap- 
propriations contfuned  In  the  bill  for  light-honses  approved  July  15, 
1870. 
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It  not  Qn&eqaently  bappeiis,  that  approprifttioos  are  made  in  the 
absence  of  estimates  fh>m  this  board,  or  information  as  to  the  real  re- 
qoirements,  and  iu  saoh  cases  frequently  a  second  appropriation  is 
asked  for  before  commencing  the  work.  In  cases  of  this  sort,  it  api)ears 
that  it  will  be  necessary  hereafter  to  add  the  words,  in  all  cases  of  addi- 
tional appropriation  for  any  object^  ^Hn  addition  to  former  appropriationa 
or  balances,^  to  render  the'former  ones  available. 

Last  year  an  estimate  was  submitted  for  completing  the  lig:bt-hou8e 
at  Bace  Bock,  Long  Island  Sonnd,  of  $110,000,  (for  which  190,000  had 
previously  been  made,)  but  concluding,  from  new  developments  at  the 
locality,  that  so  large  a  sum  would  not  be  needed  for  that  work  during 
the  year,  (and  if  at  all,  not  for  some  time  after,)  the  Uommittee  on  Appro- 
priations was  requested  to  reduce  the  estimate  to  $10,000,  which  was 
done;  but  as  the  words  "in  addition  to  former  appropriations"  were 
omitted,  the  sum  of  $90,000  fwhich  amount'  only  could  be  of  any  nse 
economically  during  the  working  season  in  carrying  on  the  works)  was 
unavailable  after  June  30,  and  ttie  approi)riation  of  $10,000,  made  July 
15, 1870,  only  could  be  used,  and  the  work  was  practically  arrested  for  the 
year.  tTnless  balances  of  appropriations  are  made  available  lor  continu- 
ing authorized  works  to  completion,  whfth  cannot  be  safely  and  econom- 
ically carried  on  during  the  sommer  season  at  the  South  and  the  winter 
season  at  the  North,  and  allowed  to  be  expended  daring  the  succeeding 
fiscal  year,  the  efforts  to  complete  works  in  too  short  a  time  may  result 
in  the  introduction  of  bad  materials,  slovenly  work,  and  higher  prices 
paid  for  both  than  a  true  economy  and  the  interests  of  the  public  ser- 
vice wotrtd  justify. 

The  following  changes  in  the  members  of  the  board  have  been  made 
since  the  date  of  the  last  annual  report :  Brevet  Mf^or  General  Bi<ihaFd 
Delafleld,  Brigadier  general  of  engineers,  and  Brevet  Brigadier  Gene- 
ral Hartniaii  Bache,  colonel  of  engineers,  retired  flrom  the  board,  Febru- 
ary, 21, 1870,  and  were  succeeded  by  Brevet  Major  General  A.  A.  Hum- 
phreys, Chief  of  Engineers,  and  Brevet  Major  General  J.  G.  Barnard, 
colonel  of  engineers.  Brevet  Brigadier  General  O.  M,  Poe,  major  of 
engineers,  wa«  relieved  April  12, 1870,  by  Major  George  H.  Elliot,  Corps 
of  Engineers. 

The  board  has  to  deplore  the  loss  by  death  of  two  of  the  engineer  offi- 
cers of  the  Army  in  charge  of  ligbt-house  works,  while  in  the  midst  of 
their  arduous  labors,  during  the  past  year.  Brevet  Major  George  Bur- 
roughs, Corps  of  Engineers,  incharge  of  light-house  works  in  the  sixth 
district,  died  suddenly  at  Charleston,  South  Carolina,  January  23, 1870, 
and  Brevet  Brigadier  General  C.  B.  Beese,  rat^or  of  engineers,  in  charge 
of  light-house  works  in  the  eighth  district,  died  of  yellow  fever  at  Mobile, 
Alabama,  September  32,  1870. 

While  the  board  recognizes  the  great  value  of  the  services  of  both  of 
these  otBcers,  who  had  a  short  time  previous  to  their  deaths  entered 
upon  light-huu^e  duties  assigned  to  them  by  the  War  I>epurtment,  it  is 
especially  due  to  the  memory  of  tbe  late  General  Bi-cse  to  bear  testi- 
mony to  the  great  zeal,  energy,  and  ability  whicli  lie  imariably  dis- 
played in  the  performance  of  his  duties,  and  in  his  intercourse  with  this 
ofHce.

The  following  oambers,  which  precede  the  names  of  stations,  coiree- 
pond  with  those  of  the  "  Light-House  List  of  the  Atlantic,  Golf,  and 
Pacific  Coasts  of  the  United  States,"  issuetl  January  1,  1870. 

8.  Petit  Menan,  co<ut  of  Maine. — At  this  light  station  a  steam  fog  sig- 
nal has  been  provided  and  placed  during  the  last  year.  A  cistern  has 
beeu  built  and  a  well  dug  to  supply  the  necessary  fresh  water  for  the 
use  of  the  keepers  and  for  niimiDg  the  fog-signal  engine. 

Prospect  Harbor,  Maine. — The  light  at  this  old  station  was  reexhib- 
ited  during  the  last  year,  to  ftrve  as  a  guide  to  the  harbor  of  refage 
whii;h  it  marks.  The  tower,  lantern,  and  kee^ter's  dwelling  were  thor- 
oughly renovateil  and  repaired  and  the  necessary  out-buildings  erected. 
A  new  leus  apparatus  was  provided  and  the  light  exhibited,  for  the  ben- 
efit of  mariners,  on  the  night  of  May  15,  ISTU. 

Burnt-Coat  Harbor,  iSicaii'ii  Island,  coast  of  Maine, — An  estimate  oi 
$10,0UU  has  been  submitted  in  the  annual  estimates  for  the  next  fiscal 
year,  for  the  establishment  of  two  small  lights  to  mark  the  approach  to, 
and  servo  as  a  range  for  entering  this  important  harbor  of  refuge  at 
night,  when  threateoed  with  such  weather  as  to  make  it  uecessarj-  to 
seek  a  safe  anchorage.  This  harbor  is  commodious  and  safe,  and  is 
distant  36  miles  &om  the  nearest  place  of  safe  anchorage  on  that  coast. 

20.  Matinicus  Rock,  off  Penobscot  Bay,  Maine. — A  steam  fog  signal 
has  beeu  provided  for  and  plaeed  at  this  light  station  during  the  last 
year.  A  cistern  and  well  for  supplying  the  necessary  fresh  water  have 
also  been  provided. 

21.  White  Head,  entrance  to  Penobscot  Bag,  Maine, — A  steam  fog  signal 
has  been  provided  for  and  placed  at  this  station  during  the  last  year, 
and  the  necessary  cistern  built  and  well  dug  to  provide  fresh  water  for 
the  use  of  the  station. 

30.  Manhei^an  Island,  coast  of  Maine. — A  fog  signal,  with  a  six-inch 
Ericsson  engine  and  a  ten-inch  Daboll  trumpet,  has  been  placed  on 
Manana  Island,  half  a  mile  to  the  westward  of  the  light-house  tower 
at  tills  place  during  the  last  year,  to  take  the  place  of  the  fogheU  at 
that  place. 

36.  Heguin  Island,  off  the  mouth  of  the  Kennebec  Siver,  Maine. — The 
work  preparatory  to  the  establishment  of  the  steam  fog  signal  at  this 
important  outlying  light  station  was  begun  last  year,  and  a  well  dug,  tor 
providing  the  necesaary  water  for  the  engine. 

Halfway  Sock,  in  the  Atlantic,  off  Casco  Bay,  Maine. — The  appropriation 
bill  for  the  lighthouse  Ber\-ice,  approved  March  3, 1869,  contained  an 
appropriation  of  $50,000  for  the  establishment  of  a  light  on  this  rock 
lying  in  the  arc  of  the  outer  approaches  to  Portland  Harbor,  Maine, 
and  to  vessels  passing  along  that  dangerous  coast.  The  site  is  isolated, 
and  consequently  the  lauding  of  materials  and  the  employment  of  laborers 
were  necessarily  more  than  ordinarily  diEQcult  and  expensive.  The 
tower  will  be  of  granite,  the  masonry  of  which  was  nearly  completed, 
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v-heD  the  balance  ot  the  appropriation,  which  was  ample  for  all  parposen 
connected  with  the  station,  reverted  to  the  treasury  uader  the  oi>eratioQ 
of  the  fifth  and  sixth  sections  of  the  act  of  July  12,  1870,  and  thereby 
making  it  necessary  to  discharge  the  mechanics  and  await  a  reappro- 
priatioo  of  funds  thus  turned  into  the  treasury-,  before  the  work  can  be 
completed  and  the  light  exhibited.  Although  the  sudden  abandonment 
of  the  work,  and  materials  which  had  been  collected  for  completing  it, 
will  be  attended  with  loss,  aa  the  quarters  for  the  workmen  and  other 
accessories  of  constraction  will  be  swept  off  by  the  waves  which  cover 
the  rock  in  the  storms  of  winter,  yet  it  is  believed  the  whole  may  be  com- 
pleted within  the  original  estimate  and  appropriation. 

37.  Cape  Elizabeth,  eoaat  of  Maine. — The  westerly  tower  of  the  two, 
at  this  light  station,  was  bndt  in  1828  of  rubble  stone,  and  is  now  in 
soch  a  state  as  to  render  it  necessary  to  rebuild  it  in  a  better  manner, 
for  which  an  estimate  has  been  submitted  in  the  niinaal  estimates.  The 
station  is  one  of  the  most  important  on  the  eastern  coast,  serving  the 
double  purpose  of  a  sea-coast  light  station,  and  as  a  mark  for  the  eutrauce 
into  Caaco  Bay  and  to  Portland  Harbor. 

43.  Wkat^s  Back,  entrance  to  Portsmouth  Harbor,  New  Hampshire.— 
The  granite  pier  erected  in  1829  on  which  the  light-house  tower  now 
stands  had  become  so  much  injured  by  the  heavy  seas,  to  which  it  is 
constantly  exposed,  that  Congress,  by  act  of  15th  of  July,  1870,  granted 
an  appropriation  of  $70,000  for  a  new  tower,  which  will  be  placed  on 
the  reef  near  the  old  pier.  The  position  is  one  of  the  most  difficult  to 
work  upon  on  the  coast,  as  the  rock  is  covered  by  the  waves  except  at 
low  water  and  is  exposed  to  the  full  force  of  the  Atlantic.  Tlie  new 
sftrncture  will  be  a  masonry  tower,  solid  to  a  height  of  20  feet  above  low- 
water  mark,  and  the  blocks  of  granite  which  will  form  a  facing  for  the 
interior  mass  of  concrete  will  t^  tied  together  by  dovetail  joints,  as  is 
nsual  in  similar  sea  structures.  The  diameter  of  the  tower  at  the  bas^. 
will  be  27  feet,  and  height  of  focal  plane  above  the  sea  will  be  08  feet. 
The  surface  of  the  rock  is  now  being  prepared  for  the  foundation,  but 
as  the  work  can  only  be  carried  on  at  low  water,  the  progress  is  neces- 
sarily slow,  so  that  it  is  not  expected  to  finish  the  structure  within  the 
fiscal  year,  and  it  is  therefore  recommended  that  the  balance  of  the 
appropriation  remaining  on  hand  on  the  30th  of  June,  1871,  may  be 
made  available  for  finishing  the  work, 

44.  Portsmouth  Harbor,  New  Hampshire. — The  keeper's  dwelling  re- 
quires to  be  rebuilt  at  this  tight  station,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $2,000, 
which  has  been  submitted  with  the  annual  estimates.

Tlie  steam  tender  Iris  is  a  small  tug ;  needs  extensive  repairs,  and  is 
too  small  for  effective  service  iu  the  fall  or  whiter  and  spring,  on  that 
Iwisterous  and  dangerous  coast. 

Tbe  small  schooner  Wave  is  used  for  transporting  materials  and  small 
working  i>arties  for  making  repairs  at  light-stations  daring  tbe  working 
season. 

The  large  number  of  ligbt-houaes,  day  beacons,  spindles,  and  buoys  in 
this  district,  embiacing  the  entire  .sea  coast  and  interior  navigable  waters 
of  Maine,  and  the  annually  increasing  nnml>er  authorized  by  Congress, 
as  dangers  on  that  coast  are  developed  and  accurately  defined  by  the 
siin-ey  now  in  progress,  it  bas  become  a  matter  of  conshierable 
importance  in  regard  to  economy  and  efficiency  of  the  same  that  a  small 
steam  tender  be  providetl,  and  for  which  an  estimate  bas  been  submitted 
in  the  auonal  estimates.  The  winter  storms  and  spring  freshets  are 
always  more  or  less  damaging  to  all  the  aids  in  this  district,  and  as  there 
are  but  few  that  can  be  reiiched  by  public  couveyance,  even  in  the  snm- 
mer  mouths,  for  ordinary  repair  or  for  those  caused  by  casualt)',  it  is 
almost  indispensable  that  the  engineer  should  have  a  vessel  with  whii;b 
to  dispatch  labor  and  materials  to  any  point  needing  them  at  all  times

47,  Setcburyport,  mouth  of  the  Merrimac  Biver,  Massachusetts. — This 
light  station  was  first  established  in  1790,  and  the  beacon-light,  de8)gne<l 
to  serve  as  a  range  for  ent«ring  the  harbor,  (or  for  reaching  a  safe 
anchorage  at  night,)  was  erected  in  1810.  The  tower  of  the  main  light 
is  a  low,  octagonal,  wooden  structure,  with  a  fifth-order  leas  apparatus 
in  the  lantern.  The  beacon,  the  position  of  which  was  chauged  during 
the  last  year,  rendered  necessary  by  the  change  in  the  direction  of  the 
channel,  must  necessarily  be  so  constructed  as  to  allow  it  to  be  moved 
from  one  side  to  another,  in  front  of  the  main  light,  as  changes  take 
place  on  the  bar  aud  iu  the  out«r  chatineL 

Newburyport  is  a  place  of  sufKcient  importance  to  justify  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  more  powerful  light  than  the  present  one,  and  the  erection 
of  buJldiugs  of  better  materials  than  wood.  The  frequent  and  very 
marked  changes  in  the  shoreline,  bar,  and  channels  by  the  heavy  win- 
ter storms  and  gales  have  prevented  the  formation  of  any  very  definite 
plans  for  improving  this  light  station;  but  new  buildings  must  be 
erected  at  no  very  distant  day,  when  a  more  powerful  light  will  be  sub- 
stituted for  the  present  harbor  light. 

52.  Cape  Ann,  on  Thatcher's  Island,  off  Cape  Ann,  Matsachusetta. — A 
fog-signal  has  been  la  operation  at  this  important  outlying  light  station 
since  1861.  One  of  greater  power  has  been  placed  there  duriug  the  last 
year;  and,  in  consideration  of  the  vast  number  of  vessels  which  pass 
that  point  daily  and  nightly,  and  the  great  necessity  for  marking  it 
during  fogs  and  thick  weather^  a  duplicate  steam  fog  signal  should  be 
kept  there  at  all  times,  so  that  in  case  one  gets  out  of  order  (as  all  steam 
macbioer)'  is  very  liable  to  do)  the  other  will  be  in  readiness  for  sound- 
ing ita  blasts. 

55.  Baker's  IsUind,  entrance  to  Salem  Harbor,  Massachusetts. — Efforts 
have  been  made  during  several  years  past  to  render  the  ratige-Iine, 
designetl  to  be  formed  by  the  main  and  beacon  lights  at  that  station, 
more  marked  than  it  is;  so  that  the  outljing  rocks  and  reefs,  outside  of 
which  this  line  was  originally  designed  to  pass,  might  not  be  a  terror  to 
navigators  passing  along  that  part  of  the  coast  Tbe  beacon-light  was 
originally  placed  (1797)  only  40  feet  from  the  main  light,,  a  distance 
entirely  too  short  to  make  a  well-defined  range  line  to  guide  clear  of  the 
southeast  breakers,  the  chief  object  iu  having  two  lights.  The  character 
of  the  ground  belonging  to  the  United  States,  aud  the  ownership  of  the 
land  adjoiutng  the  light-house  site  being  in  a  person  unwilling  to  sell, 
have  prevented  the  desired  change  of  increasing  the  distance  between 
the  two  lights.  It  is  honied  that  at  no  distant  day  the  serious  defect  in 
this  light  station  may  be  remedied. 

Salem  Harbor,  Massachusetts. — An  appropriation  was  made  at  the  last 
session  of  Congress  (July  15, 1870)  for  the  establishment  of  three  lights 
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to  marie  the  main  channel  leading  into  this  anchorage,  with  the  view  to 
its  becoming  a  harbor  of  refiige  which  may  be  safely  entered  at  any 
lame.  Negotiations  for  the  purchase  of  the  proper  sites  hare  been  in 
progress  since  the  adjonrnment  of  Congress,  and  the  works  will  be  oom- 
menced  as  soon  aa  the  titles  are  perfected  and  approved  by  the  Attor- 
ney General  in  conformity  to  law. 

Dvxbury  Reef,  entrance  to  tite  harbors  of  Duxbury,  Plymouth,  and  King- 
(ton,  MasBocktuettK. — An  appropriation  of  tl7,931  was  made  at  the  last 
session  of  Congress  (Jnly  15,  1870)  for  the  erection  of  a  lightrhouse  on 
this  point.  An  examination  of  the  reef  has  been  made  by  means  of 
borings,  and  plans  have  been  adopted  for  the  site. 

The  structure  will  bea  tower  25  feet  in  diameter  at  the  base,  with  a  height 
of  60  feet  focal  plane.  It  will  be  founded  in  two  feet  of  water  at  low  tide, 
and  wilt  be  of  concrete,  face<l  with  iron.  The  run  of  ice  is  very  severe 
from  Plymouth  Harbor,  and  to  resist  it,  and  the  heavy  seas  by  which  it 
will  be  assailed,  the  tower  will  be  built  in  one  solid  mass  to  a  height  of 
15  feet  above  the  wator.  It  is  espected  that  the  entu-e  work  will  be 
completed  by  the  end  of  the  current  fiscal  year. 

62.  Plymouth,  "  The  Gurnet,"  entrance  to  Plymouth  Harbor,  Maasachu- 
setta. — The  beacoudight  at  this  station  was  placed  originally  (the  sta- 
tions established  in  1769)  too  close  to  the  main  light  to  serve  the  par- 
pose  effectually  as  designed,  viz.,  "to  serve  aa  a  range  to  clear  Brown's 
Bank."  Eflbrts  have  been  made  to  reme<ly  this  defect,  but  owing  to  the 
character  of  the  ground,  and  difficulty  of  obtaining  a  site  for  extending 
the  distance,  this  defect  cannot  easily  be  remedied  until  new  structures 
are  built,  which  must  be  done  at  no  distant  day,  as  the  present  buildings 
are  merely  wooden  ones. 

66.  Billingsgate  Island,  entrance  to  Welljleet  Bay,  Massackvaetta. — 
During  the  month  of  March  last  the  sea  broke  through  the  beach  on  the 
northwesterly  point  of  the  island  and  flooded  a  part  of  the  light-house 
lot,  but  there  has  been  no  recurrence,  and  no  immediate  danger  to  the 
structure  is  apprehended. 

80.  Kantucket  Beacon,  Nantucket  Harbor,  MaMochuaetta. — This  beacon, 
originally  established  on  the  southerly  side  of  the  harbor,  prior  to  1861,  to 
serve  as  a  range  with  Brant  Point  light-house  for  entering  the  harbor 
at  night,  was  reestablished  and  relighted  December  1, 1869,  on  the  north 
side  of  the  light-house,  and  remov^  to  its  original  site  April  20, 1870. 
A  dwelling  for  the  keeper  of  this  lights  is  required,  and  will  be  built  as 
soon  as  a  site  can  be  purchased  and  valid  title  obtained. 

86.  Cape  Poge,  Martha's  Viiieyard  Island,  Maaaachmetta.—^piH  and 
continued  encroachment  by  the  sea  on  this  ^te  made  it  necessary  to 
purchase  more  land,  adjoining  that  of  the  present  one,  so  that  the  buUd- 
ings  may  be  removed  to  a  safe  distance  liiom  the  brink  of  the  diminish- 
ing bluff  bank.  The  purchase  has  been  completed,  and  the  land  can  be 
paid  for  and  possession  taken  of  it  so  soon  as  the  legislature  of  the  State 
passes  the  usual  act  of  cession  of  jurisdictiou,  and  which  it  is  expected 
wilt  be  done  at  its  next  session. 

92.  Tarpaulin  Cove,  Naushon  Island,  Magaachusetts. — It  having  been 
represented  that,  possibly,  the  fixed  light  at  this  station  might  be  mis- 
ti^eu  for  some  other  light  of  the  same  kind,  a  fixed  light,  varied  by 
flashes  every  half  minute,  was  sabstituted  in  Aprfl  last,  thereby  giving 
increased  power,  as  well  as  a  more  marked  distinction,  to  the  station. 

A  severe  gale,  in  September  1869,  did  much  damage  along  the  sea- 
coasts  in  this  district.

— Snrveya  have  been  made,  bnt  plans  not 
completed  at  Bnuit  Point,  Cliff  Beacons,  Great  Point,  Sankaty  Head, 
and  Naoaett. 

Plans  have  been  completed  frofn  last  year's  surveys  of  Tpswicb,  Boston, 
and  .XarroTS,  Ptymontfa,  Sandy  Neck,  Long  I^and  Head,  Billingsgate 
Island,  .Cai)e  Poge,  West  Chop,  Long  Point,  Race  Point,  C^>e  Cod 
Highlands,  and  Nobeqne  Point,  the  latter  including  Wood's  Hole  Light- 
vessel  and  Bnoy  Depot. 

All  the  beacons  in  the  following  list  are  in  good  condition,  unless 
otherwise  stated : 

1.  Old  Cock,  Bujizard'a  Bay. — Iron  spindle  36  feet  high,  with  open 
work  cage  at  top. 

2.  Bgg'  lalattd,  Bazzard^s  Bay. — A  granite  cone,  with  iron  spindle, 
having  vane  at  top. 

3.  Range  beacon  »«  Fair  Haven,  Fort  Point,  Bwaard's  Bay. — A  boiler 
iron  triangalar  pyramid,  40  feet  bigb. 

i.  Cormorant  Rocks,  to  the  aoutkKard  of  the  entrance  of  Mattapoitetl 
Harbor,  Buzzard's  Bay. — An  Iron  spindle  li6  feet  high,  with  cage  at  top. 

5.  Lotte  Rocks. — Iron  spindle,  with  cage  on  top,  marks  northeast 
entrance  to  Wood's  Hole,  Massachusetts. 

6.  Collier's  Ledge,  to  marie  the  entranoe  to  Centerville  Harbor,  Vineyard 
Sound. — A  granite  base,  with  iron  spindle,  having  at  the  top  a  ball  and 
vane. 

7.  Oreat  Rock. — Iron  spindle  bearing  a  cage  at  a  height  of  26  feet 
It  marks  the  edge  of  the  flats  making  off  to  the  west  of  Point  Gammon, 
Vineyanl  Sound. 

8.  Eaat  end  of  breakwater. — A  wooden  spindle,  having  at  top  four  arms 
and  a  cask.  Ea.st  end  of  Hyannis  breakwater  requires  repair  of  day 
mark. 

0.  Sunken  Pier. — A  wooden  spindle,  with  cask  on  top,  ou  northeast 
part  of  Baes  River  Bar. 

10.  Spindle  Rock. — An  iron  spindle,  with  cask  mi  top,  marks  a  rock 
awash  at  high  water,  at  entrance  to  Edgartown  Harbor. 

11.  Billingsgate  Shoal,  old  site. — A  pyramidal  open-work  timber  beacon, 
12  fi>et  square  at  base,  15  feet  high,  with  mast  tiaving  15  feet  additional 
height;  and  day  mark  formed  of  slats  crossing  at  right  angles,  is  in  pro- 
cess of  erection,  to  be  known  as  old  site. 

12.  Bgg  Island  Rock. — A  wooden  spindle,  with  cask  at  top,  entrance 
to  Welltleet  Uarbor. 

13.  Buxbury  Beacon. — Granite,  square,  surmounted  by  a  granite  poet, 
i  feet  high,  jiainted  red.  Out  of  repair;  will  not  bo  required  after  com- 
pletion of  light-house  on  Duxbury  Keef. 

14.  Breakwater  Beacon. — Square,  open-work  granite,  with  wooden 
upiudle  surmoanted  by  a  cage;  all  painted  black.    Requires  new  spindle 
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13,  Hogshead  B3acon. — An  iron  spindle  with  prong  cask  on  one  arm; 
3U(1  basket  on  the  other. 

16.  Korth  Beacon. — Iron  spindle  with  two  rounds,  one  above  the  other, 
and  at  right  angles,  is  placed  on  the  point  of  the  flats  at  entrance  to 
Scitnate  Harbor. 

17.  South  Beacon. — Iron  spindle  with  two  lozenges,  one  above  the  other, 
and  at  right  angles,  stands  on  point  of  shoal  at  entrance  to  Scitnate 
Harbor. 

18.  Lowloner. — On  Londoner  fiock,  off  Thatcher's  Island  (Cape  Ann) 
is  an  iron  spindle  4^  feet  high,  with  an  octagonal  cage  on  top. 

19.  Point  Alderton. — A  square  granite  pyramid,  surmounted  by  a  black 
cone  of  stone;  it  is  placed  on  the  shoal  which  makes  out  from  Point 
Alderton,  about  200  feet  from  the  shore  at  low  tide. 

20.  False  Spit. — Granite  base,  with  iron  spindle  and  square  cage. 

21.  Spit  Seacfm. — Square  granit*  pyramid. 

32.  Jvir'a  Slate. — Large,  square,  granite  base,  with  octagonal  pyramid. 

33.  Great  Fau^  Ba?-.— -Sqnare  granite  base,  and  granite  cone,  M'itli 
iron  spindle  and  cage  on  top. 

21,  Dear  Island  Point. — Square  granite  pyramid,  painted  red,  on 
extreme  point  of  Deer  Island. 

25,  Bird  Island  Beacon. — Iron  spindle  with  cage  on  top:  stands  on 
snntheast  jmint  of  Bird  Island,  on  rocks  bare  at  low  water  but  covered 
at  two-thirds  flood. 

26.  8vn}!en  Island. — Open-wort  granite  base  wooden  si>indle,  with 
Bniall  sqaare  cage  on  top. 

37.  Pig  Bock. — Square  granite  pyramid ;  small  wooden  staff  with  small 
square  cage. 

28.  Say'tide  Rock. — A  wooden  spar  40  feet  high,  with  barrel  day  mark, 
has  been  set,  and  secured  to  the  stub  of  the  stone  beacon  formerly 
marking  the  danger,  and  braced  with  four  iron  braces. 

29.  Cat  Island  Beacon. — Wooden  spindle,  Itequires  renewal  of  day 
mark. 

30.  Marblehead  Rock. — Of  granite,  in  the  form  of  a  truncated  cone 
with  wooden  spindle,    lieqnirea  renewal  of  spar. 

31.  LittU  Aquarita:. — A  wooden  spar,  with  two  prongs  at  top,  stands 
OD  a  rock  which  is  dry  at  half  ebb. 

32.  Great  Aqnavita;. — Granite  surmounted  by  a  wooden  staff  and  cage 
To  be  left  on  starboard  hand  in  going  np  South  Channel  to  Salem. 

33.  Hardy's  Rock. — A  wooden  spindle  with  iron  braces,  has  two  trian- 
gles at  top.    Kock  dry  at  half  tide. 

34.  Botcditek  Beacon. — Large,  triangular  pyramid  of  granite,  bearing 
a  wooden  spindle,  with  black  cage  on  top.  The  condition  of  this  beacon 
has  not  changed  since  the  date  of  last  annnal  report.  The  displaced 
stones  seem  to  be  firmly  held  in  the  work.  No  repair  can  be  effected 
short  of  tearing  down  and  rebuilding  the  whole  beacon.  Although  in 
its  present  condition  the  structure  looks  badly,  yet  it  is  quite  as  elhcient 
an  aid  to  navigation  as  if  a  large  sum  had  been  spent  in  ita  repair.  Ic 
is  not  proposed  to  take  any  steps  in  the  matter  so  long  as  the  beacon 
remains  as  it  is. 

35.  Halfway  Bock. — All  gone  except  foundation,  which  shows  above 
the  water.  The  beacon  was  destroyed  some  years  ago,  and  it  is  not 
proposed  to  rebuild  it. 

36.  lAttleHaste. — A  35-foot  wooden  spar,  with  cask  on  top,  marks  this 
rock ;  dry  at  low-water.  It  is  off  the  northwest  side  of  Great  Haste 
Ledge. 

37.  Abbott's  Monittnent. — Square,  granite,  surmounted  by  a  wooden 
staff,  with  open-work  square  cage  on  top,  painted  red. 
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38.  Monument  Bar. — Sqnare  crib-work  filled  with  granite,  with  a 
TTOoUen  shaft,  bearing  a  square  cage,  itainted  blacli. 

39.  Ramslwrn. — Square  crib-worii  tilled  with  granite;  wooden  sbtff, 
jointed  black  ;  top  like  a  sugar-loaf. 

40.  LobsUr  Socks,  Beverly  Harbor. — Stone,  with  a  wooden  spindle. 

41.  Black  Rock,  Gloucester  Harbor. — Au  iron  spindle  with  oblong 
cage. 

42.  I{arbar  Rock,  Gloucester  Harbor. — An  iron  spindle  with  open-work 
ball ;  all  iiainted  black. 

4:J.  Fire  Pound  Island,  Glovoester  Harbor. — Granite  base,  with  iron 
spindle  and  ball,  painted  red. 

44.  Lobster  Rock,  Annisquam. — Sqoare  opea-work,  granite  beacon; 
top  black.  \ 

45.  Latins  Point. — Square  wooden  beacon. 

4li,  Point  Keck  Rock. — Iron  spindle,  painted  red ;  ball  on  top. 

47.  North  Pi«r,  Sewburyport  Harbor. — Is  buUt  of  hewn  timber  laid  ap 
as  » loKenge-shape  crib  and  filled  with  stones ;  shows  about  four  feet 
above  hijjli  wafer. 

48.  South  Pier,  Neicburyport  Harbor. — Exactly  like  the  preceding. 

LIOHT-TSSSEIiS. 

04.  Hen  and  Chickens  lufht-veasel,  Buzzards  Bay,  Mastachiuetfs. — This 
vessel  has  been  ordered  into  port  as  soon  as  ^e  can  be  relieved  by 
another  vessel,  to  undergo  necessary  repairs  to  encoanter  the  coming 
■winter  galea. 

Belief  light-vessel,  (No.  38,)  was  built  last  year  and  is  kept  at  the 
station,  Wood's  Hole,  in  readiness  to  take  the  place  of  any  damaged  or 
removeid  light- vessel  in  tbe  district. 

Relief  light-vessel,  (No,  9,)  requires  very  extensive  repairs  which  are 
now  being  made. 

BTIOT  AUD   BELIEF  LIGHT-TESSEL  DEPOTS. 

Wood's  Hole  Depot. — The  fencing  and  'shed  for  protecting  the  baoys 
at  the  Wood's  Hole  Depot  have  been  completed.  The  dredging  was 
only  partially  done  last  season. 

Gulf  Island  D^iot. — This  depot  for  spare  buoys  is  also  the  plaee  of 
residence  of  the  light-keepers  and  families  belonging  to  Minot's  Ledge 
light  station. 

TENDERS. 

steam  tender  Verbena. — ^This  tender  was  bailt  during  the  last  year  and 
sent  to  the  second  district  to  relieve  the  Cactus,  which  had  beoonte 
nnfit  for  further  service. 

Sailing  schooner  Ware. — This  tender  was  transferred  July  last  to  ttie 
engineer  of  the  first  and  second  districts  for  use  in  transporting  mate- 
rials and  labor  to  light  stations  requiring  them  either  for  constraction  or 
repair.  Sailing  vessels  cannot  be  employed  economically  to  attend  npon 
baoys,  e«i>eciully  on  such  a  coast  as  that  of  Massachusetts  and  Miune  in 
the  \vinter  season.  An  estimate  was  submitted  last  yetv  for  a  steam 
tender  for  this  coast,  but  the  fqifiropriation  having  been  deferred,  it  has 
been  renewed  this  year.

Tlie  uumbers  preceding  the  names  of  stations  correspond  with  the 
Lighfrhouse  Lists  of  the  Atlantic,  Onlf,  and  Pacific  Coasts,  and  the 
Northern  and  Northwestern  Lakes  of  the  United  States,  issued  January 
1,  1870. 

CastU  Hill,  Rhode  Island,  east  side  of  entrance  to  Newport  Sarhor, 
}!farragansett  Bay. — la  the  report  of  this  board  last  year  it  was  stated: 
"Applications  have  been  made  at  vanous  times  in  the  past,  and  renewed 
this  ycRr,  for  a  light-lionse  and  fop  signal  on  Castie  Hill,  to  guide  vessels, 
especially  in  tliick  and  foggy  weatiier,  into  Newport  Harbor  and  Nar- 
ragansett  Bay.  After  a  &iref^l  examination  of  the  locality,  and  a  full 
consideration  of  the  whole  subject,  it  is  recommended  that  an  etScieat 
fog  sigual  be  authorized  for  this  point,  which  it  is  believed  will,  with  the 
easting  lights  and  other  aids  to  navigation  in  the  immediate  vicinity, 
subserve  the  desh^d  purpose.  The  land  upon  which  this  fog  signal  must 
necessarily  be  placeti,  if  authorized,  lieing  held  at  a  certain  value,  an 
estimate  for  an  efflcient  fog  signal,  including  the  cost  of  the  land,  is 
submitted  in  tlie  annaal  estimates."  The  applicants  for  this  aid  to  navi- 
gation are  atil!  urging  its  establishment.  With  the  price  asked  by  the 
owners  for  the  land  npon  which  the  keeper's  dwelling  and  fog  signal 
mast  be  placed,  if  authorlzedj  the  snm  of  118,000  will  be  required — the 
amount  estimated  and  submitted  last  year, 

103.  Beaver  Tail,  Rhode  Island. — A  new  fog  signal  ha.H  been  provided 
and  placed  at  this  light  station  as  a  substitute  to  the  old  one,  which  was 
worn  ont. 

106.  Rose  Island  bea<;onlight,  Rhode  Island,  near  Narragansett  Bay. — 
The  light  authorized  to  be  placed  on  this  island  has  been  completed  this 
season,  and  the  light  exhibited  on  the  20th  of^Januarj'  last. 

108.  Poplar  Point,  Rhode  Island,  Narragantett  Bay. — The  work  of  reno- 
vations and  improvements  anthorized  for  this  light  station  are  in  pro- 
gress. 

Hog  Island  Reef,  Rhode  Island,  Narragansett  Bay. — In  the  report  from 
this  board  last  year  it  was  stated  that  "a  reef  runs  ont  from  Hog  Island 
to  the  main  channel,  rendering  navigation  diflicult  and  dangerous.  To 
prevent,  as  far  as  possible,  loss  of  life  and  property  at  this  place,  the 
steamboat  company  owning  and  running  n  regular  line  of  steamers 
between  New  York,  Newport,  and  Fall  Eiver,  keep  a  light-vessel  atii- 
tioned  there  at  the  cost  of  the  company.  Should  Congress  see  fit  to  re- 
lieve this  company  of  this  unnsual  expense,  which  it  incurs  for  the  benetit 
of  others  as  well  as  for  itself,  by  authorizing  the  building  of  a  lighthouse 
with  ft  protecting  pier,  in  about  six  feet  water  on  the  reef,  the  estimated 
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cost  would  be  $45,000,"  As  no  appropriation  waR  made  last  year  it  is 
deemed  proper  to  refer  to  the  tiacts  contained  iu  tUe  previoaa  report.        • 

112.  Conimicut  Poin  t,  Rhode  Itlarid,  etitraHoe  to  Providence  River,  Narra- 
gannett  Bay. — Wlieo  the  light  on  the  ehoal  off  Conimicut  P<Hiit  was 
lighted  an  a  substitute  for  the  li^ht  on  the  main  land,  at  Kayat  Poiatt 
(di&tant  about  one  mile,)  the  only  available  menus  of  attending  upon  it 
were  to  allow  the  keeiwrs  to  retain  the  dwelling  at  the  old  light  station, 
and  for  them  to  visit  the  new  light  by  boat.  The  land  constituting  the 
site  of  the  old  light  atatiou  at  Nayat  Point  is  valuable,  and  would  brijig, 
at  public  Side,  a  good  i)rice.  The  old  tower  ia  not  worth  the  cost  of  t««r- 
iug  it  down,  and  the  dwelling  not  baviug  been  repaired,  lu  expectation 
of  lui  approitriation  for  completing  the  buildings  at  Cuuimicut  Point,  to 
include  a  ]»roper  dwelling  for  the  keeper,  it  now  becomes  necessary  either 
to  make  considerable  expenditure  upon  the  Nayat  Point  dwelling,  or  ask 
tor  a  special  appropriation  for  the  nece^jsai'y  protection  pier  against 
mulling  ice,  and  for  a  dwelUng  at  that  light  house.  The  estimated  cost 
of  the  work  is  $30,000.  The  ouly  accommodation  for  the  kee)>er  now 
ia  ill  the  tower,  placed  on  the  foundation  of  the  old  day  beacon,  which 
is  close  to  the  deepest  water  of  the  channel,  and  the  only  suitable  place 
for  the  light  to  guide  clear  of  the  sboal. 

Stiben'a  Point,  Rltode  Island,  Providence  River. — Iu  a  special  reporti 
made  in  compliauco  to  a  call  of  Congress  last  May,  a  light-bouse  and 
kecpei's  dwelling  wei'e  I'ecommended  for  this  place.  The  foundation  ia 
iu  H  feet  water  at  nieau  low  tide,  and  will  require  au  appropriatitHi  of 
$42,000  to  construct  the  pier  of  protection  and  the  other  buildings. 

Pumham  Rock,  Rliode  Island,  Providence  River. — An  appropriation 
was  uiade  July  15, 1870,  for  the  erection  of  a  light  on  this  rock,  which 
will  be  commenced  as  soon  as  valid  title  and  cession  of  jurisdiction  are 
obtained  iu  conformity  to  law. 

Fuller'M  Rock,  Rfiode  Inland,  Providence  River. — Congress  made  an  ap- 
propriation July  IS,  1370,  for  a  beacon-light  to  mark  this  rock.  Work 
will  be  commenced  as  soon  as  valid  title  and  cession  of  jurisdiction  are 
obtained. 

SiiMa/raa  Point,  Rliode  Island,  Providence  River. — Au  appropriation 
was  made  July  15,  1870,  for  a  beocou-liglit  at  this  plaoe,  which  it  is 
expected  may  be  oommeuced  at  an  early  day. 

ll.>.  Watek  Hill,  Connecticut,  near  Stonington. — Tlie  renovations  and 
improvements  authorized  by  the  appropriation  act  of  July  15, 1870,  are 
in  progress  and  will  be  finished  during  the  present  season  for  work  iu 
that  vicinity. 

120.  Xortk  Dumpling  Island,  Fisher's  Island  Sound. — The  renovations 
find  improvements  for  this  station  authorized  in  the  appropriation  bill 
of  July  15, 1S70,  are  iu  progress,  and  will  be  completed  this  working 
season. 

Race  Rock,  main  entrance  to  Long  Island  Sound  from  the  eaitward. — 
Congress  appropriated  July  28,  IStiO,  $90,000  "  for  a  new  light-house  on 
Biiue  K(}ck,  or  on  the  southwest  end  of  Fisher's  Island,  entrance  to  Long 
Island  Sound,  as  may  be  approved  by  the  Lighthouse  Board."  After 
due  cousideration  of  the  requirements  of  navigation,  it  was  deemed 
nccesairy  to  locate  the  new  light  on  the  nest  of  boulders  called  "Eace 
Ivock,"  nearly  a  mile  southeast  from  Race  Point,  on  Fisher's  Island.  A 
ciireful  and  minute  survey  of  tliis  locality  has  developed  the  fact  that 
the  reef  on  which  the  light-house  is  proposed  to  be  built  consists  of  an 
accumulation  of  boulders  of  various  sizes,  packed  solid,  overgrown  witk 
sea- weed,  and  iu  about  12  leet  of  water.  The  estimated  coat  for  carry- 
ing this  project  into  effect  is  $200,000,  of  which  $90,000  were  then 
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available,  lenriag  4110,000  to  be  provided  for  by  Congress.  Of  this 
■nmoant  only  $10,000  were  asked  for  and  appropriated  July  15,  1870, 
"for  coiitinuiufi:  the  constmetion  of  a  light-house  on  Race  Kock,  Long 
Island  Sound."  This  amount  in  attdition  to  the  former  appropriation, 
woold  have  bti«n  siitiBcieut  to  carry  on  the  work  for  at  least  a  season, 
and  to  bring  it  safely  above  high  water.  By  au  a«t  of  Congress  of  the 
12th  of  July,  1870,  the  balance  of  the  first  appropriation  reverted  to  the 
treasnrj-,  leaving  only  $10,000  with  which  to  eorainence  the  conatrnction. 
An  appropriation  of  $150,000  is  reeominendod  for  continuing  this  import- 
ant work  and  iuclnded  in  the  annual  estimates. 

12S.  Little  &uU  Island,  main  entrance  to  Long  Island  Sound  from  the 
eaitward. — The  new  tower,  keeper's  dwelling  and  building  for  fog  signal 
are  completed.  The  now  second-order  light  was  exhibited  for  the  first  ■ 
time  on  the  loth  December,  1860.  The  cellar  of  the  old  keeper's  dwell- 
ing has  been  converted  into  a  cistern  for  the  8er\'ice  of  tbe  steam  fog 
signal.  The  Wilcox  patent  steam  generator  wliich  operates  tlie  Siren, 
has  proved  unreliable  and  will  be  replaced  by  a  horizontal  steam  boiler. 
This  being  a  very  important  station  on  Long  Island  Sound,  the  fog  sig- 
nal should  be  of  the  most  reliable  character  and  in  duplicate,  as  the 
station  is  not  easily  reached,  in  case  the  signal  should  give  out.  The 
estimated  cost  for  a  duplicate  signal  is  $5,000,  and  is  included  in  the  esti- 
mates for  this  year. 

124.  Oardiner'a  Island,  Long  Island  Sound. — The  alterations  in  the 
lantHrn  required  at  this  station  and  for  which  an  appropriation  was 
made  July  15, 1870,  are  progressing,  and  will  be  completed  daring  tbis 
season.    A  fog  bell  will  bo  placed  at  Jhis  station  before  winter. 

125.  Plum  Island,  Long  Island  Sound. — The  rebuilding  of  this  station, 
which  was  commenced  last  year,  will  be  completed  during  the  present 
season. 

Long  Beach  Bar,  yeto  York,  Lmtg  Island. — The  erection  of  a  lighted 
Iteacon  at  this  station  has  been  provided  for  by  special  appropriation  ot 
July  15, 1870.  Plans  and  estimates  have  been  prepared  and  the  work 
will  be  commenced  at  as  early  a  day  aa  possible. 

132.  Sortan'a  Point,  Sew  York,  Long  Island,  Long  Island  Sound. — The 
repairs  and  renovations  provided  for  by  the  appropriation  of  July  15, 
1870,  are  progressing  and  will  be  completed  daring  this  season. 

133.  FauUmer's  Island,  off  Quilford  Harbor,  Long  Island  Sound.— The 
authorized  repairs  and  renovations  will  be  commenced  during  this  sea- 
son, and  will  be  completed  if  possible  before  winter  sets  in.  As  reported 
last  year,  the  island  la  washing  away  on  the  east  side,  and  an  appropri 
atJon  for  its  protection  by  a  sea-wall  is  again  recommended.  The  esti- 
mate cost  is  $12,000. 

134.  New  Haven,  Conneeticut — The  repairs  and  r^iovations  provided 
for  by  tbe  appropriation  of  July  15, 1870,  have  been  commenced  and 
will  be  completed  during  the  present  season.  Tbe  calorie  engine  which 
operated  the  fog  bell  became  worn  out  and  has  been  replaced  by  a  Ste- 
vens striking  apparatus.  , 

136.  Stra^ord  Point,  Connecticut,  Long  Island  Sound. — The  condition 
of  this  light  station  is  the  same  as  at  the  date  of  the  last  reiwrt.  It  is 
not  in  a  ht  state  for  repair,  and  true  economy  requires  that  it  should  be 
-  rebailt  whenever  an  adequate  appropriation  can  be  obtained  from  Con- 
gress. An  estimate  of  $50,000  was  submitted  last  year,  but  no  appropri- 
ation was  made. 

138.  Bridgeport  Beacon,  Conneetiettt. — ^The  reconstruction  of  this  bea-. 
con  ia  aathoiized  by  tbe  appropriation  made  July  15, 1870.    Tbe  work 
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will  be  commenced  at  an  early  day  and  wjU  be  prosecuted  so  as  to  insore 
its  completion  daring  the  flscal  year. 

140.  Blaek  Boek,  Fairweatlter  Island,  Long  Island  Hound. — The  Ifgbt- 
boase  at  this  place  ia  very  old  and  ought  to  be  rebnflt,  but  on  consider* 
ation  of  other  pressing  wants,  no  appropriation  is  asked  for  that  ptirposo 
this  year.  A  reappropriation  of  the  $8,000  earried  into  the  treasury  by 
,  act  of  July  12, 1870,  for  a  depot  for  bnoys,  &c.,  is  asked  and  incloded 
Id  the  nnnnal  estimates. 

Penjteld  Beef,  Long  Island  8ound.~~An  appropriation  was  made  July 

15, 1870,  of  $30,000  "for  commencing  the  constmctiou  of  light-bonse 

on  Penfleld  Keef,  near  Bridgeiiort,  Conneoticnt,  Long  Island  Bound." 

The  estimated  cost  of  completing  this  stmeture  in  addition  to  the  former 

■  appropriation  is  $25,000,  and  is  embraced  in  the  annual  estimates. 

145.  Execution  Backs,  Long  Island  Sound. — The  protection  to  t'liis 
station  against  the  ice  and  sea,  for  which  funds  have  been  appropriated 
Joly  15,  1870,  is  progressing,  and  will  be  completed  dnring  the  season. 

Hart  Island,  Long  Island  /Sound. — An  appropriation  was  made  April 
7, 1866,  for  theerectionof  a  light  at  this  point.  The  owner  of  the  island 
being  unwilling  to  sell  the  reqnisite  quantity  of  land  for  this  light  sta- 
tion for  such  a  sum  as  the  board  wonld  have  been  authorized  to  give, 
proceedings  were  instituted,  in  conformity  to  law,  ft^  condemning  the 
land.  The  award  of  the  appraisers  for  five  acres  of  land  was  $25,000,  a 
sum  far  exceeding  the  entire  appropriation,  and,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
board,  far  beyond  its  intrinsic  money  value.  Having  made  further 
examinations,  it  is  found  that  the  sonth  end  of  the  island,  upon  which 
the  light  would  necessarily  be  pliwsed,  if  place<l  on  the  island  at  all,  Sa 
continually  washing  away,  and  unless  it  is  protected  by  an  expensive 
sea  wall,  a  light-house  could  not  remain  there  very  long.  The  end  of 
the  reef,  (in  (t  feet  water,)  which  runs  out  from  the  southern  end  of  the 
island,  wonld  afford  a  good  foundation  and  proper  site  tor  the  erecti<n 
of  a  stone  structure  similar  to  those  already  erected  at  points  on  the 
Hudson  River.  The  estimated  cost  of  the  proixwed  stmcture  and  appa- 
ratus, complete  in  all  respects,  is  $50,000,  and  is  incladed  in  the  autinal 
estimates  this  year. 

155.  Sandy  Hook,  east  beacon,  eTitrance  to  Ifew  York  Bay. — ^The  efftet 
of  the  heavy  gales  of  last  winter  upon  the  north  point  of  Sandy  Hook, 
on  which  this  beacon  is  located,  was  such  that  the  removal  became 
necessary.  The  whole  building  waa  moved  5(t0  feet  south,  retaining  its 
former  range  with  the  main  light  It  wrA  placed  on  oak  piles,  and  is 
now  considered  out  of  danger.  The  fog  signal  at  this  station  is  in  good 
condition,  and  gives  general  satisfaction.  It  is  to  be  feared  that  the 
tubes  of  the  boiler  may  give  out  at  any  time;  should  this  happen,  this 
most  important  station  would  he  without  a  fog  signal  until  new  tabes 
could  be  inserted.  A  station  of  such  imi>ortance  to  navigation  as  Sandy 
Hook  ought  to  have  two  complete  fog  signals,  for  the  same  reason  as 
two,  and  in  some  cases  three  sets  of  lamps  are  furnished  to  light-hooaes, 
and  an  .appropriation  is  asked  therefor  of  $5,000  for  this  purpose 

One  or  more  permanent  beacons  in  the  tower  bay  of  New  York. — 
Last  year's  report  contained  the  following  on  this  subject,  which  has 
been  very  often  brought  to  the  notice  of  Congress  by  parties  in  New 
York  and  elsewhere,  interested  in  over-sea  commerce :  "An  appropriation 
was  made  March  2,  1867,  by  Congress,  of  $46,000  '  to  enable  the  Light 
bouse  Board  to  erect  in  the  lower  bay  of  JJew  York  one  or  more  perma- 
nent beacons.'  This  sum  is  wholly  inadeqnate  to  the  accomplishment 
of  the  purpose  for  whi-^h  this  appropriation  was  made.  An  appropria- 
tion of  $200,000  was  made  March  3, 1837, '  for  a  light-house  ou  Flynn's 
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Knoll,  near  Sandy  Hoofe,  to  be  bnilt  under  the  direction  of  the  Eogineer 
Department''  On  the  M  March,  1351,  Congreas  made  another  appro- 
priation of  430,000  '  for  a  lifrht-honse  on  Flynn*8  KuoU.'  For  reasons 
heretofore  coramiiiiicated  to  Ooii|:res8  by  those  charged  with  the  erection 
of  the  proposed  light  on  Flynu's  Knoll,  the  light  has  not  been  built.  It 
is  believed '  that  Flynn's  Knoll  is  the  only  obstruction  to  navigation  in 
the  lower  bay  of  Kew  York  which  is  not  properly  marked;  and  as  Con- 
gress has,  by  three  separate  and  distinct  appropriations,  manifested  its 
desire  for  the  ereetioo  of  a  ligliMionse  there,  the  board  has  no  doubt 
hot  a  snitable  stmcture,  to  aerve  as  a  range  with  the  Piincess  Bay 
light,  and  also  to  mark  this  dangerous  shoal,  which  lies  between  the 
two  principal  channels  leading  np  Kew  York  Bay,  can  be  bniU  for  the 
smn  originally  appropriated  in  1837,  viz.,  $200,000  in  addition  to  the 
$45,000  now  available.  This  light,  placed  so  as  to  make  a  range  with 
Princess  Bay  light  for  the  deeiiest  water  in  Gcdney's  Channel,  would 
enable  vessels  of  the  heaviest  dninght  to  cross  the  main  bar,  and  reach 
a  safe  anchorage  at  night  in  the  lower  bay,  in  addition  to  its  usefulness  . 
in  marking  a  shoal  upon  which  there  is  only  9  feet  of  water  at  low 
tides." 

In  recurring  to  this  subject  it  may  be  repeated  that  it  is  likely  a  pro- 
per light  may  be  erected  on  Flynn's  Knoll  for  $200,000,  the  amount 
originally  appropriated  in  1837,  and  in  tiiat  view  an  estimate  of  $100,000 
for  commencing  tlie  work  has  been  embraced  in  the  estimates. 

157.  Conover  Beacon,  JVew  York  Bay. — In  the  appropriation  of  $13,400 
ma^Ie  March  3,  18C0,  "  for  repairs  and  renovation  at  Throgg's  Neck, 
Highlands  of  Navesiuk,  Sandy  Hook,  Conover  Beacon,  and  Fort  Tomp- 
kins light  stations,"  $2,500  were  intended  for  repairs  and  renovations  at 
this  station.  The  necessary  repairs  to  the  tower  and  keeper's  dwelling 
were  intended  to  be  made  during  this  season,  but  the  appropriation, 
under  the  act  of  Congress,  reverted  into  the  treasury.  The  repairs 
are  much  needed  and  are  again  reeommended.    Estimated  cost,  $900, 

16L  £bn  Tree  Beacon,  New  York,  Staten  IslaiuL—Tha  sea  has  washed 
away  over  50  feet  in  front  of  this  station  and  behind  the  jetty,  which  . 
had  so  far  protected  this  side.  The  jetty  requires  to  be  extended  60  ' 
fBet  toward  the  shore  and  filled  in  with  stones.  The  estiniated  cost  is 
$1,800. 

103.  Prineets  Bay,  New  York,  Staten  Island, — An  appropriation  <rf 
$12,000  was  made  Jnly  15, 1870,  for  the  protection  of  this  site  against 
the  encroachments  of  the  sed.  Plans  and  estimate  of  cost  have  been 
made,  and  it  is  int«nded  to  commence  work  at  an  early  day. 

104.  Fort  TompkiiM,  Jfeio  York,  Staten  lalaitd. — The  repairs  and  reno- 
vations authorized  at  this  station  by  the  appropriation  made  March  3, 
1809,  have  not  been  carried  into  eflect,  it  being  donbtfnl  whether  the 
buildings  (tower  and  keeper's  dwelling)  can  remain  in  their  present  . 
positions,  on  account  of  the  want  of  the  ground  for  fortifications.  Mo 
lecommendstion  iu  r^ard  to  this  station  «au  be  made  nntil  this  ques- 
tioD  is  settled. 

196.  Elbow  Beaeon,  New  Jersey,  Newark  Bay. — A  beacon  has  been 
erected  at  this  place  and  fitted  with  a  lens  of  the  sixth  order,  in  place 
of  the  former  stake-light 

171.  Wett  Rrfnf,  New  York,  Hudson  Siver. — It  is  proposed  to  erect  a 
snitable  structure  for  a  beacon,  to  be  fitted  with  a  sixth-order  lens,  at 
this  point,  to  take  the  place  of  the  present  stake-light,  for  which  an 
estimate  of  $1,500  is  inclosed  in  this  year's  estimates. 

172.  Ea^ue  Meadows,  New  York,  Miidaon  River. — The  appropriation 
of  July  15, 1870,  which  was  made  for  rebuilding  the  tower  and  dwelling 
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at  this  station,  became  available  at  too  late  a  day  in  the  worklDg  sea- 
sou  to  safely  comtueDce  the  work  this  season  and  gei  it  far  euongh 
advancetl  to  resist  the  winter  Btorms  aud  iee  of  the  spring.  The  work 
will  be  commenced  aa  early  next  spring  as  it  may  be  safe  to  do  so,  aud 
have  it  compk'ted  by  the  closing  of  the  river  in  the  falL  Tlie  entire 
appropriation  will  be  required  to  complete  the  work,  and,  therefore,  any 
balance  that  may  remain  on  June  30, 1871,  must  be  made  available  Ibr 
the  next  fiscal  year. 

174.  Saugertie»,  Kem  T&rh,  ffudson  River. — Xbeworks  of  recoostruc- 
tiou  at  this  light  statioa  have  been  completed  during  the  past  sunuuer. 

HockdaliHff'sPoiiitfXewYork.SudifonBiiier. — A  beacon -light  is  required 
on  this  point,  which  is  near  "Four-mile  Point,"  to  guide  vessels  at  night 
from  the  "outer"  into  the  "narrow"  channeL  The  estimated  cost  is 
$700. 

177.  Stut/vegant,  Xetc  Yorlc,  Siulton  Bicer. — As  the  t>ortable  beacons 
placed  on  tlus  riyer  must  be  removed  to  prevent  their  destruction  by  ice 
and  freshets,  owing  to  the  close  of  navigation,  this  point  has  been 
selected  for  storing  those  above  it;  aud  the  old  dwelling  for  the  keeper 
will  be  converted  into  a  storehouse  for  tbeir  preservation. 

178.  Neu>  Baltimore,  Jfew  Yorh,  Sitdgon  Biver. — Owing  to  the  freqaent 
losses  of  the  beacons  on  the  Hudson  Kiver  by  heavy  freshets  during  the 
navigating  season,  it  is  found  necessary  to  place  them  on  crib  founda- 
tions filled  in  with  stone  aud  of  sufficient  height  above  the  highest 
stages  of  the  river  to  save  them  from  destruction,  to  do  which  will 
require  an  appropriation  of  ^1,000  each. 

Lower  end  of  BaltiiHore  l)ike,  New  York,  Budaon  Bivcr. — This  dike 
has  recently  been  completed  by  the  Government,  and  a  beacon  is  neces- 
sary to  mark  its  lower  end.  It  is  proposed,  if  the  necessary  appropria- 
tion is  granted,  to  place  the  lieacou  on  a  crib  ti  feet  high,  filled  with 
stone  and  properly  secured  to  the  dike,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $1,000. 

179.  Five-RooTi  I»land,  Neu>  York,  Hudson  Biver. — A  beacon,  placed 
ou  a  crib  fitted  with  stone,  similar  to  the  one  at  New  Baltimore,  is 
required  for  this  place,  in  lieu  of  the  small  light  now  there,  which  is  fie- 

'  gnently  washed  away.    Estimated  cost  $1,000, 

180.  Coey man's  Bar,  Kme  York,  Hudson  Biver, — This  station  requires 
to  be  put  in  the  same  condition  as  is  proposed  for  New  Baltimore,  &c^ 
at  estimated  cost  of  ^1,000. 

181.  Boha  Hook,  New  York,  Jltidson  Biver. — It  is  proposed  to  protect 
this  small  light  agaiust  the  effects  of  running  ice  and  sphng  freshets  by 
the  construction  of  a  crib  foundation  of  sufficient  height,  at  an  estimated 
cost  of  $000. 

153.  Sckodack  Channel,  New  York,  Hudson  Biver.— rlt  is  proposed  to 
apply  the  same  remedy  at  this  light  station  as  at  Boha  Hook,  at  an 
estimated  cost  of  $600. 

183.  Nine-mile  Tree,  New  York,  Hudson  i£i»er.— The  nmin  ebip  chan- 
nel runs  close  along  the  edge  of  the  dike  at  tliis  point.  It  is  proposed 
to  construct  a  crib  inside  of  the  dike  for  the  foundation  of  a  new  port- 
able beacon,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $1,000. 

154.  Cow  Island,  New  York,  Hudson  Biver. — The  stake-light  at  this 
place  should  be  replaced  by  a  portable  beacon  placed  ou  a  crib-work 
foundation  filled  with  stone,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $1,000. 

185.  jparada  Hook,  New  York,  Hudson  Biver. — A  permuieut  beacon 
has  been  built  at  this  place  during  the  pi-eseut  working  season. 

Upper  end  of  Stone  Dike,  New  York,  Hudson  Biver. — The  steamboat 
companies  in  the  Hudson  Biver  have  placed,  and  now  keep,  a  stake- 
light  at  this  place;  private  lights  are,  in  every  way,  objectionable.

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beacon  on  the  north  end  of  this  breakwater  was  destroyed  by  fire  dsr* 
in^  lost  eummer.  A  temporary  light  was  immediately  exhibited,  which 
will  be  Buiierseded  by  a  proper  structure  and  a  proper  light  before  cold 
weather  set^  ia  thia  fall.  The  breakwater  is  now  being  ooostructed  by 
the  Governmcut  further  uorth,  and  when  the  work  is  linished  a  new 
beacon  must  necessaiily  be  built,  under  existing  law,  if  means  are  avail- 
able. In  the  spring  and  fall  tliese  beacons  are  reached  by  tlie  ke^ter 
with  great  difficulty,  not  to  say  sometimes  at  the  risk  of  Ms  life.  To 
fail  t<>  light  them  at  any  time  would  be  a  very  serious  business  for  those 
navigating  the  lake,  but  especially  so  when  the  weather  is  suoii  as  to 
reader  it  hazardous  to  go  to  the  breakwater  by  boat.  It  is  therefore 
deemed  of  couRiderable  iuiportance  to  provide  a  dwelling  for  the  ke«per 
on  the  spot,  for  which,  and  the  rebuilding  of  the  beacon  on  the  extended 
part  of  the  breakwater,  an  estimate  of  $7,500  has  been  Bnbuiitted. 

Colchester  Beef,  Vermont,  Lake  Okamplain, — An  appropriation  was 
made  July  15, 1870,  "  for  building  a  lighthouse  at  Colchester  Point  or 
in  its  vicinity,  Lake  Chaniplain."  After  a  careful  exatniiiation  and  snr- 
Tey  of  the  locality,  it  was  found  that  tbe  rock  called  "  Mitldle  Bunch" 
was  the  proper  place  for  the  new  light-house.  This  rook  is  in  the  mid- 
dle of  the  channel,  with  7  feet  water  at  low-water  over  it,  and  deep 
water  on  either  si«le.  With  a  light  thereon  a  vessel  can  pass  on  either 
side  close  to  the  rock.  The  work  has  been  commenced  and  will  be  car- 
ried above  water  (and  further  if  possible)  this  foil,  aod  will  be  compl«ted 
next  season. 

Bluff  Point,  Yalcour  Island,  Lake  Champlatn. — An  appropriation  was 
maile  by  act  of  Congress  approval  July  lo,  1870.  A  proper  site  has 
been  selected  and  surveyed.  As  soon  as  the  land  can  be  purchased, 
and  the  jurisdiction  ceded  to  the  United  States,  work  will  be  cmnmenced, 
with  the  hope  of  completing  the  oonstruction  during  the  next  sniumer, 
provided  the  balance  that  may  remain  June  30, 1871,  ia  net  carried  to 
surplus  fund. 

392.  Cumberland  Head,  Ne^c  York,  Lake  Champlain. — As  reportwd  last 
year,  this  light  is  obscured  by  trees  in  the  direction  of  Plattebarg  and 
toward  Point  anx  Koches.  The  ownens  of  the  adjoining  land  o&ler  to 
remove  the  trees  for  a  compensation  of  tl(K)  per  acre,  or  to  sell  the  land 
and  remove  the  trees  for  $200  per  acre.  The  number  of  acres  neceswuy 
to  be  cleared  is  15.  It  is  recommended  to  purchase  the  land  and  to  sell 
it  after  the  obstructions  are  removed,  and  turn  the  pnrchase-money  into 
the  treasury,  which  it  is  probable  will  be  equal  to  the  original  sum 
paid  and  the  cost  of  removing  the  trees.

— Stationed  to  mark  Brenton'e 
Beef  off  the  eastern  entrance  to  Newi>ort,  Rhode  Island.  A  complete 
gang  of  icon-wire  standing  rigging  has  been  ordered  for  tlus  vessel,  and 
to  be  placed  before  winter  sets  in. 

151.  Sandy  Hook  light-veitel,  (No.  16.) — This  light-vessel  has  been 
^ght  years  on  her  statioa  without  repaint,  mainly  owing  to  the  want  of 
a  proper  relief  vessel  and  the  demanda  for  repairs  of  other  vessels.  A 
relief  light-vessel  will  be  available  soon,  and  this  vessel  will  be  hauled 
up  and  put  in  thorough  repair. 

132.  Wreck  of  Scotland  light-vesgel,  (No.  20.) — It  is  understood  that  the 
work  of  removing  tlie  wreck  of  the  ScotlaiKl  has  been  completed,  and 
as  the  authority  for  placing  thte  vessel  there  ceases  upon  the  completiou 
of  the  removal  of  that  wreck,  this  board  has  no  authority  to  retain  hor 
there,  although  it  has  been  repreaeuted  that  it  is  desirable  to  allow  her 
to  remain:  that,  however,  must  be  de<!ided  by  Congress.  Tlie  other 
light-vessels  have  received  such  small  repairs  and  titments  daring  the 
year  as  were  required  aud  could  be  made  on  tbcti-  stations. 

Beli^  ligM-vexsel,  {No.  17.) — This  light-vessel  has  been  thoroughly 
repaired  and  reHtted  during  the  present  year,  and  will  be  sent  to  take 
the  place  of  the  Brentou's  Reef  light-vesael,  which  is  to  be  brought  in 
uid  refitted  before  winter  sets  in.

PatettLtet  Beacon,  Xarraganaett  Bay. — Of  stone ;  in  good  condition. 

East  Lime  Rock,  near  Jfewport. — A  granite  structure  surmounted  by 
au  iron  spindle  and  cage. 

Mwiele  Bed,  Brittol  Ferry,  Rhode  Island. — A  stone  beacon  with  iron 
spindle  and  day-mnrk  lia^^  Iwien  built  iu  place  of  the  fonner  sioue  beacon, 
which  has  been  destroyed  by  a  gale. 

Bordeo^a  FUUt,  opposite  Fall  Rioer,~-A  stone  beacon  with  iron  column 
and  day.mark.    This  beacon  has  been  rebuilt.' 

Castle  Island. — A  stoue  beacon  surmounted  by  a  bhick  ball.  The 
foundation  requires  repairing  and  protection.    Estimated  cost,  $500. 
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Aliens  Bock,  Warren  River. — Stone  beacon ;  in  good  oonditdon. 

SpinHle  Sock,  icest  channel  of  yarragan»ett  Bag. — Iron  spindle  with 
square  woo<Ien  cage;  in  good  condition. 

White  Rock  Beacon,  at  the  entrance  of  Wiekford  ffariwr,  Sarragansett 
Bay. — An  appropriutioa  was  made  Jaly  15,  1870,  for  the  constraction  of 
a  Btone  beacon  in  place  of  the  form^-  spindle.  The  work  is  progressing 
and  will  be  <M)Ripleted  daring  this  season. 

Spindle  Rock,  Oreenwich  Harbor. — An  iron  ^indle  nith  eqnarecage; 
in  good  condition. 

Hen  and  Chickens,  Long  Island  Sound. — Iron  spindle-bearing  a  8<|nare 
cage,  [tainted  black.    Cage  gone  and  wilt  be  retraced  daring  ^e  se'<t8on. 

Bran/ord  Reef  Beaton,  Long  Island  Hound, — Granite  beacon  Rnr- 
monntetl  by  an  iron  shaft,  bearing  a  black  day-mark;  in  good  condition. 

Black  itoefc  Beacon,  Long  Island  Sound. — An  iron  pile  beacon,  with 
cage  on  top;  in  good  condition. 

Watch  Sill  Spindle,  Long  Island  Sound. — Stands  on  a  rock  which  is 
bare  at  low  water,  and  is  surmonnted  by  a  cage;  in  good  condition. 

Sugar  Reef  Beacon. — Iron  pile  beacon  with  cage  work,  day -mark  in 
the  form  of  a  cone.    The  day-niark  ta  gone  and  in  to  be  repIae^Hl. 

Lord's  Channel. — Iron  spindle,  sqowis  cage-work  day-mark.  Day-mark 
is  gone  and  will  be  replaced. 

Catumb  Reef,  Fisher's  Island  Sound. — An  iron  pile  beacon  with  sqnare 
cage- work ;  day-mark  in  good  condition. 

Latimer's  Reef. — An  imu  Hpindle  bearing  a  sqnare  cage-work.  The 
cage-work  has  been  carried  away  and  will  lie  replaced. 

Ellis's  Reef. — An  iron  spindle  with  a  sqnare  cage-work.  In  good  con- 
dition. 

Oroton  Long  Point. — An  iron  spindle  bearing  a  cage-work  in  the  form 
of  an  inverted  cone;  in  good  condition. 

Seorfiower  or  Potter's  Reef  Beacon. — Remains  as  rejwrted  la«t  year. 
It  is  a  very  important  mark  in  Fisher's  Island  Sonnd  and  recommended 
for  immediate  reconstruction.  It  is  proposed  to  bnild  a  granite  stmcture 
tor  tlie  jmrpose  of  upholding  the  spindle  and  cage  of  the  old  beacon. 
Estimated  cost,  $J:,20U. 

Black  Ledge. — An  iron  shaft,  bearing  a  cage-work  day-mark,  formed 
by  two  cones  connected  at  the  vertices.    In  good  condition. 

Whale  Rock. — An  iron  shaft  bearing  a  globe  cage-work  day-mark.  In 
good  condition. 

Crook's  Spindle. — Is  an  iron  spindle  with  a  keg  on  top;  in  good  con- 
dition. 

Spindle  on  the  Wlutle,  entrance  to  the  Mystic  River. — As  reported  last 
year,  this  spindle  was  carried  away  by  ice  and  will  be  replaced  aa  soon 
as  there  are  available  fnnds. 

Saybrook  Beacon. — Stone  beacon  on  Saybrook  Bar.  It  was  rebnilt  on 
a  granite  foundation  and  properly  protected  by  stone  placetl  around  iu 

Qnix^s  Ledge. — An  iron  spindle,  with  a  cask  on  top.  Stands  on  a  rock 
which  is  dry  at  half  .tide.     It  is  in  good  condition. 

Southwest- Ledge  Spindle. — A  wooden  mast  resting  on  iron  socket  and 
bearing  a  square  womlen  cage-work  day-mark.  The  mast  has  again 
been  carried  awiiy  and  is  now  marked  by  a  second-class  buoy,  which 
will  be  replaced  by  the  proper  spar. 

Stratford  Rieer  Beacon. — Tbe  constmction  of  this  beacon  having  been 
authorized  by  act  of  Congress,  approved  Afarch  3, 1869,  the  work  has 
been  carried  out  in  a  very  substantial  manner. 

Outer  BeaeoTi,  Bridgeport  ffarbor,  Connecticut. — A  frustum  of  a  square 
pyramid  of  wooi',  surmounted  by  a  wooded  mast,  with  a  cask,  paiated 
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black.  This  beacon  was  damaged  by  a  vessel  niiining  into  it.  The 
damage  will  be  re]>ftire^l  and  the  beacon  repainted. 

Inner  Beacon,  Bridgeport  Harbor. — The  aame  as  the  outer  beacon ;  in 
good  condition. 

Southpnrt  Beacon  and  Southport  Breakwater  Beacon. — Granite  beacon ; 
in  good  condition. 

Sorwalk  Beacon,  Connecticut. — A  granite  stmcture  supporting  a  shaft 
and  day-inark  of  iron.     It  is  in  good  condition. 

Great  Reef,  off  XorwaUc  Ixland,  entrance  to  Korwalk  Harbor. — An  iron 
spindle  with  day -mark  is  authorized  by  appropriation  of  July  15, 1870, 
and  will  be  erected  this  fall. 

Sand  Spit,  on  tlie  south  point  of  Sand  Spit,  Satf  Harbor. — An  iron  shaft 
with  cage-workday-mark  braced  to  four  iron  piles  by  irou  braces.  There 
is  nothing  left  of  this  beacon  but  the  shittt  leaning  over;  the  braces 
bave  been  swept  away  by  the  ice.  It  is  proposed  to  set  the  iron  shaft 
perpendicular,  and  to  protect  it  byfonr  comers  granite  built  around  the 
shaft,  and  clamped  together  with  galvanized  iron  clamps.  Estimated 
cost,  t3,500. 

Oi/ater  Pond  Point,  Plum  Gut,  entrance  into  Gardener's  Bay. — A  re«f 
runs  out  into  Plum  Gut,  which  is  bare  at  low  water.  It  is  proposed  to 
erect  a  stone  beacon  upon  it  to  guide  vessels  running  into  Gardener's 
Bay,  clear  of  this  danger.     Estimated  cost,  $o,OflO. 

Simter  Beacon,  on  tlie  trest  side  of  Romer  Skoal,  entrance  to  the  Bay  of 
Ifeic  York. — It  is  built  of  cut  granite,  conical  in  shape,  and  sup]K>rts  a 
square  wooden  cage-work.  It  api)ear8  that  a  portion  of  the  foundation 
on  the  east  side  has  been  undermined  by  the  sea  and  has  settled.  Some 
of  the  i>erpendicoIar  joiutfl  in  six  courses  from  the  base  upward  have 
opened  from  3  to  4  inches ;  the  structure,  however,  is  still  perpendicular. 
The  cage-work  is  rotten  and  requires  renewing.  It  is  proposed  to  pro- 
tect the  base  by  placing  large  blocks  of  granite  around  it,  especially  on 
the  east  side,  aiitl  to  till  up  the  joints  with  coiici'ete,  and  protect  the 
same  with  sheet  iron  secured  to  the  stone  witli  iron  clamps.  A  new 
day-mark  made  of  iron,  to  resemble  the  x>resent  one,  is  to  be  provided. 
Estimated  cost,  $5,000. 

Mitl  Reef  Kill  Van  Knll  Beacon  is  a  sheet  iron  beacon,  filled  in  with 
concrete  and  scoured  to  a  granite  base.  It  is  conical  in  shape  and  sup- 
ports an  iron  shaft  with  an  iron  cage  on  top.     It  is  in  good  condition. 

Success  Rock,  Loiig  Island  Sound. — An  iron  shalt  with  conical  cage- 
\rork,  in  good  condition. 

LIGHT-HOUSE  DEPOT,  STATES  ISLAHD. 

Building  for  tcorkahops. — Tliis  building  was  entirely  completed  during 
this  season.  A  steam-engine  of  20  horse-power  boiler  has  been  put  np, 
and  the  necessarj-  tools  and  machinery  for  the  lamp  shop  have  Imwd  pro- 
vided. Tlie  blacksmith  shop  is  now  being  fitted  out,  a  forge  and  a  com- 
plete set  of  tools.  There  remaius  only  the  brass  fonndery  to  be  provided 
with  a  set  of  crucibles  and  the  necessary  tools  to  fcomplete  the  j)re8ent 
Teqnirements. 

Building  for  officer. — In  last  year's  report  it  was  stated  that  the  first 
story  of  this  building  was  comi)let6d,  and  the  iron  beams  of  the  second 
floor  laid.  Since  then  the  second  story  and  the  iron  roof  were  put  uii, 
the  stating  and  tinning  completed,  the  iron  stairs  set,  and  tlie  stone 
Bi<lewa1k  laid.  The  inner  partitions  are  all  up,  and  the  iron  beams  are 
arched  over  with  brick.  To  complete  the  building  there  are  yet  reqnire<l 
the  furring  and  i>la8tering,  flooring,  sashes  and  shutters,  heating  appa- 
ratus, doors,  paiuting,  &c. 
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8ked  and  wharf  . — The  work  authorized  by  the  appropriation  of  July 
15,  1870,  has  been  voinmeaced,  and  will  be  prosecuted  so  as  to  iusure  its 
early  completion. 


The  TV-ant  of  a  atcamer  to  assist  In  the  eDgitieering  operations  in  this 
district  has  been  reported  last  year.  Tlie  extensive  operations  which 
are  going  on  now  and  whieh  are  increasing  everj*  year  in  the  district 
make  frequent  visits  of  the  engineer  to  ligltt-statious  necessary.  The 
ordinary  means  of  coaimunictiting  are  exiieusive,  and  take  up  a  great 
deal  of  time  which  could  be  used  to  better  advantage  to  the  service. 
The  saving  in  tlie  transportation  of  working  parties  and  materials,  and  the 
facilities  in  controlling  and  directing  oi>enitions  by  means  of  a  steam 
teiidei'  would  prove  a  great  economy  to  the  LighMiouse  establishment. 

The  tender  Putnam  has  been  constantly  employed  in  .attending  upon 
the  buoys,  carrying  materials  and  supplies  to  the  vtirious  stjttions  in 
the  district,  and  in  transporting  packages  of  various  kinds  fironi  If^ew 
York  to  the  depot  on  Staten  Island,  and  from  the  latter  to  iNew  York  for 
shipment  to  other  districts. 

The  tender  Cactus,  having  been  used  in  the  second  district  until  unable 
to  do  further  duty  without  extensive  repairs,  was  sent  to  the  third 
district,  and  has  been,  during  the  summer,  put  in  thorough  repair. 

The  schooner  Sunbeam,  used  as  a  sailing  tender  for  looking  after  the 
buoys  and  other  light-house  duties  in  Long  Island  Sound,  having  from 
age  become  unfit  for  economical  use  on  such  trying  service,  was  sold  at 
public  anetion  by  authoiity  of  the  Dei)artment,  and  the  net  proceeds  of 
sale  turned  into  tbe  Treasury.

The  numbers  preceding  the  names  of  stations  correspond  with  those 
of  the  "Lighfrhonac  List  of  the  Atlantic,  Gulf,  and  Pacific  Coast  of  the 
United  States,"  issned  January  1, 1870. 

188;  Barnegat,  Sew  Jersey,  Barnegat  Inlet. — The  semi-monthly  meas- 
urements along  the  heach  near  the  light-house  have  been  continued 
tbroughoat  the  last  year,  and  show  slight  favorable  changes  since  the 
last  annual  report.  The  pier  at  tlic  terminus  of  the  works  at  the  westero 
end,  and  a  few  of  the  jetties  protecting  the  shore  have  been  damaged, 
but  it  is  thought  unnecessary  to  make  any  repairs  at  present,  as  tte 
light-station  is  not  aBFected  by  the  damage.  The  works  for  protecting 
the  light-house  lot  have  proved  a  success;  tliey  were  completed  ou  the 
30th  of  September,  1869. 
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190.  Abseeom,  Sew  Jersey,  Abseeom  Inlet. — ^The  semi-monthly  meas- 
urements along  the  beach  ia  the  Ticinity  of  the  light-house  have  been 
made  tliroiighout  the  last  year.  There  have  been  several  slight  changes 
aloug  the  beach,  but  none  of  any  importance,  it  is  thought,  bo  far  as  the 
site  of  the  light-house  is  concerned.  The  changes  for  the  last  two 
months  have  been  favorable,  the  low  water-line  having  moved  out.  The 
high  water-line  has  not  changed.  The  large  sand  bar  in  front  of  Atlan- 
tic City,  reported  in  the  last  annaat  report  of  the  district  engiueer  as 
having  become  attached  to  the  beach,  and  moving  np  towards  the  point 
of  the  inlet,  has  continued  to  move  during  the  year,  and  is  now  forming 
aloug  the  shore  of  the  inlet,  which  causes  the  low  water  line  to  make 
out  all  around  the  point.  If  this  continues,  there  need  be  no  apprehen- 
sion about  the  safety  of  the  light-house.  The  North  or  Brigantine 
Channel  out  of  the  iulet  has  deepened  considerably  during  the  year, 
anil  from  i)resent  appearances  the  chances  are  that  this  channel  will 
shortly  be  better  than  the  southern  channel,  which  has  become  quite 
narrow.  It  is  probable  that  the  southern  channel  will,  at  no  very  dis- 
tant day,  be  filled  up  by  the  sand  bar  between  it  and  the  north  channel. 
If  this  proves  to  be  the  case,  the  fears  for  the  safety  of  this  fine  light- 
house will  be  at  an  end :  but  in  view  of  the  danger  that  the  sea  may 
again  encroach  on  the  lighthouse  site,  in  which  case  It  will  be  neces- 
sary to  defend  it,  the  board  recommend  that  the  appropriation  of  $4,000 
which  has  reverted  to  the  treasury  under  the  act  of  12th  of  July,  1S70, 
be  renppropriated,  and  that  the  balance  of  the  existing  appropriation 
of  $10,000  be  continued,  neither  amount  to  be  used  till  the  emergency 
requires  it. 

(Jorrespondence  has  been  had  witli  the  authorities  of  Atlantic  City 
and  the  United  States  district  attorney  of  New  Jersey,  in  relation  to 
proposed,  works  lor  protecting  the  beach  near  the  light-house,  and  to  a 
form  of  a  grant  by  the  property  owners  and  by  the  corporation  of 
Atlantic  City  to  protect  the  Govemmeut  from  any  claims  for  damage 
for  land  to  be  occupied  by  the  United  States  for  the  sea  defenses.  Most 
of  the  owners  have  consented  to  sign  the  grant,  and  it  only  requires  the 
consent  of  two  or  three  persona  to  sign,  nhenthe  deed  can  be  executed. 
Tracings  showing  the  changes  in  the  high  and  low  water-lines,  as  they 
have  occurred,  have  been  forwarded  to  the  board  during  the  year. 

A  small  frame  structure  will  be  erected  during  next  season,  for  use 
as  a  storehouse  to  take  care  of  materials,  tools,  empty  oil  barrels,  &c.,  to 
take  the  place  of  the  present  structui'e,  which  is  in  a  dilapidated  condi- 
tion, and  will  not  admit  of  repairs.  These  structures  are  appendages 
to  the  stations,  and  are  of  considerable  value.  The  cost  of  the  building 
■will  he  about  1450. 

197,  Maurice  River,  Ifew  Jersey,  Haystack  Island,  Delaware  Bay. — The 
work  of  placing  the  new  parapet  and  fourth  order  regulation  lantern  on 
the  light-house  at  this  station  is  now  in  progress,  and,  it  is  expected, 
will  t«  completed  in  a  few  days, 

198.  Egg  laUiTid,  New  Jersey,  Delaware  Bay. — No  repairs  have  been 
made  during  the  year:  anew  boat-house  is  required  at  a  cost  of  about 
•250. 

200.  Mdhon's  River,  Delatcare,  Delaware  Bay. — The  abrasion  of  the 
marsh  along  the  front  of  the  bnilding  has  been  considerable.  The  build- 
ing is  on  the  back  end  of  the  light-house  lot,  and  the  location  will  have 
to  be  changed  in  a  short  time.  This  will  require  a  new  lot  to  be  por- 
cbased  for  the  bnilding,  which  can  probably  be  moved  without  mudi 
difficulty  or  expense. 

201.  Cbhatuey,  N«u>  Jersey,  Delaware  Bay. — ^The  foUowiug'iepurshaTe 
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been  made  at  tbis  station  :  The  bank  inclosing  the  bnilding  has  been 
thoronghly  repairfd  and  raised  18  incties  above  the  original  lerel  for  a 
distance  of  250  feet,  wliere  it  was  damaged  by  the  storma  and  high  ticlea 
of  last  spring,  the  outer  slope  and  new  top  of  the  bank  protected  with 
stone,  the  old  gas-house  taken  down,  and  the  debris  {bricks  and  mortar) 
deposited  along  the  bank  to  protect  it  from  the  wash  of  the  sea.  The 
removal  of  the  old  gas-house  adds  very  much  to  the  good  appearance  of 
the  station. 

201.  Christiana,  Delaware,  mouth  of  Christiana  River,  Delaware  Bay. — 
A  survey  has  been  made  at  this  station  for  locating  the  position  of  the 
]ight-houso  on  Major  Baclie's  map  of  Christiana  Kiver,  (1835,)  with  a 
view  of  occupying  the  station  as  a  light-vessel  and  buoy  depot,  wharves, 
and  storehouse  for  lighthouse  and  buoy  tenders,  light- vessels,  &c.  A 
spet^'ial  appropriation  was  made  July  15, 1870,  "  for  building  wharves, 
sheds,  and  otherwise  fitting  the  Christiana  light  station  as  a  buoy  dejtot 
and  winter  harbor  for  light-vessels,  at  the  mouth  of  Christiana  River, 
near  Wilmington,  Delaware."  The  plan  proposed  is  to  build  the  upper 
wharf,  and  storehouse  for  ripging,  sails,  &c.,  and  to  do  part  of  the 
grading,  and,  if  the  amount  already  appropriated  is  sufficient,  to  erect 
the  upper  buoy  shed  also.  Plans  and  estimates  are  now  being  prepared. 
The  approximate  estimate  for  continuing  the  works,  (that  is,  to  finish  the 
npper  wharf,  storehouse,  and  buoy  shed,  aud  that  part  of  the  grading,) 
and  to  construct  the  se^tond  wharf,  buoy  shed,  and  grading,  is  $14,0UO. 

205.  Fort  Miffiin,  offFort  Mifflin,  Delaware  River. — An  appropriatioD 
was  made  at  the  last  session  of  Congress  (July  15, 1870)  for  rebuilding  this 
light-house  and  the  pier  upon  which  it  is  placed.  The  pier  upon  which 
the  buildings  stand  having  become  decayed,  operations  have  been 
commenced  to  take  down  as  much  of  it  as  may  be  found  to  be  necessary 
and  rebuild  upon  the  old  foundation,  taking  in  the  space  embraced  iu 
the  irregular  form  on  the  northeastern  front  of  the  pier,  and  to  remove 
the  bnilding  back  from  the  southeastern  front  of  the  pier,  where  it  has 
frequently  beeninjuredby  the  jib  booms  of  vessels  running  into  it  during 
foggy  weather.  This  light  station  is  on  a  shoal  in  Delaware  River,  and 
lies  close  to  the  main  channel,  through  which  all  the  heavy  vessels  pass.

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LIGHT  VESSELS. 

191.  Fivefathom  Bank  light-vessel,  {No  37.) — Stationed  off  Cape  May, 
New  Jersey.  TliiB  vessel  was  built  by  contract  at  Philadelphia  last 
summer,  and  placed  in  December  following  on  the  station  in  place  of  the 
old  vessel,  which  required  very  extensive  repairs. 

Belie/  light-vessel,  No.  18,  is  now  undergoing  very  extensive  repairs 
nnder  coutraot  at  Philadelphia.  When  completed  she  will  be  kept  at 
Wilmington,  Delaware,  to  take  the  place  of  either  of  the  light-vessels 
in  the  district  in  caae  they  break  adrift  or  require  to  be  brought  in  for 
repairs. 

BUOY  DEPOTS. 

The  spare  bnoys  for  relief  and  casualties  in  this  district  are  at  Bamo- 
gat  Inlet,  Little  Egg  Harbor,  and  Tucker's  Cove,  Absecom  Inlet  and 
Somer's  Point,  New  Jersey.  Those  for  Delaware  Bay  and  River  are 
kept  at  Wilmington,  Delaware,  and  those  for  Chiocoteague  Inlet,  Vir- 
ginia, are  kept  there. 

TEHDEES. 

The  small  sailing  schooner  Spray  attends  upon  the  bnoys  and  lights 
in  this  district. 


This  depot  will  be  coninienced  this  season,  and  when  sufficiently  far 
advanced  the  spare  light-vessel  and  the  spare  buoys  of  the  district, 
except  those  for  the  inlets  on  the  coast,  will  be  laid  up  at  that  place. 
The  district  supplies  to  meet  immediate  wants  occasioned  by  casualties 
will  be  stored  there  also  for  distribution  by  the  tenders.

The  numbers  preceding  the  names  of  stations  correspond  with  the 
"Light-house  List  of  the  Atlantic,  Gulf,  and  Pacific  Coasts  of  the  United 
States,"  issued  January  1,  1870. 

La^nbert^s  Point,  Virginia,  emt  aide  of  Elizaheth  River. — A  light  has 
been  strongly  iirged  for  the  shoal  off  this  point.  Vessels,  especially 
during  fogs,  are  liable  to  ground  on  this  shoal.  The  proper  kind  of 
structure  to  mark  this  shoal  will  be  a  square  one,  supported  on  one  pile 
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at  encli  corner  and  one  in  the  center,  Blniilar  to  those  erected  else^Fhere 
for  the  smaller  orders  of  iighta,  at  a  cost  of  abont  $15,000,  for  which  an 
appropriation  is  asked. 

211.  Wiltowjhby's  ^nt,  Virginia,  Chesapeake  Bay. — To  complete  the 
chanf^cs  of  light- vessels  to  screw-pile  light-lionses  in  this  district,  an  ap- 
propriation of  $20,000  will  be  necessary  to  erect  an  iron-pile  structure 
on  Willoughby's  Spit,  which  lies  about  two  miles  to  the  eastward  of 
Fortress  Monroe,  in  from  8  to  12  feet  water,  to  take  the  place  of  the 
light-vessel,  with  two  expensive  lights,  which  now  marks  that  danger. 
The  structure  required  for  this  purpose  will  be  similar  to  those  already 
placed  in  Chesapeake  Bay,  at  Smith's  Point,  Wolf  Trap,  and  York  Spit, 

215,  216.  White  Shoals  and  Point  of  Shoalfi  iron  »ereir-pilefi,  Virginia, 
James  River. — Appropriations  were  made  at  the  last  session  of  Congress 
of  $10,500  for  each  for  rebuilding  these  two  light-houses.  The  existing 
structures  at  these  points  being  in  imminent  danger  of  being  swept' 
away  by  freshets  and  ice,  as  the  one  at  Deep  Water  Shoals  in  the  same 
river  had  been,  careful  examinations  were  made  of  the  locations  by 
Honndings,  and  to  determine  the  nature  of  the  bottom  at  each  place  pre- 
yioDS  to  the  preparation  of  the  plans  for  rebuilding  them.  The  engineer 
of  the  district  submitted  a  report  and  plans.  The  plan  of  each  which 
has  been  approved  by  the  board  will  be  in  general  design  similar  to  the 
one  for  Deep  Water  Shoals,  substituting  a  woo<len  pile  covered  with  a 
cast-iron  screw  sleeve  for  the  solid  wronght-iron  screw-pile.  These  struc- 
tures will  in  all  likelihood  be  completed  during  the  present  fiscal  year. 

221.  York  Spit,  iron screw-pih  lighthouse,  Virginia,  off  mouth  of  Yorh 
Sirer,  Chesapeake  Bay. — The  iron  and  wood  work  of  this  tight-house 
were  prepared  simultaneously  with  Wolf  Trap,  before  the  departure  of 
the  party  for  the  erection  of  Wolf  Trap  light-house.  The  whole  was 
kept  in  store  at  Baltimore  until  needed.  On  the  completion  of  the 
foundation  of  this  latter  house,  which  was  on  the  30th  of  June,  the  site 
of  the  strnctnre  for  York  Spit  was  located,  and  the  work  of  placing  the 
temporary  platforms  and  trestles  commenced  July  5.  A  relief  light- 
vessel,  which  had  served  to  mark  the  works  at  Wolf  Trap,  was  towed 
to  and  anchored  at  York  Spit  for  the  same  purpose.  From  July  22 
until  August  2,  the  time  was  occupied  in  loading  the  schooner  with 
pilea,  iron  and  wood  work,  and  supplies  necessary  for  the  prosecution 
of  York  Spit  operations.  The  vessel  left  Baltimore  August  3,  and 
arrived  at  its  destination  Angust  5.  The  pile  was  driven  August  10, 
and  the  last,  or  fourteenth  one,  on  the  30th,  This  shoal  proved  to  be 
even  harder  than  that  of  Wolf  Trap.  In  the  latter  case,  the  wooden 
piles,  on  the  supposition  that  it  was  a  very  soft  bottom,  were  not  shod, 
aud  the  difificulty  experienced  in  driving  them  culled  attention  t«  the 
necessity  of  shoeing  those  at  York  Spit  with  iron  points.  Notwithstand- 
ing this  aid,  it  required  243  blows  of  a  l,G00-pound  hammer  to  cfTect  a 
penetration  of  20  feet  in  the  first  pile.  At  this  date  the  iron-work  of 
the  structure  is  al]  set  up  and  properly  coupled  together  and  brace<1,  the 
staging  removed  and  seut  to  the  Lazaretto  depot,  and  the  frame  of  the 
house  is  in  position.  The  structure  is  unexoeptionably  built-,  and  pro- 
gressing finely,  the  indication  being  that  it  will  probably  be  ready  for 
Slnminntion  some  time  in  the  latter  part  of  November  of  this  year. 

223.  Wolf  Trap  serew-pilelight-hnme,  Virginia;  WoJf  Trap  Shoal,  Chesa- 
pedke  Bay. — A  contract  for  the  metal  work  of  this  light-house  was  made 
October  22,  18tt9.  The  snperstructure  was  prepared  at  the  Lazaretto 
work-shops  during  the  past  winter  and  spring.  Two  schooners  were 
chartered  and  the  party  organized  April  24,  ITiifil  May  .">  the  time  was 
occupied  in  loading  the  iron-work,  and  superstructure,  materials,  sup- 
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plies,  &0.  Mny  9  the  site,  as  approved  by  the  board,  waa  identified, 
aud  marked  by  buoys,  and  the  labor  of  pla<;iiig  tbe  temporary  trestles 
and  platforms  immediately  commenced.  Before  completing  tbis  prelim- 
inary work  a  gale  carried  away  sucb  of  the  trestles  as  were  in  positiou. 
Tbey  were  recovered  iu  tbe  vicinity  of  New  Point  Comfort,  but  the 
accident  caused  a  week's  delay.  Sinve  then  the  work  has  steadily  pro- 
gressed and  a  "Notice  to  Mariners"  advertises  the  light  to  be  exhibited 
on  the  evening  of  October  1,  1870.  Tlie  light  is  ajixed  white  of  the 
fourth  order,  varied  by  a  whitf- flash  every  thirty  seconds,  illuminating  the 
entire  horizon  with  a  focal  plane  38  feet  above  ordinary  sea-level,  and 
visible  for  a  distance  of  11^  nautical  mites.  A  fog  bell  of  500  pounds 
w«igbt,  Btnick  by  Stevens's  ajiparatus  at  intervals  of  fifteen  seconds,  is 
placed  on  the  enstem  side  of  the  light-house.  The  superstructure  is 
painted  a  lead  color  to  conform  to  the  color  of  the  light-vessel  which 
the  light-house  replaces.  The  shoal,  instead  of  being  a  hard  crust  of  6 
feet  of  sand,  overlying  a  soft  substratum  of  mud,  as  was  supposed,  and 
on  which  predication  was  prepared  the  plan  for  a  foundation  of  wooden 
piles  covered  with  cast-iron  screw  sleeves,  penetrating  4  feet,  proved  to 
bo  extremely  hard  as  far  as  the  piles  penetrated.  There  is  no  donbt 
that  the  structure  as  it  is  built  will  have  all  the  stability  requisite  to 
resist  the  severest  storms  and  the  heaviest  ice. 

Ijove  Point  Shoal,  iron  screwpUe  tight-house,  Maryland,  north  e)id  oj 
Kent  Island,  Chesapeake  Bay. — An  Appropriation  having  been  made 
(this  being  the  second  time  an  appropriation  has  been  made  for  this 
purpose)  for  the  erection  of  an  iron  screw-pile  light-house  on  the  shoal 
waters  off  from  the  northern  end  of  Kent  Island,  an  examination  lias 
been  made  of  tbe  shoal  and  the  plan  for  the  structure  approved  by  the 
board,  which,  as  in  the  cases  of  tbe  structures  for  White  Shoals  and 
Point  of  Shoals,  is  to  be  similar  in  general  design  to  light-house  at  Deep 
Water  Sboals,  James  River,  but  nioililied  as  to  details.  The  structure  is 
to  stand  in  10-feet  water,  and  a  little  over  a  mile  from  tbe  north  end  of 
Kent  Island.  It  will  difi'er  from  those  ordered  for  Jamea  River  in  that 
there  are  to  be  four  ice-breakers  instead  of  two.  The  drawings  and 
specifications  are  now  being  prepared,  and  the  work  will  be  finished 
within  the  present  fiscal  year. 

Craighill  Channel^  leadi>tg/rom  Chesapeake  Bay  into  the  Patapsco  River, 
Maryland. — An  estimate  has  been  submitted  iu  tbe  annual  estimates  for 
the  next  fiscal  year,  based  upon  plans  prepared  by  tbe  engineer  of  the 
district  for  two  screw-pile  lights  to  serve  as  a  range  by  day  and  by  night 
for  the  new  Craighill  Channel  leading  from  tbe  Chesapeake  Bay  into 
the  Brewerton  Channel  of  the  Patapsco  River,  about  15  miles  from  the 
harbor  of  Baltimore.  Tbis  channel  has  been  laid  out  and  deepened  with 
appropriations  made  by  Congress  under  the  direction  aud  superintend- 
ence of  officers  of  engineers.  The  channel  is  now  200  feet  wide,  with  a 
depth  at  mean  low  tide  of  21  feet.  It  will  be  completed  during  tbe  cur- 
rent fiscal  year  at  a  probable  width  varying  from  300  to  500  feet,  and  it 
is  urged  that  it  is  of  the  utmost  importance,  in  order  that  it  may  be 
safely  used  day  and  night,  that  these  two  lighthouses  be  authorized  and 
built  at  tbe  earliest  practicable  moment.  It  is  understood  that  the  depth 
in  this  cliannel,  altiiough  good,  is  still  increasing,  and  continued  use, 
especially  by  propeller  steamers,  will  do  more  than  anythtugelse  to  keep 
it  open  and  possibly  improve  it,  thereby  relieving  the  Government  ixom 
an  annual  expense  for  dredging.  It  is  believed  that  the  establishmejit 
of  these  two  lights  would  render  the  two'expensive  lights  built  on  jetties 
at  North  Point  unnecessary  for  all  practical  purposes,  and  might  be  dis- 
pensed with. 
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244.  Lasaretto  Point  ligkt-kouge,  Maryland,  Baltimore  Harbor. — Tbo 
excavation  made  by  the  contractor  at  Lazai-etto  Point  light-house 
grounds,  under  a  contract  forminin^  iron  ore,  has  been  filled  aud  graded 
by  him,  and  the  soil  which  had  been  preserved  spread  over  the  exca- 
vated place.  A  survey  of  the  Lszaretto  Point  light-house  lot  was  made, 
and  s  plat  of  it  forwarded  to  the  oliiee  of  Light-house  Board  in  March, 
1870.  The  jrame-work  of  the  tower  to  support  the  fog-bell  aad 
striking  apparatus  ordered  for  this  point  was  commenced  at  Lazaretto 
work»liopH  in  the  month  of  November  18G!).  Agreeable  to  "Notice  to 
Mariners,"  its  readiness  for  use  dates  January  1, 1871).  The  bell  waa 
made  to  strike  at  regular  intervals  of  ten  secondu.  The  tower  stands 
intmediately  a^oiniug  the  liglit-tower  and  between  it  and  the  Pa't^)wo 
Uiver.  In  tbe  same  "  Notice  to  Mariners"  which  gave  publicity  to  tiie 
fog-bell,  the  change  in  the  Lazaretto  Point  light  from  white  to  red  waa 
uotitM^d.  This  alteration  was  made  on  account  of  the  proximity  of  tbe 
light  to  iron  furnaces  and  a  rolling-mill,  which  rendered  it  difficult  to 
distinguish  between  the  light  of  the  cupolas  of  these  factories  and  the 
light  of  the  light-tower. 

253.  Fort  WasMngton  beacon,  Maryland,  Fort  Washingttm,  Potomae 
Biver.— In  November  18C9  oniers  were  issued  to  prepare  the  framework 
of  a  beacon-light  to  replmie  the  temporary  post  and  lantern  at  Fort 
Washington.  It  was  prepared  at  the  Lazaretto  workshops  in  December. 
February  1  the  steam-tender  Tulip,  with  a  party  and  the  necessary  sup- 
plies and  appliances,  proceeded  to  tbe  locality  for  the  purpose  of  jiutting 
up  the  beacon.  This  structure,  furnished  with  a  lens  of  the  sixth  order 
aud  a  lantern  of  the  portable  beacon  pattorn,  was  completed  on  the  18th 
February. 

Afirst-oUus  light-house  between  Cape  Benry  and  Bodies  Islaitd,  North 
Carolina. — With  tlie  completiou  of  the  rebuildiiig  of  the  Bodies  Island 
light-house  on  the  coast  of  North  Carolina,  to  tlie  north  of  Cape  Hatteras, 
for  the  commencement  of  which  an  apiiropriatiou  waa  made  at  the  last 
session  of  Congress,  and  the  necessary  sum  for  completing  it  estimated 
for  this  year,  there  will  remain  only  one  important  break  of  ualigbted 
coast  on  the  Atlantic  from  tbe  St.  Croix,  Maine,  to  about  Mosiiuito  Inlet, 
on  the  coast  of  Florida,  and  that  dark  space  will  be  embraced  between 
Cape  Henry  and  Bodies  Island,  a  distance  of  80  miles,  and  an  unlighted 
apace  of  40  miles,  at  the  center  of  whivh  latter  there  should  be  a  drst- 
order  light,  so  that  from  Cape  Henry  to  Cape  Hatteras  the  broad  side  of 
that  long  streteh  of  low  land  and  dangera  could  not  be  approached 
within  18  or  20  miles  without  seeing  a  warning  of  danger.  In  order  to 
avoid  the  strong  current  of  the  Gulf  stream,  vessels  bouud  around  Cape 
Hatteras  from  the  northern  and  eastern  ports  run  inside  of  the  cold  wall 
of  water  of  that  stream,  within  which  they  have  a  favorable  current  of 
over,  on  an  average,  one  mile  an  hour,  and  a  smoother  sea  in  bad 
weather ;  but  in  the  absence  of  powerful  sea-coast  lights  sufficiently  near 
to  each  other  to  give  warning  of  approach  to  danger,  many  vessels  ladcD 
with  valuable  lives  and  cargoes  have  been  lost  annually  between  these 
two  i>oiut8.  No  estimate  for  a  light  to  supply  this  want  has  been  «ub 
mitted  this  year,  but  as  the  subject  waa  discussed  before  the  committee 
of  appropriations  Itet  year,  when  it  seemed  to  be  considered  advisable 
to  wait  a  little  longer,  in  view  of  other  pressing  wants  at  that  time. 
the  facts  are  resi>ectfully  again  submitted  for  such  cousideratioa  and 
action  as  may  be  deemed  best. 

Bodies  Island,  sea-coast  of  "North  Carolina. — An  appropriation  waa 
made  at  the  last  session  of  Congress  (July  15, 1870)  for  commencing  the 
erection  of  a  tight-house  at  or  near  the  site  of  the  former  light  whicli 
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marked  this  part  of  the  coast  prior  to  its  destruction  during  the  rebel- 
lion. Steps  liave  been  taken  preparatory  to  an  early  comraencemeDt  ot 
this  important  work.  It  is  designed  to  build  it  of  brick,  with  a  focal 
plane  of  about  150  feet  above  the  mean  level  of  the  nea.  The  scows  aud 
other  movable  articles  which  axe  now  and  have  been  in  use  at  Cape 
Hatteras,  will  at  an  early  day  be  available  for  transfer  to  this  light 
station. 

256.  Cape  Hatterag,  North  Carolina. — The  operations  on  this  edifice 
progressed  rapidly  and  satisfactorily  under  the  direction  of  the  engineer 
of  the  district  IVom  the  date  of  the  last  annual  report  until  the  leth  of 
June.  By  this  time  the  entire  portion  of  the  brick  work  of  the  tower 
baueatfa  the  iron  capital  which  carries  the  1ant«rn  was  completed.  All 
the  window  fraaies  were  set,  and  fonr  Sights  of  the  iron  stairway  in  po- 
sition, and  their  landings  arched.  TLe  work  thus  far  has  beeu  of  the 
most  thorough  character,  the  iron  work  Airuislied  by  the  contractora  is 
excellent,  and  tlie  brick  laid  in  the  most  substantial  manner,  each  brick 
being  completely  embraced  in  the  beet  kind  of  cement  mortar,  and  each 
course  as  it  was  laid  brought  truly  to  the  batter  and  leveled.  The  cement 
and  brick  used  were  of  unexceptionable  quality.  The  structure  thus  far 
^ves  the  assurance  that  it  will  meet  in  every  respect  the  anticipations 
of  the  Light-house  Board. 

The  tower  having  attained  the  above  height  of  153J  feet,  a  delay  oc- 
curred in  procuring  the  iron  work  of  the  capital,  and  as  nothing  more 
could  be  done  without,  it  was  oniered  on  the  IBth  of  June  to  suspend 
operations  and  withdraw  the  force  until  such  time  as  the  castings  would 
be  ready,  and  to  leave  a  few  men  for  the  necessary  care  of  the  tower  and 
materials.  The  capital  finally  advancing  toward  completion  at  the 
workshops,  the  steamer  Tulip  was  dispatched  on  the  10th  September 
with  a  party  in  order  to  make  preparations  for  the  reL'eption  and  setting 
up  of  the  iron  work.  Two  vessels  were  subsequently  chartered  for  the 
purpose  of  carrying  the  iron  work  of  the  capital,  supplies,  &e.,  and  on 
(he  27th  they  left  under  tow  of  the  steam  tender  Tulip,  via  the  Albe- 
marle and  Chesapeake  Canal,  for  the  work. 

The  following  is  a  brief  summary  of  each  month's  operations  till  tem- 
porary suspension : 

On  the  25th  of  September,  1869,  the  ninth  course  of  granite  quoins 
was  set  up  aud  backed  with  brick,  as  was  also  a  portion  of  the  tenth 
course. 

During  Novembei*  extensive  repairs  were  made  to  the  old  dwelling, 
and  a  large  quantity  of  filling  in  of  sand  and  soil  was  made  in  a  slough 
surrounding  the  house. 

January  30,  brick  work  reached  a  height  of  32  feet  above  the  main 
floor. 

April  30,  the  tower  had  reached  a  height  of  103  feet  above  ground, 
making  it  97  feet  above  the  main  fioor.  The  first  two  flights  of  iron 
stairway  were  also  placed  in  position,  as  were  also  the  wrought  iron  oil 
tanks. 

May  28,  a  height  of  147  feet  from  the  ground  or  141  feet  above  main 
floor  was  reached, 

June  16,  the  brick  work  was  leveled  up  to  a  heijfht  of  I53J  feet  from 
the  ground  to  the  lower  edge  of  the  necking  or  belt  course  of  the  capi- 
tal. Four  flights  of  the  iron  stairway  were  in  position  in  the  cylinder. 
At  this  date  the  work  was  temporarily  suspended  as  above  related. 

The  iron  casing  of  the  watch-room  and  the  lantern  are  now  l)eing 
placed,  and  it  is  expected  that  the  entire  height  (180  feet  to  focal  plane) 
will  be  completed  befoi-e  tlie  ensuing  winter.  This  will  be  the  highest 
>rick  light- house  tower  in  the  world. 
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Hatieras  Inlet,  enhance  to  the  sounds  of  yortk  Carolina. — A  light  was 
aathorized  March  3,  1859,  to  be  established  at  Hatt«ra3  Inlet,  the 
entrance  to  the  souudR  of  North  Carolina,  but  it  was  not  commenced 
before  the  breaking  out  of  the  rebellion,  and  afterward  it  could  not  be 
bailt.  This  is  at  present  the  best  inlet  leailing  to  and  from  the  sonnds 
of  North  Carolina,  with  which  there  is  a  very  large  trade.  This  inlet  is 
14  miles  southwest  from  Cape  Hatteras,  within  the  range  of  tlie  influ- 
ence of  that  cape  njma  the  weather,  and  as  the  channel  is  narrow  and 
only  marked  by  bnoys,  it  is  dangerous  to  attempt  to  enter  or  pass  out 
at  night  for  want  of  a  smalt  light.  An  estimate  has  been  submitted  tbr 
the  erection  of  a  suitable  light  at  this  place.

LIOHT-FESSELS. 

Upon  the  completion  of  the  York  Spit  Bcrew-pile  light-house,  now  in 
course  of  construction  and  near  completion,  there  will  be  but  two  light- 
TesBels  actually  at  stations  in  the  district.  Those  removed,  retaining 
one  in  the  district  after  being  put  in  good  repair,  will  be  sent  to  the 
third  district  to  serve  as  reliefs  to  the  light-vessels  in  that  district,  in 
case  of  needed  repairs  or  of  breaking  adrift.  Sbonld  Congress  grant  the 
appropriation  asked  for  the  erection  of  the  proposed  screw-pile  light- 
house as  a  substitute  for  the  expensive  double  light-vessel  light  at 
Willonghby  Spit^  and  the  general  appropriation  will  tUlow  of  the  erection 
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of  a  amall  screw-pile  ligbt-hoase  to  take  tbe  place  of  the  light-Tessel  ia 
tiie  Cboptaak  Biver,  there  will  thereatter  be  no  light- vesael  ia  this  large 
district. 

DEPOTS. 

This  district  is  very  deficient  in  proper  places  for  the  storage  of  spare 
baoys  and  their  fixtures.  The  one  at  the  Lazaretto  light  station  below 
Baltimore  serves  for  the  storage  of  a  few  buoys  for  use  in  the  upper 
Chesapeake  and  tributaries.  A  lot  has  been  procured  at  Portsmouth, 
Virginia,  for  a  central  depot  for  light-vessels  and  buoys,  and  for  such 
small  supplies  as  are  necessarily  kept  In  each  district  to  meet  cases  of 
emergency. 

TKNDEB8. 

The  steam  tender  Heliotrope  and  the  small  sailing  schooner  Maggie 
are  employed  almost  exclusively  in  keeping  tbe  buoys  in  position  and 
delivering  supplies.  During  these  visits,  however,  inspections  are  gen- 
erally miule  by  the  inspector. 

The  steam  tender  Tulip  is  employed  under  the  direction  of  the  engineer 
of  the  district  in  trausporting  materials  and  labor  to  new  light  stations 
and  to  such  old  ones  as  require  repairs.  These  vessels,  from  constant 
use,  age,  and  small  repairs  made  upon  them,  need  extensive  repairs  at 
this  time.

The  following  numbers  preceding  tbe  names  of  stations  correspond 
with  those  of  the  "Light-house  Lists  of  the  Atlantic,  Oulf,  and  Pacific 
Coasts  of  the  United  States,"  issued  January  1, 1870. 

281,  Sullivan's  Island  heacon,  Charleston  Harbor,  South  Carolina. — 
The  present  beacon-light  at  this  place  is  a  temporary  open  frame-work, 
wooden  structure,  erected  upon  tbe  roof  of  a  private  residence,  and 
retained  there  against  tbe  wishes  of  tbe  owner.  It  is  in  very  bad  con- 
dition. This  light  was  established  in  its  present  position  immediately 
after  the  surrender  of  Charleston  in  the  spring  of  1865,  to  enable  tlie 
vessels  of  the  Navy  and  those  of  commerce  to  navigate  the  channel  safe- 
ly at  night,  leading  from  the  inside  of  the  outer  bar  of  the  main  channel 
to  the  turning  point  near  Fort  Moultrie.    An  appropriation  was  made 
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by  Congress  March  3,  1859  for  two  beacon  range-Ujjhts  on  Snilivan'a 
Island,  which  were  destroyetl  during  the  rebellion,  and  on  Jaly  20, 186S, 
an  appropriation  of  $15,000  was  made  for  rebuilding  these  lighbt;  but 
failing  to  obtain  valid  title  to  the  necessary  land  uiion  which  to  place 
them,  and  the  reijnired  cession  of  jurisdiction  by  the  State,  the  appro- 
priation reverted  to  the  treasury  under  the  operation  of  the  flflb  and 
sixth  sections  of  the  act  approved  Jnly  13,  1870.  No  further  steps  can 
be  taken  toward  the  rebnilding  of  these  structures  until  a  reappropri- 
ation,  which  has  been  asked,  is  made.  It  is  understood  that  there  will 
bo  neither  difficulty  nor  nnuecessary  delay  hereafter  in  obtaining  from 
the  St)ite  authorities  during  the  next  session  of  the  legislature  both  a 
valid  title  to  and  cession  of  jurisdiction  over  tlie  sites.  These  lights  are 
essential  to  the  easy  and  safe  navigation  of  the  main  channel  inside  of 
the  bar,  and,  when  established  and  the  lights  exhibited,  will  reuder  the 
Weehaukeu  light-vessel  now  placed  in  the  channel,  which  these  lights 
were  designed  to  mark,  nnnecessar>',  and  canse  an  annual  saving  of 
about  $5,000,  the  cost  and  maintenance  of  tliat  vessel,  independently  of 
natural  wear  and  tear  of  the  vessel  and  her  equipments. 

282.  .For*  Sumter,  Charleston  Harbor,  South  Carolitia. — In  ca«e  the 
work  OR  the  fort  is  resumed  by  the  military  authorities,  the  Hght-liouse 
structures  will  have  to  be  lowered  about  15  feet,  and  possibly  it  may 
become  necessary  to  remove  them  entirely  from  their  present  i>oBitions. 

Morris  Island  ratujeligkts,  Charleston  Harbor,  South  Carolina, — The 
two  beacon-lights  authorized  to  be  placed  on  Morris  Island,  to  serve  as 
a  range  for  the  present  deepest  channel,  known  as  the  Pumpkin  Ilill 
Channel,  have  been  completed,  their  lights  exhibited,  and  the  Battle- 
snake  Shoals  light- vessel  restored  to  her  proper  iiosition  off  Rattlesnake 


Dau/uskie  Island  range  lights,  Calibogue  Sound,  South  Carolina. — To 
mark  the  entrance  into  Calibogue  Sonnd,  and  facilitate  the  passage 
from  Port  Koyal  Harbor  to  Savannah  River,  an  appropriation  for  a 
light-houae  at  Braddock'a  Point,  Georgia,  to  mark  this  channel,  reverted 
to  the  treasury  by  act  of  12tb  July,  1870.  This  inside  channel  is  used  by 
the  passenger  steamers  i>lying  between  Charleston,  South  Carolina,  and 
Savannah,  Georgia,  and  by  some  sailing  vessels.  The  entrance  of  Oali- 
bogue  Sound  passes  between  the  Greuadier  breakers  on  the  west  and 
a  long  series  of  shoals  and  breakers  on  the  east ;  the  deepest  water 
being  found  along  a  tortuous  channel,  for  which  a  single  light  station, 
however  situated,  would  be  a  very  indifferent  guide.  It  may  be  assumed 
that  the  vessels  making  use  of  this  channel  do  not  draw  more  than  6J  feet, 
this  being  the  extreme  draught  for  those  steamers  carrying  passengers 
which  are  compelled  to  make  their  passage  by  night.  Without  wind  or 
tide  to  affect  their  direction,  vessels  would  have  no  difficulty  in  steer- 
ing a  true  course,  provided  a  single  light  were  shown  either  on  the 
extremity  of  Braddock's  Point  or  on  some  one  of  the  adjacent  shoals. 
This,  however,  is  not  the  case.  There  is  an  east  and  west  current  cross- 
ing the  channel  at  right  angles,  and  varying  in  direction  and  intensity 
with  the  state  of  the  wind  and  tide.  From  the  force  of  this  varying 
current  vessels  are  carried  out  of  their  true  direction,  and  are  liable  to  go 
ashore,  cither  on  the  west  breakers  or  the  eastern  shoals.  It  is  to  he 
remarked  also  that  this  bay  is  open  and  expo.sed  to  the  full  force  of  the 
Atlantic  Ocean.  It  a  single  light  is  to  be  shown,  its  proper  position  is 
at  a  point  on  the  shoal  south  of  Braddock's  Point,  and  west  of  the  mouth 
of  New  Biver,  and  not  at  Braddock's  Point ;  but  a  careful  examination 
of  the  soundings  near  by  shows  great  irregularity  in  the  bottom,  which 
indicate  constant  change,  and  the  board  is  not  disposed  to  recommend 
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tbe  erection  of  a  light  on  this  shoal  od  account  of  the  expense,  and 
because  a  pair  of  ran^  lights  situated  ou  DaufuBkie  Island  would  ful- 
fill more  perfectly  the  cotiditious  required  than  cau  be  done  by  a  single 
ljght>  An  appropriation  of  tl5,000  is  recommended  in  lieu  of  the 
reverted  Braddock's  Point  appropriation. 

286.  Tybee  entrance  to  SavannahSiver,  Georgia.— Tbetower  of  the  mam 
light  (which  has  been  rebuilt  since  the  close  of  the  rebellion)  is  founded 
on  the  base  of  the  old  tower.  Tbis  light  station  is  very  unhealtby, 
which  is  mainly  attributable,  it  is  believed,  to  a  small  swamp  which  lies 
immediately  in  the  rear  of  the  keei>er'8  dwelling.  Before  the  rebellion, 
this  swamp  was  drained  by  carrying  the  water  to  a  lower  level;  but  the 
drain  having  become  obstructed,  it  will  be  necessary  to  reopen  it,  which 
will  be  done  during  the  dry  season  this  fall  and  winter. 

288.  Tybee  Knoll,  Savannah  River,  Georgia. — Tlieappropriatiou  for  erect- 
ing a  suitable  light-house,  to  take  the  place  of  the  light- vessel  stationed 
to  mark  this  danger,  reverted  to  the  treasury  under  act  of  July  12, 1870, 
As  it  was  suppoiwd  a  screw-pile  structure  could  be  readily  built,  a  per- 
sonal examination  was  made  by  the  engineer,  and  he  selected  the  proper 
site,  marking  the  spot  with  a  w»tch  buoy.  Although  the  bottom 
appeared  to  be  hard,  and  the  lead  brought  up  a  clear  sbarp  sand,  he 
was  convinced,  from  the  general  appearance  of  the  shore  below  fort 
Pnlaski,  and  from  finding  doubtful  bottom  within  400  feet  of  the  knoll, 
that  the  apparent  hard  surface  rested  over  a  layer  of  soft  mud.  He 
therefore  caused  borings  to  be  made  both  at  the  buoy  mentioned  and  a 
shoal  spot  distant  600  feet;  both  these  borings  showed  a  stratum  of  soft 
mud  underlying  the  bard  surface.  The  first  boring  was  driven  13  feet, 
and  the  second  19.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  defective  character  of 
the  apparatus  employed  and  the  state  of  the  weather  prevented  the 
auger  from  being  driven  deep  enough  to  determine  the  thickness  of  the 
soft  bed  and  the  character  of  the  substratum ;  but  from  what  was  done 
the  engineer  is  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  impracticable  to  construct  a 
ligbt-house  ou  the  plan  originally  contemplated,  or  on  any  plan,  except 
at  an  unwarrantable  expense.  It  has  been  suggested  thata  light  placed 
on  the  opposite  side  of  the  channel,  and  near  the  first  buoy  above  the 
light-ship,  would  answer  the  purpose  as  far  as  the  knoll  is  concerned, 
but  in  this  case  an  important  incidental  advantage  would  be  lost  in 
such  a  position,  tliat,  with  the  beacon  on  Oyster  J^d,  it  would  give  a 
range  passing  clear  of  a  small  lump  which  lies  in  mid-channel  about  a 
mile  below.  Further  examination  will  be  made  at  this  locality  before  a 
reappropriation,  as  recommended,  will  be  used. 

at.  Simon's  entrance  to  St  Simon's  Sound,  Georgia. — After  due  puhlio 
notice  a  contract  was  entered  into  with  tbo  lowest  bidders  for  rebuilding 
a  lighthouse  tower  100  feet  high  and  the  other  necessary*  buildings  at 
this  place.  The  contractors  agreed  to  complete  these  works  in  conform- 
ity to  the  specifications  and  terms  of  the  contracts  witliin  a  prescrit>ed 
period  of  time,  but  finding  tliat  the  work  could  not,  from  delays  in  pro- 
coring  and  landing  the  materials  at  the  site,  and,  in  commencing  the 
operations,  that  it  would  be  impossible  to  properly  construct  the  tower 
aud  buildings  within  the  remainder  of  the  prescribed  time,  it  was 
extended  to  November  1, 1870,  by  which  time  it  is  hoped  the  buildings 
will  be  satisfactorily  completed,  so  that  the  light  may  be  exhibited  at 
an  early  day  thereafter.  During  the  last  summer  there  has  been  a  great 
deal  of  sickness  in  that  vicinity,  and  one  of  the  contractors,  who  was  on 
the  Ri>ot,  died. 

Little  Cumberland  entrance  to  St  Andreic'a  Sound,  Georgia. — The  sea 
appears  to  be  encroaching  upon  the  land  to  the  northwest  of  the  light- 
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house  tower  at  this  place,  hut,  at  what  rate  of  approach,  snfBcient  time 
has  not  elapsed  since  special  observations  have  been  made  to  determine 
-with  any  degree  of  certainty.  As  t)ie  encroachment  is  at  present  con- 
fined to  the  inner  side,  it  may  be  arrested,  whenever  it  becomes  so  serious 
as  to  tbreateu  the  foundation  of  the  tower,  at  a  comparatively  small 
cost.  No  8t«p8  are  considered  necessary  to  be  taken  at  this  time,  and 
it  may  be  several  years  before  sufficient  inroad  is  made  to  require  any 
great  expenditure  of  money  in  protecting  this  site. 

Amelia  Island  ittiwr  ran(;e  beacons,  to  enter  St.  Mary's,  Georgia,  and 
Feniandina,  Florida. — These  beacons,  established  near  Fort  Clinch  and 
destroyed  during  the  rebellion,  are  now  required  to  meet  the  wants  of 
a  growing  navigation  interest,  and  an  estimate  has  been  submitted  to 
supply  the  deflcieucy  caused  by  the  appropriation  for  "  restoring  lights 
on  the  southern  coaAt"  haviug  Teverte<l  to  the  treasury  under  the  act 
of  July  12,1870. 

Darned  Point,  St.  John's  Biver,  Florida. — A  light-vessel  was  provided 
by  authority  of  law  ])rior  to  1861,  and  placed  to  mark  the  channel  of 
the  St.  John's  River,  Florida,  around  Dames'  Point.  That  vessel  was 
removed  during  the  rebellion.  Tlie  navigation  of  that  river  to  Jackson- 
Tille,  Pilatka,  and  the  intermediate  settlements  having  been  renewed 
within  the  last  two  or  three  years,*  the  construction  of  that  or  other  sim- 
ilar aid  to  mark  that  point  lias  been  strongly  urged.  An  estimate  for 
ascrew-pde  lighthouse  similar  to  those  erei^ted  in  the  waters  of  the 
Chesapeake  and  North  Carolina  has  been  submitted,  to  be  placed  on  the 
fihoa)  opposite  to  Dames'  Point,  as  being  more  economical  and  better 
Buited  for  the  purpose  than  a  light- vessel. 

301.  St.  Auf/uatine,  north  end  of  Anastasia  Island,  Florida. — This  station, 
erected  in  1823,  is  in  a  fair  condition  and  requires  no  special  repair.  In 
any  case  it  would  not  be  worth  while  to  make  any  repairs  to  the 
dwelling,  as  the  sea  is  encroaching  on  the  shore  at  so  rapid  a  rat«  that 
the  dwelling  will  be  untenable  iu  the  course  of  one  year.  Reports  on 
this  encroachment  have  been  umde  to  the  board  from  time  to  time. 

A  letter  has  just  been  received,  reporting  a  further  cutting  of  13  feet, 
due  to  the  northeast  gales  of  the  past  month.  Two  methods  of  repair 
have  been  considered,  one  protecting  a  long  stretch  of  shore  line  (:i,400 
feet)  with  brush,  the  other  protecting  the  immediate  locality  bycrib^ 
work.  The  opinion  was  had  that  the  latter  method  (if  any)  should  be 
adopted  for  two  reasons.  First,  that  the  sea  line  was  so  near  the  station 
that  no  further  encroachments  could  be  allowed,  and  that  protection 
should  therefore  be  perfect  and  permanent;  second,  that  tbi-owiug  an 
angular  crib-work  in  front  of  the  threatened  point  would,  as  the  shore 
cut  away  on  either  flank,  deflect  the  tidal  currents,  and,  after  a  certain 
time,  cause  a  deposit  ou  one  or  both  sides.  Either  method  would  involve 
a  large  amount  of  money  to  insure  success;  that  by  crib-work,  not  leas 
than  $15,000.  Itisnoweonsideredthatthetimehaspassed  for  protecting 
the  site,  and  it  only  remains  to  consider  the  kind  of  light-house  to  b« 
built  when  the  present  one  is  destroyed.  The  height  of  the  old  tower 
above  the  mean  level  of  the  sea  is  73  feet,  giving  it  a  visible  horizon  of 
only  14  miles.  The  dist-auce  from  this  light  to  that  at  Cape  Canaveral 
is  about  100  miles,  with  no  intermediate  light,  so  that  there  is  now  an 
nnlighted  length  of  coast  of  about  60  miles.  The  boiird  is  therefore  of 
the  opinion  that  the  new  light  should  not  be  less  than  150  feet  high, 
and  this,  with  a  similar  one  at  or  near  Mosquito  Inlet  and  the  light  at 
Cape  Canaveral,  would  effectually  light  the  coast  (torn  St.  Augustiue  to 
the  latter.  If  this  is  accepted,  a  new  tower  must  be  constructed,  and  in 
such  a  position  as  will  insure  it  from  future  changes  of  the  shore  line. 
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In  selecting  such  a  site  we  may  thro^r  out  of  account  the  consideratioa 
of  range  or  direction  of  the  channel,  as  tliia  is  constantly  changing.  By 
going  600  yards  to  the  west  of  th«  present  station,  and  toward  the 
inner  side  of  Anastasia  Island,  the  <'ondition  of  safety  will  he  fulfilled 
as  the  currents  from  the  upper  and  lower  rivers  meet  and  deposit 
their  sediment  opposite  this  point  The  only  thing  lost  would  be  that 
amount  in  the  distance  at  which  the  light  would  be  visible  at  sea.  The 
erection  of  a  tower  not  less  than  150  feet  from  base  to  focal  plane,  and 
at  or  near  the  point  mentioned,  is  recommended,  and  an  appropriation 
therefor  of  J125,000. 

Monquito  Inlet,  east  coast  of  Florida. — In  obedience  to  instructions  of 
the  board,  the  engineer  of  the  district  has  visited  Mosquito  Inlet,  for 
tlie  purpose  of  reporting  on  the  necessity  and  practicability  of  a  light  at 
that  point.  In  common  with  all  the  inlets  and  harbors  on  the  east 
coast  of  Florida,  this  bar  shifts  constantly,  so  that  no  soundings  can  be 
relied  on.  The  general  effect  of  westerly  winds  is  to  reduce  the  depth 
of  water,  and  that  of  northeasterly  galea  to  increase  it;  thus  the  inlet 
may  be  opened  or  close<l  one  or  more  times  each  year.  The  wrecks 
lying  on  or  near  the  bar  give  a  practical  illustration  of  the  uncertainty 
of  the  channel.  For  all  practical  purposes  of  construction  of  a  light- 
house,  it  may,  however,  be  safely  assumed  that  the  materinl  can  be 
delivered  without  any  very  serious  difficulty  or  delay,  although  addi- 
tional expense  would  be  incurred  by  reason  of  the  remoteness  of  the 
station  and,  the  small  size  vessels  that  would  be  required  for  transport- 
ation. As'regards  tlie  necessity  of  a  light  at  this  point,  it  is  manifest 
that  the  commerce  passing  through  the  inlet  would  not  justify  an  es-jyen- 
diture  by  the  United  States  for  a  light  for  merely  local  purposes,  or  at 
least  that  there  arc  other  points  that  may  justly  take  precedence  of  it. 
But  a  light-house  between  St.  Augustine  and  Oape  Canaveral  lights  is 
necessary  as  one  of  a  system  of  coast  lights,  and  Mosquito  Inlet  is 
undoubtedly  the  proper  site,  as,  in  the  first  place,  the  light  there  would 
answer  the  double  purpose  of  a  harbor  and  coast  guide,  and  in  the 
second  for  a  landing-place,  both  for  the  original  construction  and  sub- 
sequent supply  and  iiisiiection,  which  could  be  made  with  more  safety 
and  certainty  there  than  at  any  other  point  along  the  open  sea  beach. 
A  tower  150  feet  high  lighted  by  a  first  order  Fresnel  lens  is  recom- 
mended for  this  position,  and  for  the  commencement  of  its  construction 
an  appropriation  of  $(iO,UOO.

The  relief  light-vessel  has  been  put  in  good  repair,  and  is  kept  at  the 
depot  in  Charleston  for  immediate  use. 


The  only  depot  for  supplies  and  buoys  in  the  district  is  at  Fort  John- 
son, Charlestou  Harbor,  South  Carolina. 


The  8t«am  tender  Alanthus  was  built  last  year  and  sent  to  the  dis- 
trict. The  sailing  tender  Du  Pont,  being  inefficient  for  the  service 
required  of  her,  vas  sold,  and  the  amount  of  sale  turned  into  the  treas- 
ury. 

The  sailing  schooner  Maggie  was  sent  to  the  fifth  district  to  assist  in 
placing  and  keeping  the  buoys  in  position  in  that  district. 

The  sailing  schooner  Narriigansett  has  been  employed  in  transporting 
materials  and  labor  for  repairs  of  light-houses,  under  the  direction  of 
the  engineer  of  the  district.

Tlie  niituLers  precediiig  tlie  names  of  stations  correspoud  with  those 
of  the  "Light-house  List  of  the  Athtiitic,  Gulf,  and  Pacific  Coasts  of  the 
United  States,"  issued  January  1,  1870. 

In  18G2  there  were  sixteen  iron  screw-pile  beitcons  standing  on  the 
outer  points  of  the  reefs  of  Florida,  extending  from  the  "  Fowey  £ocks  " 
beacon,  uesir  Cape  Florida  liglithouse,  to  Key  West,  Florida.  Tiiese 
beacons  were  of  a  auQicieut  height  to  be  seen  by  (hiy  at  safe  distances 
from  the  reefs  by  vessels  navigating  closely  to  tlieir  line,  and  each  one 
so  marked  and  distinguished  by  letters  of  the  alphabet  as  to  be  known 
to  passing  vessels,  and  afforded  them  the  means  of  determtniug  with 
aceuraey  their  positions. 

From  inability  to  keep  these  aids  in  proper  repair,  during  the  rebellion, 
many  of  them  wbre  damaged,  and  some  thrown  down  by  the  action  of 
winds  and  sea.  An  appropriation  of  $50,000  was  made  March  3,  18C9, 
for  restoring  the  missing  beacons,  repairing  those  damaged,  and  com- 
pleting the  systi'm. 

Ten  of  those  iron  day-beacons  were  delivered  at  Key  West,  Florida, 
by  the  contractor  in  December  18ti9.  As  soon  as  the  necessary  arrange- 
ments could  be  made,  and  the  season  of  <]uiet,  calm  weather  came  round, 
work  was  commenced  at  the  beacon  sites,  and  such  progress  made  as 
weather  and  the  peculiar  character  of  tlie  work  would  permit.  After 
replacing  two  of  these  beacons,  and  recovering  two  which  had  been 
thrown  down  by  the  storms,  instructions  had  to  be  given  to  discontinue 
further  operations  for  want  of  funds,  the  approi>riation  having  reverted 
to  the  treasnry  under  the  oi>eration  of  the  fifth  and  sixth  sections  of  the 
act  of  July  12, 1870.  These  day-marks  have  been,  while  up,  of  incalcu- 
lable benefit  to  vessels  navigating  that  dangerous  pass;  and,  both 
during  and  since  the  rebellion,  repeated  appliciitions  have  l>een  made  for 
their  entice  restoration,  so  that  there  may  be  no  break  in  the  system 
from  the  eastern  to  the  western  end  of  these  dangerous  reefs. 

A-lUgator  Reef,  Florida  ReefK. — An  appropriation  was  made  at  the  last 
session  of  Congress  (July  15, 1870)  for  commencing  the  construction  of 
a  hrst-class  sea-coast  light  on  this  remaining  importanl.  unlighted  jwiDt 
on  this  dangerous  coast.  The  structure  is  designed  to  be  on  iron  piles, 
with  a  focal  plane  of  150  feet  above  the  mean  level  of  the  sea.  The 
great  importance  of  marking  this  salient  point  of  these  dangerous  reefs, 
and  comi)leting  the  system  as  originally  planned,  can  hai-dly  be  estimated. 
The  work  at  such  a  point,  dei>ending  upon  both  wind  and  sea,  to  say 
nothing  of  the  health  of  the  mechanics  and  laborers  in  such  a  climate, 
must  necessarily  make  comparatively  slow  progress  after  the  material, 
which  must  be  prepared  at  the  workshops  at  the  North,  shall  all  have 
been  delivered  at  the  extemporized  depot,  on  the  main  land  opposite  the 
site.

Key  "West. — At  tins  place  spare  supplies  and  most  of  the  spare  buoys 
of  the  district  are  kept.  Buoys  are  placed  at  several  of  the  light  stations 
in  readiness  for  use,  as  reliefs  to  replace  those  lost. 

TENDERS. 

The  little  steamer-tug  Commodore  was  purchased  and  sent  to  the  dis- 
trict last  spring  to  enable  the  engineer  to  carry  on  the  work  of  rebuild- 
ing the  beacons  on  the  Florida  Re«fs. 

The  sailing  schooner  Florida  has  been  in  that  district  for  many  years, 
employed  in  looking  after  the  buoys,  delivering  supplies  other  than  are 
annual,  and  for  visiting  the  light  stations  periodically.  These  lights  are 
all  at  remot«  and  isolated  points,  and  can  only  be  reached  by  a  vesseL 
A  small  steamer  would  he  more  effe<;tive  aud  equally  economical.  The 
present  sailing  tender  is  too  old  for  economical  repair,  and  her  place 
must  be  filled  before  very  long.

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The  following  numbers,  preceding  the  names  of  the  stations,  corre- 
spond with  those  of  the  "  Lislit-house  List  of  the  Atlantic,  Gulf,  and 
Pacific  Coasts  of  the  United  States,"  issued  January  1, 1870. 

317.  Cape  San  Bias,  Florida. — Ten  thousand  dollars  was  appropriated 
by  act  of  Congress  July  15,  1870,  for  a  new  dwelling  for  the  keejier  at 
tilts  station,  and  plans  are  now  preparing  for  it«  erection  during  the 
coming  season.  TLewearingof  the  beach  near  the  light-house  indicates 
that  steps  will  have  to  be  taken  toward  its  jirotection  within  a  few  years. 
The  new  dwelling  will  be  placed  in  a  safe  position,  300  or  400  yards  from 
the  light  tower. 

318.  Pensaeola,  Florida. — Tlie  beacon  range-light  for  the  outer  niatn 
channel  will  have  to  he  removed  at  an  early  day,  as  the  sand-bank  npon 
which  it  is  placed  is  greatly  worn  away,  and  is  wearingdaily  by  the  action  of 
the  winds  and  waves,  so  that  it  will  soon  be  in  danger  of  tailing.  The  Cay- 
cas  range-lights,scrvingasa  guidefor  the  middle  parts  of  the  main  chan- 
nel, were  destroyed  daring  the  rebellion,  and  ought  to  be  reestablished 
soon,  as  the  lumber  business  of  the  tributaries  of  PeusacolaBay  is  being 
rapidly  reestablished.  So  estimate  has  been  submitted.  If  the  balance 
of  the  appropriation  remaining  in  the  treasury  at  the  date  of  the  pas- 
sage of  the  act  of  July  12,  1870,  causing  all  balances  to  revert  to  the 
surplus  fund  on  account  of  the  appropriation  for  "  restoring  aids  to  navi- 
gation on  the  southern  coast  destroyed  during  the  rebellion,"  had 
remained  available,  these  and  other  works  of  small  cost  would  have  been 
reestablished  with  the  least  avoidable  delay. 

319.  Sand  Island,  off  Mobile  Bay,  AJabama. — At  this  station  the  flrst- 
claes  light-bouse  tower  and  other  buildings  belonging  to  it  having  been 
destroyed  by  the  rebels,  at  the  close  of  hostilities  a  temporary  tower 
and  keepers  dwelling  were  constructed,  and  the  station  remains  in  that 
condition  at  present.  An  appropriation  was  made  in  18^  for  a  sea- 
coa.'tt  light  at  this  point;  the  light-house  tower  wasbuiltandthelight  ex- 
hibited. In  1801  the  rebels  destroyed  it.  Congress  having  made  an 
appropriation  for  rebuilding  this  lighthouse  tower,  plans  were  being 
prepared  and  the  necessary  steps  being  taken  for  arranging  for  landing 
the  material,  when  the  money  reverted  to  the  treasury  under  the 
operation  of  the  tilth  and  sixth  sections  of  the  act  of  July  12, 1870,  and 
arrested  further  progress  of  the  work.  The  lightisa  very  importantone 
to  commerce,  and  a  reappropriation  has  been  submitted  in  the  annual 
estimates.  The  sea  has  made  such  inroads  upon  the  eastern  side  of  this 
island,  on  which  the  temporary  light-house  and  kee|>er's  dwelling  are 
placed,  as  to  endanger  their  safety  during  a  heavy  gale  from  the  east- 
ward. These  buildings  being  on  a  small  sand-liill  only  47  feet  from  the 
water-line,  it  is  designed  to  place  the  temporary  light  upon  the  top  of  a 
building  standing  a  short  distan<;e  from  the  present  buildings,  and  fit 
it  for  the  greater  comfort  of  the  keeper  during  the  ensuing  winter,  and 
until  an  appropriation  is  available  for  constructing  a  permanent  tower 
and  keeper's  quarters. 

320.  Mobile  Foiiit.  entrance  to  Mobile  Bay,  Alabama. — The  light  placed 
on  the  southern  point  of  ilobile  Point,  and  within  a  short  distance  of 
Fort  Morgan,  was  destroyed  by  Admiral  Farragut's  fleet  on  the  Sth 
Angust,  1804,  in  passing  into  Mobile  Bay.  After  the  surrender  of 
the  rebel  armies  a  temporary  light  and  keeper's  dwelling  were  con- 
8tmcte<l,  and  the  light  exhibited.  An  appropriation  was  made  for  rei^ 
tablishing  this  light,  by  the  erection  of  suitable  buildings,  &c.,  hut 
before  the  work  could  be  economically  commenced,  (the  effort  and  desire 
being  to  carry  on  the  several  works  authorized  in  that  vicinity  together,) 
the  appropriation  reverted  to  the  treasurj-  under  the  operations  of  the

fifth  and  sixth  sections  of  tbe  act  of  July  12, 1870,  and  no  flirtber  steps 
can  be  taken  until  a  re!^p]troprlation  is  made,  Tiie  dwelling  of  the 
keeper,  like  that  on  Sand  Island,  is  in  very  bad  condition,  and  scarcely 
habitable,  but  not  fit  under  tbe  circumatauecs  to  spend  money  upon  iu 
re])air8. 

Battery  Oladden,  vpperpart  of  Mobile  Bay,  Alabama. — Under  the  ai>- 
propriation  for  "  reestablisbing  lights  on  tbe  southern  coast,"  an  iron 
scieiv-pile  lighthouse  was  jiurebased  and  sent  to  Mobile  to  l>e  erected 
on  this  site,  and  to  be  substituted  for  the  old  Clinet<iw  Point  light,  ren- 
^lered  useless  by  vbnnges  iu  tlie  channel,  growing  doubtless  out  of  tbe 
defensive  works  erected  during  tbe  rebellion;  bat,  before  the  building 
could  be  erected,  and  while  the  operations  were  going  on,  they  were 
aiTested  by  tbe  passage  of  the  act  of  Jidy  12,  1870,  carrying  this  fund 
into  the  treasury.  A  small  sum  has  been  submitted  in  the  annual  esti- 
mates for  completing  this  work. 

Dog  River  Bar  range-lights,  Mobile  Bay,  Alabama. — At  the  breaking 
out  of  the  rebellion,  and  for  many  years  prior  to  that  time,  there  were 
two  small  lights,  which  had  been  authorized  by  Congress,  to  serve  as  a 
range  for  that  part  of  tbe  channel  in  tbe  upper  jiartof  Mobile  Bay 
known  as  "Dog  River  Bar."  Without  the  restoration  of  these  range- 
lights  upon  proper  sites,  the  upper  i>iirt  of  tliat  bay  cannot  be  navigated 
at  night  by  vessels  of  the  draught  usually  entering  the  harbor,  therefore 
an  estimate  has  been  submitted  for  that  object. 

'■i'Jo.  Cat  Island^  Mississippi  Sound,  Mi»8isKippL — This  very  useful  and 
important  light  in  navigating  Mississippi  Sound  between  Mobile  Bay 
and  Lake  Pontchartrain  was  destroyed  during  the  rebellion.  Congress 
made  an  appropriation  for  rebuilding  it.  Bids  had  been  called  for,  and 
ten<lers  were  being  received  upon  plan.s  and  specifications  i»reviousIy 
prepared  to  suit  the  site  upon  which  it  had  been  determined  to  eret-t 
the  new  iron  screw-pile  light-house,  when  the  work  was  arrested  by  tbe 
passage  of  tbe  act  of  July  12,  1870,  causing  the  appropriation  to  revert 
to  the  treasury. 

329.  East  Biffolet,  Pleasonton's  Island,  Louisiana. — The  keeper's  dwell- 
ing at  this  station  is  old  and  not  worth  the  cost  of  tbe  extensive  repairs 
it  would  require  to  put  it  in  good  order.  A  new  building  would  cost 
very  little  more.  It  is  however  habitable  for  that  climate,  and  no 
estimate  has  been  submitted  for  a  new  structure  at  this  time. 

330.  Proctorsrilte  Beacon,  Lake  Borijne,  Louisiana, — An  elevated  struc- 
ture, on  the  plan  of  the  light-house  at  tlie  head  of  the  passes,  Mississippi 
Kiver,was  recommended  in  thelast  annual  rejiort.  Tlie  locality  being  sub- 
ject to  inundations  in  heavy  easteily  gales,  it  wilt  be  necessary  to  raise  the 
structure  about  8  feet  above  the  ground.  As  wooden  piles  are  consid- 
ei-ed  good  enough  for  the  puqiose,  and  as  tbe  work  can  be  economically 
done,  owing  to  its  proximity  to  New  Orleans,  an  appropriation  of  only 
$.1,000  has  been  asked  for  for  tbe  purpose.  This  is  one  of  the  works 
which  conld  have  been  included  in  the  appropriation  for  "restoring 
lights  on  the  southern  coast"  if  the  balance  bad  not  been  carried,  in  last 
July,  to  the  surplus  fund. 

331.  West  Rigolets,  eastern  entrance  to  Lake  Pontchartrain,  Louisiana. — 
The  wharf  and  breakwater  at  this  station  were  destroyed  by  the  gales 
of  September  1809,  and  general  repairs  to  tlie  keeiK'i-'s  dwelling  were 
asked  tor,  including  a  new  slate  roof,  plank  wharf  over  the  marsh,  and 
a  new  breakwater;  but  these  works  have  been  deferred  for  the  present, 

Poinie  aux  Herbes,  Louisiana. — The  appropriation  for  a  ligbt>house  at 
this  place  having  reverted  to  the  treasury  under  the  operation  of  the 
act  of  July  12, 1870,  steps  towards  purchasing  the  sit*  and  perfecting 
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the  title  were  arreste<l.  The  owner  of  the  land  had  agreed  to  sell  the 
necessary  quantity  of  land  at  SiO  per  acre,  but  until  a  reappropriation 
is  available  no  engagement  oan  be  entered  into  with  the  owner  lor  it. 

332.  Fort  Pontchartraiit,  Lovtsiana. — The  lighthouse  tower,  built  of 
brick,  stands  in  a  depth  of  about  two  feet  water  in  ordinary  stages  of 
the  tides.  About  two  years  since  the  base  of  the  tower  was  surrounded 
by  a  square  incloeure  of  piles  and  planking  filled  in  witli  concrete,  to 
protect  it  from  the  damaging  effects  of  the  wash  of  the  sea.  This  con- 
crete work  has  fully  answered  the  puriiose  for  which  it  was  designed, 
and  isnowin  excellent  condition.  The  keeper's  dwelling  isan  old  frame 
houSe,  in  too  dilapidated  a  state  to  justify  its  being  repaired.  The 
September  gales  of  18Cy  did  some  damage  to  this  dwelling,  and  tlie 
walk  leading  to  the  wharf  was  destroyed.  An  estimate  is  submitted  of 
$7,500  for  the  erection  on  piles,  above  the  highest  waves  of  the  sea,  of 
a  suitable  dwelling  for  the  keeper  at  this  place. 

333.  Bayon  Ht.  John,  iron  lerew-pile  light-home,  Louisiana. — A  new  illn- 
minating  ap|iaratus  was  put  up,  and  the  light  exhibited  from  it  on 
January  1, 1870. 

336.  Pass  Mawhae,  Louisiana. — A  breakwater  in  its  simplest  form, 
that  of  a  row  of  slieet  piling,  is  necessary  to  protect  this  station  from  the 
erosion  caused  by  waves,  the  estimated  cost  of  which  is  |H,700,  and  in- 
cluded in  the  annual  estimates. 

337.  Chandeletir,  Louisiana. — It  is  designed  to  strengthen  the  screw 
piles  supporting  the  keeper's  dwelling  at  this  station  by  connecting 
them  by  diagonal  braces,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $1,000.  A  new  cistern 
is  needed,  which  should  be  placed  on  a  brick  foundation,  rising  5  feet 
above  the  ground,  aa  the  water  rises  several  feet  above  the  surface  in 
heavy  gales  from  the  sontbeast. 

Erol  Inland,  Louisiatui. — The  proximity  of  this  outlying  island  to  the 
dangerons  shoals  off  Grande  Gosier,  to  the  northward  of  Pass  k  Loutre 
light-house,  distant  23  miles,  and  midway  between  the  Pass  k  I^outre 
and  Cbandeleur  lights,  marks  it  as  the  proper  location  for  a  light  to  till 
up  the  dark  space  in  the  approaches  to  the  northern  mouth  of  the  Mis- 
sissippi Biver.  The  only  structure  offering  a  reasonable  prospect  of 
stability  in  a  locality  so  exposed  to  wind  and  sea  is  an  iron  screw-pile 
tower,  for  the  erection  of  which  an  estimate  of  $30,000  has  been  sub- 
mitted in  the  annual  estimate  for  the  next  fiscal  year. 

338.  Pass  A  Loutre,  northern  Tttouth  of  the  Mississippi,  Louisiana. — A 
steam  fog-signal  is  required  for  this  light  st-ation.  Its  importance  and 
usefulness  can  hardly  be  calculated  in  i>ointing  out  this  entrance  during 
the  dense  and  frequently  long-continued  fogs  which  envelop  the  Delta 
of  the  Mississippi  during  the  winter  months.  The  day  or  unlighted 
beacon  authorized  to  be  erected  in  place  of  the  present  dilapidated 
wooden  one  is  in  readiness,  and  will  be  |>nt  up  as  soon  as  it  can  bo  done 
without  incoiTing  the  extra  expense  which  a  party  specially  sent  so  far 
would  necessarily  cause.  This  may  lie  done  while  the  works  at  the  head 
of  the  passes  are  in  progress,  unless  iu  the  mean  time  the  wooden  beacon 
should  be  destroyed,  iu  which  event  the  iron  one  will  be  sent  and  put 
up  at  once. 

330.  Houth  Pass,  mouth  of  the  Mississippi,  Louisiana. — The  light-house 
at  this,  the  most  seaward  point  of  the  dt-lta  of  the  Mississippi,  and  tbeie- 
fore  of  the  importance  of  a  lirst-class  sea-coast  light,  was  built  iu  1S31, 
and  is  only  a  low  wooden  tower  on  the  top  of  the  keei^r's  dwelling.  The 
grave  objections  to  a  wooden  structure  at  so  distant  a  point  from  succor 
in  case  of  fire,  and  one  occupying  so  important  a  jiosition,  (being  only  of 
the  tliird  class,)  have  been  mentioned  in  the  several  annual  reports  from 
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this  board  since  18C7.  Tlie  remarks  previously  made  have  acqnired 
additioiial  force  from  the  fact  that  tlie  untiiial  decay  of  so  perisb»ble  a 
material,  and  the  age  of  the  structure,  render  a  new  tower  at  no  distant 
day  indispensable,  even  iu  an  economical  point  of  view  aloue.  An  esti- 
mate of  S(75,000  for  commencing  the  work  is  submitted. 

340.  Head  of  the  passes,  Mississippi  River,  Louisiana. — The  work  author- 
ized, consisting  of  the  construction  of  a  wharf,  protecting  levee,  and  for 
a  light-house  and  buoy  dei>ot,  will  be  commenced  as  soon  as  the  prevail- 
ing epidemic  will  allow  it  to  be  done.  It  is  exi>ected  that  work  may  be 
resumed  in  that  vicinity  by  the  Ist  of  October.  The  breakwater  built 
iu  ISliS  has  had  a  very  beuelicial  effect  upon  this  station.  The  laud 
within  the  iuclosure  has  been  raised  from  18  to  21  inches  by  the  deposi- 
tion of  sediment.  Where  large  row-boats  could  navigate  without  diffi- 
culty there  is  now  solid  dry  ground.  Ihe  danger  apprehended  &om  the 
threatened  nudermiuiug  of  the  foundation  of  the  light-bonse  by  washings 
of  the  current  of  the  river  seems  no  longer  to  exist,  and  it  may  be  con- 
sidered as  permanently  arrested. 

341.  Southwest  Pass,  mouth  of  the  Missiiisi}>pi,  Louxniana. — ^Tbe  prelimi- 
nary work  of  survey,  experimental  borings,  and  plank  walk  over  the 
marsh,  preparatory  to  the  authorized  rebuilding  of  the  light-house  at  this 
point,  were  commenced  in  July  1869,  and  completed  in  the  following 
summer  and  fall  months.  During  the  last  winter  a  strong  wharf  was 
built  on  "Nine-tbot  Bayou,"  with  a  railroad  on  piles  connecting  it  with 
tiie  coffer  dam  inclosing  the  space  selected  for  the  site  of  the  new  light 
house.  The  work  ui>on  the  pile  fooudation  has  made  fair  progress  up 
to  July  30  last,  when  operations  had  to  be  teraiwrarily  suspended  on 
account  of  sickness  among  the  workmen.  Work  will  be  resumed  in  a 
very  short  time,  as  the  prevailing  epidemic  on  that  coast  is  disapi>earing. 
An  efficient  steam  fog-signal  is  necessary  for  this  light  station,  for  which 
an  estimate  has  been  submitted. 

Stance  Island,  S&ulhivestJPasa,  Louisiana. — A  wooden  beacon  was  erected 
daring  tbe  last  winter  on  Stake  Island,  which  lies  close  to  the  bar,  and 
has  been  found  very  useful  in  tbe  navigation  of  the  pass  during  foggy 
weather.  A  beacon  of  iron,  and  of  greater  height  than  the  present 
wooden  one,  will  be  ]mt  up  during  the  operations  at  the  Southwest  Pass 
light  station. 

Timballier  Bay,  coast  of  Louisiana. — The  light-house  at  this  point  on 
the  sea-coast  of  Louisiana  was  destroyed  by  a  tornjulo,  and  Congress  at 
its  next  session  made  an  appro|»riation  for  rebuilding  it,  which  however 
revei-ted  to  the  trciisury  under  the  operations  of  tbe  fifth  and  sixth  sec- 
tions of  the  act  of  July  12, 1870.  This  light  is  considered  of  so  much 
importance  to  tbe  commerce  of  the  Gulf,  and  especially  to  that  from  and 
to  Mobile,  jS'ew  Orleans,  an<l  the  ports  of  Texas  and  Mexico,  that  nppli- 
catiuu  was  made  for  the  temporary  employment  of  a  small  light-vessel 
until  the  new  tower  could  be  built,  which  bad  to  be  declined  on  account 
of  the  abseiKte  of  authority  to  comply  with  the  request.  Althongh  this 
light  station  is  at  the  mouth  of  Timballier  Bay,  its  importance  to  naviga- 
tion consists  iu  the  fact  that  it  is  a  sea-coast  light,  marking  an  important 
dark  space  on  that  low  coast  oft'  which  there  are  dangerous  shoals.  A 
reai))irupriatii>n  of  the  money  which  reverted  to  the  treasury  has  been 
asked  and  included  iu  the  annual  estimates. 

343.  Ship  Shoal,  iron  screw-pile  light-house,  LouiMana. — The  filling  up 
with  concrete  around  the  iron  piles  of  this  structure,  which  is  in  15  feet 
water,  has  been  attended  with  tbe  happiest  results.  The  water,  which 
was  increasing  in  depth,  is  now  gradually  shoaling  all  around  the  struc- 
ture, and  there  is  every  prosi>ect  that  it  wilt  continue  to  diminish  iu 
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depth.  The  light  was  for  a  time  greatly  impaired  in  power  and  useful- 
ness by  the  criiniDal  neglect  of  a  late  keeper,  who  suffered  the  mechanical 
lamp  machinery  to  mn  down,  and  this  melted  the  burners.  The  lamps 
and  burners  were  promptly  repaired  by  the  lampist  of  the  district  soon 
after  this  neglect  waa  discovered.  This  second-order  lens  apparatus 
with  its  appendages  is  one  of  the  finest  on  the  coast,  and  the  light  has 
been  one  of  the  best  to  be  found  anywhere. 

Sltell  Keys,  or  Trinity  Shoal,  Louisiana. — The  appropriation  for  rebuild- 
ing the  ligiit-honse  at  this  place,  which  was  destroyed  in  a  tornado, 
reverted  to  the  treasury  under  the  operation  of  the  fifth  and  sixth  sec- 
tions of  the  act  of  July  12, 1870.  A  dangerous  shoal,  lying  well  out  from 
the  low  coast  of  that  region,  and  more  in  the  track  of  passing  vessels 
than  the  old  site  of  the  Shell  Keys  light-house,  having  been  recently  dis- 
covered, it  is  deemed  advisable  to  recommend  that  a  rea]>propriation  be 
made  for  erecting  the  light-house  on  that  shoal  known  to  navigators  as 
"Trinity  Shoal."  This  shoal  is  southward  of  the  Shell  Keys  shoal,  and 
lies  nearly  iu  a  straight  line  drawn  from  the  entrance  to  Galveston  Bay 
to  tb«  Ship  Shoal  light-house,  M*ithont  anything  to  mark  it  except  a 
first-class  buoy,  which  has  recently  been  placed  near  it.  The  laud  from 
this  shoal  can  seldom  be  seen  on  account  of  its  little  elevation  above  the 
level  of  the  sea,  and  is  therefore  a  very  dangerous  obstruction  to  navi- 
gation. Since  the  close  of  the  rebellion  several  lines  of  steamers  are  in 
active  operation  between  New  Orleans  and  Texas  ports,  in  addition  to 
a  large  number  of  sailing  vessels,  which  necessarily  pass  near  this  danger 
day  and  night. 

Calcasieu,  Louisiana. — Petitions  have  firom  time  to  time  been  received 
for  a  light  to  mark  the  entrance  to  this  place,  and  in  1860  an  appropria- 
tion was  made,  which,  however,  reverted  to  the  treasury.  This  place, 
in  addition  to  its  significance  as  the  key  to  the  vast  lumber  region 
divided  by  the  Calcasieu  River,  has  within  the  last  two  years  become  of 
still  further  importance  from  the  fact  of  the  discovery  of  sulphur  and 
coal  oil  in  its  vicinity,  and  not  very  remote  from  the  salt  mines  which 
were  somewhat  developed  and  used  by  the  insurgents  during  the  rebel- 
lion. Although  the  site  for  this  light  will  be  on  fast  land,  yet  the  great 
and  sudden  rise  of  the  tide  during  equinoctial  and  other  heavy  storms  on 
this  part  of  the  Gulf  coast,  which  in  many  instances  have  been  known  to 
destroy  nearly  every  building  within  many  miles,  and  cansed  great  loss  of 
life,  it  is  considered  that  nothing  but  a  screw-pile  structure  can  insure  a 
proper  degree  of  safety  to  life  and  property.  An  estimate  has  been  sub- 
mitted in  the  annual  estimates  for  the  next  fiscal  year  for  the  struc- 
ture. 

347.  Bolivar  Point  entrance  to  Galveston  Bay,  Texas. — At  the  com- 
mencement of  the  rebellion  there  was  a  thini  cliiss  cast-iron  light-house 
at  this  important  point,  leading  to  the  best  harlrar  on  the  coast  of  Texas- 
During  hostilities  the  tower  was  taken  down,  the  material  remosed,  and 
possibly  used  for  war  purposes.  Immediately  after  the  close  of  the 
rebellion  a  temiwrary  light  was  established  near  the  site  of  the  old  one, 
wliich  is  at  present  kept  up,  and  during  last  year  a  light-vessel  was 
placed  inside  the  bar  to  render  its  passage  at  night  comparatively  safe. 
At  the  last  sestsion  of  Congress  an  appropriation  of  840,000  (July  l.'i, 
1870)  was  made  for  rebuilding  the  light-house  at  this  point,  which  will 
be  sufBcient  for  one  of  the  third  class.  Instrnctions  have  been  given  to 
proceed  with  the  execution  of  this  work,  but,  owing  to  the  rigid  quaran- 
tine which  exists  between  New  Orleans  and  Gjilvcston  dnring  the 
existence  of  the  prevailing  epidemic,  nothing  can  be  done  toward  com- 
mencing work  until  after  frost. 
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351.  Matagorda,  Texas. — ^This  light-house  tower  wiis  built  of  cast-irou 
and  thrown  dowu  during  the  rebellion.  At  the  close  of  the  war  a  tem- 
iwrary  light  was  exhibited  from  a  site  near  the  old  one,  and  negotiations 
entered  upon  for  the  purchase  of  a  new  site,  the  old  one  having  become 
untenable  by  the  action  of  the  sea  and  winds.  A^r  considerable  delay, 
valid  title  and  cession  of  tUe  State  jurisdiction  have  been  obtained.  The 
work,  for  which  au  estimate  is  submitted  in  the  annual  estimate  for  the 
next  fiscal  year,  can  be  commenced  immediately  upon 'funds  becoming 
available.  The  difficulty  of  reconstructing  this  tower  is  found  to  be 
much  greater  than  was  at  first  anticipated.  Having  sent  a  party  of  men 
to  remove  the  caat-iron  sections  from  the  site  of  the  old  fouudatioti  which 
bas  been  washed  away,  it  was  found  that  several  sections  were  broken, 
and  would  have  to  be  I'enewed.  The  transportation  of  the  material  for 
building  the  foundation  will  have  to  be  made  with  ox  teams  for  a  dis- 
tance of  three  miles  from  the  landing  to  the  site.  An  estimate  of  $20,000 
has  been  submitted  for  rebniidhig  this  important  light-house  tower,  iu 
addition  to  such  materials  of  the  old  structure  as  may  be  fit  for  use, 
rendered  necessary  in  consequence  of  the  reverting  to  the  treasury  of  the 
funds  for  "restoring  lights  on  the  southern  coast." 

Decro'a  Point  entrance  to  Matagorda  Bay,  Texas. — An  appropriation  of 
$15,000  was  made  July  lu,  1870,  for  two  range  lights  to  mark  the  chaii- 
net  at  this  place.  The  necessary  preliminary  steps  for  selecting  the  sites, 
procuring  the  land,  valid  title,  and  cession  of  State  Jurisdiction  have 
been  taken,  and  the  work  will  be  commenced  as  soon  as  possible. 

353.  Swauli,  Matagorda  Bay,  Texas. — This  is  one  of  the  light  houses 
which  was  destroyed  during  the  rebellion,  and  for  whic\^  an  appropria- 
tion was  made  for  rebuilding  it,  but  before  the  work  could  be  done  the 
passing  of  the  act  of  July  12,  1870,  carried  the  money  back  to  the  treas- 
ury. An  estimate  of  $15,000  has  been  submitted  for  its  reconstructiua 
upon  the  old  site.

It  is  proposed  to  restflre 
the  rBiipe  beacon  formerly  existing,  in  connection  with  the  Bolivar  Point 
main  light,  when  the  ne|iv  tower  is  completed,  and  dispense  witli  the  no\T 
expensive  light-vesseL 

DEPOTS  FOE  BUOYS. 

The  priacipa]  depot  in  this  district  for  the  safe-keeping  and  protecting 
of  spare  buoys  and  for  coal  for  the  tender  is  at  the  Head  of  the  Passes 
light  station,  Mississippi  River. 

There  is  also  a  depot  at  Fort  Pickens'  wharf,  Pensacola  Bay,  and  at 
Fort  Morgan,  Mobile  Bay,  for  the  storage  of  spare  buoys,  and  at  the  for- 
mer for  the  storage  of  coal.

The  numbers  preceding  the  uauies  of  stations  correspond  with  those 
of  the  "Light-house  List  of  the  Northern  and  Northwestern  Lakes  of 
the  United  States,"  issued  Januarj^  1,  1870, 

3'JO.  Ogdensburg,  New  York,  St.  Latcrenee  River, — By  act  of  Congress 
approved  July  lo,  ISTO,  an  appropriation  of  $13,000  was  made  for  the 
renovation  and  repair  of  this  station,  and  on  August  23,  1870,  under 
this  act,  work  was  commenced.  The  design  is  the  same  as  that  for 
Stony  Point,  except  that  the  tower  is  C  feet  8  inches  higher,  (height  39 
feet  8  inches.)  The  material  used  in  the  construction  is  dark  gray  lime- 
stone, obtained  from  the  Kingston  quarries,  and  Mte  same  that  has  been 
used  on  Sister  Island.  The  reuovatious  are  well  under  way ;  the  latest 
report  received  places  the  top  course  of  the  stone  built  in  at  7J  feet  above 
the  water-table.    It  is  expected  that  the  whole  house  will  be  covered  in 
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and  tbe  lantern  adjusted  at  the  close  of  the  season.  It  was  not  fonnd 
necessary,  as  was  expectetl  from  the  low  site,  to  use  piles  in  the  tbuu- 
dation.    The  onler  of  tbe  light  will  not  be  changed. 

Skiers  Iglands,  Seiv  York,  St.  Latcrence  River. — A  new  light-honse 
has  been  bailt  on  tbe  lower  island  according  to  tbe  original  intention  of 
the  Lighthouse  Board,  altered  only  in  respect  to  material,  stone  being 
eubstitnted  for  brick  because  of  the  exposed  sit^t  and  of  the  difilculty 
of  obtaining  the  best  quality  of  brick  at  a  price  to  which  the  appropria- 
tion was  adequate.  The  light  was  exhibited  on  15th  September,  1S70. 
It  is  a  fixed  white  light  of  the  sixth  order,  iltnminating  an  arc  of  360°. 

402,  Borae  Island,  Ifew  York,  Sackett's  Harbor,  Lake  Ontario. — An 
appropriation  of  $12,000  was  made  at  the  last  session  of  Congress  (July 
15, 1S70)  for  rebuilding  the  tower  and  keeper's  dwelling  at  this  place. 
The  work  was  commenced  in  August,  and  has  been  pushed  rapidly 
ahead,  the  construction  having  already  advanced  a  few  feet  above  the 
vrater-table.  The  material  nsed  is  brick,  and  the  design  the  same  as 
that  of  Ogdensburg;  the  order  of  the  light  will  not  be  changed.  The 
site  has  been  changed  to  a  point  about  300  yards  to  the  south  and  east 
of  the  old  tower.  The  old  dwelling  and  tower  were  too  close  to  the 
shore,  and  the  lake  was  beginning  to  make  encroachments  npon  it, 
which  might  have  endangered  in  a  short  time  a  new  dwelling  near  the 
old  site.  It  is  expected  to  complete  the  dwelling  during  tbe  season, 
excepting  the  interior  finish  and  outside  painting. 

403.  StoAi/  Pmnt,.  New  York,  Lake  Ontario. — A  new  dwelling  for  the 
keeper,  with  attached  tower,  was  hoilt  at  this  station  during  the  last 
season,  for  operations  in  this  region.  During  the  present  season  the 
outside  pointing,  and  some  of  the  plastering  which  could  not  be  done 
last  year,  were  fiuished. 

405.  Big  Sodus  range-beacons,  lfeu>  York,  Lake  Ontario. — A  new  per- 
manent beacon  will  be  built  on  the  pier  of  entrance,  and  both  beacons 
will  l>e  fitted  with  improved  lens  apparatus  this  season. 

400.  Big  Sodus  Bay^  Kew  York,  Lake  Ontario. — An  appropriation  was 
made  at  the  last  session  of  Congress  (July  15,  1870)  for  rebuilding  the 
tower  and  keeper's  dwelling  at  this  light  station.  Work  was  com- 
menced  in  August,  which  has  been  pushed  rapidly.  The  construction 
has  already  advanced  to  a  height  of  4  feet  above  the  water-table.  The 
material  used  is  limestone,  from  the  Kingston  quarries.  The  dwelling 
will  be  two  stories,  with  the  light-house  tower  attached;  the  height, 
from  the  base  to  the  focal  plane,  will  bo  45  feet.  It  is  built  upon  the 
same  general  plan  as  the  one  at  Stony  Point,  New  York 

Oak  Orchard,  New  York,  Lake  Ontario. — An  appropriation  was  made 
at  the  last  session  of  Congi-ess  for  a  light-house  "  at  or  near  Oak  Orchard 
Creek,  Lake  Ontario,  New  York,"  primarily  designed  for  a  lake  coast 
light,  to  guide  navigators  on  that  part  of  the  nnlighted  coast  between 
the  Genesee  and  Fort  Niagara  lights,  and  secondarily,  if  it  be  fonnd  to 
he  practicable,  to  mark  the  approaches  to  Oak  Orchard  Creek.  The 
necessary  pi-eliminaries  are  in  progress  for  purchasing  the  site,  pertect- 
ing  the  title,  &c.,  preparatory  to  commencing  the  erection  of  the  bnUd- 
ings. 

408,  Fort  Niagara,  New  York,  entram^e  to  Niagara  Rirer. — This  light 
is  exliibited  from  a  low  frame  tower,  projecting  above  the  roof  of  the 
mess-lionse,  which  is  at  present  occupied  as  quarters  by  the  officers  of 
the  garrison,  through  which  the  keei)er  has  to  pass  to  attend  npon  the 
light  at  night,  as  well  as  to  clean  and  put  it  in  order  during  the  day. 
The  position  is  not  a  proper  one  for  a  light,  and  as  the  tower  is  in  a  most 
dilapidated  condition,  without  oil-room  or  other  necessary  means  for 
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keeping  tbe  oil  and  other  supplies,  it  is  recominended  tbat  an  apprppria- 
tion,  tor  which  an  estimate  has  been  snbmitted,  be  made  for  the  con- 
struction of  a  proper  tower  on  a  stiitable  Rite,  to  serve  the  double  pur- 
pose of  a  lake-coast  and  a  local  light  at  the  same  time. 

4(K>.  Black  Roek  beac<m,  New  York,  head  of  Niagara  River,  Lake  Erie. — 
This  beacon-light  having  been  established  to  serve  a  temporary  purijose, 
until  the  completion  and  exhibition  of  the  light  on  Horseshoe  Beef,  and 
being  of  no  use,  will  be  extinguished  at  the  close  of  navigation  this  sea- 
son, and  will  not  be  relighted  next  spring. 

411.  Buffalo,  NetP  York,  Lake  Erie. — The  pier  on  the  creek  side  of  the 
lighthouse  lot  is  very  old  and  should  be  entirely  removed.  It  was 
originally  made  with  an  open  bottom,  the  foundation  to  a  certain  height 
being  filled  in  with  bnisb,  upon  which  rested  the  stone  filling.  There  is 
a  strong  underground  pressure  from  tbe  land  side  by  which  the  brush 
baa  been  gradually  forced  out  of  place  and  into  the  creek ;  the  stone  sink- 
ing, in  consequence,  have  likewise  been  forced  from  under  the  pier  in 
some  parts.  The  sand  washed  into  the  creek  trom  behind  the  pier  bas 
formed  a  shoal  along  the  entire  front,  with  scarcely  18  inches  of  water 
in  some  places,  which  renders  the  pier  unserviceable  for  the  supply  ves- 
sel. Taking  out  the  old  pier,  dredging  to  a  depth  of  4  feet  and  sinking 
a  new  pier  on  tbe  same  line,  with  grillage  bottom,  are  recommended ;  the 
front  to  be  protected  at  a  distance  of  2  feet  by  a  row  of  piles  4  feet  from 
center  and  driven  6  or  8  feet,  with  a  "sill  and  binder"  capping.  Tbe 
present  pier  is-264  feet  long  by  li  feet  wide.  It  is  thought  it  may  be 
necessary  to  drive  sheet  piling  behind  the  pier  t-o  prevent  the  undertow 
of  sand  that  fills  tlie  channel.    The  estimate  cost  of  the  work  is  $10,000. 

Buffalo  breakwater  beacons,  New  York,  Lake  Erie. — An  appropriation 
was  made  July  15, 1870,  for  a  beacon-light  on  each  end  of  tlie  break- 
water in  this  harbor.  The  one  authorized  to  be  placed  on  the  north  end 
may  be  commenced  at  this  time,  but  the  other  must  await  the  comple- 
tion of  that  end  of  the  break  water;  It  will  therefore  be  necessary  to  con- 
tinue the  balance  of  the  appropriation  which  may  remain  June  30, 1871, 
for  the  uext  fiscal  year. 

414.  Preaque  Isle,  Erie,  Pennsylvania,  Lake  Erie. — The  keeper's  dwell- 
ing at  this  light  station  was  not  rebuilt  at  the  time  a  new  tower  was 
erected  in  1807 ;  the  walls  of  this  house  are  perfectly  good,  but  floors, 
window  casings,  plastering,  &c,  &c.,  require  renewing. 

415.  Presqite  Isle  beamn,  Erie  Harbor,  Pennaylmnia,  Lake  Erie. — A 
breakwater  has  been  built  along  the  shore  on  tbe  east  side,  to  protect 
the  keeper's  dwelling.  It  is  sunk  in  3  feet  water,  is  245  feet  long  hy  18 
wide,  and  6  feet  high  on  the  lake  side,  and  4^  feet  on  the  land  side.  It 
is  filled  with  heavy  blocks  of<stene,  covers  tbe  entire  front  of  the  dwell- 
ing, and  affords  ample  protection  to  it,  A  boat  shed  has  been  provided 
for  the  keei>er.  A  buoy  shed,  for  the  storage  and  protection  of  spare 
buoys,  is  in  process  of  completion,  on  the  north  side  of  the  pier  of 
enti-anee  to  the  harbor,  and  between  the  beacon  and  range-beacon  So.  1. 

41(1,417.  Presque  Me  Bay  range-lights,  Erie,  Pennsylvania,  Lake  Erie. — 
Those  two  small  lights  pliicod  on  tlie  spit  making  out  to  the  southward 
and  eastward  from  Presqne  Isle,  and  designed  to  serve  as  a  guide  to  ves- 
sels after  passing  between  the  piers  into  the  bay,  will  be  renovated,  and 
a  more  powerful  illumuiating  apparatus  fitted  during  tbe  present  season 
of  operations. 

418.  Vonnemit,  Ohio,  mouth  of  Conncaut  Eirer,  Lake  Erie. — This  light 
station  is  without  a  keeper's  dwelling,  and  as  one  is  essential  to  the 
proper  attendance  uim)d  the  light,  an  estimate  of  §4,000  has  been  sub- 
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Biittftl  for  tlie  pnrcliase  of  ft  site  and  the  erection  of  a  convenient  frame 
dwelling, 

419.  Ashtabula,  Ohio,  Lake  Erie. — There  ia  no  dwelling  for  the  light- 
keei>er  at  thin  light  station,  and  an  estimate  has  been  submitted  for  an 
appropriation  to  erect  one  similar  to  the  one  proposed  for  Conneaut. 

■kit).  Grand  River,  Fairport,  Ohio,  Lake  Erie. — An  appropriation  was 
made  March  3,  18C9,  for  rebuilding  the  tower  and  keeiier's  dwelling  at 
this  light  station.  Near  the  close  of  the  season  of  operations  of  1809, 
a  temporary  tower  from  which  to  exhibit  a  light  was  erected,  and  the 
light  exhibited  December  10, 1809.  The  old  tower  was  taken  down  and 
an  examination,  by  borings,  showed  the  necessity  for  a  pile  foundation 
for  the  new  one.  This  work  was  commenced  early  in  the  spring  of  1870. 
The  piles  were  driven  flush  with  the  bottom  of  an  excavation  11  feet  4 
inches  deep,  and  their  heads  inclosed  in  one  foot  of  concrete.  Upon 
the  heads  of  the  piles  a  grillage  of  two  courses  of  12-inch  timber  waa 
laid,  from  which  the  foundation  of  limestone  rises  to  the  surface  of  the 
ground,  where  the  tower  proper,  built  of  Berea  sandstone,  commences. 
At  the  time  the  work  was  suspended  by  the  operation  of  tlie  act  of  12th 
July,  1870,  carrying  the  balance  of  the  appropriation  then  available  to 
the  treasury,  tweuty-nine  courses  of  the  tower  proper  had  been  set,  and 
thirty-two  iron  steps  built  into  the  brick  liuings.  Upon  the  suspension 
of  the  work,  the  tower  was  protected  by  placing  a  board  roof  covering 
over  it,  and  all  materials  and  tools  belonging  to  it  safely  stored  to  await 
a  reap propriat ion,  which  has  been  submitted  in  the  annual  estimates. 
The  dwelling  for  tlie  keeper  at  this  station  is  in  a  very  dilapidated  con- 
dition, so  much  so  as  to  make  the  coustnietion  of  a  new  one  absolutely 
necessary. 

422.  Cleveland,  Ohio,  Lale  Erie. — An  appropriation  was  made  March  3, 
1869,  of  $45,000,  for  rebuilding  the  lighthouse  tower  and  keeper's  dwell- 
ing at  this  place.  A  temporary  structure  was  erected  and  the  light  ex- 
hibited from  it  August  9, 1870,  preparatory  to  the  removal  of  the  old  and 
the  commencement  of  the  constniction  of  the  new  tower.  Directions  were 
given  August  10  to  suspend  further  operations,  in  couscquence  of  the 
available  funds,  which  had  been  appropriated  little  over  a  year,  having 
reverted  to  the  treasury,  under  the  operation  of  the  fifth  and  sixth  sec- 
tions of  the  act  of  July  12,  1870,  at  which  time  the  old  lantern  and  a 
part  of  the  masonry  of  the  tower  had  been  taken  down.  The  engineer 
of  the  district,  under  authority  from  the  board,  had  previously  entered 
into  a  contract  for  the  delivery  of  stone  for  a  wall  of  inclosure  on  the 
east  and  north  sides  of  the  light-house  site,  and  for  aJl  the  necessary 
excavation.  The  delivery  of  the  stone  ha<l  not  commenced,  and  the  ex- 
ecution of  the  contract  was  susjwnded.  By  suspending  the  work,  the 
station  has  been  left  in  very  bad  couditiou.  The  widening  of  the  sti-eet 
in  front  of  the  old  tower  by  the  city  authorities,  with  the  sanction  of  the 
Government,  was  at  the  same  time  susiH-ndetl,  although  it  had  already 
muilc  considerable  progress.  The  old  tower  has  been  covered  over  and 
all  tools  and  materials  remaining  on  hand  safely  stored  to  await  a  reap- 
propriation  to  recommence  the  work. 

424.  Black  Mirer,  Ohio,  Lake  Erie. — This  light  station  is  without  ft 
keeper's  dwelling.  An  estimate  of  84,000  is  submitted  for  the  erection 
of  a  dwellUig  and  for  making  the  necessary  repairs  upon  the  lighthouse 
and  the  i)ier  of  protection  to  the  light. 

425.  Vermillion,  Ohio,  Lake  Erie.— Thin  light  station  has  not  been  pro- 
videil  with  a  dwelling  tor  the  light  keeper.  An  appropriation  is  asked, 
of  $4,01H),  for  the  purchase  of  a  site,  to  erect  a  suitable  frame  dwelling 
and  tor  reiiairs  of  the  pier  of  protection  to  the  light. 
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426.  Huron,  Ohio,  Lake  Erie. — An  appropriation  of  $4,000  bas  lieen 
asked  in  the  annual  estimates  for  the  pnrposo  of  erecting  a  suitable 
dwelling  for  the  keeper  of  thia  light  station. 

427.  Cedar  Point  Beacon,  Ohio,  entrance  to  Sandusky  Bay. — A  buoy  shed 
has  been  constructed  at  this  liglit  station  for  the  protection  and  storage 
of  spare  buojs  and  their  fixtures. 

434.  Maumee  Outer  Range,  Ohio,  Maumee  Rtrer. — Tliese  two  lights 
aj-e  placed  in  small  frame  towers,  without  convenienees  tor  the  keeper 
or  supplies.  The  appropriation  which  was  made  at  the  time  they  were 
autliorized  to  be  built  was  inadequate  and  no  dwelling  for  the  keeper 
could  be  built.  An  estimate  of  $3,000  has  been  submitted  for  that  pur- 
pose.

The  tender  Haze  delivers  all  the  supitlies  ooee  a  year,  at  which  timp 
the  inspector  goes  around  with  the  lampist  aud  inspects  all  the  lights 
and  other  aids  to  navigation. 

The  strong  current  iu  the  J>iagara  and  St.  Lawrence  Bivers  prevents 
the  use  of  any  other  than  a  steam  tender  iu  looking  properly  after  the 
bnoyu.

Tlie  numbers  preceding  the  names  of  stations  correspond  with  the 
"  Light-house  List  of  the  Northern  and  Northwestern  Lakes  of  the  United 
States,"  issued  January  1, 1870. 

St.  Clair  Flats,  Michigan,  wew  channel. — These  two  light-hoases  were 
in  course  of  construction  when  work  had  to  be  stopiied  owing  to  the  law 
of  July  12, 1870,  carrjing  to  the  surplus  fund  all  unexpende<l  balances. 
The  building  at  the  north  end  of  the  channel  had  then  reached  the  height 
of  the  first  floor.  The  building  at  the  south  end  had  reached  nearly  the 
same  height.  The  new  channel  is  expected  to  be  completed  before  the 
close  of  navigation,  and  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  lights  cannot  be 
shown  at  the  same  time  the  channel  opens  for  navigation.  The  anex- 
peuded  balance  of  $33,000,  which  under  the  law  reverted  to  the  treasury, 
would  have  been  ample  to  have  completed  Itoth  light-houses.  It  is  rec- 
ommended that  the  above  amount  be  reappropriated. 

444.  Fort  Gratiot,  Michigan,  Lake  Huron. — This  is  one  of  the  points 
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named  in  the  appropriation  for  new  and  efficient  fog  signals,  approved 
Man:)i  2,  18(J7.  Tlie  balance  of  thia  appropriation  liaving  i-everted  to 
tbe  treasury  under  tlie  law  of  July  12,  1870,  it  is  respectfully  recom- 
mended that  a  reappropriation  be  made  for  tbis  purpose. 

Tbe  navigable  cUaitnel  at  tbis  place  (Port  Hurou  on  the  Ameneau 
side,  aud  Samia  ou  the  Caiiadiau)  is  quite  narrow,  needing  during  fogs 
something  to  guide  passing  vessels.    The  terminus  of  tbe  Graud  Trunk 

i Canadian)  Railroad  is  at  Sarnia,  which  connects  with  the  road  ou  the 
'ort  Huron  side  by  ferry-boat. 

iMke  coajit  light  between  Fort  Gratiot  and  Pointe  aux  Barques^  Michi- 
gan, Lake  Huron. — A  lake  coast  light  to  be  placed  between  the  present 
lights  at  Fort  Gratiot  and  Pointe  aux  Banjues  was  asked  for  last  year, 
aud  again  recommended  by  the  light-house  officers  of  the  eleventh  dis- 
trict. The  distance  ou  the  Lake  Huron  shore  between  these  two  lights 
is  7o  uriles,  and  vessels  navigating  the  lake  keep  the  shore  close  aboard, 
rendering  a  mark  at  night  very  desirable.  In  consideration  of  many 
other  premising  wants  of  this  kind,  no  estimate  has  been  submitted  this 
year. 

Range  lights  to  guide  into  Taicas  Harbor,  Michigan,  Lake  Huron. — An 
appropriation  of  |8,01H)  has  been  asked  for  establishing  two  small  lights 
to  serve  as  a  range  for  entering  this  excellent  harbor  of  refuge,  but  it 
has  been  deemed  advisable  to  defer  including  the  amount  in  the  appro- 
priations at  present.  The  point  on  which  the  present  main  light,  marking 
the  approach,  is  only  a  short  distauce  from  the  harbor,  aud  it  is  believed 
■will  answer  the  present  wants  of  navigatiou.  The  place,  however,  is 
growing  inimportance,  and  range-lights  will  be  nec«ssai'y  at  no  distant  day 
to  render  the  harbor  easy  of  access,  es[>ecially  at  night  and  in  bad  weather. 

Range  lighfg  at  the  mouth  of  Saginaw  Hiver,  Michigan,  Lake  Huron. — An 
appropriation  of  $12,000,  approved  July  15,  1870,  is  available  for  this 
object.  The  county  surveyor  of  Bay  County,  in  which  the  proposed  new 
sUitiou  lies,  has  been  requested  to  make  a  survey  of  the  site  required. 
^Vhe^  received,  the  Governor  of  Michigan  will  be  applied  to  for  the  eon- 
deuiuation  of  the  necessarj'  land,  it  a|>pearing  from  corres|iondeuco  held 
with  the  county  authorities  that  the  title  to  the  land  required  is  rather 
intricate,  and  could  not  be  cleared  up  without  muck  time  and  labor. 
The  construction  will  commence  as  soon  as  a  valid  title  shall  have  been 
obtained  and  approved  by  the  Attorney  General  of  the  United  States,  in 
conformity  to  law. 

449.  Sturgeon  Point,  Michigan,  Lake  Huron. — This  light-house,  in 
course  of  construction  at  the  date  of  the  last  annual  report,  was  completed 
early  in  November  of  last  year,  but  the  new  keeper  not  arriving  iu  time, 
it  was  deemed  best  to  iKJstpoue  tlie  exhibition  of  the  light  until  the 
opening  of  uavigation  this  spring,  which  was  done,  due  "notice  to 
niariuers"  having  been  given  previously. 

450.  Thunder  Bag  Island,  Lake  Huron. — A  steam  fog  signal  is  greatly 
needed  to  mark,  during  fogs,  this  dangerous  point,  in  place  of  a  bell  now 
there,  which  is  not  efficient  for  a  posiHon  of  its  danger  and  importance. 

Presque  Isle  ranges,  Michigan,  Lake  Huron. — Two  small  lights  have  been 
established  at  this  harbor  of  refuge  to  serve  as  a  range  guide  to  a  safe 
anchorage.  The  work  was  finished  early  in  the  mouth  of  August,  and 
the  lights  will  be  exhibited  as  soon  as  a  keeper  takes  charge  of  them. 

Xew  light  at  Fresque  Itk,  Michigan,  Lake  Huron. — Appropriations 
having  been  made  for  a  lake  coast  light  at  this  place,  (the  last  one  July 
15, 1870,)  to  take  the  place  of  the  old  tower  ou  tlie  imint  at  the  entrance 
to  the  harbor,  the  work  ou  the  new  tower  is  in  progress  on  the  north 
point  of  the  peulmiula,  and  adjoining  Presque  Isle  Harbor.    The  new 
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1)uildin^  will  consist  of  a  brick  tower,  Itavinfr  »  focal  plane  of  100  feot 
above  the  ground,  and  connected  with  a  keeper's  dwelling,  constructed  of 
brick,  by  a  covered  passage  way.  The  illuminating  apparatus  will  be  » 
third-order  lens  for  a  fixed  light.  Th<t  steam  tender  WarringtOD  has 
delivered  all  the  material  for  these  buildings.  Owing  to  the  very  short 
seiison  for  operations  on  the  lakes  and  the  necessity  for  great  care  in 
putting  materials  together  at  such  exposed  [>oiots  as  tliosc  occupied  by 
lightrUonses,  it  is  probable  that  the  work  cannot  be  entirely  completed 
this  season.  A  fog  signal  is  very  mpeb  needed  at  this  place,  to  serve 
passing  vessels  and  those  seeking  the  harbor  in  bad  weather.  An  esti- 
mate has  been  submitted  for  one. 

453  SheboytjaH,  Michigan,  Straits  of  Maeiinac. — ^This  is  one  of  the  most 
important  stations  on  the  lakes,  making,  as  it  does,  the  tiiniiiig  point 
between  Lake  Huron  and  the  soutli  channel  of  the  straits,  the  one 
almost  exclusively  used  by  sailing  vessels  and  steamers  {'lying  between 
Lake  Michigan  and  the  lower  lakes.  The  present  light  beinga  ti ftfa-order, 
(llxeil,  variwl  by  flashes,)  shown  at  an  elevation  of  only  37  tleet,  should  be 
replaced  by  one  of  the  thiHl-order,  with  an  elevation  of  at  least  8(1  feet 
alwve  lake  level.  To  accomplish  this  would  require  an  appropriation  of 
$33,(H>0,  but  it  has  not  been  included  in  this  year's  estimates. 

Npeetnele  Heef,  Lake  Huron. — Preparations  for  this  work  were  com- 
menced early  this  spring.  A  steam  barge  was  purchased  and  ftttiHl  up 
last  winter  for  this  work.  A  dciwt  has  been  establisbe<l  at  Scamiuoo's 
Harbor,  17J  miles  north  of  the  reef — an  excellent  harbor,  which  is  safe 
In  all  winds. 

Tlie  necessary  timber  for  the  pier  of  protection  was  contracted  for 
last  winter  an<l  trans[>orted  early  in  the  spring  to  the  harbor,  where 
temporary  quarters,  a  storehouse,  and  a  wharf  have  been  erected. 
Here  the  timber  for  the  pier  of  protection  is  Iwing  ft-anied.  The  neces- 
sary ballast  stone  is  found  here  in  large  quantities,  and  is  being  collected 
and  deposited  on  t«m[)orary  wharves,  built  in  5  feet  of  water,  fi-om  which 
it  will  be  transported  to  the  reef  as  required.  From  this  harbor  the 
crib,  with  the  necessary  ballast  stone,  will  be  towed  to  the  reef  diiring 
next  season.  It  is  proi>osed  to  transport  the  necessary  stone  for  the 
tower  to  this  place,  where  it  is  to  be  cut  and  fitted  ujwn  temporary 
foundations  prepareil  for  this  purpose.  The  total  estimated  cost  for  this 
light-house  is  $3I6,(K>3  ao.  Two  appropriations  of  $U)0,000  each  are 
already  available,  which  amount,  it  is  presumed,  will  be  expend«l  during 
this  and  the  next  working  season  of  1S71,  It  is  therefore  recommended 
that  an  additional  api>roprintiou  be  made  to  continue  the  light-bonse 
works  at  S|)ectacle  Itet'f  of  $  116,000,  In  order  to  conform  the  bottom  of 
the  crib  to  the  reef,  a  ciirefnl  survey  of  the  site  selected  last  year  was 
again  ma^le,  which  revealed  the  tact  that  the  hull  of  the  schooner  Xight- 
ingale.  wrecked  on  this  reef  last  fall,  covers,  with  her  cargo  of  iron  ore, 
a  good  portion  of  the  bed  of  rock  upon  which  the  tower  is  to  stand.  Aa 
there  is  no  other  place  on  the  reef  where  bare  bed-rock  is  to  be  found, 
except  in  18  feet  of  water,  (he  place  selected  having  only  11  feet  of 
water  on  it,  it  will  be  necessary,  and  most  economical,  to  remove  at  least 
that  portion  of  the  wreck  covering  the  area  reqaire<l  for  the  coffer  dam. 
This  work  is  now  in  progress. 

fifraita  of  Mackinac,  Michigan. — Attention  is  respectfully  invited  to  the 
following  remarks  in  the  annual  report  for  18$D  concerning  the  necessity 
for  a  light  to  mark  the  passage  between  Round  Island  and  the  Island 
Macki  nac,  known  as  the  north  channel : 
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Ibr  oonsldacation,  and  attention  is  Teepeotfiilly  invited  t<: 
in  the  annnal  report  of  li^GT.  The  eatiniBtea  coat  of  b, 
for  which  an  appropriation  is  now  aaked. 

The  appropriation  therein  named  is  again  recommeDded,  amounting  to 
•12,000 

46i.  McQulpin^s  Foint,  Michigan,  Straits  of  MackiTUie. — This  is  one  of 
tlie  light  stations  for  which  appropriations  have  been  made  for  efficient 
fog  signals  and  which  reverted  to  the  treasury  under  the  act  of  Joly 
12, 1870.    An  estimate  for  a  reappropriation  has  been  submitted. 

455.  Detour,  Michigan,  Lake  Huron. — In  view  of  the  importance  of 
this  station  a  third-order  lens  will  be  substituted  for  the  present  one  of 
the  fourth  order,  the  light-honse  having  been  originally  designed  for  a 
third-order  ligh^  and  the  lantern  being  of  ample  capacity  to  receive  a 
lens  of  that  order. 

The  old  dwelling  and  remnants  of  the  old  tower  remain  standing  at 
this  station,  and  will  be  removed.  This  is  also  one  of  the  points  named 
in  the  appropriation  for  new  and  efficient  fog  signals,  and  lor  the  same 
reasons  as  stated  under  McQulpin's  Point,  an  appropriation  is  recom- 
mended. 

8t.  Selena  Island,  Lake  Michigan. — The  establishment  of  a  snitable 
light  to  mark  the  anchorage,  as  a  harbor  of  refuge,  at  this  island  in 
I^e  Michigan,  and  not  far  from  the  Straits  of  Mackinac,  has  been  again 
urged  by  those  interested  in  the  navigation  of  the  lakes.  An  estimate 
bas  been  submitted. 

456.  Waugoghance,  Lake  Michigan. — ^Work  was  resumed  at  this  station 
on  the  20tii  of  May  last.  The  hope  that  the  stone  work  of  tbe  pier  of 
protection  vould  be  completed  by  October  15, 1869,  was  not  resized, , 
owing  to  the  stormy  weather,  vhich  prevented  the  landing  of  stone  upon 
the  pier  until  October  15.  Seven  stoiies  of  the  top  course  were  in  posi- 
tion on  tbe  20th  of  the  same  month,  when  ice  began  to  make,  and  it  was 
deemed  necessary  to  suspend  the  work  of  setting  stone.  The  whole 
force  was  at  once  employed  filling  iu,  with  rabbled  masonry,  the  space 
between  the  tower  and  the  i&ce  wall.  This  was  accomplished,  after 
much  interruption  by  rough  weather,  aud  on  the  29th  of  October  the 
working  party  was  removed  from  the  pier  and  discharged.  As  soon  as 
the  stone  work  was  completed  the  erection  of  the  keeper's  dwelling  was 
commenced,  which  is  now  so  far  advanced  that  there  is  reasonable  hope 
that  the  whole  station  may  be  completed  before  the  close  of  navigation. 
This  is  also  one  of  the  points  named  in  the  appropriation  for  new  and 
efficient  fog  signals,  the  balance  of  which  reverted  to  the  treasury.  It 
is  recommended  that  for  the  establishment  of  a  proper  fog  signal  at  this 
station  an  appropriation  be  made  this  year,  aud  for  which  an  estimate 
bas  been  submitt«d  in  the  annual  estimates. 

457.  SkillagaUe,  (Isle  aux  Qaleta,)  Michigan,  Lake  Michigan. — The 
keeper  of  this  light  station  has  stated  that  tbe  island  has  been  abraded, 
since  the  1st  of  Jnnc  last,  on  tbe  northwest  side  20  feet,  and  about  12 
feet  on  the  southeast  side.  It  is  presumed  that  this  apparent  abrasion 
is  due  to  the  rise  of  the  lake,  which  is  15  inches  higher  than  last  year. 
A  fog  signal  is  very  much  needed  here,  and  for  this  purpose  an  appro- 
priatiou  is  recommended,  and  an  estimate  submitted  in  the  annual  esti- 
mates. 

468,  Beaver  Island  Marhor,  Xai«  Michigan. — The  light-hoase  tower  at 
this  place  has  been  rebuilt  aud  provided  with  an  iron  stairway  and  new 
lantern.  A  fourth-order  illuminating  apparatus  will  take  tbe  place  of 
the  present  sixth-order  lens,  to  increase  the  power  and  range  of  the  light, 
to  make  it  Aisible  from  Hog  Island  Beef,  distant  S  miles,  aud  lying 
25  p 
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neariy  in  the  track  o£  Teasets  bound  to  this  btirbor  from  tbe  Straits  of 

Mackinac. 

461.  Grand  Traverse,  MickigaH,  Lake  Michigan. — Ad  illominating  appa- 
ratus of  the  fourth  order  has  been  snbstitnted  for  the  fifth  wder,  hereto- 
fore at  this  light  Htatinn,  a  very  necessarj'  and  decided  improrement. 

Miction  Point,  Miekigan,  Orand  Travene  Bay,  Lake  Michigan. — ^Thig 
newly  uttablinbed  light  station  has  been  completed  this  season,  and  tlie 
li^t  exhibited  on  the  10th  ultimo,  (September  1870.)  The  timber  on  a 
part  of  the  light  house  grounds  obstructs  the  ligbt  throng  a  small  arc 
and  will  be  removed. 

4^,  South  Manitmt,  Lake  Mi<AigaK. — An  appropriation  of  $10,000  was 
made  at  the  last  session  of  Oongresn  (July  15,  1870)  for  improving  the 
li^tat  this  place.  There  was,  at  the  time  this  estimate  was  sabmitted, 
Ml  available  balance  of  the  appropriation  of  March  3,  1S69,  for  repairs 
and  renovations  at  Point  Betsey  and  South  Maniton  light  stations.  With 
these  amounts  it  was  proposed  to  erect  a  brick  tower  65  feet  high,  to  be 
connected  with  the  present  dwelling  by  a  covered  passage  way,  and  to 
substitute  for  the  present  fourth-order  lens  one  of  the  order  of  3|.  For 
this  project  plans  and  estimates  were  prepared,  bat  the  balance  reverted 
to  th«  treasury,  ander  the  law  of  July  12,  ISJO,  and  the  project  was, 
therrfore,  necessarily  abandoned  foe  the  present.  The  iniportance  of 
this  station  demands  even  a  better  light  than  originally  proposed,  and 
bat  for  tlie  limited  amount  appropriated  there  would  have  been  recom- 
mended the  erection  of  a  tower  of  greater  height,  with  a  lens  of  the  third 
OTder.  Such  a  structure  is  now  recommended,  and,  for  its  erectioii,  an 
appropriation,  in  addition  to  the  amount  of  tlO,OOU,  already  available, 
,of  $20,000,  This  amount  will  be  ample  to  repair,  also,  tbe  fog  signal  (a 
bdl)  iit  this  station,  the  wood-work  of  which  is  in  a  very  <Ulapidated 
condition.  Through  the  channel  between  Sontb  Maniton  Island  and  the 
main  land  the  principal  commerce  of  the  lakes  passes,  gnided  by  this 
light,  which  should  have  a  lens  of  a  higher  order,  with  greater  elevation, 
and  a  characteristic  distinction  not  readily  mistaken.  It  is  also  a  guide 
to  a  harbor  of  refuge  which  is  probably  more  used  than  any  other  on 
the  entire  chain  of  lakes,  and  it  is  ft«quently  impoRsible  to  distinguish 
the  present  light  from  those  on  board  of  vessels  at  anchor.  If  desirable. 
Point  Betsey,  now  a  Hxe<i  light.  Varied  by  flashes,  might  l>e  changed 
to  an  alternating  red  and  white  flash  simply  by  the  introduction  of  a 
plate  of  red  glass. 

464.  Manutiee,  Michigan,  Lake  Michigan. — This  station  was  lightest  on 
the  opening  of  navigation  of  the  present  year,  although  the  building  was 
not  entirely  completed.  On  discovering  that  the  rear  addition  of  the 
building  did  not  stiind  upon  light-house  ground,  the  work  was  tempora- 
rily suspended,  and  an  additional  piece  of  land,  at  the  cost  of  $30,  was 
purchased.  This  being  accomplished,  and  the  title  approved  by  the 
Attorney  General  of  the  United  States,  the  work  was  resumed  und 
completed  in  July  of  this  year. 

Petite  Points  au  fable,  Michigan,  Lake  Michigan. — A  lake-const  light 
seems  to  be  demanded  by  the  largely  increasing  commerce  of  that 
region,  and  at  that  aulieiit  jKiint  on  the  coast,  to  fill  an  important  blank 
in  the  existing  coast  line.  Snch  a  light  is  estimated  to  coat  $35,000, 
but  it  hns  not  been  included  in  this  year's  estimates. 
[J  Ph-e  Marquette,  Michigan,  Lake  Michigan. — An  appropriation  of  $6,000 
was  made  July  15, 1870,  for  a  liglht  at  this  place.  The  engineer  oflBcer 
who  is  in  charge  of  the  harbor  works  has  been  requested  to  furnish  a 
copy  of  the  survey  of  the  htirbor,  and  as  soon  as  it  is  received,  plans  will 
be  prepared  for  th6  erection  of  the  necessary  buildings. 
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White  Biver,  Midiigtm,  Lake  Michigan. — The  appropriatioD  of  tlO,O0O 
made  by  Congress  for  the  establiahmeDt  of  a  light  at  this  place,  reverted 
to  the  treasury  under  the  act  of  July  12, 1870.  Aa  appropriation  is 
recommmended,  and  the  amount  has  been  included  in  the  annual  esti- 
mates of  this  year. 

166.  Muskegon,  Michigan,  Lake  Michigan. — The  board  having  decided 
to  rebnild  this  light-house  upon  the  old  site  upon  the  south  side  of  the 
river,  negotiatious  which  had  been  going  on  for  some  time  for  a  new  site 
on  the  north  aide  of  the  river  have  been  discontinued,  and  a  working  partry 
ia  now  engaged  in  building  the  liglit-house  upon  the  place  originally 
^proved  by  the  board. 

Beaam  at  the  entrance  to  Oratid  Raven,  Michigan,  Lake  Michigan. — llie 
large  commerce  en  teringaud  leaving  this  harbor  demands  that  an  efficient 
light  should  be  placed  at  the  end  of  the  harbor  pier.  Such  a  light  was, 
before  the  extension  of  the  harbor  pier,  erected  and  maintained  by  the 
Detroit  and  Milwaukee  Bailroad  Company,  and  after  the  United  States 
authorities  extended  the  pier,  a  temporary  strnctnre  was  erected  near 
the  extreme  end  of  the  pier  and  mainteined  by  private  enterprise.  It 
has  since  been  diacontinued  for  the  reason  that  when  most  needed  (dur- 
ing heavy  gales)  it  could  not  be  reached,  as  the  sea  breaks  over  the  pier. 
An  elevated  walk  will,  therefore,  have  to  be  oonBtmcted  to  enable  the 
keeper  to  reach  the  beaoon  at  alt  times.  The  length  of  this  walk  will 
have  to  be  1,200  feet.  Its  height  above  the  harbor  pier  should  be  at 
least  seven  feet. 

The  present  fogsignalisa  bell,rungbymeaneof  a  caloric  engine.  Its 
distmce  ftom  the  pier  head,  which  it  is  presumed  to  make  during  foggy 
weather,  is  over  1,300  feet  It  will  be  placed  as  near  to  the  end  of  the 
pier  as  possible,  and  outeide  of  the  tower,  so  that  no  obstacle  may  inter- 
fere with  the  transmission  of  the  sound.  For  snch  an  exposed  position 
the  present  fog  signal  is  not  suited,  and  therefore  a  bell,  with  Stevens's 
striking  apparatus,  will  be  placed  in  the  proposed  new  tower.  For  the 
construction  of  a  wooden  tower,  an  elevated  walk  1,200  feet  long,  and 
a  fog  signal,  an  appropriation  is  reoommended  of  $8,000,  and  is  embraced 
in  the  estimates  fw  the  next  fiscal  year. 

Black  Lake  Harbor,  Michigan,  Lake  Mickigtm. — Au  appropriation  was 
made  Jnly  15, 1870,  of  96,000  for  the  establisfauient  of  a  beacon  light  at 
this  place.  As  soon  as  the  necessary  plate  and  drawings  of  the  harbor 
works  at  this  place  are  received,  the  work  will  be  commenced. 

South  Saven,  Michigan,  Lake  Michigan — Plans  had  been  prepared 
and  approved  for  the  constmction  of  a  beacon  at  this  place,  for  which 
there  was  an  appropriation  of  (6,000,  but  before  the  work  conld  be 
commenced  the  money  reverted  to  the  treEunry  under  the  act  of  Jnly  12, 
1870.  A  reappropriation  is  asked,  and  the  amount  included  in  the  esti- 
mates for  the  next  fiscal  year, 

470.  8t.  Joseph's  Beacon,  Michigan,  Lake  Michigan.— Aa  appropriation 
of  $3,000  was  made  Jnly  15, 1870,  for  rebuilding  the  beacon  on  the  end 
of  the  pier  at  this  place.    The  work  is  in  progress. 

Calumet,  IUinni3,  Lake  Michigan. — The  improvemente  to  be  made  at 
this  harbor  under  a  recent  appropriation  of  Congress  will  open  it  to 
commerce  and  will  necessitate  the  usual  aids  to  navigation.  These  will 
have  to  consist  in — 

1st.  A  light-house  tower  at  the  end  of  one  of  the  barlrar  piers  with 
a  keeper's  dwelling  on  shore,  and  an  elevated  walk  connecting  both 
Btmctures,  to  enable  the  keeper  to  reach  the  tower  at  all  times. 

2d.  A  buoy,  which  may  be  a  third-class  can,  to  mark  the  rocky  reef  or 
shoal  lying  north  of  the  new  entrance  to  the  harbor,  and  distant  ftvm 
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it  about  H  mile,  and  from  the  sbme  aboat  2,800  fec^  It  U  {Ht^xwed 
tbat  the  keeper's  dwdling  be  erected  upon  the  (dd  li^thonae  site,  whiidi 
is  tHoao  to  ue  new  entranee  wid  is  ^ill  owned  by  the  United  States. 
For  these  improreineDts  an  estimate  is  sabmitted  aod  ao  appropiiatiui 
is  reoommeDded  of  tlO,000. 

472.  Chieago,  Ittinoii,  Lake  Mickigan, — Whm  this  light-boose  vas 
boUL  it  marked  the  extreme  end  of  the  North  Harbor  pier.  This  pier 
has  been  extended  lakeward  at  different  timee  ao  that  now  its  extreme 
cod  is  1,200  feet  from  the  li^t-hoose,  which  wBs  last  year  marked  by  a 
beacon.  The  smoke  of  the  many  &ct(Kies  and  steamers  freqoently 
obscnres  this  light.  The  time  has  come  when  this  light  should  be 
ronoved  to  a  more  eligible  8it«,  and  it  is  recommended  that  it  be  txaoB- 
ferred  to  Grosae  Point,  13  miles  north  of  Chicago.  It  would  there  serve 
what  it  was  intended  for,  to  mark  the  approach  to  Chicago,  and  a 
prominent  point  of  the  coast,  the  present  wooden  dwelling  to  remain 
in  its  position,  to  serve  as  a  dweUing  for  the  keeper  of  the  beacon. 
From  its  gable  end  a  light  to  be  shown  which,  with  the  beacon,  will 
form  a  range  indicating  the  direction  of  the  North  Harbor  pier. 

A  proper  light  slu>[Jcl  also  be  placed  apon  the  crib  at  the  outer  end 
of  the  tonofd  of  the  Chicago  water-works,  to  re9>laee  the  present  inefiQ- 
ctent  one,  not  under  the  control  of  the  Light-honse  Establishment. 

There  are  recommended  for  the  present  only  the  removal  of  the  main 
light  to  Groese  Point,  and  to  provide  the  dwelling  wil^  a  proper  light, 
and  for  these  objects  an  appropriation  of  925,000  is  recommended  and 
iucloded  in  the  annual  estimates. 

473.  Chicago  {Hi\noia)b«aeo%fLi^3£i^igatt. — This  beac<Hi  was  erected 
on  the  end  ot  the  north  pier,  and  the  light  exhitHted  dnring  the  last 
season. 

477.  BaeiM,  TTuooMin,  Lake  Mukig«M.—A.  fonrth-order  lens  of  270^ 
arc  has  been  placed  in  this  light-house  as  a  snbstitate  of  the  fifth  order 
of  180<>  arc  of  illominatiou,  making  a  great  unprovement  in  it. 

A  light-kotue  on  Sadne  Point,  Wivxnuin,  Lake  Michigan. — A  lake- 
coast  light  has  been  asked  for  to  be  placed  on  Bacine  Point,  which  lies 
3^  miles  to  the  north  of  Bacine  and  IS  miles  south  of  the  light  on  the 
pier  at  Milwaukee.  This  point  shuts  out  to  the  northward  the  light  at 
Bacine,  which  ia  in  an  indentation  of  the  lake  coast  line,  and  is  there- 
fore not  seen  by  vessels  coming  from  the  north  while  keeping  the  shore 
well  aboard,  as  they  must  do  ordinarily  nntU  well  abreast  of  it.  Frequent 
shipwrecks  have  occurred  at  this  point  for  want  of  a  proper  mark  upon  it. 
A  Ugbt  is  needed  on  this  point  alBO,  to  direct  navigators  clear  of  Bacine 
Beef,  which  lies  well  out,  and  only  marked  by  a  buoy.  A  fog  signal 
should  be  established  at  the  same  time.  The  estimated  cost  of  this 
establishment  ia  t40,000. 

479.  Milwaukee  ( Wieamsin)  Korth  Cut  beacon,  iMke  Michigan. — The  same 
difBcnlty  exists  here  as  at  Chicago  and  other  places  where  the  piers 
have  been  extended,  which  will  require  at  no  distant  day  a  small  beacon 
light  on  the  extreme  end  of  the  pier,  which  will  however  serve  as  a 
range  for  entering  between  the  two  piers.  The  outer  approach  to  the 
harbor  is  however  marked  by  a  light  on  the  north  [>oint  of  the  bay. 

A  coast  light  at  Tu>in  River  Point,  Wi»con»in,  Lake  Michigan. — ^This 
point  is  7  miles  north  of  Manitowoc,  and  occupies  a  position  on  the 
west  coast  of  Lake  Michigan  similar  to  Grand  "  Point  an  Sable^  on  the 
east  coast.  It  is  the  prominent  landmark:  for  vessels  navigating  Lake 
Michigan,  and  should  be  marked  by  a  tower  100  feet  high,  with  an 
apparatus  of  the  third  order.  There  is  an  old  discontinued  station  at 
the  village  of  "Twin  Rivers,"  but  the  site  is  too  far  south  of  the  point 
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to  aoswer  the  parpoae  of  a  coaat  light  It  vrill  reqaire  an  appropriation 
<MF  940,000  for  this  lake-coast  light;  and  aa  its  imporiAnce  has  been 
urged,  attention  ia  CAlled  to  it,  bat  it  has  not  been  included  in  the  annnal 
eatimates  for  the  next  flscal  year. 

483-484.  Baytey't  Harbor  { Wiaconnn)  range  light,  Lake  Miehiffan. —  ' 
These  lights  were  completed  at  the  close  of  the  vorking  season  last 
year.  With  a  range  beyond  the  oater  shoals  ofiF  the  harbor  and 
bar,  and  the  "Cana  Island"  light  to  guide  to  the  approach,  these  lights 
irill  enable  vessels  seeking  a  harbor  of  refnge  to  safely  enter  to  a  safe 
anchorage. 

485.  Cana  Island,  Lake  Michigan. — ^This  light  vas  completed  at  the 
cloee  of  the  working  season  last  fall,  and  exUbited  for  the  first  time  at 
the  opening  of  navigation  this  spring.  This  light  is  a  snbstitote  for 
tiie  old  Bayley's  Harbor  light,  to  serve  the  double  purpose  of  a  lake-coast 
light,  and  at  the  same  time  mark  the  near  approach  to  Bayley's  Harbor, 
which  can  only  be  safely  entered  at  night  by  bringing  the  two  lights 
inside  in  range  line  while  outside  of  the  bar. 

North  Bap,  Wiseonsin,  Lake  Michigan. — Negotiations  are  now  pending 
for  a  proper  site  for  range  lights  to  guide  into  this  harbor ;  an  appropria- 
tion of  97,000,  approved  July  15, 1^70,  being  available  for  this  purpose. 

Poverty  Island,  Lake  Michigan. — Attention  is  respectfully  invited  to 
remarks  in  the  last  annual  report  from  this  o£Bce  regarding  the  necessity 
of  a  light  at  this  point,  and  the  appropriation  therein  named  is  again 
asked,  amounting  to  $18,000 : 

Poverty  Island.— The  importnnce  of  a  light  at  this  place  will  be  better  neogniteA 
by  quoting  the  remarks  relatiug  to  it  in  the  Hnnaal  report  of  1857,  vis, :  "  The  already 
large  anil  rapidly  increaaiog  commerce  to  and  from  the  northern  end  of  Qreen  Bay  and 
loner  lake  portH  now  takes  in  daylight  the  northern  paasase  from  Lake  Michigan  Into 
Green  Bay,  becauHo  nf  its  beinz  much  shorter  and  more  direct.  To  enable  Tessela  to 
nae  the  same  paseage  in  the  night,  a  light-honee  on  Poverty  island  is  neceeaary." 

FoxSiver,  Wisconsin,  Oreen  Bay,  Lake  Michigan. — The  appropriations, 
amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  911,000,  for  beacon  lights  at  the  entrance 
to  Fox  River,  having  reverted  to  the  treasury  under  the  law  of  July  12, 
1870,  it  is  recommended  that  the  above  amount  be  reappropriated.  The 
board  is  informed  that  the  harbor  improvements  there  will  be  completed 
daring  the  present  season  for  work. 

494.  Bound  Island,  Lake  Sf^erior. — This  station  is  being  thoroughly 
renovated  under  an  appropriation  of  $8,000,  approved  July  15, 1870, 
npon  plans  approved  by  the  board.  The  tower  is  to  be  raised  and  pro- 
vided with  a  new  deck  plate  and  lantern ;  a  kitchen  addition  is  to  be 
bnilt;  the  cellar  to  have  a  concrete  floor;  and  a  drain  to  be  put  in  a 
thorough  state  of  repair.  These  improvements  will  he  completed  before 
the  close  of  the  present  working  season ;  all  the  materials  have  been 
delivered. 

495.  Point  Iroquois,  Michigan,  Lake  Superior. — A  working  party  is  now 
engaged  in  rebuilding  this  station  nnder  a  recent  appropriation.  It  is 
hoped  that  the  work  may  be  completed  before  the  close  of  navigation. 
All  the  materials  have  been  delivered. 

496.  White  Fish  Point,  Michigan,  LaJce  Superior.— Tbia  is  one  of  the 
most  important  lights  on  the  lakes,  owing  to  the  point  upon  which  it  is 
placed  being  projected  well  into  the  lake,  with  dee|>  water  close  to  it. 
Vessels  bound  either  up  or  down  the  lake  ran  for  this  light,  aud  in  foggy 
weather  without  an  efficient  fog  signal  both  delay  and  risk  are  encoun- 
tered. The  balance  of  the  appropriation  for  efficient  fog  signals  at  this 
and  other  important  points  in  the  district  having  been  carrie«l  into  the 
treasury  under  the  operation  of  the  act  of  Jnly  12,  1870,  a  reappro- 
priatioQ  has  been  asked  for  in  the  annual  estimates. 
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A  coagt  light  bettceen  White  Fish  Point  and  Grand  Island  Sarhor, 
Michigan,  Lake  Si^erior. — In  tbe  three  last  annnal  r^wrta  an  appropria- 
tion of  410,000  waa  recommeDded  for  tbe  purpose  of  establishing  a  Ught 
on  tliis  portion  of  the  lake  coast.  As  it  is  deemed  of  great  importance, 
the  recommendation  is  renewed,  although  not  included  in  the  annnal 
estimates. 

501.  Marguettey  Michigan,  Laie  Si^erior. — ^The  arc  illuminated  by  this 
light  having  been  foand  too  small,  an  apparatus  of  270°  arc  has  been 
onlered  to  be  placed  in  lieu  of  the  one  of  180°  now  there. 

502.  Granite  Island,  Lake  Superior. — Thia  light  serves  the  double  pur- 
pose of  marklDg  a  dangerous  outlying  rock,  lying  12  miles  to  the  norUi- 
west  of  the  harbor  of  Marquette,  and  as  a  key  to  the  approach  to  that 
harbor  when  coming  &om  up  the  lake,  and  as  it  is  outside  of  the  general 
line  of  the  trend  of  the  coast,  it  is  in  foggy  weather,  in  the  ab^nce  of 
an  eGBcient  fog  signal,  a  serious  obstruction  to  navigation,  and  henoe  an 
estimate  has  been  submitted  for  a  fog  signal  for  this  light  station. 

dU3.  ffuron  Island,  Lake  Superior. — Huron  Island  consists  of  a  series 
of  granite  peaks  separated  by  deep  chasms.  Upon  the  highest  of  these 
peaks  the  light-house  was  placed  at  an  elevation  of  163  feet  above  the 
lake.  A  road  was  constructed  at  the  time  of  building  the  light-house. 
The  chasms  were  then  spanned  by  temporary  wooden  strnctures,  the 
timber  used  being  the  small  birch  trees  found  on  the  island.  Tliese 
wooden  structures  are  already  showing  signs  of  decay  and  should  be 
superseded  by  structures  more  permanent.  To  build  a  proper  road  &om 
the  lower  landing  to  the  light-house  will  require  an  outlay  of  abont 
$3,000. 

A  fog  signal  is  very  much  needed  at  this  station,  and  provision  for 
one  had  been  made  in  the  appropriation  for  new  and  efficient  fog  signals, 
w  hich ,  under  the  law  of  July  12, 1870,  has  reverted  to  the  treasury.  An 
appropriation  for  the  road  and  a  reappropriation  for  the  fog  signal 
have  been  submitted  in  the  annual  estimates. 

605-506.  Portage  (MicMgan)  Ranges,  Lake  Superior. — The  bnildings 
stand  in  a  mush,  and  the  unusually  high  water  daring  the  past  summer 
has  shown  that  they  should  be  nueed  as  well  as  the  walk  connecting 
front  and  rear  light.  There  should  also  be  a  sufficient  place  around  the 
dwelling  filled  in  with  gravel  so  as  to  afford  the  keeper  a  dry  place 
around  his  house.  The  buildings  are  of  wood,  and  can  therefore  easily 
be  raised.  The  cost  of  all  these  improvements  will  probably  be  aboat 
(900,  which  has  been  submitted  in  the  estimates. 

607,  Mendota,  MicMgan,  LaJce  Superior. — This  light,  designed  to  guide 
vessels  through  an  artificial  cut  to  Lac  La  Belle,  having  been  fouud  to 
be  of  no  use  to  navigators  as  a  coast  light,  and  as  there  ia  no  commerce 
or  at  present  attraction  for  commercial  eiiterpriae,  and  insufficient  deptJi 
of  water  for  any  freight  or  passenger  vessel  navigating  Lake  Superior, 
its  discontinuance  has  been  ordered  from  and  after  the  close  of  the  pres- 
ent navigating  season. 

508.  Manitou,  Michigan,  Lake  Superior. — This  light  is  off  the  most 
easterly  part  of  Keweenaw  Point,  in  Lake  Superior,  close  around  which 
vessels  bound  up  or  down  the  lake  or  to  Marquette  have  to  pass  without 
any  guide  for  turning  during  fogs,  which  prevail  during  parts  of  the 
navigating  season.  This  light-station  is  one  of  great  importance,  and  a 
a  first-class  fog-signal  is  almost  indispensable,  and  therefore  a  reappro- 
priation of  the  funds  carried  into  the  treasury  by  the  act  of  July  12, 
1870,  for  this  object  has  been  included  in  the  aimual  estimates. 

613.  Eagle  Harbor,  Michigan,  Lake  Superior. — An  appropriation  was 
made  July  15, 1870,  for  rebuilding  the  light-house  structures  at  this 
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place.  The  plans  have  been  prepared  and  the  work  will  be  done  with- 
out avoidable  delay.    The  materials  are  now  being  delivered  at  the  site. 

614.  Eagle  Biver,  Michigan,  Lake  Superior. — It  was  the  intention  to 
rebuild  this  station  daring  the  present  season,  under  an  appropriation 
approved  March  3, 1869,  amonnting  to  $11,000.  This  it  will  be  impossi- 
ble to  do  now,  the  appropriation  hnving  reverted  to  the  treaaary  under 
the  law  of  Jnly  12,  1870.  It  is  recommended  that  the  above  amoant  be 
reappropriated,  as  estimated  lor  in  the  annual  estimates.  The  condition 
of  the  present  stracture  is  very  bad,  the  effect  of  age  and  exposed  loca- 
tion. 

516.  Mi4!higan  InUmd,  Lake  Superior. — ^Tbis  station  was  reestablished 
last  season,  after  undergoing  thorough  renovation  and  repair. 

Ihilutk,  Minnexota,  Lake  Superior. — This  is  the  terminus  of  the  rail- 
road from  St.  Paul,  Minnesota,  to  the  head  of  Lake  Superior.  The  place 
is  becoming  rapidly  built  up;  wharves,  elevators  for  grain,  and  piers 
are  being  bnilt;  and  although  there  is  a  light-house  at  Minnesota  Point, 
at  the  mouth  of  St.  Louis  Kiver,  Superiqr  City,  yet  it  only  Ser^'es  as  a 
genial  guide  for  that  side  of  the  head  of  the  lake.  A  light  having  been 
asked  for  to  guide  to  that  side  of  the  lake,  an  estimate  of  $10,000  has 
been  submitted  in  the  annual  estimates  of  this  year.  The  numerous 
petitionee  for  this  light,  upon  sixdifferent  petitions,  represent  "that  whUe 
the  harbor  of  Dnluth  is  easy  of  access  and  safe  duriug  the  day,  or  when 
land-marks  are  visible,  it  being  without  beacons,  is  difficult  and  danger- 
ous at  night  when  the  weather  is  thick;  that  vessels  are  now  arriving 
and  depart.ing  daily,  and  with  the  prospect  of  greatly  increased  trade  to 
follow  the  completion  of  the  Lake  Superior  and  Mississippi  Railroad, 
which  will  be  ready  for  through  trafBc  in  a  few  weeks;  that  the  North- 
em  Pacific  Railroad  Company  is  about  forwarding  the  iron  and  other 
materials  for  building:  its  line  to  Red  River  (over  200  miles)  to  this 
port,  which  will  make  tbe  trade  this  season  exceedingly  large.  An 
immense  future  commerce  is  also  assured  by  the  building  of  the  above- 
named  two  roads  to  this  port,  the  most  westerly  point  to  which  the 
great  lakes  can  be  navigated;  that  tbe  nearest  harbor  of  refuge  on  the 
south  shore  of  the  lake  is  at  Bayfield,  75  miles  distant,  while  the  nearest 
safe  harbor  on  tbe  north  shore  is  still  more  distant.  Sudden  storms  at 
this  end  of  the  lake,  therefore,  render  the  harbor  at  Dulnth  one  of  pecu- 
liar and  exceeding  importance  to  tbe  commerce  of  the  lakes.  We  there- 
fore pray  your  honorable  board  to  take  such  measures  as  will  lead  to 
the  early  establishment  of  such  lights  and  guards  as  may  be  necessary 
for  the  protection  of  the  large  shipping  interests  from  all  the  lake  ports 
now  centering  there." 

DAT  OR  UNLIGUTED  BEACOKS. 

Peshtigo  Shoal,  Green  Bay. — A  day-beacon  has  been  erected  at  the 
extreme  easterly  end  of  the  spit  of  sand  extending  from  Peshtigo  River 
into  Green  Bay.  It  consists  of  a  wooden  crib  30  feet  square,  surmount- 
ed by  a  pyramidical  skeleton  frame,  upon  which  is  placed  an  iron  cage. 
Tbe  beacon  is  completed,  except  some  rip-rapping  required  to  secure  its 
foundation. 

Stanar^s  Rook,  Lake  Superior. — The  beacon  erected  upon  this  isolated 
rook,  lying  in  the  lake,  23^  miles  from  Mauitou  light-house,  (the  nearest 
lan<],}  was  fonnd  in  August  last  to  be  intact  and  iu  good  condition.  It 
was  repainted,  to  preserve  the  material  and  render  it  a  better  day-mark.

Lighthouse  depot,  Detroit,  Michigan. — The  grounds  at  this  depot  are 
being  filled  in  and  graded,  and  necessary  small  repairs  to  whuf,  &c.r 
made.  All  the  oil  and  other  supplies  for  the  light-bouses  on  the  lakes 
are  received  at,  and  distrihut«<l  from,  this  depot.  The  small  temporary 
Btoretionse  of  wood  is  not  only  inadequate  in  size  and  nnadapted  Uy 
the  service,  but  is  unsafe  for  the  storage  of  such  valuable  combnstiUe 
proi>erty  as  is  necessarily  deposit«d  for  annual  and  incidental  distribution. 

Plans  are  in  preparation  for  the  erection  of  a  suitable  flre-proof  vault 
and  storehouse  J'or  oil  and  other  supplies,  and  for  a  lamp  shop  for  the 
•jpair  of  lamps,  revolving  machinery,  &e.,  for  the  numerous  lights  on 
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the  lakes.  The  wharf  and  dock  serre  for  laying  up  the  tender  daring 
the  vinter,  vhere  it  will  be  safe  from  the  effects  of  ranning  ice,  and  a 
place  for  storing  and  repairing  daring  the  winter  all  baoys  and  their 
equipments.  An  estimate  has  been  included  and  snbmitted  in  annnal 
estimates  for  the  sum  of  $25,000  for  the  next  fiscal  year. 


The  little  steam-teuder  Haze  is  employed  every  year,  from  the  opening 
of  navigation  in  the  spring  to  the  close  in  the  fall,  in  placing  the  buoys 
aa  far  as  possible,  and  in  delivering  oil  and  other  annnal  sapplies  to  all 
the  lights  in  the  St.  Lawrence  and  Kiagara  Bivers,  and  in  Lakes  Ontario, 
Erie,  St.  Clair,  Horon,  Michigan,  aud  Superior,  and  their  tributaries, 
during  which  time  the  inspectors  and  lampists  of  the  two  districts  make 
visits  of  inspection,  and  pat  the  lamps  and  machinery  in  repair.  This 
vessel  also  carries  such  freight  and  parties  for  repairing,  rebuilding,  &c,, 
of  light-honses,  before  and  after  delivering  suppUes,  as  time  and  other 
duties  will  allow. 

The  steam-tender  Warrington  and  the  sailing  schooner  Belle  are 
employed  exclusively  by  the  engineer  in  transporting  material  and  work- 
men to  the  different  light  stations  for  construction  or  repair,  as  the  case 
may  be.  The  Warrington  is  an  indispensable  adjunct  to  the  other 
means  employed  for  constructing  the  difficult  works  on  Spectacle  Beef. 
As  the  operations  for  this  work  are  at  present  mainly  on  shore,  she  has 
been  used  during  the  present  season  in  transporting  materiala  for  num- 
erous new  works  in  the  district.  She  has  delivered  so  far  all  the  mater- 
ials for  Spectacle  Beef,  in  addition  to  those  of  ten  other  light-stations, 
which  have  been,  or  are  at  present,  in  progress. 

The  sailing  schooner  Belle  has  been  in  attendance  upon  the  Spectacle 
Beef  working  party  at  Scammon's  Harbor ;  in  transporting  tools,  rigging, 
&c,  from  completed  works  to  those  needing  them.  When  not  required 
for  other  service,  she  is  employed  as  at  present,  collecting  ballast  stone 
for  the  pier  of  protection  at  Spectacle  Beef.  This  vessel  also  serves 
occasionally  for  quarters  for  working  parties,  when  required  at  places 
where  other  economical  means  are  not  available  for  that  purpose.

The  numbers  preceding  the  names  of  light  stations  correspond  with 
those  of  the  "  Light-house  List  of  the  Atlantic,  Gulf,  and  Faciflc  Coasts 
of  the  United  States,"  issued  Jauaary  1, 1870. 

Point  Fermin,  California,  entrance  to  San  Pedro  Harbor. 

360.  PointPirws,  California,  enfrance  to  Monterey  Harltor. — At  theclose 
of  the  Mexican  war,  and  the  acquisition  of  California,  the  President 
gave  orders  through  the  General  Land  OfBce  to  the  surveyor  genera^ 
of  the  Pacific  coast  to  reserve,  of  the  public  domain  on  that  coast,  cer- 
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tno  sites  for  light-houses  and  other  pablic  pnrpoees,  among  which  wtus 
the  site  for  a  light-honse  at  Point  Pi^os.  An  appropriation  was  made 
and  the  light  exhibited  in  1854.  Certain  parties  clumed  to  he  the 
ownera  of  the  land,  and  resorted  to  vexatioaB  proceedings  to  coerce  the 
GoverDDient  into  the  payment  of  48,000  for  the  site,  and  finally  obtained 
a  decisioQ  from  the  courts  in  their  favor,  whercapon  the  only  alternative 
left  to  the  United  States  was  that  of  having  the  land  condemned  for 
public  use  under  the  laws  of  the  State  as  prescribed  for  such  cases.  This 
has  resulted  in  an  award  of  $1,000  by  the  court  to  the  claimants  for  the 
land  embraced  in  the  site. 

361,  Santa  Ona,  California,  entrance  to  Santa  Oruz  Harbor. — This 
light-station  was  established  daring  the  last  year. 

Point  Afio  Ntievo,  and  Pigeon  Point,  tea-coatt  of  Califomia. — An  appro- 
priation was  made  for  a  light  on  Point  Aho  Nuevo  or  vicinity,  and  dar- 
ing the  two  last  years  every  effort  was  made  to  obtain  a  site  and  valid 
title.  Finally  these  efforts  were  crowned  with  success,  and  preparations 
made  for  at  once  commencing  the  work,  but  before  much  progress  could 
be  made  the  balance  supposed  to  be  ample  to  complete  the  work 
reverted  to  the  treasnry  under  the  act  of  July  12, 1S70.  An  estimate 
has  been  submitted  for  a  re-appropriation. 

Btraita  of  Ban  Ptiblo,  Califomia,  between  the  Bay  of  San  Francisco  and 
the  Bay  of  San  Pailo. — ^A  lighthouse  and  fog-signal  at  Smi  Pablo  Point 
or  vicinity  is  much  needed,  as  it  would  serve  as  a  guide  for  all  vessels 
navigating  the  Sacramento  and  San  Joaquin  Hivers,  and  for  ocean 
steamers  and  sailing  vessels  bound  to  and  from  Yallejo  and  Mare  Island 
navy  yard. 

Straits  of  Carquvuz,  California,  bettoeen  the  Bay  of  San  Pablo  anA 
Suisun  Bay. — An  appropriation  was  made  for  the  erection  of  alight 
house  on  Mare  Island,  but  as  that  location  was  not  suited  to  the  wants 
of  navigation,  the  money  was  tamed  into  the  treasury,  and  a  re-appro- 
priation is  submitted  on  the  estimates  for  this  point  as  the  proper  on& 

Point  Beyes,  sea  coast  of  California. — The  parcbase  of  the  site  for  this 
light  stAtiou  was  reported  last  year.  The  work  of  construction  will,  it 
is  expected,  be  completed  about  the  middle  of  November,  and  the  light 
ready  for  exhibition  about  Uie  first  of  December  of  this  year. 

366.  Point  Arena,  aea-coaat  of  California. — ^The  works  at  this  station 
were  commenced  September  30, 1869,  and  completed  the  following  April 
The  light  was  exhibited  for  the  first  time.  May  1, 1870.  The  apparatus 
is  of  the  first  order,  fixed  in  a  tower  100  feet  high  from  base,  and  the 
height  of  the  light  above  the  mean  level  of  the  sea  150  feet. 

3(57.  Cape  Mendocino,  sea-conut  of  California. — A  person  claiming  to  be 
the  rightful  owner  of  the  land  upon  which  rtiis  light-house  is  built 
brought  suit  to  eject  the  keeper,  and  to  obtain  possession  of  the  station. 
The  case  was  tried  at  the  June  term  of  the  district  court  of  the  eighth 
jndicial  district,  at  Eureka,  California,  and  resulted  in  a  nonsuit.

The  small  steamtender  Shabrick  ia  employed  in  this  and  the  thirteenth 
district,  embracing  the  entire  Paci&c  coast,  and  delivering  supplies  of  oil, 
and  other  necessaries  for  the  different  light  fitatitma;  in  placing  and 
replacing  the  bnoys;  in  making  inspections;  and  when  not  otberwiae 
employed,  in  carrying  freight  of  material  and  labor  for  constructing  new, 
and  repairing  old  lighthouses.  Congress,  at  its  last  seasiou,  made  an 
appropriation  for  another  tender  for  the  Pacific  coast,  which,  when 
built  and  sent  there,  nnll  add  much  to  the  economy  of  the  service,  espe- 
ciirily  in  transferring  labor  and  materials  for  repairs  of  old,  and  tJae  con- 
straction  of  new  works.

Fawntkroy  Rock,  Califomia,  entrance  to  Creaomtt  City  Barber, — This 
ia  a  very  dangerous  rock,  which  needs  to  be  marked ;  and  an  estimate 
of  (5,000  has  been  submitted  in  the  annual  estimates  for  that  purpose. 

Cape  Blanco,  »ea-coa»t  of  Oregon. — The  light-house  structures  at  this 
point  are  in  progi'ess,  and  will  be  completed  by  December  15  of  this  year. 
This  point  can  only  be  reached  with  materials  aud  labor  by  sea,  and, 
after  reaching  the  offing,  they  can  only  be  lauded  under  the  most  favor- 
able circumstances  of  sea  and  weather  through  the  surf.  Freights  for 
this  section  were  held  at  fabulous  prices  by  owners  of  vessels,  renderingit 
necessary  to  bom  the  brick  on  the  ground,  which  was  successfully  done; 
but  all  other  materials  and  provisions  for  the  mechanics  had  to  be  sent 
by  sea,  and  landed  at  great  risk  of  loss  of  life  and  property. 

Yaqtiina,  Oregon,  entrance  to  Yaquina  Bay. — An  appropriation  was 
made  at  the  last  session  of  Congress  for  lighting  the  entrance  to  this 
bay.  An  examination  of  the  lo<^ity  has  been  made,  and  the  work  will 
be  commenced  as  soon  as  a  proper  site  and  valid  title  can  be  obtained. 

Capo  FoKlweather,  iea-ooa»t  of  Oregott. — Au  estimate  was  submitted 
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last  year  for  a  sea-coast  light  at  this  point.  A  reservation  of  the  neces- 
sary land  has  been  made.  This  being  one  of  the  ontlying  points  on  tlie 
Pacific  coast  npon  whicli  a  flrst-claAe  light  mnst  be  placed,  sooner  or  later, 
and  in  consideration  of  the  commerce  of  tliat  coast,  the  estimate  is 
renewed  this  year.

THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  MINT. 


Mint  op  the  United  States, 

Philadelphia,  October  24,  1870. 
Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  opera- 
tions of  the  Mint  and  branches  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 
1870: 

DEPOSITS  Ain>  COINAGE. 

The  deposits  of  bullion  at  the  Mint  and  branches  during  the  fiscal 
year  were  as  follows:  Gold,  429,485,268  iS;  silver,  93,504,942  51.  Total 
deposits,  $32,990,210  96.  Deducting  the  redeposits,  or  bars  made,  at 
one  branch  of  the  Mint  and  redeposited  in  another  for  coinage,  the 
amoont  wUl  be  *30,408,T88  10. 

The  coinage  for  the  same  period  was  as  follows :  Gold  coin,  nnmber 
of  pieces,  1,156,087 ;  valae,  $22,257,312  50;  unparted  and  fine  gold 
bars,  $7,846,052  25 ;  silver  coin,  pieces,  4,649,398 ;  value,  |1,767,2S3  50; 
silver  bars,  $902,800  66;  nickel,  copper,  and  bronze  pieces,  18,154,000; 
valae,  $611,445;  total  nnmber  of  pieces  struck,  23,961,292;  total 
valne  of  coinage,  $33,384,863  91. 

The  distribntioD  of  the  bullion  received  and  coined  at  the  Mint  and 
branches  waa  as  follows: 

Philadelphia.— At  Philadelphia,  gold  deposited,  $3,880,069  22 ;  gold 
coined,  $2,830,752  60;  fine  gold  bars,  $171,624  97;  silver  deposited  and 
purchased,  $1,352,588  09;  silver  coined,  $1,152,900  50;  silver  bars, 
$195,078  01 ;  nickel,  copper,  and  bronze  coinage,  value,  $611,445. 
Total  deposits  of  gold  and  silver,  $4,232,657  31;  total  coinage, 
$4,961,860  98 ;  total  number  of  pieces,  21,330,546. 

San  Frandtao. — At  the  branch  mint,  San  Francisco,  the  gold  deposits 
were  $18,816,981  07;  gold  coined,  $19,316,050;  silver  deposited  and 
purchased,  $494,418  11;  silver  coined,  $594,500.  Total  deposits  and 
purchases,  $19,311,399  18;  total  coinage,  $19,910,550;  total  number 
of  pieces,  2,592,180. 

Ifete  York. — The  assay  office  in  New  York  received  during  the  year, 
in  gold  bullion,  $6,657,891  94 ;  in  silver  bullion,  including  purchases, 
$1,613,364  46.  Total  value  received,  $8,271,256  40.  Number  of  fine 
gold  bars  stamped,  7,426;  valne,  $6,656,268  II;  silver  bars,  5,984; 
value,  $707,400  04;  total  value  of  gold  and  silver  bars  stamped, 
$7,363,668  15. 

Denver. — At  the  branch  mint,  now  assay  office,  Denver,  Colorado,  the 
deposits  for  unparted  bars  were,  gold,  $990,063  18;  silver,  $15,987  08; 
total  deposits,  $1,006,050  26.  This  statement  exhibits  a  very  gratifying 
increase  iu  the  deposits  over  those  of  last  year,  and  we  have  every 
reason  to  anticipate  a  continuing  increase  in  the  deposits  and  business 
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of  this  office.  It  is  principally  engaged  in  melting,  assaying,  and  stamp- 
iug  gold  aod  silver  bullion,  and  returning  the  same  to  tlie  depositors  in 
nnpart«d  bars,  bearing  the  Government  stamp  of  weight  and  fine- 
ness. The  experience  of  the  past  year  fuily  justifies  the  declaration 
made  in  my  last  annual  report,  that  "  as  an  assay  office  it  will  meet  all 
the  demands  of  the  miner,  and  promote  as  effectaally  tbe  mining  inter- 
ests of  the  region  as  a  mint  for  coinage  could  possibly  do."  All  this  it 
has  accomplished  promptly  and  satisfactorily,  and  greatly  aided  and 
encouraged  the  efforts  made  to  discover  and  increase  the  production  of 
the  precious  metals. 

Charlotte, — ^The  deposits  at  tbe  branch  mint,  Charlotte,  N^orth  Caro- 
lina, Dow  in  operation  as  an  assay  otBce,  have  not  been  large,  but  are 
increasing.  These  deposits  are  assayed,  and  returned  to  depositors  in 
the  form  of  unparted  bars.  Tlie  deposits  for  bars  during  the  year  were, 
gold,  $16,108  60 :  an  increase  of  $12,9^  20  over  those  of  last  year. 

Dahlonega  and  Seu)  Orleans. — The  branch  mints  at  Dahlonega,  Georgia, 
and  !New  Orleans,  Louisiana,  are  still  closed,  and  no  necessity  exists  for 
their  beihg  again  opened,  either  as  assay  ofBces  or  branch  minta 

Carson  City. — The  branch  mint  at  Carson  City,  Nevada,  is  now  in 
operation.  In  May,  1869,  the  fitting  up  of  this  branch  for  business  as  a 
mint  was  commenced,  and  completed  in  December  of  that  year.  On 
the  8th  of  January,  1870,  it  was  opened  for  the  reception  of  bullion. 
The  superintendent,  in  his  report,  says :  "  Since  that  time  the  business 
has  been  steadily  increasing,  and,  with  the  facilities  afforded  other  iu- 
stitntions  of  its  kind,  will  do  a  large  business,  both  in  refining  and  coin- 
ing." This  branch  mint,  to  make  it  efficient  and  successful,  requires  a 
bullion  fund  equal  to  tbe  legitimate  demands  of  business  and  the  just 
expectations  of  its  depositors.  Ko  such  fund  has,  as  yet,  been  provided 
for  the  institution.  The  argent  request  of  the  superintendent  for  saeh 
fund  was  approved  by  the  Director,  and  forwarded  to  the  proper  author- 
ities for  their  consideration  and  action.  It  is  desirable  that  the  subject 
should  be  favorably  considered,  and  the  fund  provided.  "  The  delay," 
says  the  superintendent,  in  his  report,  "in  giving  the  branch  a  suffi- 
cient amount  of  gold  and  stiver  to  cash  deposits  so  soon  as  their  valne 
should  be  determined,  has  operated  very  injuriously,  as  well  in  regard 
to  the  amount  of  bullion  received  as  iu  the  expense  of  working  it.  I^rge 
lots  of  bullion  can  be  worked  with  far  less  percentage  of  wastage  than 
small  ones,  and  the  labor  of  re-melting  and  re-assaying  has  been  much 
greater  than  if  larger  quantities  could  have  been  worked  at  once." 

In  reference  to  the  future  of  this  branch,  and  its  influence  iu  develop- 
ing the  mineral  resources  of  tbe  country,  toe  report  says :  "  The  mining 
interests  of  the  country,  ftt>m  whence  the  larger  portions  of  bullion  is 
received,  are  improving  rapidly.  New  mines  are  being  developed,  and 
larger  quantities  of  bullion  produced  as  the  cost  of  working  the  ore  is 
becoming  reduced."  "  With  proper  arrangement  and  facilities  atTordwI 
this  branch  it  will  increase  its  business  materially  during  the  next  fiscal 
year^  and  give  much  aid  in  developing  the  mining  interests  of  this  and 
adjoining  States." 

The  deposits  at  this  branch  during  the  year  were,  gold,  #124,154  U ; 
gold  coined,  (110,576  05;  silver  deposits  and  purchases,  (28,262  16; 
silver  coined,  (19,793.  Total  deposits  and  purchases,  (152,416  60; 
total  coinage,  (130,369  05 ;  total  number  of  pieces,  38,566.  The  report 
is  very  encouraging,  and  it  is  earnestly  desired  that  the  present  antici- 
pations of  its  officers  may  be  fully  realized  in  the  future  prosperity  of 
this  branch.  I  cannot  forbear  repeating  the  declaration  made  in  my 
last  annual  report,  that  the  policy  of  the  Goveroment,  iu  relation  to  the 
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deTeloptnent  of  the  mioeral  wealth,  of  onr  country,  sbonld  be  liberal  and 
generous. 

Branch  mint  polios. — For  my  views  on  the  subject  of  assay  offices,  and 
the  impolicy  of  increasinff  the  number  of  branch  mints,  I  refer  respect- 
fully to  my  previous  reports,  in  which  they  will  be  found  fully  and  freely 
expressed. 

The  importance  of  the  early  completion  of  the  new  branch  mint  bnild- 
ing  at  San  Francisco  cannot  be  too  strongly  urged  upon  the  OoTem- 
ment.  Every  consideration  of  public  and  private  interest  demands  it. 
I  bav<^  in  former  reports,  expressed  my  convictions  of  the  importance 
of  this  work,  and  now  earnestly  repeattherecommendations  then  made. 

BEDBXPTION  OF  COPPER  AXD  NICKEL  OOINS. 

As  aathorized  by  law,  the  redemption  of  the  nickel-copper  cents  was 
contioned  during  the  fiscal  year,  by  exchange  for  the  five-cenC  nickel 
coins.  The  amount  thus  redeemed  was,  in  xxx^ni^St  68,237;  value, 
$66,872  26.  The  amount  redeemed  last  year  was  $101,465  25,  showing 
a  decrease  of  434,602  99,  and  being  $193,609  78  less  than  the  amount 
redeemed  daring  the  fiscal  year,  ending  June  30, 1868.  The  amount 
DOW  outstanding  is  but  little,  if  any,  in  excess  of  the  actual  demand. 
This  is  evident  f^m  the  fact  of  the  decreasing  redemption,  and  that 
orders  during  the  past  year  for  the  bronze  one  and  two-cent  pieces  were 
largely  in  excess  of  the  amount  redeemed. 

Should  provision  be  made  by  law  for,  the  redemption  of  the  one-cent 
and  two-cent  bronze  coinst  I  have  no  hesitation  in  answering  this  qaea- 
tion  in  the  negative.  Ko  consideration  of  public  interest  or  private 
convenience  demands  the  redemption  of  those  coins  or  the  snbstitntioa 
of  a  nickel  one-cent  piece  for  the  bronze  coin  of  that  denomination. 
Provision  ia  already  made  for  redeeming  the  five-cent  nickel  coins,  and 
beyond  this  the  redemption  of  the  l>itse  coinage  is  not  demanded  or 
expected  by  the  public  I  respectfully  refer  you  to  my  remarks  on  this 
sabject  in  my  last  annual  repori;. 

Profits. — The  net  profits  of  the  nickel-copper  and  bronze  coinage  paid 
into  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States  during  the  fiscal  year  were 
$275,000.  The  demand  for  this  small  coinage  has,  iVom  varions  causes, 
largely  declined.  The  redemption  and  recall  of  the  paper  fractional 
currency  would  increase  the  demand.  As  required  by  law,  the  alloy 
of  the  minor  coinage  has  been  regularly  assayed  and  reported  by  the 
assayer  of  the  Mint,  and  the  legal  proportion  of  the  constitnent  metals 
has  been  properly  maintained. 

SILTEB-TOKEN  COIHA.OE. 

In  my  last  annual  report  I  urged  the  adoption  of  a  silver  currency 
"  for  change,"  in  lien  of  the  posted  or  small  note  currency,  as  an  import- 
ant adjuvant  to  a  general  resamption  of  specie  payments,  and  that  such 
substitution  would  be  acceptable  to  the  people  and  fully  approved  by 
them.  It  is  gratifying  to  know  that  the  suggestions  theu  made  have 
had  the  approval  of  men  well  versed  in  political  economy  and  of  sound 
practical  judgment.  A  nnmber  of  our  leading  commercial  newspapers 
have  also  emphatically  endorsed  the  proposition.  The  recommendation 
made  was,  iu  substance,  that,  without  waiting  for  the  resumption  of 
specie  payments,  Congress  shall  authorize  the  issue,  at  once,  of  silver 
coins  of  the  denominations  of  10, 25  and  60  cents :  that  while  the  weight 
of  the  proposed  coins  be  redaced  below  that  of  the  corresponding  present 
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silver  coins,  the  standard  fineness  shoold  be  preserved ;  in  other  words, 
those  coins  to  be  of  equal  purity  with  the  present  silver  coinage ;  that 
they  be  iasned  to  a  limited  amount,  adequate  to  supply  the  real  wants 
of  the  coramnuity,  in  exchange  for  United  States  notes,  including  frac- 
tional currency,  and  be  made  a  legal  tender  to  a  small  ajnonnt,  say  five 
or  ten  dollars.  Sach  substitution  would  be  a  real  reform  in  our  cur- 
rency, and  less  objectionable  in  form  and  fact  than  the  present  paper 
issaes  of  the  lower  fractions  of  the  dollar.  The  objections  to  this  pro- 
posed coinage  will  apply  with  equal  force  to  the  present  fractional  silver 
coinage ;  for  this  last,  while  of  standard  fineness,  is  both  in  weight  and 
value  below  the  true  standard ;  and  if  the  objections  apply  with  equal 
force  to  our  present  silver  coinage,  how  much  more  to  our  small  notes, 
onr  paper  change,  the  material  of  which  has  no  intrinsic  value  what- 
ever, and  which  is,  and  can  be  so  easily  counterfeited  I  The  reduction 
in  weight  of  these  coins,  while  it  would  render  them  intrinsically  worth  less 
than  the  nominal  value,  wonid  not  make  them  unacceptable  as  "  change," 
bnt  would  counteract  any  disposition  to  hoard  or  export  them,  and  thus 
keep  them  in  constant  circulation.  A  supply  of  silver  for  the  purpose 
of  this  coinage  could  be  readily  obtained.  The  product  of  silver  in 
Xevada  and  Colorado  will  be  sufficient  to  meet  this  demand,  and  coald 
come  direct  to  us  from  Denver,  Carson,  and  Virginia  cities  without 
going  to  San  Francisco,  or  passing  through  t)ie  hands  of  speculators. 
By  reason  of  the  profits  of  this  coinage  we  could  afford  to  pay  a  price 
suffleient  to  divert  our  silver  product  either  from  China  or  Europe. 
Other  sources  of  supply  woald  be  open  to  us.  In  any  contingency  a  full 
supply  of  silver  could  be  procured.  The  coins  would  be  issued  in  ex- 
change for  paper  currency,  and  be  redeemed  in  like  manner ;  and  when 
si)ecie  payments  are  resumed,  or  having  returned  to  a  permanent  sx>ecie 
basis,  we  could  recoin  the  amount  redeemed  and  return  it  to  the  genentl 
specie  circulation  of  the  country. 

Recoining  of  silver,  when  long  used  as  a  circulating  medium,  is  a 
necessity ;  as  it  becomes  deteriorated  in  value  and  defaced  by  abrasion 
when  in-  constant  use.  Beooining,  then,  is  nu  objection  to  the  new 
coinage. 

In  the  language  of  one  who  has  given  this  subject  much  intelligent 
consideration,  and  whose  published  essays  are  full  of  information,  "  This 
is  not  a  scheme  for  debasing  the  standard  of  value.  Its  only  object  is  to 
restore  silver  apon  such  a  basis,  under  legal  sanctions,  as  will  enable  it 
to  keep  its  subsidiary  place,  whether  the  chief  currency  be  paper,  as  it 
Is  now,  or  gold,  as  we  hope  it  will  soon  be.  Limited  in  legal  tender  and 
in  amount  of  issue,  these  silver  coins  will  serve  their  purpose  as  well  as 
if  they  were  twice  as  heavy ;  in  fact,  will  be  found  more  convenient."

If  the  proposed  redaction  shoald  be  deemed  too  great,  a  weight  of  166 
grains  for  the  half  dollar,  and  other  piecea  in  proportion,  as  already  pro- 
posed in  Ckmgress,  would  enable  ua  to  coin  silver  so  long  as  gold  is  not 
over  19  per  cent,  premiam: 
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The  mint  work  is  necessarily  hindered  and  restricted  by  tbe  continned 
suspension  of  specie  payments.  Weare  doing  less  than  vaadone  many 
years  ago,  when  there  was  a  mach  smaller  population  and  far  less 
wealth.  Cenainly  there  is  no  need  of  creating  any  more  coining  estab- 
lishments. 

Emerging  from  a  tremendous  civil  Trar,  which  shook  every  social  in- 
terest to  the  very  foundation,  it  is  no  wonder  that  our  currency  con- 
tinues in  an  abnormal  condition.  Most  of  our  people  rarely  get  tbe 
sight  of  a  gold  or  silver  coin.  Tbey  know,  by  the  state  of  the  money 
market,  the  relation  between  the  precious  metals  and  current  paper 
notes,  and  they  must  be  kept  advised  of  this  to  understand  what  is  the 
real  valneof  those notes^  but  the  gold,  by  which  the  measure  is  made,  is 
almost  as  much  out  of  sight  as  the  sacred  pound  troy,  or  kilogram,  care- 
ftilly  guarded  as  the  final  resort.  Bat  the  people  at  large  will  never 
give  up  the  idea  that  the  real  money  is  made  of  gold  and  silver ;  made 
of  definite  weight  and  fineness,  and  certified  by  Government  stamp. 
They  will  use  paper,  and  its  use  will  increase ;  its  imponderable  prop- 
erty makes  it  a  very  great  convenience.  Still  it  is  only  paper ;  a  little  fire 
or  water  destroys  it ;  and  if  it  does  not  bear  a  market  relation  to  gold, 
it  may  be  kept  safe  and  yet  will  buy  nothiug,  A  cabinet  minister  of  Eng- 
land has  intimated  that  we  might  do  without  gold  and  silver  money 
were  it  not  that  we  must  bend  to  popular  prejudices.  But  in  this  mat- 
ter the  common  sense  of  the  masses  is  snperior  to  the  subtle  arguments 
of  statesmen  and  financiers. 

Paper,  guaranteed  by  Government,  answers  some  of  the  ends  of 
money,  at  least  within  the  bounds  of  its  Government;  but  gold,  prima- 
rily, and  silver  as  a  snbsidiary,  perfectly  answer  all  the  requirements  of 
currency.  They  would  seem  to  have  been  so  designed  by  an  all-wise 
Oreator  in  foresight  of  the  needs  of  civilized  society.  Their  adaptation 
is  admirable.  They  are  scarce  and  valuable ;  always  in  request  for  ar- 
ticles of  ornament,  or  household  use  of  the  higher  type ;  they  pass 
through  flra  without  loss,  and  are  easily  restored  to  the  former  condi- 
tion ;  tbey  are  ductile  and  easily  wrought ;  their  quality  or  fineness  can 
be  quickly  and  most  minutely  ascertained ;  they  are  pleasant  to  the 
touch,  and  their  color  is  distinctive,  beautiful,  and  inimitable.  In  addi- 
tion to  all  this,  the  superior  metal,  gold,  has  a  weightiness  or  speci&o 
gravity  which  sets  at  naught  the  baser  imitations;  and  both  metals,  if 
heavy  to  carry,  are  solid  to  keep.    They  may  be  said  to  last  forever. 
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Very  many  coina,  both  gold  and  ailver,  stmck  centuriea  before  the 
Christian  era,  continue  almost  as  fresh  and  bright  aa  wheu  tbey  first 
left  the  mint.  This  is  not  saying  that  they  will  not  suffer  by  wear ;  bet 
that  in  their  own  nature,  and  with  ordinary  care,  they  are  iodestrnctible. 
Such  pecalikr  qualities  do  not  belong  to  paper  or  any  other  sabstitate 
for  money. 

It  really  aeems  necessary  to  reproduce  theae  well-known  facta  from 
time  to  time  to  counteract  the  danger  of  falling  into  the  very  error  just 
qnotcd  as  coming  ft>}m  a  British  statesman.  Indeed,  a  highly  respect- 
able journal,  noted  for  its  judicious  money  articles,  has  said  that  as  our 
poitemonnaies  are  now  so  well  adapted  to  notes  of  all  sizes,  down  to 
the  lower  fractions  of  a  dollar,  we  might  aa  well  keep  on  with  those  bits 
of  paper  and  dispense  with  silver. 

Thus  a  mere  paper  fractional  currency,  got  up  to  eerve  an  exigency, 
is  first  endured,  and  finally  embraced,  even  in  rags.  The  retired  writer, 
sitting  at  a  desk,  may  persuade  himself  into  auch  a  notion ;  but  those 
who  are  paj'iug  and  receiving  in  shops  and  markets  are  heartily  tired 
of  handling  and  respecting  as  money  what  they  would  not  handle  and 
respect  as  anything  else.  These  crumpled  notes  iudnce  habita  of  prod- 
igality and  wastefulness.  A  man  will  spend  a  ragged  qnarter  of  a  dol- 
lar where  he  would  save  a  solid  silver  coiu  of  the  same  denomination. 
These  arguments  are  not  so  much  felt  by  the  favored  few,  especially  in 
cities,  who  can  commonly  supply  themselves  with  iresh  and  clean  notes ; 
but  the  case  is  different  in  the  open  conntry  where  people  must  take 
what  they  can  get. 

But  the  deficiency  of  mint  work  is  not  solely  due  to  the  continoed 
suspension  of  specie  payments.  It  happens  in  other  conntries  where 
there  is  no  such  suspension.  The  Koyal  Mint  of  London,  a  gigantic  in- 
atitution,  whose  work  diffuses  itself  throughout  the  world,  often  has  its 
times  of  relaxation  and  leisure,  because  fiiere  are  times  when  there  is 
money  enough.  So  we  must  expect  similar  alternations ;  and  indeed 
we  have  them.  Some  years  we  have  been  overcrowded,  other  years 
we  have  had  little  to  do.  The  same  irregularities  attach  to  many  de 
partments  of  business,  however  unwelcome  they  may  be  to  those  who 
like  to  be  steadily  employed. 

Although  ut  present  the  amount  of  work  in  the  Mint  and  branches  is 
not  so  great  as  in  former  years,  bjr  reason  of  causes  over  which  these  in- 
atitntious  have  no  control,  yet  it  is  gratifying,  on  taking  a  review  of 
their  operations  for  the  past  tea  or  eleven  years,  to  see  how  lar^  and 
important  these  have  been.  The  deposits  and  coinage  at  the  mints  in 
Philadelphia,  San  Francisco,  and  the  assay  office  in  ISexr  York,  are 
worthy  of  special  attention,  and  prove  that  these  institutions  have  well 
fulfilled  their  respective  duties. 

The  following  tablea  made  from  official  records  of  the  value  of  the  de- 
posits in  gold  and  silver  from  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1S59,  to 
1869,  inclusive,  at  Philadelphia,  San  Francisco,  and  Xew  York ;  and  of 
the  coinage  in  value  and  number  of  piecea  at  the  Philadelphia  and 
San  Francisco  mints,  will  exhibit  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  work 
done,  and  quietly  and  significantly  tell  their  own  story.

It  wUl  tbns  be  seen  that  while  the  "coinage  and  fine  bars"  at  the 
branch  mint  at  San  Francisco  exceeded  in  value  the  "coinage  and  fine 
bars"  at  the  Mint  at  Philadelphia,  nearly  $41,000,000.  Tbe  Mint  in  Phil- 
adelphia, Id  the  number  of  pieces  struck,  exceeded  the  branch  at  San 
Francisco  over /our  hundred  and  sixty-tico  millions, 

Sow,  when  it  in  known  that  a  bronze  coin  of  one  cent  in  valne  requires 
nearly  as  much  labor  in  its  preparation  and  manufacture  as  a  gold  dol- 
lar or  double  eagle,  the  enormous  amount  of  work  and  labor  done  at  the 
parent  Mint  will  be  seen  and  appreciated.  San  Francisco  with  22,246,708 
pieces  prodacedacoinage  of  4184,439,199  15  in  value;  Philadelphia  with 
484,787,170  pieces  pro<luced  a  coinage  of  $143,490,741  88  in  value.  If 
each  piece  struck  at  the  parent  Mint  bad  been  equal  in  value  to  each 
piece  coined  at  the  San  Francisco  branch,  the  coinage  at  tbe  Philadel- 
phia Mint  daring  tbe  periwl  named  would  have  largely  exceeded  in  value 
tbe  entire  national  debt. 

Sach  results  are  alike  creditable  to  both  these  minting  institutions. 
The  object  of  these  comparisons  is  not  to  draw  lines  of  preference  among 
kindred  institutions,  but  to  show  that  each  one  baa  had  its  own  work  to 
do,  and  that  where  one  is  to  be  credited  with  large  value,  another  is  no 
less  to  be  credited  with  the  large  aggregate  number  of  pieces  strack. 

TfEW  FOBEION  COIKS. 

Since  tbe  last  report,  a  few  new  foreign  coins  have  come  to  the  Mint. 

1.  The  gold  piece  of  ten  francs,  or  one  carolin,  struck  in  Sweden,  is 
understood  to  be  intended  as  a  contribution  to  tbecause  of  international 
coinage  upon  the  French  basis.  The  standards  are  tbe  same  as  tbe  sim- 
ilar coin  of  France.  The  piece  bears  the  efflgy  of  tbe  King  of  Sweden, 
with  legends  in  Swedish,  and  is  creditable  as  a  work  of  art.  But  as  it 
does  not  bear  any  facile  relation  to  the  regular  currency  of  the  realm, 
and  is  intended  only  for  commercial  use,  it  cannot  be  said  to  further  the 
idea  of  unification.  That  is  to  say,  there  are  still  two  kinds  of  money, 
one  for  home  use  and  one  for  exportation,  requiring  some  arithmetic  to 
turn  the  one  into  tbe  other. 

2.  The  silver  piece  of  25  cents  coined  for  Canada  bears  date  1870.  It 
is  of  the  British  or  sterliug  fineness,  (925  thousandths,)  and  therefore  not 
intended  to  be  conformed  to  its  sister  denomination  coined  in  this  coun- 
try. Nor  is  it  quite  of  the  same  bullion  value,  since  our  piece  contains 
86.4  grains  fine  silver,  and  the  Canada  piece  83.25j  a  difference  of  nearly 
4  per  cent.    Yet  they  will  no  doubt  be  at  par  in  circulation. 

The  Canada  pound,  the  former  money  of  account,  was  rated  as  equal 
to  four  United  States  dollars,  but  for  the  last  fifteen  years,  accounts 
havb  been  kept  there  in  dollars  and  cents.  The  United  States  silver 
half  and  quarter  dollars  have  been  theircurrencyfor  many  years.  Until 
recently,  payments,  large  and  small,  have  been  made  in  this  coin.  But 
the  excessive  accumulation  of  it,  especially  (luring  our  war,  and  the  fact 
of  its  not  being  equal  to  gold  in  bullion  value,  has  caused  some  discnnlit 
and  depreciation  and  a  large  exportation  of  the  coin  to  a  bullion  market. 
And  DOW  a  new  quarter  d<Mlar,  just  mentioned,  has  been  provided ;  and

along  with  it,  strange  to  say,  a  quarter  dollar  iu  paper,  much  aiter  the 
faahioD  of  oar  own.  It  does  uot  appear  what  is  the  object  of  haviiig 
both  a  silver  and  a  paper  quarter  dollar,  to  be  used  coocurreutly,  unless 
it  be  that  the  latter  ia  a  temporary  issue. 

3.  We  note  a  very  conapicaous  change  in  the  Uexican  dollar;  not  iu 
the  staiidards,  but  iu  the  devices.  ArtiBtically  there  is  a  great  improve- 
ment. There  are,  as  before,  the  eagle,  and  serpent,  and  cactus,  with 
the  legend,  Rmvblica  Mexwaita,  and  date ;  and,  on  the  other  side,  the 
radiated  cup  of  lAbertad,  reduced  in  @ize,  and  under  it  a  scroll  of  "  Ley," 
with  a  balance  and  aword;  but  the  "  8  B."  (eight  reales)  is  displaced, 
and  the  denominatiou  is  Un  Peso,  conformably  to  common  usage.  The 
fineness  is  no  longer  expressed  iu  dineros  and  ffranos,  but  the  equiva- 
lent iu  thousandths,  902.7.  It  is  quite  to  be  regretted  that  they  did 
not  make  it  precisely  900,  the  standard  so  largely  adopted  and  likely 
to  become  universal.  In  point  of  fact  the  great  mass  of  Mexican  dollars, 
of  all  dates,  do  not  average  more  than  901.  These  new  pieces  bear  the 
dates  1869  and  1870,  and  the  mint-mark  of  the  city  of  Mexico.  Whether 
the  same  devices  will  be  used  by  the  varioos  provincial  mints,  does 
uot  ap|)ear.  There  are  dollars  of  Chihuahua,  of  1869,  bearing  the  old 
stamp. 

4.  We  have,  also,  a  new  Mexican  gold  piece,  of  Vetnten  Pesos,  (twenty 
dollars,)  dating  1870,  of  course  intended  to  supersede  the  time-honored 
doubloon,  and  apparently  a  continuation  of  the  twenty-dollar  piece  of 
the  "Imperio  MexicaTio"  of  1866.  It  is  three  grains  heavier,  however, 
than  the  coin  of  Maximilian ;  that  is,  it  is  523  troy  grains,  or  1.09  ounce. 
It  bears  the  usual  legend,  Eepubliea  Mexicana,  the  value,  and  the  figures 
875,  expressive  of  fineness,  equal  to  31  carats,  as  formerly.  At  these 
rates  it  is  equal  to  $19  72  in  our  money,  without  mint  charge.  It  is  a 
very  rare  piece  just  now,  but  may  become  common  in  future  years. 

The  gold  pieces  of  Maximilian  will  forever  be  cuciosities  in  cabinets 
of  rare  coins. 

The  new  Mexican  dollars,  varying  ftom  415  to  417  grains,  may  be  said 
to  maintain  the  usual  average  weight.  New  pieces  of  the  old  type  are 
found  to  run  as  high  as  905  thousandths  in  fineness.  A  coin  so  much 
..used  in  commerce  ought  to  be  more  steady. 

Of  the  new  series  of  Bolivian  coins,  only  the  dollar  has  yet  appeared 
in  this  country' ;  and  it  proves  to  be,  as  intended,  on  a  par  with  the 
French  piece  of  five  francs  in  weight  and  fineness. 

DEVICES  ON  COINS. 

This  might  be  a  proper  opportunity  to  say  a  few  words  in  regard  to 
the  changing  of  devices  on  coins,  about  which  there  is  a  wide  diversity 
of  opinion. 

As  to  the  Mesicau  dollar,  it  is  not  exactly  in  the  category  of  national 
coins.  It  is  eminently  international,  and  a  special  favorite  in  the  Asiatic 
ports.  There  its  well-known  face,  thongh  somewhat  rude,  makes  it  in- 
stantly receivable.  In  a  new  dress,  and  with  a  contracted  diameter,  it 
may  be  an  object  of  suspicion  ;  and  iu  that  point  of  view  it  might  have 
been  better  to  have  retained  the  old  devices,  just  as  iu  Austria  they  still 
coin  a  dollar  for  the  I^evant  trade,  bearing  the  head  of  Maria  Theresa 
and  the  date  1780. 

But  the  question  remains,  whether  coins  less  cosmopolitan  may  be 
frequently  changed  in  appearance.  Those  who  are  fond  of  making 
cabinet  collections,  and  the  lovers  of  art  generally,  are  clamorous  for 
new  pictures.    They  would  like  the  series  of  coins  to  be  monuments  of 
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national  history — sare  witnesses  of  events — like  tlie  coins  of  ancient 
Borne.  At  least  they  demand  that  *'  bea^ls  and  tails"  shall  not  present 
their  dull  mouotony  for  long  decades  of  years,  so  that  there  is  no  mark 
of  difiference  except  the  dat*.  Oar  own  coin  is  particnlarly  liable  to  this 
objection.  In  other  lands  kinga  and  emperors  die  or  are  displaced,  and 
everybody  is  eager  to  get  the  new  coin  with  the  new  head.  Biit  here  it 
must  be,  under  the  law,  a  "flgnre  emblematic  of  liberty,"  which,  indeed, 
allows  some  liberty  of  full  length,  or  head  and  bust;  bat,  after  all,  it  is 
only  au  idea,  or  an  abstraction,  and,  aa  past  experience  shows,  very 
much  a  stereotype.  And  one  reason  for  this  practice  is  to  be  found  not 
only  in  the  rigid  requirements  of  the  law,  but  in  the  counter  opinion, 
which  considers  that  there  oagbt  to  be  no  marked  change  except  where 
there  ia  a  change  of  standards,  this  being  the  very  proper  way  to  intro- 
dnce  them.  It  is  argued  that  a  coin  in  a  new  dress  always  creates  a 
necessity  for  explanation  and  induces  some  apprehension.  The  certifi- 
cate which  a  government  stamps  upon  its  coin  is  a  very  sacred  thing, 
much  like  the  great  seal  of  a  state,  whose  fixedness  indicates  stability. 
3o  that  while  this  numismatic  party  would  not  forbid  occasional  changes, 
and  would  always  have  them  to  indicate  a  new  weight  or  flneoeas,  they 
ore  very  conservative  in  their  adherence  to  old  and  well-known  types. 

These  remarks  are  not  made  to  preface  an  opinion  on  the  question, 
but  merely  to  show  bow  the  question  stands,  that  others  may  judge  for 
themselves. 

UmEBAl  BPECDIBNS. 

A  part  of  the  almost  daily  business  of  our  assay  department  is  to  ex- 
amine and  report  upon  mineral  specimens  sent  or  brought  &om  all  parts 
of  the  United  States.  This  work  is  extra-official,  bnt  is  cheerfully  per- 
formed as  a  public  benefit.  In  cases  where  a  cliemical  trial  is  required, 
there  is  a  moderate  charge,  which  innres  to  the  expense  account  of  the 
mint. 

It  is  to  be  regretted,  however,  that  there  is  so  little  discernment 
among  those  who  fancy  they  have  made  a  discovery,  inasmuch  as  we 
are  constantly  called  upon  to  examine  stones  of  the  most  ordinary  char- 
acter, of  no  greater  value  than  for  building  or  paving. 

Our  school  teachers  or  country  physicians  might,  and,  as  a  general 
rule,  perhaps  they  do,  acquire  euongh  of  the  principles  of  mineralogy 
and  geology  to  be  of  real  use  to  their  unlettered  neighbors  in  this  re- 
spect, and  save  the  expensive  transmission  of  boxes  of  stone  over  long 
lines  of  travel.  Iti  some  cases  the  wizard  expert  of  the  mineral  rod,  or 
the  village  blacksmith,  has  excited  high  hopes  which  it  was  our  unpleas- 
ant duty  to  dissipate.  In  other  cases  Indian  traditions  have  been  con- 
fidently relied  on,  and  we  have  been  compelled  to  contradict  the  science 
or  the  legends  of  the  aborigines. 

A  moderate  knowledge  of  geological  impossibilities  would  quiet  any 
apprehensions  of  silver  or  gold,  save  in  infinitesimal  proportions,  in 
many  a  large  expanse  of  our  country.  Happily  we  have  other  kinds  of 
ricbes  buried  in  the  soil  everywhere,  of  which  we  may  be  as  proud,  and 
with  which  we  may  be  as  well  satisfied,  as  with  our  nneqnaled  mines 
and  domains  of  precious  metals. 

Table  of  foreign  coins. — The  statement  of  the  weight,  fineness,  and 
value  of  foreign  coins,  required  by  law  to  be  made  annnally,  will  be 
found  appended  to  this  report.  The  additions  made  to  our  annual 
tables  have  been  noticed  in  this  report. 

Medal  department. — This  department  has  been  snccessfnily  operated 
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daring  the  past  year.    A  large  namber  of  medals  have  been  made  and 
sold. 

Ths  Mint  cabinet. — ^The  cabinet  of  coins  and  medals  still  contlnaes  to 
attract  a  large  uamber  of  visitors  ih>m  every  State  in  the  Union,  and 
from  foreign  countries.  It  deserres  tbe  fostering  care  of  the  OoTem- 
meut. 

Statistical  tables The  statistics  relating  to  tlie  deposits  of  bullion 

and  coinage  at  the  Mint  of  the  United  States  and  branches  will  be 
foand  in  the  tabular  statements  herato  annexed. 

Since  the  publication  of  the  last  annual  report,  inaccuracies  were  dis- 
covered in  the  statistical  tables  for  a  year  or  two  previouB,  that  made 
some  of  tbe  later  exhibits  practically  unreliable.  All  the  tables  have 
since  been  carefully  collated  and  compared  for  several  years  past,  and 
as  DOW  presented  are  believed  to  be  correct  and  trustworthy.
